REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1902. 

Brethren, 

In presenting the Annual Report to the Lodge, we once more congratnlate you on the good 
work done during the last twelve months, and on the signa of continued p rosperity which enable us to 
predict an eqnally successful year to come. Xo new members have been admitted dnring the year and 
onr nnmbcr thns remains at twenty-eight. 

In the Correspondence Circle there are many deaths to be deplored. 2S7 new members have 
been admitted to onr Association, the total being now 2,851. 
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Reference was made in tlie report of last year as to the necessity of securing an increase 
in the nnmbcr of members, and t bis mnst be repeated, as the Comuiittee have decided to secure, 
if possible, a London Office. They have done this in answer to the reqnest of many Bretbren and 
the Comuiittee confidently expect more tlian the ordinary assistance of the Members in carrying 
it throngh. 

It will be noticed that the amount of daes ontstanding has increased, but no item has been 
admitted of which payment is doubtful. It need not be pointed out that the Secretarial duties are 
verv heavv, and that the necessity of writing a large numbcr of applications for subscriptions is an 
extra labour that should not be required. 

The Balance Sheet now submitted, althongh it shows a balance in hand, is not so satisfactory 
as it should be, and this is entirely to be attributable to the large nnmber of members whose subscrip- 
tions are in arrear. There are no outstanding debts owing by the Lodge. 

The assets comprised in the accounts given belosv do not include the stock of Transactions, 
the Antiqnarian Reprints, vols. v. to ix., the faesimiles of various copies of the Old Constitntions : or 
the Librarv and Museum npou which more than £400 has already been expended.

SOME NOTES ON THE LEGENDS OF MASONRY. 

BY BRO. IV. IIARRY RYLANDS. 


must be statecl at the commencement that this paper is only an 
endeavour to give reasons which may explaiii sorae minor points 
referring to the Legentis of Masonry. It is perfectly well known 
that no origin for some of our legends has been found, no date of tlie 
introduction of thetn is known, and no satisfactory reason has so far 
been offered, why tlie Temple of Solomon and its builders have been 
selected to play an important part in one division of our legendary 

In a tentative examination like this, the last of these difficulties would naturally 
be considered first, and if it can be shown witli ordinary probability why the Temple 
and its builders, or even the building of the Temple alone could naturally be selected 
by the Freemasons, it may become possible, by dint of careful examination, at some 
future time to solve the other problems. 

When everything we know with regard to early speculative masonry is brought 
into a ring-fence, it is a small one perliaps, but then some things connccted with it are 
clearly and undoubtedly settled beyond dispute or argument, The most important of 
these facts is that there existed in various ])arts of England at the beginning of the 
seventeenth century, and without doubt at an earlier period bodies of men formed into 
lodges, who carried on some kind of masonry which was certainly not for operative 
purposes, and that at one time they were called Accepted Masons, in order to distinguish 
tliem from the ordinary or operative masons : a terni which survived until the later period 
when the title Free and Accepted Mason was arranged. 

Wliatever may have been the ceremonies or customs used by the early Specula- 
tive or Accepted Masons, it is ciear that they were in some manner connected with the 
trade of masonry. Otlierwise they miglit just as well have grown out of, or joined 
tliemselves to any other trade : and become Accepted Carpenters or Fisliniongers : for 
this reason it is as certain as it can be without definite proof, that their ceremonies, 
emblems and other matters were more or less intimately connected in some form or 
other with the art of building. 

Whether these Accepted Masons of the early time existed before the u Reforma- 
tion ” and were tlien associated with the trade guild of Masons, as they were in the 
early part of the seventeenth century with the Masons’ Company of London : or were 
the natural outcome of the break-up of the guilds, is of little momen t for the present 
enquiry. They were Accepted Masons, so called to distinguish tliem from the trade 
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guild: and tbey were certainly so called in tlie seventeenth century, and one wonld 
tbiuk tliat sacb a deBnite title could only liave been invented bv tbe superior power of, 
or from their direct association witb tbe operatives. 

Tbe Lodge is not tbe place to discuss questions relating to tbe Bible, but it is 
well known to bave been tbe custom of Christians from tbe earliesfc time to find in tbe 
Old Tesfcament types of Cbaracters and eveuts which occur in the New Testament. 
Some of tbesc types will be found taking a prominent place in tbe Catholic ceremony of 
tbe Dedication or Consecration of Churches, and t-bey are not forgotten in that of 
laying tbe first stone. Nay, “ The Dedication of Churches bad its beginning in tlie 
OLD Law, and was observed by tbe boly fatbers in tbe NEW 5,1 

Tbe idea appears to bave been tliat a new Temple was being dedicat ed to the 
lionour aud glory of God. Tbe sliape also of tbe early basilicas bears a resemblance to 
the ground measurements of tbe Temple of Jerusalem. And about tbe arrangement 
one quotation may be given : “ Tlien for tbe Models and Fasliion of Churches it may 

generally be observed, tbat there were some Resemblance or respect bad to tbe Form of 
tbe Jeivish Temple ; that is : Tbe Quire in Catkedrals, and tbe Chaucel in tbe Parish 
Churches, to be answerable to tbe Sanctum Sanctorum : then tbe Body of the Churcli, 
resembling tbe Sanctum , or tbe Sanctuary : and tbe Church-Yard answerable to tlie 
Atrium , or tbe Court, besides tbe Porches, not witbout their use and signiBcation : and 
all tbis innocently enougb, and witbout imputation of Judaism , as is very well main- 
tained by tbe Judicious Air. Hooker.’” 

If we turn to Durandus, wbo wrote in tbe thirteentb century (died a.d. 1296), 
tbe sanie implied connection is evident. 

To me it seems entirely natural tbat tbe early Christian Cbnrcbes sbould be 
imitations, more or less inteuded, of tlie Temple of Jerusalem, I fail to see how in tbe 
natural descent of ideas they could take any other forni. Tbe Churcli liaving once 
admitted tbis idea in its ceremonies, tbe Masons very naturally feli in witb it. 

, lt is not difficnlt to understand wby Solomon’s Temple was taken as a building 
to be imitated and, if possible, to be surpassed in beauty. In its time it was tbe 
wonder of tlie surrounding nations, and tlie tradition of tbis was lianded down. To tbe 
Masons, if tbe imitation or even a connection of ideas was allowed by tlie Churcli, it 
was enougb. It was to tbem a Temple built to tbe lionour and glory of God, indeed 
the Temple of God, and tbe story of its building was one of tlie great Masonic records 
in the Bible. Tbey never asked tliemselves for wliat particular worsbip it was 
prepared, but were satisfied, and it was their ambitition to raise new Temples which 
sbould surpass tbat built by King Solomon and his Master Buildei’s. 

When Justinian, on tbe completion of bis great Cliurch of St. Sopbia at Con- 
stantinople, exclaimed, as reported by Codinus, “ Glory to God wbo lias counted me 
wortliy to fulfil so great a work. I bave surpassed thee, 0 Solomon,” be clearly 
expressed tbis idea. 

The Operative Masons then, as well as tbose for whorn tbey worked, were 
exerting all their talents in raising buildings which slionld equal or sui’pass tbat built 
by Solomon. The Accepted Masons must bave been as I bave said Masons of some 
sort, and it almost follows as a matter of course tbat they would take from the same 
source some legend which might form a part of the building of a symbolical Temple of

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Living Stones. It must be a legencl that coulcl be made suitable to the requirements, 
and must include some of the persons whose naraes are handed down as liaving been 
couneeted wit-li the building of the Temple of Jerusalem. Tliis seems to be so natnral 
an outcome of tlic system of ideas, tliat it is not necessary to look to the eigliteenth 
century Masonic tinkers for anything more than perhaps a few embellishments by 
wliicb it seems to me tliey have only succeeded in muddling np the stories. At what 
date the symbolical legends took their original form, and whence tliey were derived, 
may never be known with certainty, but I have not yet been able to persuade myself 
that tliey have no antiquity greater than the eigliteenth century. 

I have looked in vain for any mention in his writings, of the reason upon which 
the late Mr. James Fergusson bnsed the final sentence of the remarks 1 quoted some 
years ago. It seems to me, liowever, that it is not far to seck. His remarks may again 
be repeated : 

“There is perhaps no building of the ancient world which has excited so 
much attention sinee the time of its destruction, as the Temple which Solomon built at 

Jerusalem and its successor as built by Herod Tliroughout tlie middle 

ages it influenced to a considerable degrec the forms of Christian Churches, and its 
peculiarities were the watchwords and rallying points of all associations of builders.” 

Although the Operative Masous eudeavoured to surpass in their bnildings the 
beanty and splendour of the Temple of Jerusalem, it does not follow that they possessed 
in verv early times any legendary history wliatever : indeed it is impossible for them to 
have possessed the legendary history as it appears in the Old Charges. This is certain, 
beeause without the aid of superliuman power, which was only claimed in the case of 
Solomon himself, it is impossible to teli the actions of anyone, liowever distinguished, 
before lie lived. 

For the latest date at which the Old Charges could have been compiled, if we 
apply the usnal rule, the last entry of an historical event would govern the date, and 
tliis would compel us to fix the date of compositiora in the reign of Athelstan or Edwin 
[of NorthumbriaJ, as claimed in the Old Charges themselves, whicli I think, even 
allowing for considerable alterations, would be an cntirely impossible date. To turn to 
the Articles, some interesting inforniation miglit bc gleaned from an examination of the 
ternis and statements tliey contain. For example, the period at which tlie difference 
was acknowledged betwcen working by “task” or “journey,” as well as the price paid 
for the day’s work. Although dice were known to the Komans, and were introduced 
at a very early date into England, where they were extravagantly used, playing cards 
did not appear in Europe until the twelfth or thirteenth century, and the game of 
liazard, as is well known, is played with dice. 

Many of these Articles or Rules afterwards formed an important portion of the 
Indenturcs of Apprenticeship. 

A few points about tliese Old Charges are perfectly ciear. In the first place 
they were composed both as regards tlie legendary history and the rules or articles for 
the Operative Masons. They cannot have been compiled for the Speculative Masons : 
at the sanie time, as I have often pointed out, we know from tlie records of tlie London 
Company, brought to liglit by Bro. Conder, that tliese documents were already in the 
middle of tlie scventeentli century admitted by the Operative Company of London to 
belong to tlie Aecepted Masons. It may be surmised from this that the Old Charges 
had at tliis time and earlicr, passed out of use by the Operative, and taken the place 
that has been claimed for them with tlie Aecepted Masons. 
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Sucli a Icgcnd anci rnles woulcl of coui’se bc nseless in the casc of an Incorpora- 
tion like tbe [jondon Company. The Masons’ Company of London nas enfrauchised 
October tlie I4tli, 1481, 1 when “ Constitntions were made and granted.” It is much to 
be regretted tbat tlie book of Orders and Rules, made at tliis time, is no longer in tlie 
possession of tlie Company, as it wonld cnable ns to jndge how far tlie Rnles contained 
in tbe Old Charges were followcd. 

Some fime during tbe I7th century, or a little carlicr, cerlain “New Articles ” 
were added, which bonnd tbese Old Charges more intimately to tbe Accepted Masons. 
It is very suggestive tbat wben tliey were for tbe first time printed, a text was cbosen 
which eontained tbese New Articles and tbat tliis work is styled, in 1722, tbe “ Old 
Constitntions Relonging to tbe Ancient and Honourable Society of Free and Accepted 
Masons.” 

The Old Charges are, as I have said, pnrely Operative in character, and it is 
impossiblc to believe tbat tliey were suddenly taken possession of by tbe Acceptcd 
Masons. These documcnts natarally descencled to tbem : nsed at first certainly by tbe 
Opei’ativcs, and it may be at tbe same time by tbe Accepted or Speculative Masons, 
wlicn discarded by tbe one tliey became tbe natnral possession of tbe other. Tliis 
change mnst have taken place before tbe year 1600, how much befove it is impossible to 
say with any amonnt of certainty. 

Some satisfactory explanation has yet to be found for tbe fact tbat it was about 
the year 1600, as I have often pointed ont, tbe general increase of tbe rolls of Old 
Charges is found to have taken place. Tbe question may bc asked, what became of tbe 
old copies, of which onlyone or two now exist ? The year 1600 may liave been a time 
of dilapidations and renewals, but I very much doubt if this is tbe rea! explanation. 
Sometbing might be said for tlie theory tbat wbat was at first handed down more or 
less by word of month, was at a later time gatbered togetber, and tbe Mss. of it 
mnltiplied for more general use. Tbe texts of the Rolls differ, many of tbese differences 
are simply tbe stupid errors of tbe scribe, and many are to be attributed to tbe ignorancc 
of tbe copvist. Stili, there are other and more important differences, and tbese may 
have bad their origin in tbe “keeping” of different texts of the same story preserved in 
tbe Lodges of Cathedrals, or great centres of Masonry in England. 

I use the word “ keeping,” with the meaning commonly understood in such cases. 
It does not mean tbe “ possession ” of tbe manuscript, but the possession, so to speak, 
or rather tbe control, of tbe text tbe manuscript contains. A text is just as valuablc 
when it is preserved in the British Museum, as it would be if it were in any other 
place, because tbat institution bad no hand in making tbe manuscript. The value of 
tbe “keeping” of a text is to be judgecl by tbe likelihood or possibility of alterations 
having been made in tbe text. 

This question naturally Icads to the consideration of tbe two earliest manuscripts 
we possess containing tbe “ Old ” Cbai'ges. 

As lias been before stated, the first of tbese the Halliwell Poem, cannot Icgitimately 
be called a copy of tbe Old Charges : it is true tbat it contains much of tbe cont.ents of 
tbese documents, but I feel certain tbat it was never intended for the same purpose as 
the Rolls, of later date. The insertion here and there of many lines of matter having 
no connection whatever with tbe intention of tbe main text, shows tbat tbe “ keeping” 
of tbe text was but indifferenti for I tliink it is a great mistake to suppose tbat because

anotlier and better known work. They, witli the othcr cxtraneous matter, were simply 
sandwiclied into the Masonie text, after the eustom of these eom pilatioris, in order to 
add to the lengtli and importanee of the book. 


The Cookc Ms. raust probably be plaeed almost in the same rank : it is a compi- 
lation in book form, and eannot be looked upon as a gennine eopy of the Old Charges 
intended for nse. Lct it be qnite understood tliat I do not for a moment wish to 
depreeiate the value of these manuscripts in any way, as reeords of the masonie portion 
of the text they eontain. They are of great value as proving tliat tlie Masons already 
in the fonrteenth eentury possessed not only tlieir legendary history, but tliat ccrtain 
rules liad already been arranged. Tliey also prove tliat tlie eompilers of these two 
manuscripts were in possession of very perfeet eopies of that Legendary liistory as well 
as of tlie Artieles, and Points or Rules. 

The Halliwell Poem is lieaded : — Hie ineipiunt eonstitutioucs artis gemetriae 
secundum Euelydem. The book was like otlier works of the period, an exereise of skill, 
and was I tliink eomposed by some monastie scribe in the north of England as an 
addition to the works on seientifie subjeets, some of which, dating from the tentli 
eentury, were printed by the late Thomas Wriglit, M.A., E.S.A., under tlie title, 
“ Popular Treatiscs on Seienee written during the Middle Ages .” 1 

The Cooke Manuseript distinctly proves, I think, that at tlie time it was eom- 
posed, otlier written eopies of the Legendary History, ete., were extant, and then in the 
possession of the seribe. 

It must be remembered that the date of the Halliwell Poem is somewhere about 
the end of the fourteentli eentury, whereas that of the Cooke Ms. is about the middle of 
the fifteentb. Rut it. is neeessary to go a step backwards and eonsider tliose masonie 
mannseripts, if any existed, which formed the basis of these compilations. There scems 
to me to be no reason whatever for supposing that tliis original, or these originals, were 
poctieal. It secms to me also extremcly unlikely, I may say impossible, that a eonser- 
vative guild like that of the Masons would adopt anytliing in tlie form of popular 
poetry, as tlieir history and Book of Constitutions ; and of course for tlieir history 
to liave taken a place among the ordinary ballacl poetry of the country is equally 
impossible. 

In rny opinion tliere is not the slightest eonnection between the legendary history 
of the Masons with the ballad poetry of tliis or any country. Tlie fact that the 
Halliwell Poem is in verse proves nothing : it was as I liave said simply one of the many 
cxercises of skill with odds and ends from otlier works lifted into the text: the original, 
whether written or not, was nothing of the kind. 


The Constitutions of the Art of Geometry, or “ Old Charges,” as they have 
been called, were not a eommon romanee eomposed for the delectation of the 
general publie, but evidently, as I have often pointed out, construeted with a purpose. 
Tlieir use was confined to the Guild of Masons. The legend they eontain, although 
eomposed from different books more or less well known, was not eommon property, 
otherwise it seems almost eertain that a quotation or even a reference to it would oeeur 
in otlier books, but so far as I am aware nothing of the kind exists in any of the many 
works that have come down to us.

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The object of the composition is pretty ciear : commencing from the Creation, 
like most of the old Chronicles, it traces down the history of Operative Masonry, put 
together in a kind of chronological order to the best ability of the writer : giviDg to the 
guild of Masons a history intended to be entirely authentic, and not the least legendary. 
It liowever contains more than this, for there is included what to me appears to be the 
most important portion of the story to the Guild. It introdnces, cleverlv woven into 
the seqnence of the text, notwithstanding the difficnlties of supplying history when 
nothing was at haud, the amount of wages paid and records of charters granted, in 
order to establish certain rights in this country : the title deeds, in fact, by wliicli the 
existence of the Guild was legally confirmed. This is so entirely in accordance witli 
monastic usages, that I feel snre it was done with a purpose. It maybe contended tliat 
the pnrpose was self-glorification, but if read over in a Lodge of Masons, in my opinion, 
it conld fili no necessary purpose, and would probably be understood by very few of 
those present. 

Xo difficulty would arise in the preparation of the history. At the time when it 
was composed the Masons were supported by a well educated priestliood, or at least a 
religions body of men as well or better educated than any one else, and quite capable of 
such a composition. By taking a bit here and a bit there from the books at hand the 
labonr was not as great as that of an ordinary Chronicle, and by this means a more or 
less consecntive history from the beginning of time was pnt together, interspersed, 
wlien the legend arrived at fairly historical times, with rights and privileges conferred 
on the Guild of Masons, some of them imaginary, and it may be some of them in part 
genuine. It is however to be particulari y noticed that it ali leads up to the establishment 
of the Guild of Masons in England by Royal Charter. 

Many of these peculiarities occurred to me when I first became acquainted with 
the contents of these Mss., but it was only a few years ago that I thought a possible 
explanation might be forthcoming. It appears to me not at ali improbable that much, 
if not ali, of the legendary history was composed in answer to the Writ for Returns, 
issued to the Gnilds ali over the country, in the twelfth year of Richard the Second, 
A.D. 1388. Some of the points and Articles would, no doubt, be in use from an earlier 
period, in pretty much the same form everywhere. 

One great difficulty appears to present itself. If the Legendary History was 
composed for this purpose, the Old Charges, as we now have them, must either repre- 
sent the Return made by one Gnild of Masons, or ali the Gnilds must have possessed 
almost exactly the same legend: unless it was agreed to by a collected body from the 
various Guilds. Of course the easiest way to decide the qnestion is to accept the state- 
ment that the History was collected by Edwin : but this solution of the diffienlty does 
not satisfy me. There is stili another. If the Old Charges do really represent the 
Return made in 138S by one of the, or the most important Gnild of Masons in England, 
it is not very difficult to understand how, during the long period of years when copies 
are entirely wanting, the Legendary History was spread by the Priesthood, and the 
Masons themselves, so that it was at last generally adopted in almost its present form. 

It must be nnderstood that in making this snggestion I do not overlook the 
possibility or probability of the Guild of Masons having possessed a short legendary 
history at an earlier date: but if such were the case, it would stand alone among ali 
other trades. 


10 Transactions of the Quatuor Coronati Lodge. 

Bro . W. J- Hughan icrites : 

I ara glad that our esteemed Secretary lias f avo ure d the Lodge with a few of his 
views on the Legends of Masonry, and thongli tliey are of valne rather becanse of their 
suggestive character, than for their elucidation of any disputed or donbtfnl points, the 
paper should be heartily welcomed by all stndents, and receive careful examination and 
consideration. Siuce however I have re-read the article, it seems to me that here and 
there Bro. Rylands has ventured upon decided opinions as to sotne questions, and 
t lio u odi his interesting examination is declared to be bnt tentative, we may rest assnred 
that. all sucli expressions of his views are based npon a long and careful scrutiny of the 
facts as be is not one to say what he believes nntil the matter has been well sifted. 

I entirely agree witli him that early in tlie 17th century there was “some kind 
of Masonry” worked, wliich was not for operative pnrposes; and to my niind the date 
might be carried back to the previous century, for in the year 1600, John Boswell, Esq. 
was a mernber of the Lodge of Edinburgli, and as sucli was present at the meeting lield 
on Sth Jnne, so he must have been admitted previously, how long before we cannot 
teli. So also as respects the terra “ accepted,” wliich probably distingnislied sucli 
bretliren from the operative long before it is stated in the oldest preserved Records of 
the Masons’ Company. I see no reason, however, to suppose that the Ceremonies 
practised by the one Class differed from those known to the other, but througliout the 
perior! concerned were the sanie in both cases. 

As to the prominence given to the Temple of Solomon, Bro. Rylands’ suggestions 
undoubtedlv are to the point iu regard to its incorporation in the Masonic Ritnal, but I 
wonder he does not mention the seventeenth literature on the subject, and especially the 
raodels of that great structure by the Rabbi Jacob Jehuda Leou and others duly noted 
by Professor Johnston, Dr. Crawley and several more respected Craftsraen, iucluding 
himself iu the A.Q.C. for 1899. Representations of the Teraple are to be found in the 
earliest known Masonic Illustrations, Circulars, etc., of English and French origin. I 
have yet, however, to learn that tliis Building was a prominent featnre of the early 
period as it has been since the “ Revival ” of 1717. 

My friend is rather severe on the “ Masonic Tinkers ” of the 18th century, seeing 
that the major portion of the Ritual that we so value was evidently due to thera ; 
thougli with him, I have not been able to persuade myself that some of our symbolical 
legends have no antiquity greater than tliat centnry. The antiqnity of Masonic 
symbolism must be admitted by all those who know the Fraternity, and likewise its 
continuity through the operative and speculative periods to the dominancy of the latter 
early in the ISth century. 

Undoubtedly the “ Old Charges ” were composed for operative purposes only, 
but subsequently used by speculatives in evidence of early customs and traditions 
only. It is much to be regretted that the Orders and Rules of the Masons’ Company, 
on its incorporation iu 14S1, cannot be compared with the copy of the “ Old Charges ” 
owned by the accepted Masons who met under its wing ; as both are missing. There is 
no reason to suppose that the latter differed from the many copies stili extant of those 
curious Scrolls, and likely enough, the Rules of 1481 were based upon some such 
docnraent just as the premier “ Book of Constitutions ” of 1723 was composed in the 
spirit of the “ Old Charges,” of wliich tlie first. printed copy appeared in 1722, having, 
as Bro. Rylands points out, the “New Articles.” 

I take it that the Company would not need such Scrolls, as it was not a Lodge, 
but would not there be operative Lodges during the early existence of the Masons’ 
Company, who used such documents, and whose members belonged to the Company ? 
We know that these “ Old Charges ” had to beread to caudidates, who were operatives, 
throughout the 17th centnry and even later. 

I caunot, nnfortunately, spare the time to allude to the important couclnsion to 
Bro. Rylands’ paper conceruing the return made in 13SS in relation to the “Old 
Charges,” but the year seems to me too late for their origin. 
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Bro. Rcv. J. W. Horslky, J.W., said lie olfered a few thoiights on tlie qnestion 
“ why the Templc of Solomon and its builders liare been selectcd to play an important 
part in one division of our legendary history.” In the very early dajs of Christianity 
it would havc been very unlikely tkat the Temple should have been taken as a model 
for churches, or as a subject of poetic thought, becansc of the animosity of the Jews 
and the antagonism to the school of Jndaizers. He produced his copy of Durantus de 
Ritibus Ecclesia?, ed. 1592, and translated the following passage : — “ Plane veteres 
patres promiscue et communiter Ecclesias templa appellasse apparet ex Euseb. 51. 3, 
de vita Constant, cap 29. 30. 6, et alibi soepe, Ambrosius lib 1 offic. cap 11 et 18, 
Hieronym. in cap 7 Jeremite, Augnstin. lib 8 de Civit. Dei cap ultim, et scrmon 252 et 
255 de temp. Probabile est antiquos Christianos abstinuisse nomine templi et sacer- 
dotis ob recentem memoriam sacrificiorum Aaron, ne cum Judaeis confunderentur. Unde 
in Euangelio et fere usque ad tempus Irena?i, sacerdotes vocantur presbyteri et patres. 
Cinn vere desiisset memoria sacrificiorum Judaicorum, sacri patres pristinum templi 
nomen instaurarunt.” 

* . Lib I. Cap I. 7. 

Note the difference between the antiqui and the veteres, i. e., those of the first and 
second centuries who had reason to avoid what savoured of Judaism, and those of the 
twelfth, and even earlier, centuries who used the words templum and ecclesia inter- 
changeably. The same point comes out in the Fardle of Facions (printed a.d. 1555) 
from which the following passage (of Masonic interest apart from the present question) 
may be quoted. 

“ Oratories, temples, or places of praier (whiche we calle churches) miglit not to 
be built without the good will of the Bishoppe of the Diocese. And when the timbx-e 
was redy to be framed, & the foundation digged, it behoved them to sende for the 
Bishoppe, to hallowe the firste corner stone of the foundation, & to make the sign of the 
Crosse thereupon, and to laie it, & directe it juste Easte and West. And then miglit 
the masons settle upon the stone, but not afore.” 

First the avoidance of the word Temple; then its tolerance and even acceptance ; 
and then thirdly in the thirteentli and fourteenth centuries (probably the most 
picturesque and prolific age of the Church, at any rate as regards art and poetry) 
everything connected with Jerusalem and its Temple became as distinctly parabolic and 
symbolic of the Gfrand Lodge Above, “ tliat perfect vision of God’s Face which we for 
lack of words call heaven,” as the history of the Wilderness period of the Jewish race 
was of “ the Church militant here on earth.” 

Think for example of the liymn (dating from the sixth or seventh century) 1 Urbs 
beata Hierusalem, Blessed city, lieavenly Salem (Hymn, Ancient and Modern, 396), so 
full of Masonic suggestions, which for ali these subsequent centuries has been sung at 
the consecration or the dedication festi vals of churches. 

Many a blow and biting sculpture 
Polish’d well those stones elect, 

In their places now compacted 
By the heavenly Architect, 

Who herewith hath willed for ever 
That His Palace should be decked. 

To tliis Temple, where we call Thee, 

Come, 0 Lord of Hosts to-day. 

1 The three MSS. of tlie Urbs beata in tlie British Musenm are of the eleventh century, but there 
is an earlier MS. used by U. M. Dreves of the tenth century, and Julian (Dict. of Hymnology) puts tlie 
hymn at about the sixth or seventh century. 
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Now it secms to mc quite plain that ali, or most, of our ritual and legends, whieh 
are not obviously operative, are derived frora the thought and practice universal in tlie 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries. 

Take, for examplc, from Durandus (not Durantus) Rationale, ch. i., 36, the 
following passage : — “ The tiles of the roof whieh keep off the rain are the soldiers, who 
preserve the Chnreh from Paynim and from cnemies.” 

A purely operative soeiety would no douht have some-sort of an outer guard (as 
hoys who play pitch and toss in the streets have a scout to keep off ali police and 
intruders upon gambling) but mere stone masons would have liad “ a rufii an with a 
heavy maul ” outside, and to have worn a sword in early days would have been an 
offence against law on the part of a mcchanie. And again their lodges need not have 
been under tiles or in the very uppermost chamber of any building, whereas the 
ccclesiastieal eustom was that, at any rate the sanctum sanctorum where the altar was, 
should be always “ the upper room,” and with nothing above it but the roof. Therefore 
the concepts of tiles and of sword-bearing guards would not have oecurred to stone 
masons in the middle ages, whereas both would be natural to tliose born in the customs 
to whieh Durandus refers. An English bishop, addressing a Crusader, might very well 
have touelied his sword and said playfully, “ You are my tiler ” ; but I eonceive no 
reason for a Cathedral master mason calling him a tiler whose function was to see that 
no cowans, blacklegs, or non-unionists, entered the Lodge. 

And it is the more striking, this mediceval use of Templc symbolism, when we 
remember that Greek thought dominated the Churcli in the earliest times, and that 
Greek Temples were by no means on the same lines as that of Solomon ; and further 
that the Apocalypse or Revelation of S. John the Theologian would have rather 
suggested a building “foursquare, and the length thereof is as great as the breadth — 
the length and the breadth and the height thereof are equal,” Rev. xxi., 16, whieh had 
“no temple therein,” for the whole eity was a Temple from the perfeet indwelling and 
vision of the Most High. And yet, with these two eonsiderations to incline towards the 
use not merely of geometrical and rectangular but of squarc buildings for cliurches, we 
find from such books as Durandus and Durantus that the irreducible minimum was that 
churches should be (a) eonseerated and (b) oblong. This last word brings us back again 
to the Temple of Solomon, a severe rectangular oblong to the plan of wliich Christian 
sentiment afterwards added transepts to make the ground plan eruciform. But then 
and ever the essenee of the building was in its oblong shape and its internal divisions, 
wliile transepts, spires, &e., are but additions. 

In a word, for the explanation of the speculative or mystic or poetic side of our 
craft and its ritual, as distinet from the underlying or interwoven operative and utili- 
tarian aspect, it seems to me we more usefully and hopefully cast. our thouglits back into 
the ecclesiastical thought and life of the twelfth and the thirteenth centuries than into 
any otlier time or plane. 

Not forgetting the speeial character of our Lodge and its raeetings, I yet can 
ueither forget that the Craft is a system of morality, and therefore suffer me to comment 
on the extremely un-Masonie spirit attributed to Justinian by Codinus, “I have sur- 
passed tliee, 0 Solomon.” From another legend conneeted with this magnificent 
Churcli erectcd to the honour of the Divine WIsdom (Sophia), versified by the Rev. S. 
Baring-Gould in his Silver Store, I would select an instance of an action as Masonie as 
the brag, if uttered, was un-Masonie. Justinian resolved and proelaimed that it should 
be built of the best, best ways, and at his sole expense. At length it was rcady for 
consccration and over the Western portal were graven the words “ This House to God, 
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Justinian Emperor gave.” Next day in glorious poinp Empcror and Patriarch came to 
hallow the Churcli. Furious was lie to read “ This House to God, Euplirasia Avidow 
gave.” The sculptor provcd a miracle must have been wrought. Enquiries were made 
as to this andacious widow. No one of that name could be found save one, and she is 
haled to the presence of the Emperor. 

An aged woman, tottering, Aveak, 

With tattered dress, and thin white straying hair, 

Bending upon a stick, and Avith feet bare. 

“ Euplirasia,” said the nionarcli sternly, “ speak ! 

Whcrefore didst tliou my striet commandinent break, 

Contributing, against my orders, to this pile ? ” 

The Avido av ansA\-ered simply, Avith faint smile, 

“ Sire ! it Avas nothing, for I only threAV 
A little straAV before the beasts Avhich dreAv 
The marble from the ships, before I knc%v 
Tliou Avoulds’t bc angry. Sire ! I had been ill 
Three Aveary months, and on my AvindoAV-sill 
A little linnet perclied, and sang each day 
So SAveet, it cheered me as in bed I lay, 

And filled my heart with love to Him avIio sent 
The linnet to me ; then, with full intent 
To render thanks, when God did health restore, 

I from my mattress pullcd a little straAV 
And cast it to the oxen — I did nothing more.” 

“ Look ! ” said the Caesar, “ read above that door ! 

Small though thy gift, it Avas the gift of love, 

And is accepted of our Iving above ; 

And mine rejected as the gift of pride 
By Him Who liumble lived and hurnble died. 

WidoAV, God grant hereafter, when Ave meet, 

I may attain a footstool at thy feet.” 


Bro. Gontier writes : — 

The perusal of Bro. Ryland’s lucid and thoughtful paper on the “ Legends of 
Masonry ” Avill give very great plcasure to all Masonic stuaents, and aaHII require tlieir 
earnest consideration. Before any discussion, I send with the following feAV remarks on 
the paper generally some notes on the building of the Temple of Solomon that for some 
time past I have had by me waiting for revision. 

It is very possible, and more than likely, that the Temple Avas always nppermost 
in the minds of the early christian builders, but I have always been surprised that our 
Old Charges are silent with regard to the Hiramic legend connected Avith it, but I 
cannot agree with Bro. Rylands in thinking it unnecessary to look to the 18 th ccntury 
“Masonic Tinkers” for an explanation. I have for some time past considered it more 
than probable that a little band of unknown craftsmen, assisted by Dr. James Andcr- 
son, and perhaps Desaguliers, agrced together to work up some kind of ceremonial and 
add it to the simple form of Masonry then in use, Avhich they feared Avould not suit the 
fashion of the time if alloAved to continue as the only ritual. 

The folloAving extracts from Dr. Anderson’s book on Royal Genealogies, 
publislied in 1732, Avill shoAV Iioav the Scotch divine used the autliorised version and his 
additions to the text of our Bible.'

in the ydnet» all done exactly according to Geometrt and 

tlie nieest Architectore we must conclude it was the most magnificent and 
glorious Building since the Creation. This Ittrtsicjr tyiccc and Standard 
of Masonry in all Ages to all Nations, and that Nothing has been erected 
like it in tlie wdiole World and perhaps never will be again.” 

This notice of Hiram Abif is perhaps the earliest case of tlie use of the word 
Abif instead of Abi outside the Constitutions of 1723. 
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With regard to the Old Charges and their origin, I stili think that the act of 
Riehard II. [1388] ealled into existenee a written aceount of the Craft Traditions, 
detailing their liigh antiquity ; and possibly the Halliwell Phillips MS. was the first, 
or eopy of the first, account, eollated from verbal versions. It is certain that as early 
as 1481 the London Company of Masons had a book or roll of Constitutions eoncerning 
their foundation and government [see my History of the Company, p. 97] and that it 
existed so late as 1676; thus overlapping the possession of a book of Constitutions of 
the Accepted Masons, mentioned as such, in 1676, and referred to in 1663. 

But the most difficult question for the student is to find an answer to the 
following: — Whatindueed men like Ashmole and others to be made Masons early in the 
seventeenth eentury ? Was it for “ Cake and Ale ? ” Surely not. Was it for company 
sake ? Perhaps ; but then why so mueh mystery? It is certain that mcn like I)r. 
Plot, John Aubrey, Randle Ilolme and Elias Ashmole were attraetcd to the subject for 
something more than wliat we find given at lengtli in the MS. Constitutions.

Bro . F. J . IF. Growe tvrites : 

I liave perused with mueh interest the proof sheets of our learned Seeretary’s 
notes on the “ Legends of Freemasonry. ,, As to the adoption of the Temple legend the 
eonnection seems to me to be a very natural sequenee of ideas. The old building guilds 
being intimately associated with eathedrals and monasteries tliey would almost in- 
voluntarily turn to sacred history for some legend to justify their existenee when the 
speculative element became a prominent feature. And what is there in either sacred or 
profane history wliieh by reason of the elaborate details and direetions left on reeord 
eould in any way vie with the Temple of Solomon in ready made fitness for their 
purpose, both operatively and symbolieally ? I cannot agree with Bro. Rylands that 
the early basilicas bear, as he appears to imply, an iutentional resemblanee to the ground 
measurements of the Temple of Jerusalem, nor that u the early ehristian churches 
should be imitations, more or less intended, of the Temple of Jerusalem. ” Their 
worship for nearly three liundred ycars was earried on in seeret, and their principal 
architeetural work was undertaken in the catacombs. When Christianity was first 
recognised by Constantine in a.d. 328 as a state religion they east about for suitable 
plaees of worship. Natural ly the pagan temples did not appeal to them, but in the 
great basilicas, or halls of assembly for eourts of justice and commercial transaetions 
they found buildings thoroughly adapted to their purpose, and tliey faithfully copied 
them. Basilicas had a nave and aisles, and even transepts are found in a rudimentary 
form. It was the Roman and not the Jewish model that the early Christians adopted. 
In passing, 1 would note that Justinian’s ehureh at Constantinople is eommonly, but 
erroneously, styled “ St. Sophia.” The dedication is really to “ Hagia Sophia,” the 
Holy Wisdom , and not to a female saint. 

Bro. Rylands’ lueid reasonings on the Old Charges are worthy of our most 
earnest consideration, and should produce a very interesting discussion. 

Bro. Hugh James (P.M. 1441) felt assured that the Brethren present would 
agree with him as to the value and interest of the paper they had just heard read. It 
was very curious that most of our reliable historians of the Masonic System seemed to 
agree that the rituals eould not be traced back further than the 16th, or end of the 15th 
eentury. But there appeared to be internal evidence that they were founded on some- 
tliing mueh older than tliis, and that they did no't at onee spring into existenee at that 
time, but were rather a renaissanee than a genesis. We know that the Biologists liave 
their missing links in the ehain of life from amoeba to man ; though many hope and 
believe tliese may be found fossilised in as yet unexplored regions. And even as the 
Geologist finds a fault in the strata that loses the Miner \s lode ; and then seeks to regain 
it by passing beyond the dislocation into another level, so also I would venture 
to suggest that tliose Historians of our Order, far more learned than myself, tliat they must 
liark back beyond the “ fault ” to find our previous antecedents. Where then is the fault ? 
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Upon the Reformation Henry VIII. sanctioned the spoliation and plunder, in 
mauy cases amounting to the dcstruction of the Monasteries and Collcges, and the 
forfeiturc of tlieir lands “ for the King’s lifc.” He, however, did not get mucli of the 
plunder, for the Barons and Lords of the Manors, with tlieir armed retaincrs, held for' 
the King's Service under the old system, had both the power and will to perpetrate this 
robbery, but ivere not so ready to part with the proceeds. Moreover, becoraiug saturated 
with the lust of plunder, tlicy carried the spoliation further— -this further 
aggression had nothing to do with the “ Reformation.” It was a mere exercise of tlieir 
brute force and uttevly lawless plundering and robbery, to almost the annihilation of 
the old parisli lite tliat had created eacli village a distinet “ centre of local government ” 
far more complete and discreet tlian anytliing we now liave — wliere the love and 
reverence of the peoplo centred round the Chnrcli tliat was benefited and adorned with 
ricli gifts, large and small, as eacli member of the commnnity vied with the other in 
expressions of tlieir good will. The Church Homes, attached to the Chnrches — where 
the festivals and parish mcetings ivere held wheu they overflowed from vestry and nave 
— were also riclily endoived with gifts and goods. The Rector was the Chainnan, but 
had no property beyond his incouie, except tliat the Chancel was his freehold, the 
Church and its property vested in the Churchwardevs for the Parishioners alone. The 
gilds also were rich and used to come to the aid of the Churclies by loans wlien large 
snms were required for repairs, etc. This great pillage then — the almost inevitable 
conseqnence, tliough in no ivay directly connected with the dismembering of the 
Monasteries after the Reformation — was mainly the natnral resuit of the former 
plunderers seeing tliese rich and defenceless communities at tlieir mercy, and during the 
latter years of Henry YIII. and the reign of the Boy King, Edward VI., the pillage 
progressed — extending to the gilds themselves and to other small gatherings of ivealth, 
aud resulted, amongst other things, in the destruction of the entire records (invaluable 
for liistorical purposes) of the Church wardens’ accounts, and the gild rolls and probably 
of any Masouic records and property tliat came in the robbers way. Some six years sufliced 
for the wreckage whicli, however, was stopped to a great extent when Mary reigned. But 
with Elizabeth came the great renaissance of literature, the resuscitation of learning by 
the great Lord Chancellor, Francis of Vernlam, learned in tlie lore of his time, as also 
with tliat of antiquity. He is said to liave founded a great secret philosophica! and 
literary society, comprising tlic cliief literary men of liis day, includiug Bcaiimont and 
Fletcher and Sii' Philip Sydney. Isaac Casaubon the classic scholar, Taylor the water poet, 
Rare Ben Jonson and Sliakspere, and our own Elias Aslimole, made a Mason at 
Warrington, was also of the number, and here may we perhaps seek, not for the origin 
but for the renaissance of our rituals and the resuscitation of Masonry. Read Bacon’s 
“New Atlantis.” Look to the mystic symbolism of the Sliakspere trilogy — “The 
Tempest,” “ The Midsummer NighCs Dream ” and “The Winter’s Tale.” 

The Rosicrucian movement sprang into notice by the outside world shortly after 
Shakspear’s death, all over Europe in the varions centres of learning where BacoiTs 
brother had been visiting previously for years, so that, perhaps, if our historians will 
pass over this gap — this hiatus — the missing link — caused by tlie great spoliation — it 
may be that the esoteric teachings of our modern Masonry may be traced back towards 
tlieir foundatioiis in far off ages in the rites of iuitiation and solar myths of the Egyptian, 
Babylonian aud other ancient cults. For the rituals, as presented to us to-day, forni an 
liarmonious wliole, interspersed here and tliere with modern insertions, but saturated 
with that snn mytli that formed so large a part of ancient theosophy. I do not, of 
course, include in this suggestion of the antiquity of the original rituals, wliat are called 
the section lectures, many of whicli have internal cvidences of their comparative recent 
origin. But I earnestly commend to our able historians the advisability of jumping the 
geologic Masouic “ fault ” in the strata, and proving tlie lode 011 the far side. The 
excursion may repay them the time and trouble. Probably Continental Masonry may be 
free from the solution of continuity, tliough we know the Knights Templar had a similar 
experience.

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MASONIC CERTIFICATES OF THE NETHERLANDS.

ITE certificates of the Grand Orient of tlie Netherlands are handsome 
documents, and liave seen but little variation in design, being in tliat 
feature very different from tliose of otlier grand bodies liaving tlie 
sanie autiquity. From tlie formation of tbe Grand Orient in 1757 
down to 1798 no definite type of certificate existed, but various forms 
ivere used ; sonie similar to tliose of England and somc only in MS. 
(No. 1). In 179S the Grand Orient formally adopted tbe simple but 
effective type shown in illustration No. 2. The letterpress is as follows: —

The “Batavian Repnblic” referred to was founded in 1795 by tbe French 
Republicans and Dutch exiles, the President being styled Grand Pensionaryi 

Iu 1805 Louis Bonaparte had been crcated King of Holland by Napoleon I., but 
the certificates for a considerable period retained the words 4t Grootmeesterschap 
Bataasche Republiek. ,, A MS. certificate (witli the engraved seal and border of the 
Grand Lodge liowever) of 1807 has the words “ Koningryk Holland instead, and so 
has an entirely MS. one of 1S08, but it is not until 1810 that I find an engraved certifi- 
cate witli the new wording. 

In 1810 Napoleon again annexed Holland, and in 1811 the certificates are 
engraved with “ Grootmeesterschap in Holland en onderhoorige Landen, M and although 
the Ivingdom was re-establislied in 1813 under the Prince of Orange, no futlier change 
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Avas made until tlie new form of eertificate was introduced wliicli bore, and stili bears 
tlie words “ Grootmeesterscliap in liet Koningryk der Nedcrlanden onderlioorige 
Kolonien en Landen.” 

At the top left lmud corner of tlie ornamental border appear the square, com- 
passes, and segment; on the right corner, a blazing star; in tlie left bottom corner, the 
plumb ; and on tlie right the level. Outside the border to the left is the engraved seal 
of the Grand Orient. Within a tessalated border surrourtded by a cabletow is an oval 
on wliicli is displayed an obelisk, charged witli square, compass, and segment, and 
emblems of mortality. Near it lies the book witli seven seals on whicli a lion rests his 
paw. On the ground lie the level, 24-inch guage, trowel, etc., wbilst the sun in 
splendour shines over ali. Across the top of the oval is a label witli the legend 
SILENTIO ET FIDE. Beneath the seal is the signature of the Grand Secretary, 
below wliicli is inserted the ribbon of the Lodge avitii its seal attached. The eaudidate 
signed usually in the centre of tlie space beneath tlie letterpress, and around his nanie 
were tlie autographs of the Master, Wardens, and other officers of the Lodge. 

Soraetime in the latter part of the year 1839 the design was ehanged to the 
present form (No. 3) wliicli, as in our own eertificate, is bi-lingual. On the left in Latin 
is the following: “ NOMINE UNIUS SUMMI RERUM | AB IPSO CREATORUM ArCHITECII, OPTIMI

Nos Moderator, Praefecti et Sodales Venerandae Tabernae in Orientali regione 
civitas Amstelodaminsis cui nomen La Bien Airnee rite et legitimi constitutm ct Summo 
Magisteris Regni Nederlandiei, quaeque hnic conjunctae sunt Coloniarum ceterarumque 
terrarnm subjectarum nomine atque auctoritate Supremi in eodem Regno Concilii 
Magni Orientis titulo insignis, hoc die XII mensis I anni verae lucis IQQIQCCCAL. 
Johannem van Geuns natum Amstelodami annum aetati agensim XXXI statu atque 
conditione Medicinae Doctorem quum quaecuuque officia requisita al ipso posse praestari 
satis nobis probasset, in Liberorum Caementariorum ordinem accepimus eundemque 
tertio gradui adseripsimns. Quapropter, quotquot in universo sunt terrarum orbe. 
Tabernarum Sodales Fratresque rogamus, ut dictum Johannem van Geuns in numerum 
quippe Liberorum Caementariorum cooptatum et gradui tertio adseriptum sic accipiant 
atqne agnoscant, eidemque omnia ea coucedant et tribuant quae ex mutuo quo conjuncti 
sumus, vinculo aeque justa censeantur. 

Nos autem vicissim qnoscnuque Tabernarum, rite et legitimo conditarum Sodales 
ut Fratres nos excepturos frateruamque erga eos eliaritatem fideliter culturos esse 
promittimus spondemus. Quorum omnium in fidem hoc dedimus Diploma sigillo 
Tabernae nostrae addito antitypo Magni Orientis sigillo munitum, cui nomina subscrip- 
simus die — mensis — anni verae lncis IQOIQCCCAZ/.” 

Beneath this now appears a space for “ nomen fratres initiati autographum.” 

On the right side of the eertificate is a similar inscription in Dutch, and beneath 
are the autographs of 0. O. van den Berg. S.P.R. + . Regerend Meester; A. den Bunire 
S.P.R. + . lr. Opziener; H. ITaagen Dieperiub S.P.R. + . 2 de Opziener, and J. U. 
Winkel S.R. 

The engraved seal at the top is the sanie as in the older form and under it is 
the autograph of the Grand Kceper of the Scals. In the opposite corner is an oval 
space suiTonnded by a wreath, in wliicli is the nnmber of the eertificate (in tliis case 
No. 15) and below it the signature of the Grand Secretary. 
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The centre piecc is a blazing star anci G, surrounded by clouds and acacia 
branches, the lattcr fastened by a cabletow, thc ends of wliich bang down the sides of the 
certificate. At the bottom is an ornamental group of emblems, etc. 

At somc time between 1854 and 1856 the piate appears to have been rc-cngraved, 
and in the bottom right liand corner is the following, wliich was not in the former 
piate : — ‘ 4 De lioudcr van dit Certificaat vcrklaart te verlangen dat dit stuk na zyn 
overlyden, zoo dra mogelyk aan de Loge, welke het zclve heeft afgegeven, worcle terug 
bezorgd, c n verbiedt dat daarvan eenig an der gebruik worde gemaakt.” 

For some years simple paper certificates liave been issued to tbose who liave only 
received tlie first, or the second degree as the case may be. 

What constitutes the cspecial iuterest of these certificates, howevcr, is the fact 
tliat, wliilst issued from thc Grand Loclge, eacli certificate bears tlie ribbon and seal of 
tlie daughter Lodge to wliich the brotlier it was given to belonged ; and I will describe 
a number of these in my possessioni — 

Lodge 44 De Ecnclraclit,” Rotterdam, 1786 ( vide illnstration No. 1). Ribbon, pale 
orange witli silver edging. Seal as in specimen of 180S described later. 

Lodge 44 Les Yrais Bataves,” The Hague. Ribbon, recl, wliite and blue, Seal 
has square, compass, anchor, heart, blazing sun, the name of the Lodge, 
and the date 1789. Date of certificate 1806. 

Lodge 14 Fdelmoedigheid,” Hertogenboseh, 1808, White scal on green paper. 
Inscription, 44 Virtus fous felicitatis,” a female figuro bcaring a cornucopia, 
and resting on a column, at the base of wliich are the skull and crossbones. 

Lodge 44 De Goecle Hoop,” Capetown, 1806. Ribbon, pale blue. Seal 44 a figure 
of Hope,” near a rocky promontory, at the base of wliich tlie square and 
compass. Inscription, 44 Spes vincit omnia impedimenta,” 

Lodge 44 L’Union Royale,” The Hagne, 1806. Ribbon, recl. Seal, two figures 
clasping liands over an altar, on either sicle a pillar, one inscribed I. the 
otlier B. Above, a square surmounting a glory. Inscription, 44 L'Dnion 
Royale,” and below 44 Felix qui haec sapit.” 

Lodge i4 L’Astre de L^rieut,” Vlissiugen, 1806. Ribbon, purple and j^ellow. 
Seal, a nude figure resting on a shield charged witli sun, moon, stars, 
pentagon and G. A dog sits by the figure, and tliere are also a number of 
other emblems. At the top is tlie Tetagrammaton, and a seroll, inscribed, 
but indeciphcrable. 

Lodge 44 LTnseparable,” Bergcn-op*Zoom, 1807. Seal, white on green paper. 
A figure bearing a level, and resting on a column. Inscription, “ Comes 
consiliorum.” 

Lodge 44 LThifants de la Vertu,” Veere, 1807. Ribbon, green and white in seven 
stripes. Seal missing. 

Lodge 44 Charite,” Amsterdam, 1808. Ribbon, red. Seal, a triangle and alh 
seeing eye irradiated, witliin a tessalated borcler, and the namc of Lodge. 
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Lodge “ De Eendragt,” Rotterdam, 1808. Ribbon, orange with sil ver edging. 
Seal, au irradiated eye in triangle, two claspecl baucls issuant frorn clouds, 
fi-oni wbicb is suspended a square, a tessalated pa vernent, corapass, mallet, 
and trowel. Inscription, tbc name of tbe Lodge, and “ Lux in tenebris.” 
Seal in ivory box.

Lodge “La Constante et Fidellc,” Samarang, Batavia, 1810. Ribbon, dnll rcd. 
Seal, a blazing star, witli emblems partly defaced. 

Lodge “ L’ Union Provinciale,” Groningen, 1810. Ribbon, red and greeu. Seal, 
two figures with clasped hands, the one crowned and Holding two keys in 
her left hand, the other wearing a wreath, and Holding ears of coim. In 
the background a vista of towers. Around the edge “Major in unione 
nostra salus,” and at bottom the date 5772. 

Lodge “De Geldersche Broederschap,” Arnhem, 1811. Ribbon, yellow and 
purple. Seal (on yellow and purple papers), an eye on a triangle, within 
irradiated circle, over three clasped hands, and acacia branches. Around, 
Amicitia fundamentum virtus ” and the letters G.B. 

Lodge “ La Vertn,” Leyden, 1814. Ribbon, green. Seal, (white, on greeu paper), 
a blazing star, compass and square, surrounded by an interlaced cabletow. 
Motto, “ Sans autre guide,” referring probably to name of Lodge. A 
specimen of 1863 has the same seal in wax in a brass box. 

Lodge “AVillem Fredrik,” Amsterdam, 1814. Ribbon, blue, red edgcd. Seal, 
within a pillared porch, hung with drapery, a female figure seated, Holding 
trowel in left hand whilst the riglit supports what looks like a large 
pallette on which is an eye within a triangle, and from behind whicli 
appears a cliild with a key. Below porch sits a lion. Around is the name 
of Lodge and the date 1814. 

Lodge “Eendragt maakt Magt,” The Ilague, 1817. Ribbon, white edged on 
right, blue, left, red. Seal, the square, compass, sun, inoon, blazing star, 
burning heart, trowel, gavel, etc. Around, the name of Lodge, and date 
1789. 

Lodge “de Noordstar,” Alkmaar, 1818. Ribbon, sea-green. Seal (white, on red 
and purple paper cut to form a star), a five pointed star, the two pillars 
surmounted by the sun and moon, square and compass, and acacia branches 
with “ Noord Star” on scroll. 

Lodge “ La Philantrope,” Middelburg, 1820. Ribbon, green. Seal (in brass 
box), compass, square and trowel, surrounded by interlaced cable-tow, and 
on a scroll “ luverstoris ” ; around “ Sceau dc la loge la Philantrope.” 

Lodge “ La Yertiieuse,” Batavia. Ribbon, bright yellow. Seal, an eye within 
an irradiated triangle, surrounded by wreath. 

Lodge “ITUnion Frederic,” The Hague, 1827. Ribbon, orange with two blue 
stripes. Seal (in wooden box), an oak (?) tree charged on the stem with 
B, standing on a scroll inscribed “ Tandem fit surculus arbor.” On eitlier 
side the level and plnmb, above an eye in irradiated triangle and the 
letters F.S. Below compass and segment. Around “ S .\ De L’Cnion 
Frederic A L’0 .’. de la Ilaye. 
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Lodge “cie Warc Broedertrouw,” Gouda, 1831. Ribbon, crimson, with black 
stripc in centre. Seal, compass, level and squarc, 011 invcrted triangle. 
Around, the narae of Lodge. 

Lodge “ Willem Frederik Karel,” Ilelder, 1834. Ribbon, liglit orangc. Seal, at 
top, an irradiated eye, tben, two great pillars, witb blazing star, sun, moon, 
stars, bible, square, compass and other cmblems. Around, thc narae of 
Lodge. 

Lodge “ La Flamboyante,” Dordreclit, 1834. Ribbon, blue and yellow. Seal, a 
large blazing star betwecn nine small stars. Around, thc namc of Lodge 
and date 1811. 

Lodge “ de Drie Kolommcn,” Rottcrdam, 1835. Ribbon, orange, wliitc edged, 
witb a dark blue white-edged stripc in centrc. Seal (in wooden box), 
tliree Ionie columns surmouuted by a triangle and all-seeing eye. On 
ccntre pillar a blazing star and G. At basc, square and compass. A 
scroll entwined around columns, inscribet! “ Sagessc, Forcc, Beaute.” 
Around, on another scroll, the name of Lodge. 

Another specimen of 1870 bas the seal on a ribbon of three cqual slripes 
of blue, wbite and yellow. 

Lodge “de Eensgezindheid,” Willemstadt, 1836. Ribbon, pale orange. Seal, 
thc Tetragrammaton, surrounded by square and compass. The name of 
Lodge around. 

Lodge “ La Bien Aimee,” Amsterdam. Ribbon, pink. Seal, a femalc figure 
witb a rose in one haud, and drapery of some kind in the other (perliaps a 
veil). She is seated in a high-baeked eliair on wliich are square, compass 
and trowel. At her feet, level, plumb, mallet and ehisel. Above, thc 
name of Lodge. The die is beautifully cut. 

Lodge “ de Ster in het Oosten,” Batavia, 1840. Ribbon, blue. Seal, two columns, 
charged witlx J and B, surmountcd by sun and moon ; and to riglit and 
left the level and plumb. Between tliem a five pointed star and G, an eye 
on triangle, acacia, a skull and three steps. At bottom, square and com- 
pass, trowel and gavel. Around, the name of Lodge. Seal in silver box. 

Lodge “ Ultrajectina,” Utrecht, 1840. Ribbon, blue, edged witb red. Seal (in 
tin box), a large blazing star charged witb the squarc, compass and G, and 
with a scroll. 

Another certificate of the same Lodge, dated 1861, has an entirely different 
seal. It has tbe compass and segment, within which are a blazing star 
and G, and the letters “ W.K.S.” Around, is the name of the Lodge. It 
looks as if impressed from a deeply cut jewel, or medal ; or clse thc seal is 
wrongly cut, as the design is heavily sunk instcad of being raised. 

Lodge “ La Paix,” Amsterdam, 1844. Ribbon, bright green. Seal (wliitc, on 
diamond shaped green white edged paper), at top a dove with olive 
braneh, then the sun, moon, square, compass, level, plumb, blazing star 
and G, two cornucopiae, palm branehes, etc. Above the dove, on a scroll, 
“ Uiva Fratrum Pax.” Around all a tessalated border.

Lodge “ La Perseverance,” Maastricht, 1S51. Ribbon, dark green. Seal, at top 
the Tetragrammaton, tben tlie square and compass enclosing star and G, 
and the letter S ; beneatli t his crossed swords and tliree skulls and star. 
To riglit, the snn, gavel and letter K; to left, the moon, level, and W. 
Around ali the name of Lodge. 

Lodge “ De Yriendschap," Soerabaya (Untch East Indies), 1856. Ribbon, 
yellow green. Seal (in silver box), two pillars crowned witli pomegranates 
and iuscribed I and B. Over these the snn and moon. Between, a star, 
clasped hands, M. B., acacia branches, and the square and eompass on 
seven steps. Around, the narae of Lodge 

Another certificate of the same Lodge, dated 1857, has iu addition a 
similar seal stamped in black on the document itself. 

A certificate of “ De Eendragt,” Rotterdam, dated 1857, unlike tlie 
specimen of 1808 quoted before, has orange ribbon without silver edging ; 
and seal on white paper on a diamond of blue paper. 

Lodge “Freaeric Royal,” Rotterdam, 1859. Ribbon, white and green in seven 
stripes. Seal (in ivory box), a blazing star of seven rays and a G. 
Around ali, the name of Lodge, and “ Lux in tenebris.” 

Lodge “ Concordia vincit animos,” Amsterdam, 1859. Ribbon, white. Seal (in 
brass box), an ornamental shield bearing the sun, moon, square, compass, 
etc., with the name of Lodge around. 

Lodge “ de Edelmoedigheid ” (generosity), Hertogenbosch, 1859. Similar to the 
specimen of 1808, but thereis no ribbon and the wax seal is on the certiti- 
cate itself. 

Lodge “ Mata Hari,” Padang, 1862. Ribbon, terra-cotta. Seal, a seven-rayed 
star and G, with name of Lodge. 

Lodge “ De Goede Trouw,” at Kaapstad, 1863. Ribbon, pale blue. Seal, a 
shepberd seated under tree with sheep and lamb. Around, the name of 
Lodge and date 1S0S. 

Lodge “Het Yrij Geweten, Breda, 1861. Ribbon, crimson. Seal (in brass box), 
an altar iuscribed “ Conscientia” and with a lieart on a triangle. Around 
its base the square, compass, level, trowel, etc. From the altar rise flames, 
over wliich a hand and arm issuant from clouds holds an irradiated heart. 
The sun shines from the rigbt. Around is the name of Lodge. 

The other degrees worked are the Rose Croix and the Elect Master. 

The diploma of the Rose Croix is a very handsome and imposing document, 
designed and engraved by J. C. Beudorp. The foundation of the design is a classic 
portico, on the top of whicli is the all-seeing eye surrounded by radiant clouds on wlrich 
is seated a figure of Minerva. On the left corner is a Phoenix rising from the flames, 
and on the other a Pelican feeding lier young. Across tlie portico is liung an enormons 
apron on which is the inscription of the diploma. On the riglit stands a perfect and a 
broken composite column, on each of wliicli a compass and inverted triangle are liung 
from a ribbon. On the left is a single similar column. At the base is a black carpet, 
fringed and tasselled, spotted with tears, and inscribed “ Yincere aut mori.” On this 
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rests a triangular altar, covered with a veil on whicli arc a closccl book and crosscd 
swords. Around lic two crowns, two sccptres, a sword, trowel, baton, blazing lanip, 
and a skull resting on a crossed daggcr and femur. The next illustration (No. 4) shews 
tlie diploma. The inseription is as follows : First, in Grcek, “ To liirn that ovcrcomcth, 
to liirn will I give a white stonc, and on the stone a new narae written whicli no man 
knoweth save him to wliorn it is giveu.” Tlien in Latin : Summo cum honore atqui 
veneratione erga supremum totius mundi | opificem, unam atque perfectissimam lncis 
originem ! ! ! | . Ex loeo admodum sublimi, et validis viribus potenti, ubi Virtus et 
Pax | regnum tenent, fraus, astutia, mendacia et contumeliae coercentur. | Nos Magister 
atque Primarii Sacrosancti Capitis Graduum Superiorum, in Societate Caementariorum | 
Liberorum, fixa, et ex auctoritate Supremi, in Regno Hollandiac, Graduum Superiorum,

Mensis Aprilis Anno 
MDCCCXXXII.” Tliis is followcd by thc signaturcs of tlie officers. There are thrce 
seals. The first is engraved on a circle of white paper on a diamond of red paper. 
From a crown (on either side of whicli are two letters in cypher) is suspended a canopy 
forming the background of a sbield party per fesse. The chicf, party per pale, first, 
sable, a hand holding a dagger proper and the letters N.C. Second gules, a doublc 
triangle and circle surrounding thc letter G. In base, vert, a crossed sword and sun- 
headed sceptre, proper, between the letters L.D.P. Over ali on a shield of pretencc, or, 
a rose, proper, on a cross, gules. Around this shield is liung the collar and jewel of the 
degree. Beueath is a closed book with seven seals, having the phoenix and the pelican 
to the left and right. A tessalated border surrounds the whole. 

The second seal, also of red and white paper, is attached to a crimson ribbon at 
the left of the lower part of tlie design and is impressed with the phoenix and thc motto, 
“ PERIT UT VIVAT. FELICITER ARDET,” beneath wliich is the autograph of 
the Grand Chancellor. 

The third scal, to the right, also on a crimson ribbon, is of wax, in a wooden box. 
A Calvary cross, with a rose, and a scroll inscribed in Hebrew INRI, is surrounded by 
rays in whicli appear in a circle the letters “ LA RIEN AIMEE ” (the name of the 
cbapter), and around in a circle “Sigillum cap. grad superiorum amsteland sub tit.” 
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The two first-named seals arc idcntical in ali the certificates, butthe third varies, 
as I will prcsently sliow. 

On the back of tliis certificate is a very interesting endorseraent, in English, 
being practically anotlier certificate in itsclf. It rcads thus: — These are to certify, 
that the within named Arnoldus Abelcren has reccivcd the degree of the Mediterranean 
Pass or Order of Malta, or Knights Templar ; bv authorization of the Grand Sub-Prior 
of the Chapter of Obscrvance lield in London.' [Amsterdam, tliis lOth day of 
November, A°. IT. 1830.] 

The Grand Master of tlic Chapter La Bicn Aimee in the East of .Amsterdam, 
T. J. Voutescz, S.P.R. + .” 

On tlic second certificate in my possession no Chapter is named, but only tlie 
City Amsterdam, and the riglit hand seal, on crimson ribbon, bears in the ccntre a 
circular sliield charged with tliree fleur-dc-lys, surmounted by a crown, star and 
canopy. On eitlier side the two great pillars, and bencath acacia branches, and an urn 
on seven steps, around are the sun and nioon, sqnare, level and otlier emblems, and at 
the top tlic letters P. G. (?), P. and V. P. S. 

The third certificate is issued from the Chapter “ La Philantrope at Middle- 
burgh,” and the riglit liand seal is on green ribbon. In the centre on a radiant trianglc 
is the cross and rose ; outside this an irradiated circle with nine pentagonal stars in tlic 
rays. A ribbon crosscs tlic top and hangs down, supporting on the one side a circle 
containing a triple trianglc, and on the other a sword. The ends of the ribbon meet at 
the bottom and support a slcull, and crossed sword and baton. Around, within a double 
circle, is the legend “Sig: Cap : Grad : Super: Sub Tit: Philantropiac Const: 
Medioburgi.” 

The fourth certificate is issued from the Chapter at Haarlem, and the riglit hand 
seal, on red ribbon, has threc interlaced triangles, within wliich is inscribed “KAP: 
VICIT VIM VIRTUS, HAARLEM,” surrounding a similarly inscribed shiehl to 
that on the paper seal at the top, with the phoenix and pclican on eitlier side. 

The fifth certificate is issued from the Chapter u Willein Fredrik ” at Amsterdam. 
The riglit hand seal is on a bine ribbon edged with red. . The device sliows an irradiated 
trianglc ori the apex of wliich is a patriarclial cross. Within the triangle are a star and 
G ; a crown ; a skull pierced by a dagger ; a castellatcd tnrret ; sun ; moon ; a compass 
and segment; calvary cross ; rose; double-lieadcd eagle ; and pelican. Beneath the 
triangle is the date 5814. Around is the inscription : “ SOUV. KAPITEL VAN 
WILLEM EREDRIK INT DAL VAN AMSTERDAM.” 

The only reniaining higli grade worked in Holland (and that now to a very 
limited extent), is the Elect Master, a degree formulated and extended from portions of 
the tliird degree by Prince Frederick. There were originally two degrees — Elect 
Master and Upper Elect Master, bnt in about 1885 they werc united in onc ceremonial. 
Prince Frederick was Grand Master of Dutch Masonry from an almost, if not quite, 
unprecedented time — from 1817 to 1881. I liave one specimen of an Elect Master Cer- 
tificate dated 1819. This however is not signed by Prince Frederick, but by some 
brother whose name 1 cannot decipher, and whether it is the Elect Master of the 
Scottish Rite, or the national degree, I am unable to say, although I tlrink the former. 
The text is as follows (No. 5), the wliole bcing printed except the signatures : —

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I ha ve tliree speeimens of this, the first granted to Bro. Ludolpli van Kervel, of 
Tjodo-e “Silentium,” Delft, and dated Juno 25th, 5823; the seeond to Bro. J. T. 
Zeehandelaar, of Lodge “ Standvastigheid en Tronw,” Gouda, and dated Mareh 30th, 
5849. The third to Bro. Hendrik Ravenswaay of Lodge “ Yrole en Ylyt,” at Goriuohem ; 
and dated Fcbruary 2nd, 1868. All are signed “ Frederik Pr : der Nederlanden,” and 
althougli nearly lialf a century had elapsed between, the third signature is, if anything, 
elearer and firmer than the first. 

For Belgium (altliougli not separated from Holland until 1830) a speeial 
eertificate was issued for tliis degree as follows (No. 7) : —

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THE DEGREES OF PURE AND ANCIENT FREEMASONRY. 

BY BRO. R. F. GOULD. 

I. 

PROEMIAL. 

The more sides a man has to his mimi , the more certain he may he of receiving blcivs on ali of 

them from one party or other. —John Stirling. 


ERY early in tlie history of tliis Lodge, and wliile many eritieal 
students and valued friends, whose loss we liave sinee had to deniore, 
were stili in our midst, it was announeed in the printed eireulars 
which are issned before our meetings, and w the liotification has 
been eontinned to the present day, tliat aniong the papers in course of 
preparation, there was one by myself on the subjeet with which I am 
now about to proceed. 

In January, 1890, I did indeed read before the Lodge wliat I ventured to describe 
as a preliminary thesis, whieh I hoped would pave the way for an early eonsideration 
of the more concrete subjeet of 44 Degrees,” and my fugitive remarks On the Antiqnity 
of Masonic Symbolum ( A.Q.C . iii., 7-32), were most kindly reeeived, not only by living 
brethren who liave greatly distinguished tliemselves in the field of Masonie research, 
but also by eminent members of the Fraternity, wliose deatlis, in particular instanees, 
liave left gaps in our ranks whieh in ali human probability will ne ver be filled up. 
I ara not going to eite the entire deatli roll, but there are tvvo names to which I sball 
refer — those of the late Professor T. Hayter Lewis, a Past Master of tlie Lodge; and 
the late Albert Pike — one of its firmest supporters beyond tlie seas, and who was him- 
self probably the most giftcd of all the seholars and antiquaries whose writings liave 
from time to time east a lustre on the li terat ure of Freemasonry. 

It was the opinion of Professor Hayter Lewis tliat a kcy to niuch tliat is 
enigmatieal in the symbolie teaehings of the Craft, miglit be found in the study of 
Masons’ Marks — a suggestion which in the present paper I ean do no more tlian 
reproduee. 

Dealing with the same problem, Albert Pike wrote me — in a letter dated 
December 2nd, 1888 — 44 As I liave said, the symbolism of Masonry is, in my opinion, 
the soul of Masonry. When you liave read wliat I liave written, you may be led to 
take up and complete, or at least carry further the work. It is a wide field, and I ani 
quite eonseious how little I liave done towards exploring it. ]f, as is said in our 
Western Country, I liave 4 blazed the way’ for others, I am quite content.” 

In my Concise History of Freemasonry, whieh has only just issned from the press, 
I liave again endeavoured to “ carry further the work,” for whieh my late friend so 
earefully 44 blazed the way,” and the 44 Digression on Degrees” to be found there, will 
forni a starting point from whieh, in a fitial essay, I shall sum up with all the 
perspieuity at my command,the conclusions tliat seem to be dedueible from the evidence, 
with respect to tlie existcnce of Masonic Degrees in 1717-1738, and presumably from a 
period far more remote. 
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II. 

THE ARGUMENT. 

There were some Mathematicians , that could tcith one fetch of tlieir Pen make an exact Circle , 
and tcith the next touch, point on tlie Centre ; is it therefore reasonable to batiish ali use of 
the Compasses ? Set Forms are a pair of Compasses. — John Selden. 

If we begin with the three Craft — or as they are sometimes called, tlie St. John’s 
— degrees of to-day, their devclution can he traced 'witli sufficient exactitude from the 
year 1723, nor is it reasonable, or perhaps I sbould more riglitly say warrantable, to 
believe that any change in the method of imparting the secrets of Masonry conkl 
possibly liare been carried out by the Grand Lodge of England between 1717 and 1723. 
But during tlie period immediately preceding the era of Grand Lodges, there is much 
darkness and uncertainty. To a necessarily great extent, therefore, all specnlations 
with regard to the more remote past of the sodality must repose on infurence or conjec- 
tare, and deductions which are accepted with an easy faith by some, rvill be rejected as 
irratioual by otbers. The boandaries of legitimate conjectare cannot indeed be defined 
ex cathedra by anyone, and the utmost we can do is to pursue our researches according 
to the evidential methods which hare receired the approval of the best authorities. 

Adopting this course, a plurality of degrees in Englatid , prior to 1717, is plainly 
inferential, and the burden of proof rests on any person who maintains the negative of 
such proposition. I do not forget that by those who are disbelierers in the existence of 
a plurality of degrees prior to 1717-23, great stress is laid on the circnmstance that 
there are no Lodge Minutes to uphold the contention to which they are opposed, and I 
shoold go fully with them if there were English (as there are Scottish ) Lodge Minutes 
recording the proceedings of the Craft, and noticing only a solitary degree. But sare 
in a single instance, the Aluwick records, which, moreover, relate to the customs of 
Operative Masons, there are in existence no Minutes whatever of English Lodges at 
any time preceding the formation of a Grand Lodge in 1717. 

All the other Lodges, however, in South Britain, which we read of as being in 
existence during the sexenteenth century, appear to hare been of a speculative (or 
symbolic) character, and, if we are to credit Dr. Plot, the “ Custom” (of Freernasonry) 
was, in 1686, “ spread more or less all over tlie Xation.” Moreover, as the doctor 
takes especial care to inform us, he “found persons of the most eminent quality who 
did not disdain to be of this fellowship.” 

In the absence of English , reliance has, indeed, been largely reposed in Scottish 
Lodge records of early date, which from the close of the sixteenth down to the beginning 
of the eighteenth century, preserve an unbroken silence with regard to the existence of 
aught but a single step, or degree. 

The early Masonic customs of the Scottish are therefore supposed by some 
persons to have been identical with those of the English Freemasons. On tbis point, 
however, I have already expressed my views at considerable lengh in the article On the 
Antiquity of Masonic Symbolism , to which I have previously referred (A.Q.C. iii., 7-32), 
and in the present one, to avoid prolixity and vain repetitiou, I shall assume that readers 
who are desirous of obtaining further light to illuminate any topic that may be touched 
upon in the course of these remarks, will do me the favour of perusing, not only my 
Essay on Symbolism, but also the “ Digression on Degrees,” which is to be found in my 
latest published work. 

I am proceeding, however, from the known to the unknown, or, in other words, 
am endeavouring to trace our symbolic traditions of the present day in an upiuard 
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direction. It is casier, and more in accordance with tlie practicc of Masonic writers, io 
reverse the process, and, instead of tracing up, to wholly disregard any missing links 
in the chain of cvideiice, and trace doicn. The prcvailing sentimeut among enquirers 
of this class is perhaps not unfairly summed up in the folloving lines: — 

“ Truth only shews the clouds of woe 
Spread round for life’s confusion — 

I’d rather sun me in the glow, 

Though fleeting, of Delusion ! ” 

It is possiblc, indeed, that the time has arrived — or if not, I shall cherish the 
hope that to some slight extent I may assist in accelera^ing its progress — when the 
liistorical methods which are now universally practised by scliolars who are not of our 
fraternity, will be welcomed by iutelligent Freemasons, as tending to root out and 
thoronghly extirpate the vast amount of enthusiastic rubbish, which, passing under the 
name of “Masonic history,” has resultcd in the whole literature of the Craft heing 
regarded by the great majority of mankind with a contempt which is too intense and 
too disdainful, to permit of their even seriously consideriug the rational grounds for 
ancestral pride which the Freemasons may justly claim. 

The attention of the reader will now he directed to a passage in my Essay on 
Symbolism ( A.Q.C . iii., 24), where I contend. — “ If we once get beyond or behind the 
year 1717, i.e., into the domain of Ancient Masonry, and again look back, the vista is 
pcrfectly illimitable, vithout a speck or shadow to break the continuity of view which 
is presented to us.” What the secrets really were that the Graud Lodge of England 
inherited in 1717, will forni the subject of an exhaustive inquiry in the next division of this 
paper. But some observations have yet to be made before the present one is brought 
to a close. 

Eight years before the creation of the earliest of Grand Lodges, the following, 
from the pen of Mr. (afterwards Sir Richard) Steele (descrihing a class of men called 
“ Pretty Fellows ”), was printed in the Tatler: — 

June 9, 1709, — “ You see them accost each otlier with effeminate airs; they have 
their signs and toliens like Free-masons.” 

A commentator observes, — “ Signs and tokens are spoken of in the same technical 
language which is employed at the preseut time, and as being something pcculiarly and 
distinctively Masonic . . . The conclusion forces itself irresistibly upon the mind 

of every candid and intelligent person, that there existed in London in 1709, and for a 
long time before, a Society known as the Free-masons, liaving certain distinet marks of 
recognitioni” 

The existence of a plurality of degrees is carried stili farther back, but the 
precise extent to which the chain of proof is lengthened, every student mu st estimate for 
hiuiself, by the evidence of Dr. Thojias Manningham, D.G.M., who, in a letter dated 
July 12th, 1757 — criticizing the so-called “ Scots’ ! degrees practised on the Continent, 
states that among those who were strangers to them, is “one old Brother of Nincty, 
who I convers’d with latelv ; This Brother assures me he was made a Mason in his youth, 
and has constantly frequented Lodges, ’till rend’rcd incapable by his advanc’d Age, & 
never lieard, or knew any other Ceremonies or Words, than those us’d in general 
amongst us ; Such Fornis icere delivered to him, Sf those he has retaiii di' 

“ Secret Signes ” are mentioned by Dr. Plot in his account of the Society (168G) ; 
the “ seuhill WORDS & signes of a free Mason,” are referred to in Ilarleian MS. No. 2054, 
of (about) the year 1665 ; and earlier stili there is the statement of Sir WlLElAM 
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Dugdale, recorded after the lapse of “ many yeares ” bv John Aubrey, Avhicli was 
probably made almost eoueurrently with the initiation of Ei.ias Asiimole in 1C4-6: — 

“ The Fraternity of adopted masons. They are knoAvn to one auother by eertaiu 
Signes and Watch xcords. . . . The manncr of their adoption is very formali.” 

The language of signs is probably oldcr than the language of sounds, and among 
the aneient Hebrcws it was stili a living languagc to a much greater extent- than it is 
among oursclves. 

Signs, however, must always, from the nature of things, have becn a common 
fcature of ali seeret associations. That in ali forms of the Axciext Mysteries — of 
Avliicli the Eleusixiax were the lioliest in Greece — the initiated possessed seeret signs of 
reeognition, is free from doubt. There were the Lesser and the Greater Eleusinia, 
forming two steps or degrees, at eaeh of wliich an oatli was administered to tlic candidate, 
and eertain seerets were imparted to liim. In the sccond and more important eeremony, 
the priest (or hieropliant) pvoposed eertain questions , to wliich the aspirant returned 
answers in a set form. Ile was afterwards led by the mystagogne in the darkness of 
night into the interior of the lighted sanetuary, and was allowed to SE E what none but 
those wlio Avent through a similar ordeal ever beheld. 

In the opinion of many learned men, the Cabalists, the Hermetical (or Occnlt) 
Philosophers, and the Rosicrucians— ali of wliich seets or societies are supposed to have 
possessed their seeret forms — were the links in an invisible chain eonnecting Frec- 
masoury with some of the customs of the Axcikxt Mysteries. This may or may not 
have been the ease, but to those who deride the elaiins of the elasses of Mysties to wliom 
1 have last referred, to be regarded as the possible intermediaries in bringing down to 
the eaidy Fi'cemasons some of the now almost forgotten learning of antiquity, I reply 
(in the words of John Stirling), — 

“ A self-eomplaeent horror of mystieism in speculation is apt to be the mark of 
liim who eannot see at all, what the mystie sees obseurely.” 

III. 

1717 - 1738. 

“ But since our seets in prophecy go higher, 

The text inspires not them , but they the text inspire . — John Drydex. 

The. period intervening between the years 1717 and 1738 has been termed the 
“ Epoeh of Transition,” and the Symbolism of Masonry as we now possess it, is 
gencrally supposed to have passed through some kind of an evolutionary process in 
the interval following the formation of a Grand Lodge in the earlicr year, and preced- 
ing the appearance of Anderson’s New Book of Constitutions in the later one. It is trne 
indeed that by a fcw Masonic seliolars the eycle during whieh the degrees or steps of 
pure and aneient Freemasonry were crystallizing into their present form, number, and 
method of progression, is held to exaetly eorrespond with the space of time whicli 
separates Dr. Anderson’s Constitutions of 1723, from the 2nd edition of the same work 
in 1738. But before eonsidering this theory with the fnlness wliich it deserves, it will 
be best if I eommenee with a resume of the opinions whieh have prevailed with regard 
to the existenee of distinet steps, or as Ave now eall them, degrees of Masonry, from the 
time of Payxe, Axdersox and Desagcliers, down to that of William Prestox, and from 
the tliirty or more years during wliich the author of the Illustrations of Masonry was 
viewed by the Craft as, 

“ The world’ s great oraele in times to eome,” 
down to the generation of wdiieh Ave ourselves form a part. 
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Starting from thc year 1723, the firsfc ray of light whieh is east on the Symbol ism 
of Masonry as presumably inheritecl by the Granei Lodge of England, we meet witli in 
the Book of Constitutions, published by tlic anthority of that body six years after its 
original formation in 1717. The work contains a code of laws, professedly compiled by 
George Payne in 1721, and published by James Anderson (witli the sanction of the 
Grand Lodge) in 1723. These laws were subsequently altered and amended, and the 
terms “ Old Rggulations ” (O.R.), and “ New Regulations (N.R.) respectively, were used 
to distinguish the rules promnlgated in 1723, from thosc enaeted at any snbsequent 
date. 

“ Old Regulation ” XIII. lays down: — “ Apprentices must be admitted Masters 
and Fellow Craft only here [i.e., in the Grand Lodge] unless by a dispensation.” 

Eighteen years ago (1885) I pointed out that two degrees are here referred to 
and not three ( History of Freemasonry ii., 358), and the idea though at Grst reeeived witli 
general incrednlity, has now been aeeepted as established fact. 

A fnrther snpposition has sinee oceurred to me, and it is, that outside the 
immediate entourage of the Grand Lodge, the sarae imaginary tri-gradal System -whieh 
was supposed by Dr. Mannimgham (D.G.M. 1752-56) and all snbsequent authorities 
down to our own day, to have existed in 1723, must liavc becn believed in witli an 
equal faith by the conteniporaries of Dr. Axderson, at the date when his firsfc Bnok of 
Constitutions saw the light. This popular delusion was, in all probability, one of the 
leading factors in bringing abont the actual expansion of the degrees whieh took place 
at a later date. 

On this poiut I shall again toueli, but before I forsake it, let mc ask the reader to 
earry in his mind during the progress of our inquiry — that if Old Regulation XIII. had 
been properly understood by a past generation of German Masonie writers, we should 
have lieard nothing w 7 hatever of a ncw ceremonial (or new degrees) having been 
concocted between 1717 and 1723. 

After the latter date, there oceurred indeed an expansion, or perhaps it would be 
better to say, a re-arrangement of the degrees, and the date (or dates) at whieh this 
took place, constitutes one of the problems whieh — to some sliglit extent — it is the 
design of the present paper to resolve. 

But I must proceed by steps, and the first one will be, as already indieated, a 
survey of the supposed facts of Masonie history, on whieh conelusions more or less 
erroneous, have been based, from the first quarter of the seventeenth down to the last 
quarter of the nineteenth eentury. I am not, however, able to travel over this period 
in unbroken ehronologieal sequenee, as would be desirable, because the lively 
imaginations of sueeessive theorists have been exereised at widely different dates, and 
perhaps the most irrational of all the curious suppositions that have arisen witli respeet 
to the symbolism of thc Craft, namely, that prior to the year 1717, there was in exist- 
ence only a solitary degree, was not advaueed until about the middle of the eentury 
whieh has just passed away. 

I shall enumerate, therefore, the series of conjectures whieh have formed a 
postulatory basis for the deductions of the literati (as well as the illiterati ) of Free- 
masonry, not aceording to the dates to whieh they refer, but as nearly as I ean in striet 
harmony witli the periods of time at wliicli tlieir influence made itself felt. 

In tlie first place, there was, as I trust the reader will believe, after he has 
perused the wliole of the argument, a general impression caused by the Constitutions of 
1723 (O.R. XIII.), tliat a tri-gradal system was reeognized by, and the two liiglier degrees 
thereof conferred in the Grand Lodge. 
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Next, at some time after 1738, tlie recollection of their having been at one time 
a system of only two dcgrees, altogether faded away, evcn in thc memories of tbe 
leading officials of tlie Craft. 

Tlien came thc Great Schism. Tbe Anoients went one way and the Moderns 
anothcr. To explain their differences Spnrions Rituals sprang up in profnsion and 
met witli a ready sale. The older Grand Lodge, it was revealed, had changed the 
method in which the first two degrees werc communicated. 

There was a fusion of the two Grand Lodgcs of England, in 1813, and as the 
senior adopted the ritual of the junior body, the conviction natnrally followed that the 
former had returned to the old ways. 

The next assum ptisn was of German origin, and, tliough long ago proved to be 
founded on a mis-rcading of the evidence, stili maintains a bold front, and is cherished 
as an article of faith, by a large number of Freemasons. Their contention is that a 
plurality of degrees was concocted and not inherited by the earliest Grand Lodge : or, 
to vary the expression, that prior to the year 1717, there was only a single form of 
reception, and that whatever may liave been the secrets of Masonry in tliose times, they 
were all communicated to new comers on their admission into the Society. 

Many other fables are also devoutly believed in by a large class of Masonic 
writers, whose minds are more ndventurous than profound, but the latest phase of the 
prevailing credulity which it is my present purpose to review, consists of a revival of 
the old points at issue between the Anoients and the Hoderns. The Grand Lodge of 
1717 is alleged to have forgotten or discontinued thc ceremonies of the Royal Arcii and 
Past Master’s degrees, and to have varied the method in which the first and second steps of 
Masonry were originally conferred. 

Having now placecl before the reader an outline of the leading fallacies which 
have established a footing in the general literature of the Craft, my next step will be to 
shew, if I can, that in describing tliem as the offspring of Masonic unreason, I do 
not travel very wide of the mark. 

The early history of the Grand Lodge of England is enveloped in some confusion, 
but certain laudmarks are nevertheless discernible, which. if carefully kept in view will 
enable the traveller to avoid wandering from the right track. There are no official 
records of earlier date than 1723, and the only repository in which is to be found a 
connected account of the early proceedings of the Grand Lodge — Anderson’s Second 
Booh of Constitutions — bears the date of 1738. It was compiled, moreover, under 
circumstances that greatly detract from it-s value as an historical work ( Pocket Gom- 
panion 1754, Pref.) But there is no other documentary evidence whatever relating to the 
governing body of English Freemasonry, between the years 1717 and 1720 (inclusive). 
The work in question telis us that there was one meeting of the Grand Lodge on the 
St. John’s day in each year, and that in 1720 Georc.e Payne was elected Grand Master 
for the second time. “ This Year,” according to Dr. Anderson (whose typographical 
methods are reproduced), “ at some private Lodges, several very valuable Manuscripts 
(for they had nothing yet in Print) concerning the Fraternity, their Lodges, Regula- 
tions, Charges, Secrets, and Usagcs (particularly one writ by Mr. Nicholas Stone the 
Warden of Inigo Jones ) were too hastily burnt by some scrupulous Brothers, that these 
Papers might not fall into strange Hands.” 

What those “ Manuscripts ” really Avere, will afford matter for curious and 
interesting speculation. It has been commonly supposed that they were copies of the 
old written, or so-called “ Gotliic ” Constitutions, but there seems to myself room for 
reflection, Avhether the “Secrets, Usages,” and the paper “ writ by Nicholas Stone,” 
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an “ Accepted Mason of 1639 ” (Conder, Hole Craft ,) may not point in the dircction of 
early and authorised ritu ais, by means of which the ceremonies of the Craft as practised 
during the splendour of Mediaeval Operative Masonry, were preserved for a long period 
after its decay. 

Colour is lent to this supposition by tbe Diary of Dr. Stukelet (initiated in 
January 17*21), who telis us : “ I was the first person made a freemason in London for 
many years. We had great difficulty to find members enongli to perform the ccremony.” 
“His curiosity,” lie further informs us, “ led him to be initiated into the mysterys of 
Masonry, suspecting it to be the remains of the mysterys of the Antients.” Upon these 
entries I have elsewliere remarked, that they jointly indicate the existence of a 
“ superior degree,” and also warrant the inference that there was a difficulty in finding 
a snfficiency of bretliren who were able to assist in working it at London in 1721, 
(A.Q.C. vi., 141). 

We also learn from Stukeley that on June 24th, 1721, at a meeting of the Grand 
Lodge “ the G? M® Mr. Paix read over a new sett of articles to be obseruM.” 

At the next meeting of the Grand Lodge— September 29th, 1721 — the Duke of 
Moxtagu, Grand Master, “and the Lodge finding Fault with all the Copies of the old 
Gothic Constitutions , orderd Brotlier James Axdersox, A.M. to digest the sanie in a new 
and better Method.” This is the description given by Axdersox himself (1738) of the 
mandate whicli he reeeived in 1721, and the resuit, as most readers will be aware, was 
the eventnal publication in printed form of the first Booh of Constitutions in 1723. The 
work contains the General Regulations of the Masonic borly owning fealty to the Grand 
Lodge, and we are told was “ Compiled first by Mr. George Payne, Anxo 1720, when 
he was (Dxnxnb- litant cx% and approvkl by the Grand-Lodge on St. John Baptist’s 
Day, Axxo 1721 . . . And by the Command of . . . Graxd-MaSter Montagu, the 

Acthor . . . has compar’d them with, and reduc’d them to the ancient Recokds 

and immemorial Usages of the Fraternity, and digested them into this new Method, 
with several proper Explications, for the Use of the Lodges in and about Loxdox and 
Westmixster.” ( Constit . Grand Lodge of England, 1723.) 

The article of the foregoing Code we are concerned with in the inquiry I am 
now upon. is O.R. XIII., of which the terms have been given, and conjecture will 
always be rife as io how far the actual liandiwork of the English Grand Master was 
“ embellished ” by the Scottish commentator and “ Presbyterian Divine.” On this 
point no two persons are likely to be agreed, but its consideration is in one sense 
immaterial, as we are estopped — before the tribunal of “ History ” — fi^om going behind 
the record, by the undoubfced fact that the u General Regulations ” were printed and 
promulgated with the approval of George Payxe, who therefore must have adopted, if 
he did not originate, all the articles in the Code. 

That two degrees were worked by the English Masons before Axoersox was 
entrusted with his mandate by the Grand Lodge, seems to mc free from doubt, nor is 
there a scrap of evidence from which we niight infer that any alteration in communi- 
cating the secrets of Masonry had been carried ont between 1717 and 1721, or, it may 
be added, in the interval separating the latter year fi*om 1723. 

It is, however, fairly inferential that the use of Scottish Operative tities in the 
“General Regulations” — for example, Entered Apprentice, Fellow Ciaft and Master 
^Mason, was the work of James Andersox, who copied them from the Masonic pliraseolog}' 
at Aberdeen, bis native town. It is quite ciear that these expressions had no existence in 
the terrninolgy of English Masonry , prior to the appearance of the “ Constitutions ” of 1723, 
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During the continuance of Ancicnt Masonry, or to be more precise, prior (o tlie 
era of Graud Lodges, there were two classes of Masons. In England tliere were Appien- 
tices and Masters (or Fellows), and in Scotland Entered Apprentices and Masters (or 
Fellow-Crafts). The English Master (or Fellow) and the Scottish Master (or Fellow- 
Craft) was in eacli instance a u passed” Appreutice or Master in his trade. 

“ Ane Entered Apprentise ” was “ received as master and fellow of the craft” at 
the Lodge of Kelso, in 1701 ; and two brethren were “taken in as Maisters or fellow • 
crafts” at Lodge St. John, Jedburgli, in 1736. 

In the satne year as that in which th c Book of Constitutions appeai'ed (17*23,) there 
was publisked tho first of an interminable series of Spurious Rituals to wliich a date 
can be assigned. Tliese productioris are divisible into three groups, commencing in 1723, 
1730, and 1755, respectively, thougli there are two of uncertain date, one of which, 
Sloane MS. Xo. 3329, in the opinion of some experts in handwriting, is supposed to liave 
been transcribed in the 17tli century; wliile the otlier, A Masons Confession , originally 
printed in the Seots Magazine (xvii., 133), 1755, is stated in the preamble to the alleged 
revelatiou, to be a description of wkat was imparted to the writer of it at his admission 
into the Craft in 1727. These two pieces possess niany f eat ures of interest, but wliat 
is faith to one set of students will be but fancy to anotlier, as in either case the dates 
from which tliey speak, as 1 ’eflecting, however faintly, the usages of a contemporary 
Freemasoniy, are alone of an)" determinate value, and these we cannot hope to sce 
placed on a footing of reasonable certainty, until some one witli abnormal gifts and 
uiitiring industiy succeeds in classifying the various texts of the Spurious Rituals or 
alleged 4i Exposures,” with a similar accura cy to that attained by Dr. Begemaxx in his 
masterly analysis of the Manuscript Constitutions of the Society. 

I do not scruple, liowever, to place on record my own opinion that the Sloane MS . 
as a compilation (and not merely as a transcript) is of later date than 1723, and 
A Masords Confession , than 1727. To accord a liighcr antiquity to the former, would be 
to run counter to tlic otlier Scottish documentaiy evidence, which is silent and 
unbroken with respect to the existence of a pluraliiy of degrees in the 17th century ; 
wliile if we allow ourselves to believe that the latter reflects, tliough obscurely, tho 
usage of a.d. 17J7, it may indeed supply a missing link in the chain of evidence from 
which has been inferred that three degrees were actually worked prior to the third decade 
of the 18th century — but only by casting to the wind the testimony of a contemporary 
character from every other source, and upon tlie credibility of which there has not 
liitherto been a stain of suspicion. 

The earliest of the Spurious Rituals, or Masonie Catechisms, to which a date can 
be positively assigned, is A Masons Examinatiori, which appeared in the Flying Post or 
Postmaster , Xo. 4712, from Thursday, April llth, to Saturday, April 13th, 1723. 

This, in my own judgment, is by far tlie most interesting of ali the vast liost of 
so*called 1’evelations of Masonie secrets that have been publishcd in our own or in any 
otlier country. Tlie flavour of the tl Kale-yard,‘ J wliich is so notieeable in Sloane MS. 
3329, and in several of the bogus rituals of later date, is scai^cely distinguishable at all, 
and the little there is of it, for example, the expression 4i Eutred Appreutice, which 
occurs once only, was probably copied from Axdersox’s Book of Constitutions , a work 
that the anonymous contributor to the Flying Post liad evidently perused, as may be 
plainly deduced from tlie exordium to his catechism. In other woi'ds, A Masons 
Examinatiori is an English and not a Scottish compilation. “ Fellows ” and not u Fellow 
Crafts ” are referret! to througliout, and except in the solitary instance above cited, we 
meet with the expression tc Apprentice ” in lien of the compound word u Entered 
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Apprentiee,” wliicli iras since takeu its plaee in tbe Masonie vocabulary of the South. 
The eateehism in its beari ng on degrees is on ali fours with the indieations whieli are to 
be gathered from Old Regulation XIII. There were two steps of Masonry, the Appren- 
tiee Part and the Masters Part, the former comprising the eeremonies of Initiation and 
Passing, and the latter that of Raising, as (without material alteration) they are 
praetised at the present day in our English Lodges. Upon the question whieli subse- 
quently arose, and was so fiereelv debated bv the “ Aneient.s ” and “ Moderns,” namely, 
the order of priority to be aecorded to the severed moieties of the original first degree, 
O.R. XIII., tlirows no light whatever. The Spurious Ritual of the sanie year liolds out 
indeed a toreb, whieh dispels a portion of the obseurity that overhangs the subject, but 
we see as in a glass dimly, and our unaided vision ean merely discern that in entering 
the portals of Masonry, the steps of the new comer inelined neither to the right haud or 
the left. 

Returning-to O.R. XIII., tliere are two conjectures witli respeet to the working 
of the “ Master’s Part ” being proliibited in the private Lodges, one of wliicli may 
recommend itself to those who believe that George Payne was the sole author of the 
change ; and the otlier to the body of students who are unable to credit that in the 
“General Regulations” of 1723, James Anderson built on any other foundations, tliau 
were supplied by tlie labour of his own liands. 

The first supposition rests upon the possibility of the Grand M aster of 1720-21 
liaving been influeneed by the aetion of the “ Serupulous Brothers,” by wliom “ several 
valuable Manuscripts ” were destroyed (1720). It may well liave been that the proper 
method of imparting the secrets of the superior degree, was only preserved in the 
memories of a few persons (of whieh tliere is corroboration in the Diary of Dr. Stckelky), 
and therefore it was deemed expedient that the eeremony should be performed with exacti- 
tude in the Grand Lodge. 

On the other liand, the explanation is perliaps to be found in the customs of 
Anderson’s native eity. At Aberdeen the admission of a Master (in any trade) lay 
with the “Houso” or “ Incorporation,” the nearest approaeli to whieh in the English 
Speeulative Masonry of a.d. 1723 was, without doubt, the Grand Lodge, as the 
traditional sueeessor and representative of the “ General Assembly.” 

The Masons Examination of 1723 is said to have eaused a greater stir among the 
Masonie body tlian was oeeasioned by the appearance of any similar eateehism of later 
date (A.Q.C. x., 137). Tliis was probably due to its being the first publieation of the 
kind, but the fact remains tliat it was so thoroughly stamped out, that only a solitary 
copy has come down to us, whieli was aeeideutally discoverod among the files of the 
English newspapers in the British Museum, by myself. There are no existing minutes 
of the Grand Lodge of the same early date (April 1723) to refer to, so we eannot teli 
wliether the ineident flurried the equanimity of the Grand Officers of that period. 
Judging by the ofiieial reeords of 1730 (to be presently eited) it must have done so, and 
I therefore commend to those by whom it is eoufidently snpposed that “ alterations in 
the established forms ” were made by the Grand Lodge, owing to the publieation of 
“ Masonry Dissected ” in 1730, the propriety of ante-dating this irregularity to the year 
1723, when a “ Spurious Ritual” aetually did appear, whieli gave great umbrage to the 
Society. The Grand Lodge, it is true, never meddled witli tlie eeremonies either 
in 1723 or 1730, but if after tlie fashion of tlie most approved Masonie writers, we 
give a freo rein to the imagination, and boldly assume that alterations icere made sliortly 
after either one or the other of tliese dates, then the earlier year will bo by a long way 
the less incredible of the two, to assign for their occurreuee. 
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The point, however, that I am most desirous of establishing, in connection witli 
the year 1723, is that 0.R. XIII. and “ A Masons Examinatiori ,T are mntually confirma- 
toiy, and prove beyond question that two degrees or steps of Masonry were alone known 
and practised at that time. 

In 1724 we meet with the manifestoes of thc Gormogons, a Society of which I 
must not in the present paper speak an}' further than is strictly pertinent to the subject 
of degrees. The fulminations of this Order are especially directed agaiust James 
Axdbusox and Dr. Desagaliers, who under a thin veil are accused of having taken — in 
the Gonstitutions of the previous year — unwarrantable liberties with the Operative 
Charges and Regulations (A.Q.Gk, viii, 125), and there are indications from which may 
bc inferred, that the working of the “ MasteFs Part ” had recently been revivcd after 
falling into disuse among the greater number of Lodges ( The Plain Eealer , September 
14, 1724). In the same year (1724) were publishcd The Secret Ilistory uf the Free- 
Maso?is , better known as the Briscoe JLS., which professes to be a revelation of the 
eeremonies made use of in the Lodges ; and The Grand Mystery of Free-Masons Discoverd . 
Of the former, there is notliing to say, beyond the reraark that its “ short Dictionary of 
private Signs, or Signals,” was probably drawn up at the instigation of the Freemasons, 
as a sort of counterpoise to the catechism in the Flying Post . Upon the latter it would 
be easy to enlarge, and there are some special features which in auy general review of 
the long series of Spurious Rituals would claim particular notice. But with regard to 
the question of degrees, The Grand Mystery is worthy of its name. The seerets of what 
in a few years later, is plainly designated as a higlier step, are clearly referred to, but 
there is no specific allusion to the existence of a first and second degree. Yet it will be 
desirable to bear in mind during the progress of our inquiiy, that even if real instead 
of Spurious Rituals were being made the subject of consideratiou iu the present paper, 
an absolute uniformity among them could not be expected. With certain circumstautial 
variations in the different Lodges, questions were asked and auswers made according to 
a set form. These colloquies were entrusted to the memories of the “ Xew Men,” and 
must therefore have often become forgotten or distorted, in accordance with the natural 
law which governs the transmission of all oral tradition. 

What is now geuerally regarded as the earliest evidence of thc degrees of 
Masonry having been commnnicated in three distinet steps, will befoundin the minutes 
of the Philo-ATusicze et Architecturae Societas , London, which commence on the 18th 
of February, 1725, and terminate on the 23rd of March, 1727. The records of this 
association are included among the Quatuor Coronati publications ( Q.C.A . ix.) aud 
form the subject of a separate notice. It will be sufficient therefore iu thc present 
article to ask the reader to hold his judgment in suspense, as to whether the 
documentary evidence supplied by the records of the Musical Society, is conclusive on 
the point of three distinet degrees having been worked in 1725, the inclination of my 
own judgmeut being to quite a contrary effect. Also, before proceeding any further 
with my general argument, it will bc couvcnient to remark that if three distinet steps 
of Masonry were known and practised by any Lodge or set of brethren in 1725, there is 
not a particle of evidence from which we might infer a priority of communication to the 
probationer either of what is now the first degree or the second. 

The Quarterly Communication of the Grand Lodge, held November 27th, 1725, 
was attended by the officers of forty-nine Lodges, a number vastly in excess of any 
previous record of a similar character, and which does not reach thc same figures until 
the November meeting of 1732. At this meeting : — “ A Motion being made that such 
part of the 13th Article of the Geu 11 . Regulations relating to the making of Ma sts only 
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at a Quarterly Court may be repealed, and that the Ma st . of Eacli Lodge, witli tbe consent 
of bis W ardens and tbe Majority of tlie Bretliren, being Ma sts , may raake Ma sts at their 
discrction. Agreed, 2\em Con .” 

The reference, it will be observed, is to “ Masters ” only, which, in tbe absencc of 
any otber confirmative evidence, would be sufficient to sliow tbat two degrees and not 
three were plaiuly indicated in tbe pliraseology of O.R. XIII. 

I next pass to St. John’s day, December 27tb, 1726, when a speecli was delivered 
by Dr. Francis Drake, as Junior Grand Warden of York. Tlic famous autbor of 
Eboracum speaks of and Iit. lito meaniug, no doubt, Entered 

Apprentices, Fellow Crafts, and diaster Masons, and from tliis bas been inferred tbat 
the tbree degrees so namcd were known and practised at York in 1726. But, as it 
appears to myself, Drake bad evidently constructed an imaginary tri-gradal system, 
from a mis-reading of James Anpersox’s ambiguous expressions in O.R. XIII. Botb 
before and after 1726, as the existing records sbow, tbere was an extreme simplicity of 
ceremonial under tbe body which is best known as tbe “ Grand Lodge of ALL England, 
at York.” Candidates were merely “ sworn and admitted,” or “ admitted and sworu.” 

In tbe following year tbe earliest existing minutes of an Englisb regular Lodge 
(at the Swax AXI) Rommer, Finch Laue, London), contain — under April 27tb, 1727 — 
tbe following, — “ Order’d That a Lodge of Masters be summonkl for Fryday next at 6 
o’clock on special Affairs.” Two days later, four gentlemen “were admitted Masters.” 

There is no earlicr mention of a “ Masters’ Lodge.” 

Two degrees — tbe making of Masons and the passing of Masters — continued to 
be worked by tbe Lodge at the Swax and Rujimer, uutil tbe close of tbe extraets (given 
by Bro. Hugban from its records), in 1734 (A.Q.C. x., 135). Tbere are circumstances, 
bowever, connected witli tbe history of tbis Lodge, apart from the actual evidence 
relating to tbe system of degrees, upon which I must briefly dwcll, as they afford 
additional — and, in my own opinion, conclusive — teslimony witli regard to tbe weigbt 
and authority which tbe Minutes of tbe body of Masons, meeting at tbe Swax axd 
Rujimer in 1726-31, possess. 

The Lodge was constituted by Dr. Desagcliers, as Dcputy Grand Master, on 
February 3rd, 1726, tbe first Master being Martin 0’Coxxor. A fe\y montlis later — 
June Stb — Dr. Desaguliers, and tbe Earlof Ixchiqdix, being present, Lord Kixsale, the 
Hon. James Kixg, and otbers, — “ Were admitted into tbe Society of Frcc Masonry 
& made by tbe Depty Grand Master.” 

The Hon. James Kixg, wlio became Lord Kingstox in 1727, was Grand Master 
of England in 1728, and be appointed Martin 0’Coxxor, tbe first Master of bis “ Mother 
Lodge,” bis Junior Grand Warden. 

Lord Kingstox was afterwards tbe last Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Mcxster (1731), and be occupied tbe cbair of tbe Grand Lodge of Irelaxd, in 1731, 
1735 and 1745. 

At one of tbe meetings of tbe Lodge at tbe Swax and Rommer, in 1727, wbeu 
Lord Ixcbiqcix, Grand Master, and also Dr. Desagcliers were present, eigbt gentlemen 
were “ admitted.” Among tbe numerous visitors wbo attended the Lodge, were George 
Payne, tbe second Grand Master; A. Choke, D.G.M., 1727 ; X. Blackerby, D.G.M., 
1727-30; T. Batsox, D.G.M., 1731-33; W. Reai>, G. Sec., 1727-33; J. Revis, G. Scc. 
1734-56 ; and a “ Mr. Saml. Pritciiard, Harry y e Stb liead, of 7 Dyalls,” wbose presence 
is recorded under Sept. 25tb, 1728. For tbe foregoing particulars I am indebtcd to 
Bro. Hcgiiax’s various sketehes of the Lodge, wbicli are to be found in “ An Old Master' s 
Isjdge," the Addenda to bis English Bite, and tbe Transactions of Xo. 2076 (A.Q.C. x., 
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127-36). I do not tliink we could have any stronger cvidcncc, with regard to the 
numher of degrces that were worked in England from 1727 to 1734, according to tlie 
systcm recognized by, and prevailing under tlie Grand Lodgc. The last uaine on tlic 
list of visitors may or may not have bcen tliat of tlie autlior of “ Masonry Dissected.'' 
But though Prichard has attalned a wide-world notoriety incoimection witli tliat publi- 
cation, there is no mention of him aliunde , except it is to bc found among tlie records 
of tlie Lodge at tlie Swax and Ruiimer, under tlie ycar 1728. 

Unless, tlicrcfore, the autlior of tlie Spnrious Ritual whicli deals for tlie first 
time witli an alleged system of three degrees, icas present at tlie “ Mother Lodgc ” of 
Loro Kingston, the Grand Master of 1729, there is nothing to corroborate the 
“ affidavit” of tlie autlior of Masonry Dissected, tliat lie was a “ late Member of a Consti- 
tuted Lodge.” Whilc, on the otlier hand, if the “ Dissector ” actually visited the Lodgc 
at the Swan and Rdmmer, it is quite ciear that the “ manner of working ” whicli his 
pamplilet professes to disclose, was sometliing very different from the metliods of 
communicating tlie secrets of Masonry, as practised under the eyes of the Deputy 
Grand Master for 1726, and the Grand Masters for 1727 and 1729. 

With the exception of the Minutes of the Musical Society (1725) and Drake’S' 
Speech (1726), botli of which I conceive must have received a tinge or colouring from 
a misappreliension of the real meaning of O.R. XIII., there is no rcference whatever 
to three degrees until we reach the year 1730, when for the first time there is an allusion 
to a tri-gradal system which is devoid of ambiguity. Beforc, however, proceeding to that 
date, it is essential to point out that the peace of the Masonic fraternity, or at least that 
portion of it represented by the adherents of the Grand Lodge, was greatly disturbed 
during the tliird decade of the eighteenth century, and particularly during the seven 
years that brought that period to a close. The authorities upon which this statemeut 
depends will be found collected in my literary portraits of the Duke of Wharton and 
Martin Clxre, and arc supplemented by some further referenccs which were cited by 
the present writer, and also printed among the Transactions of No. 2076, (A.Q.C. iv., 33; 
viii., 114 ; x.. 137). James Anderson, however, was the person principally singled out 
for attack by tlie oppouents, or as in many instances tliey professed to figurc, the 
candid friends of the Grand Lodge. The cause of his unpopularity was, witliout doubt, 
the manner he had carried out the mandate entrusted to him in 1721, which as lie telis 
us in 17o8 ( Neiv Book of Constitutions , 113,) was “ to digest the Old Gotliic Constitutions 
in a new and better Method” [ italies mine]. In this statement, indeed, we have very 
possibly a sort of retrospective vindication by Anderson in 1738, of tlie “ Method ” pur- 
sucd by him in 1721-23. Tliere is also room for speculation whether, if we could read 
bctween the lines, the passage given above from the Constitutions of 1738, may not 
indicate that its compiler was profoundly dissatisfied at having been made the scape- 
goat on the occasion of the general dissatisfaction which arose in the Fraternity in 
connection with the Constitutions of 1723. 

In An Ode to the Grand Khaibar (London 1726), tlie author of the Book of 
Constitutions, who was a Scottisli Presbyterian minister, is thus satirized : — 

“ So pleas’d with Dreams tlie l-fctrtscms seem, 

To teli their Tales once more they venture; 

And find an Author worthy them, 

From Sense and Genius a ptsecutex*.” 

But the most violent of ali the lampoons that were launchcd with a view to 
liolding up Anderson to ridicule and contempt was Hogarth’s well-known piate, The 
Mystery of Masonry, brought to light by the Gormogons. This is of uncertain date, but

probably appcared citlicr shortly before or sbortly after the pampblet to wliich I bavc 
last referrcd. A rcprodnction of tliis piate was given in onr Lodge Transactions for 
1895 (A.Q.C. viii., 139). But the book lield out by the figurc at the entrance to the 
tavern, wliich I then thouglit must liave been iutended to represent the Granil Mystery 
of the Freemasons Discoverd (1724). I now consider may liave been ineant to typify the 
Constitutions of 1723. The “ Lati der s, TIalters, Drawn Swords, and Dark Rooms" also 
prcsented to onr view in the piate, arc noticed it is truc in the “ Letters ” appended to 
tlic “ Grand Mystery but tlic allnsions to tliem are avowedly taken from the Flain 
Dealer of September 14th, 1724. Tliis journal assumes the role of a “ candid friend,” 
and adjures tlio Grand Master to pnt a stop to proceedings wliich “liave spread 
Confusion and Terror.” Here we liave, I tliink, a general protest against tlie policy 
pursued by the Grand Lodge — wliich, as we liave seen, was also severely criticised by 
De. Stokeley— and among the subjects of particnlar complaint mnst liave been, in my 
own judgment, the New Law — as it was evidently supposed to be — contained in the ill- 
cliosen and oft-quotcd ternis of Old Regulation XIII. 

The Scottisli tities introduced in 1723 must have been regarded by many persons 
as importing Scottish degrees, and the germ may perhaps be distinguishable, at tliis 
early period, of wliat afterwards blossomed into the myriads of degrees, wliich witli 
similar unreality, have been largely supposed to derive tlieir origin from Scotland. It 
is moreover inherently probable tliat the working of the “ Masters’ Part ” had fallen 
into comparative disuse among the Lodges in general, when for reasons that are witli- 
lield from us, but with respect to wliich I have hazarded two more or less plausible 
conjectures, it was ordered that “ unlcss by a dispensation,” the higlicr ceremony or (as 
commonly supposed) ceremonies should takc place in the Grand Lodge only. 

In this way additional elements of mystery may have gathered round the 
imaginary tri-gradal and Scottish system evolved out of a mis-reading of O.R. XIII. 
(1723), and of wliich we see the ultimate resuit in a widely-spread delnsion that 
Scotland was the original home of higher and more sublime degrees tlian were known 
and practised elsewhere by the Masonic Craft. 

The second group of Spurious Rituals have tlieir leading exemplars in two 
publications that appcared in 1 730, one, The Mystery of Free-Masonry, wliich without 
any autlior’s name was printed in the Daily Journal of August 15th : and the other, 
“ Masonry Dissected, by Samcel Peichaud, late Member of a Constituted Lodge,” was 
advertised for sale in the samc newspaper on October 20tli, 1730. In the earlier 
catcchism two degrees, and in the later one three, are described. 

The Mystery of Free-Masonry we find referred to in the Minutes of the Grand 
Lodge, under August 28th, 1730: — “De. Desagoliers stood up and (taking notice of 
a printed Paper lately published and dispersed about the Town, and since inserted 
in tlic News Papers, pretending to discover and reveal the Misteries of the Craft of 
Masonry) recommended several things to the consideration of the Grand Lodge, par- 
ticularly the Rcsolution of the last Quarterly Communication [April 21 st], for 
preventing any false brethren being admitted into regular Lodges, and such as call 
tliemselves Honorary Masons. The Deputy Grand Master seconded the Doctor, and 
proposed several rules to the Grand Lodge, to be observed in their rcspective Lodges, 
for their secnrity against all open and Secret Enemies to the Craft.” 

The Rcsolution cited by Desaguliers as liaving' been passed at the meeting of 
Grand Lodge held April 21 st, has not been recordcd. 

Masonry Dissected, as wc also learn from the same rccords, engaged the attention 
of the Grand Lodge on December 15th, of the same year : — “ D.G.M. Blackerby took 
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notice of a Patnplilet lately published by one Prichard, who pretends to have bccn 
made a regular Mason: In violation of the Obligation of a Mason \v cli he swears lie has 
broke in order to do hurt to Masonry, and expressing himsclf with the ntmost indigna- 
tion against both him (Stiling him an Impostor) and of his Book as a foolish thing not 
to be regarded. But in order to prevent the Lodges being imposed npon by false 
Brethren or Impostors : Proposed till otherwisc Ordered by the Grand Lodge, tliat no 
Person whatsoever sliall be admitted into Lodges unless some Member of the Lodge 
tliere present sliall vouch for such visiting Brother being a regular Mason, and the 
MembeFs Name to be entered against the visitor’s Namc in the Lodge Book, which 
Proposal was unanimously agreed to.” 

Tliere are no other allusions to the Spurious Rituals of Masonry in the existing 
records of the Grand Lodge. Nor do the passages quoted above from the minute-book of 
1730, seem to imply tliat the governing Masonic body attaclied any particular import- 
ance eitber to the earlier or the later catechism of tliat year. The remarks indeed of 
Dii. DesaGULIERS on August 28th, 1730, tlioagh prefaced with a reference to The Mystery 
of Free-Masonry (printed in the Daily Journal of August 15tli) were chiefly directed 
against an association of which the following notitication appearcd in the Daily Post of 
December 1 7 1 h : — u All the Brethren of the worthy Society of Honorary Free-Masons 
are hereby Summon’d and desird to meet at their General Lodge, held at tlie Prince of 
Orange Head in Jermyn-street, on the 23rd of t his Instant December, at Five o’clock 
precisely, in order to eleet a Master and Wardens for the year ensuing, and to consider 
of proper Ways and Means for the advancement of said Lodge, and the Honour and 
Dignity of Masonry in general. 

By Order of this Lodge, P. C. T. B. E. G.” 

The observations of D.G.M. Blackerby on December 15th (only two days before 
the publication of the manifesto last cited), were also apparently aimed in the maiu at 
“Honorary Free-Masons,” wliom (copying Desagueiers) he styles “ false Brethren 
wliile the “ Masonry Dissected ” of Samuel Pricuard is merely noticed, in order to be 
contemptuously dcscribed “ as a foolish thing not to be regarded.” 

The meeting, liowever, of the Grand Lodge in April, 1730, at which a Resolution 
was passed, which has not been recorded , appears to have been identified by some persons 
as the occasion on which the diversity of ceremonial tliat afterwards split the English 
Masons in two camps, had its origin. In other words, the Grand Lodge of England, by 
way of a counterblast to “ Masonry Dissected is supposed by certain writers of the 
Craft to have sanctioned some “ alterations in the established forms,” and the date at 
which these “alterations” were agreed npon has (after a long period of doubt and un- 
ccrtainty) been made to correspond with tliat, of the Quarterly Communication when the 
Resolution was passed which has not been recorded . 

Passing over the circnmstance that Prichard’s paraphlet appeared too late in the 
year to have inspired the utterances of any speakers in the Grand Lodge, at the meetings 
of either April or August, 1730 ; I sliall so far slightly anticipate as to quote the 4th and 
last verse of “ The Sword bearer’s Song,” which is given by Dr. Anderson at page 211 
of his New Book of Conditutions (1738) : 

“ Then let us laugh, sincc w’ve impos’d 
On those who make a Pother, 

And cry, the Secret is discloskl 
By some false-hearted Brother : 

The mighty Secret’ s gain’d tliey boast, 

From Post Boy and from Flying Boy.” \_Post ?~\ 
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It is scarcely open to doubt tliat if tbe opinions of othcr Masonic veterans who, 
likc Anderson, had witnessed tlie successive pnblication of Spurious Rituals in 1723, 
1724, and 1730, were available for our scrutiny, they would ali be in accord with respect 
to tbe earliest printed forni being in every respect the most inieresting and noteworthy 
of tlie series. If, tlierefore, the idea of tbe Grand Lodge of England baving at any time 
after 1717 and before 1738, altered or varied tbe Masonic ceremonies, is' ever to be 
accepted as falling within tbe limits of reasonablc conjecture, it would seem in my own 
judgment, tliat evidencc (of wbich at tbe present moment tliere is not even a, scintilla) 
must be fortlicoming to establisli tliat a Resolutiori “for preventing any false bretliren 
being admitted into regular Lodges ” was not only passed but recorded in 1723. 

The fourth edition of Prichard’s brocliure, wliicb appeared in November 1730, 
was follow r ed on December 15th by “ A Dejence of Masonry ; occasioned by a Pamplilet, 
calPd Masonry Dissected.” 

The work bore the name of no author, but was really written by Martin Clare 
(aftemvards D.G.M.) as tbe mouth-pieee of the Grand Officers. The degrees then known 
and recognised are specified as tliose of “Enterkl Prentice,” and “ Fellow Craft ” or 
“ Master,” a descriptiori wliicb is in entire harmony with tliat given in the Constitutions 
of 1723 (O.R. XIII.), and all the Ritualistic evidence of tliat or any earlier period tliat 
has been handed down to us. 

Tliat tivo degrees only, were sanctioned by tbe Grand Lodge in 1732, is made 
ciear from the eircumstance tbat at the constitution of a Frencli Lodge in London on 
August 17th of tliat year by tbe Earl of Stratuiviore, “ le Maitre , les Surveillants , les 
Compagnons , et les Apprentifs ,” are alone particularized by tbe Grand Master. 

Soon after 1730, indeed, a System of three degrees crept slowly into use, of wbich the 
proximate cause appears to liave been tlie influenee exercised both direetly and indirectly 
by tbe Spurious Ritual of Saauiel Prichard. But there is nothing from wliicb we may 
infer tbat a di vision of the old “ Apprentice Part ” into two moieties — each forni ing a 
distinet step or degree — had been approved by the Graml Lodge, prior to the publica- 
tion of tlie New Book of Constitutions in 1738. 

Before, however, passing from the vear 1730, it will be desirable to notice the 
Irisli Constitutions , publisbed by John Pennell at Dublin, between tlie beginning of 
June and the end of August in tliat year. The book was not printed by the order or 
with the sanction of eitlier of the Irisli Grand Lodges then existing, nor was John 
Pennell a Grand Secretary at the time, though lie attained tliat position in the Grand 
Lodge of Ireland on its re-organisation under Lord Ktngston in 1731. 

The work was reprinted in vol. i. of his Ccementaria Hibernica , by Dr. Chetwode 
Crawley who, in bis editorial remarks, observes : — “In Charge IV. we trace tbe devclop- 
ment of Degrees. . . In the interval between 1723 and 1730 the 4 Masters’ part ’ had 

become a Third Degree, and Pennell makes the distinction clcar between the Master of 
a Lodge and a Master Mason.” Tbe passage to wbich lie refers ruus as follows : — “ No 
Master sliould take au Apprentice unless . . baving no Maim or Defeet in his Body, 

tbat may render bini incapable . . . of being made a Brother , and a Fellow Craft , 

and in due time a Master ; and when qualifyhl, he may arrive to the Honour of being 
Warden, then Master of a Lodge, then Grand 1 Farrfen, and at lengtli Grand Master ” (p.44.) 
But in the very next paragrapb of Charge IV. we read: — No Brother can bc a Master , 
Warden, or Deacon of a Lodge until he has pass’d the Part of a Fellow-Craft : And the 
Grand Master has Power to chuse bis own Deputy, who must likewise liave passhl the 
Part of a Fellow-Craft ” (Lbid.) Throughout the entire book, except in tlie first para- 
grapb of Charge IV. (as above cited), no liigher degree (tban Fellow Craft) is referred 
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to, and “ In the Manner of Constituting a New Lodge,” the expression : — “ The Candidates , 
or tlie new Master and Wardens , being yet araong the Felloic-Craft ,” will be found. 

Pexxell in 1730, like Drake in 1726, was evidently misled by the ambignons 
language of AxdersOX in O.R. XIII. (1723), but the words : — “ in due time a Master ” 
(Charge IV., paragraph 1), npon which Dr. Crawley has ereeted his liypothesis of a 
third degvee, entirely disappear as we shall presently see, in the next edition of tlie Irish 
Constitutions , printed with the sanction of the Grand Lodge and Grand Officers of 1735. 

1731 . — In this year, as we are informed by original documents in the archives 
of the Grand Lodge of Sweden, Cotxt A. E. Wrede Sparre was made an Apprentice at 
Paris on May <lth, a Fellow-Craft on November 16th, and a Master Mason in 1733. The 
earliest fordgn edition of Masonry Dissected of which anytliing definite is known, was 
pubtished at Utreclit in 1733, and a copy is preserved in the Library of the Grand 
Lodge of Holland at the Hague. It seems to myself, however, that an earlier transla- 
tion of Prichard’s pamplilet raust have been printed in France, either late in 1730, or at 
the beginning of 1731, and I see no other way of accounting for the communication of 
the secrets of the “ Apprentice Part,” in tivo steps. to Count Wrede Sparre, at Paris, 
in the latter year, that is if the documents in the Swedisli archives are to be implicitly 
relied npon. 

1732 . — The degrees worked at this date are referred to in the Rawlinson collec- 

tion at the Bodleian Library. The extracts I shall next give, are taken from the By- 
law r s of No. 71, held at the Rose, Cheapside, and those of No. 83, meeting at the Three 
Tuns, West Smithfield, both being London Lodges. According to the code of No. 71: 
“ On being Initiated as a Mason . . the Person to pay two Pounds, seven Shillings at 

his Making . . Also when this Lodge shall think Convenient to confer the Superiour 

Degree of Masonry npon him, he shall pay five Shillings more.” 

The 6th By-law of No. 83 runs : u That all & every Person, or Persons recom- 
mended & accepted as above, shall pay for his or their making the Sum of Three Pounds 
five Shillings, and for his admittance the Sum of five Shillings, and every Brother who 
shall pass the Degrees of F.C. & M. shall pay the furtlier Sum of Seven Shillings and 
six pence.” - 

Lodge No. 71 it will be observed, practised a System of two degrees which (if we 
hold our judgment in suspense with respect to what is to be legitimately inferred from 
the Minutes of the Musieal Society, the Speech of Dr. Draee, and the Constitutions of 
Johx Pexxerr,) is referred to in all the docnmentary evidence beginning in 1723, and 
ending with the earliest eatechism (The Mystery of Free-Masonry) printed in 1730. On 
the other hand, it is ecjually apparent that three steps of Masonry were known and 
practised in No. 83. 

This nnmber, however. (if we again leave out of sight for a raoment the Minutes 
of 1725, the Speech of 1726, and the Irish Mannal of 1730), is first given by Samuel 
Prichard in his pamphlet of October 20 th, 1730, where also (without any rescrvation 
of judgment being necessary,) we meet with what is absolutely the very earliest declara- 
tion which professes to define the order of progression of the new first and second 
degrees. 

That the system practised by No. 71, however, was that recognised and sanctioned 
by the Grand Lodge in 1732, there cannot be a doubt, as I have already sliewn by a 
reference to the proceedings at the constitntion of a French Lodge in London in that year, 
and I shall also remind the reader of the records of the Lodge at the Swax axd Roimer 
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(1726-34) cited on a previous page, and bespeak his attention to tlie Minutes of a Lodge 
at Lincoln (1732-42) which will be laid under eontribution as we proceed. 

1733. — The earliest publtshed reference to a “ Masters 5 Lodge, or a “Master 
Masons’ Lodge,” occurs in Dr. Rawlixson’s List of Lodges of tliis year, at the end of 
which are the following entries : — 

“ 115. Devii Tavern, Temple Bai\ a Scotch Masons 5 Lodge. 
u 116. Bear and Harrow, in the Butcher Row, a Master Masons 5 Lodge.” 

Tliese Lodges (Xo. 115 being described as “ Scotts Masox Lodge,”) are sliewn, 
with the addition of two others, bj Pine, in his Engraved List of 1734, one of which — 
Xo. 117 — is styled a u Master Masons 5 ,” and the other — Xo. 120 — a “ Masters’ Lodge.” 

In his remarkable paper on Masters 5 Lodges,” read by the late John Lane before 
the Quatuor Coronati Lodge (A.Q.C. i., 167-73), our deeply lamented Brother (from 
wliose far-seeing essay I am t-ra-nscribing) observes : — “I include the “ ScotFs Masons,” 
or “ Scotch Masox 5 s Lodge,” for two reasons : Firstly , in the hope that furtlier informa- 
tion may yet be gleaned in relation to its character as a Lodge superior to the Fellow 
Crafts, whether as a Master Masons’ Lodge or othericise ; and secondly, because it 
furnishes a striking analogy, in many particulars, to the three ‘Master Masons 5 or 
‘ Masters’ Lodges , 5 with wliich it was contemporary.” Xext, after quoting from myself 
with respect to the supposed origin of the “ Scotts* degrees ” ( Hist . of F. iii., 92), he 
proceeds : — “Xow if ‘ Scott’s 5 degrees or ‘ Scott\s Lodges 5 originated first in France, 
and that not until 1740, two questions naturally arise. (1) TVhere did our Englisli 
bretliren obtain the distinctive appellation of a ‘Scotch’ or ‘ Scott’s Masons’ Lodge 5 ? 
and (2) what constituted its peculiarity in 1733 ? 55 

In the opinion of Bro. Lane the four Lodges, Xos. 115-17 and 120, “ were not 
separate organizations, but were composed of members of ‘ General 5 Lodges who, for the 
purpose of communicating the Master Masons 5 degree, obtained tlie sanction of the 
Grand Lodge so to act and work under the appropriate designation of 1 ^Masters’ Lodges. 5 55 

“ Of this I am convinced,” says the same writer, at the close of his paper, “that 
tliese four Lodges were of a character very different to any others that preceded or 
followed tliem, the records sliewing that they have never had an exact parallel or 
cGunterpart before or since. 55 

After this there were other “ Masters 5 Lodges 55 whose business it cvidently was 
to exemplify the working of what is now the third , but more often tliau not for a long 
period immediately following the date we have just reached (1733), was the only other 
ceremony worked in the Lodges additional to that which took place at tlie “making” of 
a new brother. The problem, liowever, which baffled the late Bro. Lane, namely, the 
circumstance that one of the four associations enumerated by liim — Xo. 115 — was 
designated “by the pcculiar, and as yet unexplained, natne of a ‘ Scott’s Masons 5 
Lodge, 5 ” is one upon which a few further Avords must be said. The explanation, as it 
has recently seemed probable to myself, may, perhaps, be found in the tlieory I have 
already foreshadowed. namely, that the introduction by Anderson into English Masonry 
(1723) of the terms Entered Apprentice, Fellow Craft, and Master Mason, from the 
vocabulary of the Xortbern Kingdom, was a potent factor not only in the expansion of 
the ancient ceremonies of the Craft, but also in the fabrication of the vast host of 
“additional” degrees which were lalielled as being of Scottish origin — a practice that 
lasted until the dawn of the century which has just passed away. 

The minutes of the present “Old King’s Arms Lodge, 55 Xo. 28 (then Xo. 26), 
shew that in October 1733, three brethren “ made it their joynt Request to the Lodge 
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that they would bc pleased, in regard to the Master Lodgc . . just opening, that 

tliey might havc the favor of being admitted to that dignity,” vvhich is aftcrwards 
referred to as “tliis Higli Order of Masonry.” In the same year Bro. Bentley 
prescnted “ the members both of the Fellcnv Craft and Masters’ Lodge ” vvith a form for 
the snmmonses. Lord Vere Bertie and W M Todd on the same day were severally 
admitted in fform ffc and E.P.” ; the order of tlie degrees being thus curiously trans- 
posed (Huglian, Add. to Fng. Bite, 4.) In November, 1734, “An Invitation from the 
Masters’ Lodge to the Masters of the Constitcted Lodge to become members, or at 
least Visitors thereof, was proposed and affectionately recommended from the Chair, to 
which the members seemed very attenti ve.” These references, to quote from some 
further remarks by the late Joiin Lane on a snbject which his own writings had done 
so much to illuminate, “ are of especial value, as tending to throw light upon the intro* 
duction of the Third Dcgrec as an entirely new ceremony.” The same gifted student 
then expresses his opinion that the allusions under November 1734, “ to the Masters’ 
Lodge and to the Masters of the Constitoted Lodge, must relate to two separate and 
distinet organizations, the latter being the King’s Arms Lodge, then meeting at the 
King’s Arms, Strand, and the former being in all probability one of the then nevvly 
organised Masters’ Lodges, No. 117,” ( A.Q.G . xii.,179). 

At Bath, on May 18th, 1733, on the occasion of a pre-existing Masonic body 
being constitnted as a regnlar Lodge, the presenee is recorded, besides that of the Master 
and Wardens, of three fellow Crafts, Six Masters, and four “ Pass’d Masters.” The 
distinction drawn between the two sets of Masters appears to point to an epocli of confu- 
sion, when the old names wcrc only beginning togive place to the new ones, at least in 
the Country Lodges. 

A little later, October 2nd, at a meeting of a Lodgc at Lincoln therc were present, 
Sir Cecil W ray, Baronet, Master. witli other members, and six visitors (Esquires), 
“ When Brother Clare’s Diseourse concerning Pritciiard, as also . . our By-Laws 

were read.” 

1734. — August Cth, according to the minutes of the same Lodge, “Brother 

Clare’s Diseourse relating to P D was read.” At tliis date Sir Cecil Wray, a friend 

of Martin Clare, author of the Defeuce of Masonry , was Deputy Grand Master. The 
records only mention two degrees, — those of Apprentice and Master — as being worked 
by the Lincoln Masons of 1732-42. They also indicate that the higher step was con- 
ferred in a Lodge of Masters, and that (in 1734) it was regarded as a necessary qualifi- 
cation for a Warden’s chair. 

1735. — A Pocket Companion for F ree- Masons was published by William Smith at 

London and Dublin, the English edition probably in December 1734, and the Irisb one 
in May 1735. The latter, which has becn reprinted by Dr. Chetwode Crawley 
(Caem. Hib. ii.), was printed with the approval and recommendation of the Grand 
Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Wardens, and Grand Lodge of Ireland. Tliis 
is virtually a Book of Constitutions, and in the IVtli Ciiarge it is laid down that the 
Apprentice must have no defect “ that might render him incapable of being 

made a Brother, and then a Fellow-Craft in duc time.” But tlie words that follow on — 
after “ Fellow-Craft” — in tlie corresponding passage in Pennell’s work (1730), naraely, 
“ and in due time a Master ,” are omitted. Also, in the Pocket Companion, the sections 
contaiuing the “ General Regulations” and “ the Manner of Constituting a New Lodge,” 
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are in cntire liarmony wilh the portion of the book embracing The Charges of a Free- 
Mason, in referring to the degree of a Fellow-Craft as being the higlicst recognized at 
that time. 

Tliis scems to indicate very elearly that the entry in PennelTs book relating to 
the existenee of a Master’s in addition to a Fellow-Ckaft’ s degree, was altogether due 
to an erroncous impression of that autlior, foundcd on a misapprehension of the Scottish 
operati ve terms used by Anderson in 1723. 

If a third degree had actually been present to the minds of tlie Irish Grand 
Officers in 1730, it is impossible to conceive that the step of Fellow Craft would liave 
been the higliest known to their successors in 1735. 

In ScorirAND, the minute of Lodge St. Cuthbert, Kircudbright, present No. 41, 
record : — “ Monday, Feby. 3rd, 1735,” that a collector of customs, an Ensign, and a 
Surgeoids Mate “ were Entered Prentices to the Lodge.” 

“ Feby. 6th, 1735, The above Gcntlemen Entered Fellows of Craft.” 

“ Feby. 7th. — The above Gentlemen made Masters.” 

“The last entry,” observes Bro. James Smith, “ is the carliest reference to the 
Third Degree in Scotland, the Lodge of Canongate Kilwinning No. 2, Edinburgh, 
coming next on 31st March, and the Lodge of Glasgow Kilwinning No. 4, following, a 
day later, on lst April, 1735,” ( Freemasonry in Galloway , 7). 

Returning to Englisk Masonry, on June 24th, 1735, an independent Lodge in tlie 
villagc of Swalwell, Durham, accepted a “deputation” from the Grand Lodge. In the 
records there appear “ Orders ” of various kinds, ali written by the samc ciear hand. 
The Sth “ Penal Order ” runs : “ If any be found not faithf ully to keep and maintain the 3 
ffraternal signs, and all points of Ifelowsliip, and principal matters relating to tlie secret 
Craft, each offence, penalty 10 - 10 - 00” (Mas» Mag. iii., 82). The date from whicli tliis 
speaks rests on conjecture, and in the absencc of positive evidence, I can only cite the 
Swalwell “Orders” as being in use as a code of laws in 1735. But the Sth “Penal 
Order” sliows that when it was enacted (a point on whicli antiquaries are at variance), 
eitlier three degrees, or the tivo previously known, were worked in an Operative Lodge. 

1736 . — IIerault, tlie Lieutenant of Police at Paris, liaving obtained wliat is 
deseribed as a translation of Priciiakj^s pamplilet, published it as an exposure of Free- 
masonry, and the French tract was further translated into German and again printed, 
also in 1736. The original, in both instances, on whicli botli copies are based, is stated 
(in the German pamplilet) to liave been ikefifth English Edition of Masonry Dissected . 

1737 . — Baron C. F. Sch effer, afterwards the first Grand Masterof Sweden, was 
initiated at Paris, on September lOth, and obtained there the otlier two St. John’s, as 
well as two Scottish degrees. Ile was granted by “ Charles Radclyffe, Count 
Dauwentwater, Grand Master of the Freemasons of France,” a Deputation, dated 
November 25th, empowcring him to constitute Lodgcs in Sweden, and “ to acccpt candi- 
dates to the three first degrees.” The foregoing statements are given on the authority 
of the Swcdisli docuuients cited under the year 1731. 

The celebratcd Oration of the Ciievalier Rahsay was delivercd ol March 21st, 
1737. On it s many points of interest I must not linger. To discuss tliem, however 
bricfly, would absorb the whole of my reinaining space. The “Speech” itself will be 
found in my Uistory of Freemasonry (iii., 84-89), and I shall only remark, in the present 
paper, that if Baron Scheffer really received two so-called “Scottish Degrees” at 
Paris, in 1737, the position is no longer tenable, that as a direct consequence of Ramsay’s 
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“ Oration ” tlie legion of novcltics assuming to be of Scottish ongin, sprang into exist- 
ence about tlie jcar 1740, in ali parts of France. Indeed, a fax* earlier date for tlicir 
inception lxiust be assigned, thougli I am xxnable to point. in any dii’ection for a possible 
solution of tlie mystery, exccpt it be to tlie evideuce — sucb as it is — wliicli lias bcen 
already given under tbe year 1733. 

Four editions of Masonry Dissected were publislied in 1730. Tlie dates of tlie fifth 
and sixth arc unknown, bnt a seventh was printed in 1737. 

1738 . — The tract pi’eriously refeiTed to as liaving bcen publislied at Paris by 
H£raurt in 1736, was ti’anslated into Englisb, and many independent vcrsions of it were 
cffcnlated in 1738. The picee was printed in Jlead's Journal of January 21st, tlie 
Gentlemans Magazine ( viii ., 54), and Boyer’s Political State of Great Britain (lv.,78). 
It was also publislied in pamplilet forni under tlie titlc of “ Masonry Farther Dissected ,” 
and accoiding to tlie title-page was “Faiihfully Fnglislied from the French Original just 
publisldd at Paris, by tbe Permission and Privilege of M. De Harraut, Licutcnant- 
General of Police. This tract, of whicli an interesting description lias been given by 
Dr. Chetwodf. Crawley (A.Q.C. ix., 84 ; xiii., 149), I liare not seen, but tlie otlier Englisli 
vei\sions of tbe HIsrault print, above cited, I liare pevused and compared. They arc 
rirtually identical, and bare no affinity wliaterer with tbe Masonry Dissected of Samoel 
Prichard. What HIorault gires is not a catecbism at ali, but an account of tbe 
cei'emony at the reception of a Frcemason. The narratire proceeds on tlie same lines as 
tbose with whicb we bare become familiav from tbe Masons ’ Examination of 1723, and the 
Mystery of Free- Masonry of 1730 ; or, in otlier words, a picture is presented of a “ making ” 
(or initiation) before the seci'ets of wliat are now the first and second degrees were 
disjoined. But tbe allcged rerelation of 1736 differs in one mateidal respect from tlie 
Spurious Rituals to wbicb I bare last referred. It contains uo allusion wliaterer eitber 
in prccise terms or by necessaiy implications to tbe “ Masters' Part.” One ccremony is 
alone mentioned, and wliile tlie Herault print only speaks from tbe year 1736, it is at 
least certain tbat its contcnts were derired from an Englisli statement (or declara tion) 
of earlier date, expressed eitber orally or in documentary form. Indeed, tliere seems to 
myself good i’eason for supposing tbat tbe Englisb original might be erexi older than tbe 
Masonic law of 1723 (O.R. XIII.) ; tliat is to say, before tbe rirtual i’eriral of tbe 
“ Masters’ Part” by tbe legislation of tbat year. The following “Note,” it will be 
i’ecollected, occui’s in tlie Grand Mystery of Free-Masonry (1730) — “There is not one 
Mason in a Hundred tbat will be at tbe Expence to pass tlie Masters’ Part, except it be 
for Intei’est.” 

The working of tbe “ Superior Degree ” in Masonry liad eridently fallen into 
compai’atirc disuse in 1717-23, and tbe HIsraclt tract may, I think, with fair i’eason, be 
i’egarded as — to some extent — a pale reflection of tbe procedui’e at tbe making of a 
Mason (or working of the “ Appi’enticc Part ”) during tlie early years of tbe Grand 
Lodge, and wbicb tliough gi'adually superseded by newer metbods, did not absolutelr 
die out. until tbe second balf of tlie eighteentb century. The secrets of tbe Masonxy 
genei'ally known and ordinainly practised in 1723 were communica ted in a single 
ceremony. “New Men ” at their enti'ance wei'e tlien as mucli instructed tlirougli tbe 
eye as tlmough tlie ear, and wlien tbe necessity was assumed to bare arisen for a deter- 
mination of tbe order of procednre in wliicli tlie serered moieties of tbe “ Apprentice 
Part” sbould be confcrred, wbat was seen as well as wliat was heard by tbe candidate 
during tbe progress of tbe undivided ceremony, must bare almost certainly influcnced 
the ultimate decision. The clioicc of the Grand Lodge of England, in my own judgnient s 
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inclined in the direction which was most consistent witli the symbolic traditions tliat 
liad comc down to it. Bnt without labouring the point, or in other words, indnlging 
in more or less plausible conjecture, at least so much may be affirmed, that if the 
original degree of Apprentice could legitimately be split into two parts, it was eqnally 
open to ali tliree of the Grand Lodges — English, Irish and Scottish— to determinc the 
sequence in which those “ parts ” should be communicated. 

Bnt the leading event. in tlic year which has been last reaclied, was the appear- 
ance of the “Neiv Book of Constitutions." Two degrees arc mentioned by AndeksON in 
the edition of 1723, and tliree in the edition for 1738. Entered Apprentice, and Fellow 
Craft or Master, were the degrees or steps of 1723; and Entcred Apprentice, Fellow 
Craft, and Master, were those of 1738. 


The following appears in the New Book of Constitutions (1738) — 


(Dlb Regulatioxs. 

XIII. — Apprentices must be admitted 
Fellow Crafts and Masters only here, 
unless by a Dispensation from the 
Grand Master. 


|.tcut Regulatioxs. 

On 22 Nov. 1725 

XIII. — The Master of a Lodge with 
his Wardens and a competent Number 
of the Lodge assembled in dnc Form, 
can make Masters and Fellows at 
Discretion. 


The above, indeed, are not reproductions , but falsifications of the true wording of 
O.R. XIII., and of the actual Besolution passed by the Grand Lodge on the 27th (not 
the 22nd) of Novembei', 1725. They were gcnexrxlly supposed, howevei', . and the 
delusion lasted until our own day, if indeed it is yet quite extinct, to xxjflect with 
fidelity, though in a manner devoid of ambiguity, the time position of the Gi’and Lodge in 
1723 and 1725, with regai-d to the number and descriptions of the degi’ees. 

It is the custonx of most people to consuit a work of reference in its latest form. 
To tliis rule the Frcemasons have not proved an exception, and the sccornl edition of 
AxpersOn’s Constitutions — styled with lamentable accuiTicy the “ basis of Masonic 
histoxy ” — was uuivei’sally copicd fi’om and relied upon in preference to the jtxrst. 

The prccise circumstances under which an expansion of the original system of 
degi’ees was authorised, or perhaps it would be better to say regulated, by the eaxdiest 
of Gi’and Lodges, liavc not been i’ecoi’ded, but there is a sufficiency of evidence from 
which the bi’oad facts of the casc become distinguisliable. The governing body of 
English Masonry cvidcntly ti’ied to combat the new doctriue of which Samuel Priciiard 
was the Higlx Priest, by having the “ Discoui’se ” of Martin Clare read in the Lodges — 
and doubtless in other ways. But finding that the novelty had taken root, and there 
can be no doubt that the seed from which Masonry Dissected ultimatcly germinated, had 
been sown by Axderson in 1723 (O.R. XIII.), the Grand Lodge, it is more than 
pi’obable, felt bound to regulate a mo vernent which it was-unable to suppress. Tliree 
steps, thei’efoi’e, wei’e declai’ed to exist in the Constitutions of 1738, and the order of 
tlieir pi'ecedence was deteimiined by tlie Grand Officex-s, in the manner which appeared 
to tliem to be in the gi^eatest harmony w’ith the ancient and symbolic ti^aditions of the 
Craft. 

The second edition of the Constitutions like tlic first, was the cause of scrious 
ti’ouble in the Lodges, and in each case tlie discontent appeai's to liave been at its 
lxeight about a year after the publication of the work. In 1739, the i'e-ai’i’angement of 
the degrees gave offenec, not only to brethren who were woi-king in the old way, i.e., 
according to the system of two degrees as existing prior to and after 1717 ; but also to 
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all thosc practising three ceremonies, who followcd the raethod of confcrring thern as 
laid down in Peiciiard’s Spurious Ritnal of 1730. There were otlier causes whiclx 
tended to widen the breaeh bctween the Masons who were submissive and those who 
were disobedient to tlic mandates of the Grand Lodge. The principal of tliese was a 
second taniperiug with the “ Masons’ Crced,” whieli, at a later period, causcd a further 
divergencj of procedare between the tico parties into which the Englisli Freemasons 
ultiruately became separated. The schism, liowever, did not assume forrn and cohesion 
uatil many years after the promulgation of the Xew Charges and Regulatioxs of 1738, 
tliough for reasons tliat will be discussed on a later page, the disunion of the English 
Craft which lasted for more than half a century, was long supposed to have broken 
into open flame in 1739. 

In 1740, the so-called “Scots’ Degrees” attained great prominence on the 
Continent, and the Royal Abch, which maybc regarded as oneof them — though whether 
of Britisli origin or an exotic remains unknown — is stated by Dr. Dassigxy, in his 
Serious and Impartial Enquiry (1744), to have been known and practised at York about 
the same year. But the “ Scots Degrees ” as a whole, lie outside the scope of ray 
preseDt paper, nor sliall I liare much more to say about the Royal Arch. So far as the 
evidence externis, the only degrees worked (or known) in the Britisli Isles down to and 
inclusive of 173S, were the present three of the Craft, and the maDner of their progres- 
sion froin the two of 1723, to their existing number and sequence, it has been my leadiDg. 
object — up to the poiDt.we have now reached — to portray. 

I have stated above, tliat of the creation of neic Vasonic steps, down to 1738, 
there is no proof, but it is possible, and indeed highly probable, that some forms of the 
“ addit ional” or “Scots” degrees, which were destined at a later date to emerge into 
the light of history, may have existed in or prior to that year, though only worked 
casually, or as it were sporadically, in the Lodges. 

IV. 

1740—1813. 

Time, as he courses onicard, stili unrolls 
The volume of concealment. — S. T. Coleridge. 

“ The 1 Vestminster Journal ; or, New Weekly Miscellany,” of Yay 8th, 1742, has a 
curious Yanifesto of the “ Scald-Miserable-AIasoxs,” a Society claiming — like the 
Gormogoxs of older date — to have been founded by “ Brethren ” who “have lately 
forsook the gross Errors and Follies of Free-ifasonry.” The Scald Miserables profess 
to reveal the secrets of the Freemasons, and tico descriptions of the form (or forms) 
observed at the admission of a Xew Comer are given in the newspaper. One of these 
— which is meant to point to the procedure under the Grand Lodge — specifies three 
distinet steps — Entered Apprentice, Fello w Craft, and Master (or Master Mason), and the 
sequence in which the first two are referred to, is the reverse of the order of priority 
laid down in Prichard’s Spurious Ritual of 1730. 

After this follow the words : — “That I may shew equal Impartiality to both 
Sides, I shall here repiint, without Alteration, a Piece that has been public for some 
years.” 

We are then presented with a reproduction of the J fystery of Free-Masonry (1730), 
which mentions tico degrees only, those of Entered Apprentice and -Mas ter. 

The Westminster Journal (1742) shows clearly enougli, that the old method of 
communicating the Secrets of Masonry had not been wholly superseded by the neic one ; 
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also, it removes any doubt as to wliat had been tlic original decision of tlie earliest of 
Grand Lodges, wlien for reasons tliat were dcemed sufficient by that body, it was 
tliought expedient to re-modcl tlic manner of conferring tbe degrccs. 

The mock proeessions carried out oy the Scald Miserables, in ridicule of the 
Freemasons, must bave cost a eonsiderable amount of money, and tliei'e is room for 
specui ation whether tliere was any organized body by whom the expense was defrayed ? 
The Duke of Wiiarton and the Gormogons who songht to undermine the authority of 
the Grand Lodge in 1724, were of the Jacobite faetion, and so may liave been tbe Scalp 
Miserables of 1742 ? 

A few words may be appropriate before passing from the Spurious Rituals of the 
first and seeond to those of the tliird group. Tn pre-bistoric times, tliat is to say before 
the era of Grand Lodges, and eertainly down to 1723, it may, T think, be assnmed that 
in some, but not ali, of the English Lodges — for in many, no donbt, the aneient Symbo- 
lism of Masonry liad sunk to the level of tbe ordiuary artisan — the Apprentiee, at his 
admission, received wliat are note the first and seeond steps. Sometimes the secrets 
were imparted according to one order of succession, and sometimes the sequence in 
whicli they were communicated were reversed. But ali the Symbolical instruction 
appertaining to the “Apprentiee Part ” was given on the same niglit. After the 
appearance of “ Masonry Dissected ” (1730), we first liear of three degrees being workcd 
in one of tlic Regular Lodges (1732). 

The “ Master’s Part ” was apparently very litt.le practiscd wlien Dk. Stokebet 
was made a Freemason (1721), and.it is probable that a desire to preserve the Cope 
Stone of Aneient Masonry from falling into utter decay, rather than any wish io lessen 
the privileges of the private Lodges, was the real motive of the legislation requiring 
the exemplification of the degree to be exelusively conducted in the Grand Lodge 
( Constit . 1723). 

Considerable variety in tlic metliod of communicating the secrets of pure and 
aneient Masonry (after the recognition of three degrees by the Grand Lodge of England 
in 1738), occnrred not only in the British Isles, but also abroad. Priciiarp’s w r ork, 
whicli early in the forties liad been translated into scveral languages was freely made 
use of on the Continent, but as maybe gatliered from Le Secret des Erancs-Mar.ons , and 
the Catechisme des Francs-Maqons of 1744, L' Ordre Trahi of 1745, and otlier tracts of 
a similar kind, tlic sequence of the degrees as given by Prichard had been discarded for 
that whicli was supposed to bave met witli the approval of the Grand Lodge. 

The number of French pamphlets wliicb profess to reveal tlie Secrets of Masonry 
is very large. Some are of native origin, others draw tlieir inspiration — if not their 
exact wording — from British models, and not a few leave us in uneertainty as to 
whether, in the first instancc, they were intended to reflect the procecdings of the 
English Masons or the French. Tliese books supplied a much needed impetus to the 
flagging invention of the fabricators of a ncw set (or third group) of Spurious Rituals, 
wliich were published in London, at dates ranging from the beginning of the seeond 
lialf of the eighteenth century, down to its elose. 

The degrees praetised as well as the Rituals published in the two countries seem 
to liave been interehangeable, and again tliere will be a confliet of opinion as to wliether 
in particular instances, certain ceremonies originated in Great Britain, or whether they 
were borrowcd from France. 

For example, to glean from the records of three English Lodges, in every case 
under the year 1746 : 
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January 8tli. — “ Bro. Tiiomas Naisii and Joun Bcrge were this day made Scotch 
Masters, and paid for making 2 s. Gd. eaoh.” — Lodge at Bath, No. 101. 

July 1 st. — It was “ Enacted at a Grand Lodge, That no brother Mason should be 
admitted into tlic diguity of a Highrodiam,” for less tban 2s. 6fZ., or into tliat of 
“ Domaskin or Forin ” for lcss than 5 s. Then follows : “ N.B. The Engusii Masters to pay 
for entering into the said Mastership 2 s. Gd. per majority.” — Lodge at Swalwell , No. 117. 

October 19th. — “At tbis lodge were made Scotts Masons, five bretbren of the 
Lodge” (ineluding the R.W.M.) — Lodge at Salisbury, No. 97. 

To the above mav be added, that five members of the Lodge at Bath, No. 101, were 
made “ Scotch Masons,” November 27tli, 1754; also, tliat on December lst, 175G, tlic 
degrec of Harodim was conferred on a Master Mason, in the present Phcenix Lodge, 
Sunderland, No. 94, (W. Logan, Uistory of St. Johns Lodge , No. 80). 

Ali the degrees refered to the foregoing extraets, are generally regarded as 
falling witliiu the spliere of wliat for want of any better title is commonly known as 
“ Scots,” in contradistinction to (real) Scottisu Masonry. But whether they were 
imported from the Continent, or of native growth, is a point wliich in the absence of 
further evidence must remain undecided. That Highrodiam was a eorruption of 
Harodim is at least a plausible conjeeture, but witli regard to the mcaning of Domaskin 
or Forin, I am unprepared with a eonjeeture of any kind, either “ plausible ” or the 
reverse. Taken, however, as a wholc the doeumcntary evidence last presented, namely 
the three entries of 1746, together with tlic supplementary ones of 1754 and 1756, will 
justify a brief excursus eonoerning the “ Scots ” degrees whicli, to the extent that tlieir 
consideration falis within the seope of the present paper, will be more conveniently 
examined in immediate connection with the testimony just adduced, than if 
treated in striet chronological sequence, according to the dates on whicli the evidence 
i’elating to tliem was published to the world. 

“ You will excuse me if I do not striclly confine myself to narration ; but now and then 

intersperse such refections as may offer while I am writing. — John Nf.wtON. 

With the records of the Swalwell Lodge — in tlieir reference to “the dignity of a 
Highrodiam ” — tliose of the Royal Order of Scotland, and the “history” — sueh as it 
is — of the Rite of Perfection or H^redom, invite a eomparison. 

In 1750, there were five Chapters of the Royal Order in London, and one at 
Deptford. Three are said in the records to liave cxistedfrom time immemorial, and the 
other two to liave been constituted in 1743 and 1744 respectively. There was a “Grand 
Lodge,” and the “ Grand Master of the H. R. D. M. [Heredom], and K. L. W. N. N.” 
[Kilwinning], in one of the MSS., sets forth that hc liad held offiee since 1741. In the 
opinion of Bro. D. M. Lyon, “ the Grand Lodge of London was a self eonstituted body,” 
and he also telis us that, “ of the existencc in Scotland of any branch of the Order 
prior to 1754, there is not a particle of evidence ” (Hist. Lodge of Edinburgh, ch. xxxii.). 

The Rite of Perfection or H^r^dom (in Frauce) was composed of the three Craft 
degrees and twenty-two others, the 18th being the “ Rose Croix,” and the 25th the 
“Prince of tiie Royal Secret.” “ Of the authors or origins,” says the late Albert Pike, 
“ or separate working, before the organization of the Rite, of any except two or three of the 
twenty-two Degrees, no information whatever has come down to us ; and little reliance 
is to be placed on wliat has been told in regard to even tliose two or tlirce. The twenty- 
five degrees liad been organized into a Rite before 1762. One by one they had been 
invented, worked, communicated by the inventor to others, and at last, how and by 
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whom nobody knows, liad been aggregated into a System called a Rite.” (3 Iasonie 
Origines , 8.) 

In the absence of contemporary doeuments, ali the early liistory of Frencli 
Masonry is more or less apocryplial. But there is an apparent consensus of opinion 
among the most trustwortliy autkoritics — whose speculalions, in ali probability have 
some foundation in fact — that the Rite of Perfectiox or Heredom (otherwise Heredom 
of Perfectiox) sprang into existcnce contemporaneously witli the Empeeors of the 
East axd West, in 1758. This would make the system at least eight years younger than 
the Grand Lodge of the Royal Order of Scotlaxd which existed at London in 1750 ; 
and serentem if we accept the statement of the u Grand Master ” of the latter, that lie 
liad held office since 1741. Moreover, if the actual “records” of 1750 are relied npon 
at all as a mirror of the past, wc cannot limit the rcception of cvidence to the date 
of 1741, bnt mnst admit the natural presuraption of a far higher antiqnity for the 
Royal Order, that arises ont of the existeuce (according to the testimony of the same 
documents) not only of Chapters cstablished in 1743 and 1744, bnt of three others 
whose constitution was “ Immemorial ” — which, at the lowest estimate and snpposing 
the “ Grand Lodge” to liave been founded in 1741, wonld imply that there were theu 
at work in London, three (or more) Chapters of the Order, some or one of which 
may have been contemporaneous with, or even older than the “ Scots Masoxs’ Lodge,” 
in the English List for 1733. 

From the letters K. L. W. X. X,, which occur in the ‘‘ rccords ” of 1750, a con- 
nection has been presumed between the Spcecb of the Chevalier Ramsay (1737), and the 
Royal Order, but Dr. Chetwode Crawley, by establishing the actual date at which 
A Let ter from the Grand Mistress of the Free-Masons , saw the light, has shewn that a stili 
earlier reference was made to tlic legendary grandeur of the old court of Operative 
Masonry in Ayrsliire, in that singular pasquinade, which was printed at Dublin in 1731. 
The passage runs : — “ The famous old Scottish Lodge of KiUivinnm , of which all the 
Kings in Scotland have been, from time to time, Grand Masters without Interruption, 
down from the days of Fergus, who reigned there more than 1000 Years ago, long before 
the Kniglits of St. John of Jerusalem , or the Knights of Malta .” 

It will be observed that “ Scotts,” or “ Scotch ” Masons; also “Scotts” and 
“Exglish” Masters, are mentioned in the Batli, Swalwell, and Salisbury minutes for 
1746. Tliese degrees, and the Royal Order, probably had a common origin, and among 
the former may have been early types of what are now so well known, the degrees of 
Ixstalled Master and the Royal Arch. 

The Exglish Masters, iu the Swalwell Lodge, were required to make a payment 
of lialLa-crown u for entering” the other (and presumably u Scots,”) u Master shipF 
Was this succession of degrees referred to by Dr. Dassigxy in 1741? He speaks of 
Master of the Royal Arch,” and of the association itself as “ an organisTl body of men 
who have passed the Chair.” 

The earliest date at which the use of the word “ Heredom” in Francc. can be 
even approximately fixed, is 1758, and therefore if thc RovAL Order of Scotlaxd, at 
London, borrowed the term from the Rite of Perfectiox, in Paris, (as suggested in the 
German H andbucli), or vice versa , the only legitimate conclusion at which wc can ani ve 
is, that the French Rite was indebtod to tlic British (or rather English ) Order, for a 
portion of the titlc which it adopted at some time prior to 1762. 

The circumstance has, in my own jndguient, been far too lightly ]>assed over, that 
the earliest ‘Yecords of any degi^ees whatsoever, extraneous to the system of ancient 
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Frqemasonry, are those of tlie Royal Oudek, at London, of wliieli parent stem the Scottish 
Cliapter— now tlie Granei Loclge of tlie Order— was an offslioot between 1750 and 1754. 

Tkat tliere were easnal referenees, liowever, to tliese u extraneons ” (or “ Scotts ”) 
degrees in tlie minute books of Lodges, lias been sliewn, and tliey unite witli tlie otlier 
evidenee in making out a strong and imposin g prima facie, case witli respeet to the liiglier 
probability of tliese novelties having bad tlieir origin in England tlian in Eranee.

Though hc alight sometimes stili goeth on — G. Herrert. 

Loro Byron was eleeted Granei Master in 1747, and by reeent Gerinan 
writers, blinelly following in tlie footsteps of Dr. Keoss, tlie wliolly imaginary “altera- 
tions in tlie establislied fornis ” by tlie earliest of Grand Lodges, is assoeiateel witli tliat 
year. KlOSS eopieel from tlie Rev. JethrO Inwood (Address to tlie Dulce of Athol on the 
Subjeci of an Union , 1804, p. 6), and tlie worels of tlie latter I now transcribe : — “ Until 
tlie year 1747, tlie antient lanelmarks of tlie Oreler were religiously anel niost stiictly 
observeel, by every Loelge uneler tlie Constitution ” [of tlie Granei Lodge]. 

In an appenelix, INWOOD cites liis “ authorities,” namely tlie Illustrationis of Masonry , 
and Lawrie’s llistory of Freemasonry (1804), or, in otlier worels, WTeeiam Preston at first 
and seeonel lianel respeetively. Tlie last nameel writer, ineleed, was one of the greatest 
visionaries of liis own or any otlier age, but for tlie assertion in regarel to tlie year 1747, 
tlie Rev. Jetfiro Inwood seems to liave been solely responsible. 

Tlie statenient was afterwards aelopted, witliout inquiry, by tlie tc fatlier of 
Masonic eritieism,” Dr. KlOSS, anel it afforels a melaneholy example of tlie mariner in 
wliieli tlie llistory of one of tlie most lnomentous epoelis in tlie annals of English Masonry 
has been eompiled. As we shall presently see, the true story of the progress and 
elevelopnient of tlie Masonic Symbolism inlieriteel by the Granei Lodge of England in 
1717, ean onlybe revealeel by a removal of the successive incrustations of error, by wliieli 
—in tlie ephemeral literature of the Craft — it has been overlaiel. 

Tliis task I shall unelertake when we reaeh the Thirel Group of Spurions Rituals, 
but must first of all proeeed in an orelerly seepienee witli tlie matters tliat have a prior 
elaim to enter into the geueral naiTative. 

During the administration of Lord Byron, Grand Master of tlie “ Degular" Granei 
Lodge of Englanel, a new or “ sehismatie ” boely, also assnming the title of a Granei 
Loelge, made its appearanee at Lonelon, in 1751. Tliat the bretliren uneler the older and 
legitimate Grand Loelge, were afterwarels very generally eleseribeel as the Modekns, anel 
tlieir rivals uneler the younger anel illegitiniate Granei Loelge as the Ancients, is eoninion 
knowleelge. 1 therefore pass on to ehroniele that the Irisli New Booh of Constitutionis, 
iv r as publisheel by Eelwarel Spratt, Granei Seeretary, u not in Quality of aai Autlior, . . . 
but only as a faithful Eelitor anel Transcribor of the works of . . . James Anderson , d.d.,” 
at Dublin, also in 1751. 

In 1755, “ A Masons Confession of the Oath, Worel, anel otlier Seerets of his 
Craft,” was printeel in the Scots Magazine (xvii., 133). Tliis is a most interesting 
“ examination,” but to avail of its aetual beari ng on tlie question of elegrees, a sort of 
retrospeetive seeonel sight woulel be essential, anel even if the possession of tliis faculty 
by any stuelents of the Craft eould be guaranteeel, in the exereise of it no two of them 
woulel be lilcely to agree. 

The next two years — 175G anel 1757 — witnessed the memorable lottors of Dr. 
Thomas Manningham, Deputy Grand Master of the “ Regular” Granei Lodge of England, 
to the governing boely of Duteh Masonry at the Hague. 
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Shortly summarized, tlie leading utterances of Dr. Maxxixgham are as follow : — 
1°. No liiglier degrees tlian tlie first tliree belong to Pure and Ancient 
Freeniasonry. 

2°. Tlie secrets of tlie flrst tliree degi'ees were tlie sanie before tlie year 1717 
as after it. 

3°. Tlie so-called Higb Degrees were introduced after 1740. 

“ The only Orders we know,” observes the doctor, “ are Tliree, Masters, Fellow- 
Crafts and Apprentices, and none of tliem ever arrive at tlie Hononr of Knigbtbood by 
Masonry.” 

The two “ Letters ” were printed at lengtli in a Memoir of Dr. Maxxixgham, written 
by me in 1S92 ( A . Q . C . V., 93-113), and very sliglitly abridged will be found in my last 
published work (Cone. Hist. 328-34). Of those readers, however, to wliom tlie fifth 
volume of Ars Quatuor Coronatorum is accessible, I ask a passing glance at tlie comnien- 
taries of my own on Dr. Maxxixgham’s survey of Masonic Synibolism, as existing in the 
I7th century, and handed down without any break of continuity to the Regular English 
Masons of 1757. 

We are noic aware tliat the prehistoric secrets of Masonry were commnnicated in 
tico steps, and the manner of tlieir gradual expansion into three, I liave, in the earlier pages 
of the present paper endeavoured to explain. It is e vident, however, that the falsifica tion 
of Old Regulation XIII. by Dr. Axdersox in the Consiitutions of 1738, was entirely 
unknown to the Deputy Grand Master of 1752-56. 

That famons “Regulation” (O.R. XIII.) had, indeed, reached the tliird stage of 
its existence — the first occurring in 1723, when tico degrees were mentioned bnt three 
were nnderstood ; the second in 1738, when the Grand Lodge, yielding to popular clamour, 
declared the tico degrees of Ancient Masonry to liave been really three ; and the tliird in 
1757, when an entirely new generation had sprung np, to whom the Synibolism wliicli 
preceded the era of Grand Lodges was as remote and unintelligible as the customs of the 
Steixmetzex are in our own. The “ Letters ” of Dr. Maxxixgham, demand a careful perusal, 
and notably his remarks concerning the so-called “ Scots Degrees ” practiced on the 
Continent. In the earlier of the two missives the writer says : — “ Of late some fertile 
Genius’s here, liave attempted considerable Innovations, & tlieir manner of working in 
Lodge, they terni sometimes Irish, another Scotcli Masonry, why, or wherefore they 
themselves best know.” This, it is probable, points to the ritualistic observance of the 
Irish and Scottish brethren of that time, differing from those of the “ Regular ” English 
Masons, and being in agreement (as we leam by subsequent testimony) with the 
practices of the “ Schismatics,” or “ Ancients.” 

Upon the story of the Great Schism in English Masonry it is not my present 
purpose to dilate. It will be convenient, however, to reniark, that wliile three steps and no 
more were worked with the sanction of the Grand Lodge of 1717; additional degrees — 
those of Ixstalled Master and the Rotal Arch — together with a method of imparting 
the first two, the reverse of that obtaining under the older body, were cliaracteristics of 
the authorised system of the Grand Lodge of 1751. 

The ritualistic observances of the Axciexts prior to the election of Laurexce 
DerjiOTT as Grand Secretary in 1752, are unknown, but under the guiding haud of that 
remarkable man they acquired, if tliey did not previously possess, the tincture of his 
native soil. Dermott was an Irish Mason, and the following, whicli I extract from the 
minutes of the “Ancient” Grand Lodge, rather points to the labours of the Grand 
Secretary, in completing tlie Masonic education of the English seceders, having been 
not only arduous but protracted : — 
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Marcii 13th, 1757 . — “ The G d Secrctary call’cl 011 a certain nnmber of the Masters 
to attend the Grand Master’s orclers and ivork the Lodge, in the cour.se of thi.s business 
the G d Secrctary Lau Dermott traccd and explained the l st , 2 d and 3 rd part of the 
Antient Craft and Settled many tliings (then disputed) to the entire satisfaction of all 
the bretliren present odio faithfully promised to adhere strictly to the Antient System 
and to cultivate the saine in their several lodges.” 

The method of comniunicatiug the secrets of the Craft degrees, whicli Avas 
introdnced or perfected by tlic Grand Secretary of the English Scliismatics, came 
withont donbt, as a transfusion of Masonic enstoms from the land of his birth. 

The date, however, at whicli the Irish “ manner of worlcing in Lodge,” ceased to 
be an exact counterpart of the English system, cannot bc exactly, thougli it may be 
approximately determined. The addition to Ciiarge IY. in PennelCs unauthorised 
pnblication of 1730 — reforriug to a Tinrd degree — Aidiich taken by itself and Avithout 
reference to the general context is mislcading, enables ns on a closer iiiA'cstigation and 
in conjnnction A\nth evidencc of slightly later date, to attain a clearer A r ieA\ r of the actnal 
degrees sanctioned by the Grand Loage of Ireland in the fourth decade of the eighteciith 
cctitury, or in other AAords, duritig the closing years of the “ Epoch of Travsition ,” than 
ATOuld liaA-e been possible, if John Pennele had not failed to understand 0. R. XII T. of 
the English Constitutions (1723) and recorded the error in his book. 

The removal of the reference to a Third degree (Charge IV.), in the authorised 
Irish Regulations, printed in the Pocket Companion for 1735, is both curious and 
significant, and proves tAVO things. The first, that Pennele (likc Du. Francis Drake) 
read the Avords of James Anderson in 1723 as importing three instead of tico degrees ; 
and the second, tliat the steps of Masonry knoA\m and practised under the Grand Lodge 
of Ireland in 1735, Avere tAAO only in nnmber. To the “ Approhation ” of the Pocket 
Companion (1735), are appended the names of the Grand Master, his Deputy, and the 
Grand Wardens of Ireland. The Grand Master, Lord Kingseand, A\ r as in his second 
year of office, and the Deputy, “ James Brennan, M.D.” had been S.G.W. in 1732-33, 
and A\'as D.G.M. from 1734 to 1737. During the latter’s tenure of office no changes Avere 
likely to occur in relation to the degrees, a probability Avliich is increased by the 
circumstance that the Grand Secretary from 1732 to 1738 AA r as John Pennell, avIio tliere- 
fore must liave assisted officially in dissipating the error to Avhicli he had unofficially 
given currency in 1730. James, 4tii Lord Kingston, moreover, succeeded as Grand 
Master of Ireland in 1735, a position AAdiich he had alrcady filled in 1731, and Avas 
destined to occupy for a third and fourth terni in 1745 and 1746. 

The Irish “ manner of Avorking in Lodge ” must have been closely assimilated to 
that prevailing in England, by Lord Kingston in 1731, nor can Ave belie\'e that he passed 
out of the Chair (in Dublin, at the conclusion of his second term of office) in 1736, 
witliout having aided in prolonging the liappy community of tradition, Avhicli undoubt- 
edly existed under the Grand Lodges of England and Ireland in 1735. Tliat. the English 
and the Irish work was virtually identical until after 1738, may, I think, be safely 
assumed, and it Avould be easy, from the snccession of Irish “Regulations ” (1741) and 
“Constitutions” (1751), modelled on English patterns, to multiply presumptions in 
favour of the “manner of Avorking in Lodge,” having continued to be as nearly as 
possible the sanie under the Grand Lodges of the sister jurisdictions, until tlic middle of 
the eighteenth century. 

But the period of time Avhicli elapsed after 1738, before the Irish ceased to be a 
counterpart (or one niight almost say, an integral portion) of the English system of 
degrees, though of considerable interest in itself, lies outside the scope of our present 
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inquiiy. Tt has been my object to sliow tliat wlien the Grand Lodge of England formally 
sanctioned an expansion of the system of degrees, it struck out a path of its own with 
regard to tliis order in wliicli the secrets of the first two sliould be imparted. “ Masonry 
Dissected” the Doyen of Grand Lodges had vainly attcmpted to stanip out. But tlie 
vitality of Prichard\s Sparious Ritual tliough lowered was not extinguislied. Owing to 
the careless use by Andeuson of Scottish Operative ternis in the Constitutions of 1 723, tliere 
arose a popular delusion that three degrees or steps were known in Speculative Masonry. 
Proof of tliis is afforded by the manuscript records of the Philo Musicw et Architectura 
Societas , London, (1725-27): the “Speech” of the Junior Grand Warden of York 
(1726) ; and the Irisli “ Constitutions ” of John Pennell (1730). With every item of tliis 
evidenee, the reader has already become familiar, but they constitute the three cliief 
links in the chain of proof, by the aid of wliich we are able to conneet the action of the 
Grand Lodge in 1723 (exclusi ve of its influenee on tlie Continent), with the series of 
events wliich, beginning with an additional degree, ended with a further and permanent 
enlargeineiit of their nnmber in 1813. 

The fable attained its full growtli conciirrently with the publication of Masonry 
Bissected , in wliicli Spurious Ritual tlie imaginary three degrees are not only described — 
in a m anner that mnst liave severely taxed liis powers ofinvention — by Samuel Priciiard, 
but the exact seqence in wliicli they sliould be comuiunicated, is also laid down by 
that double-tongued deceiver. 

With good reason and policy, the Grand Lodge of England, in 1738, wlien for the 
first time sanctioning an expansion and re-arrangement of the degrees, treated the 
pamphlet of the ritual-monger of 1730— to adopt the words of the D.G.M. of that year, 
as “ a foolisli tliing not to be regarded,” and we find that not even the progression of the 
three steps, or order in wliicli they sliould be coinmunicated, was the sanie in the 
authorised system, as that enjoined in the pseudo Masonic Catecliism of 1730. 

At what dates the tlirce degrees of the Craft were arranged in an orderly sequence, 
and officially recognized in other jurisdictions at home and abroad, cannot be positively 
stated. There was an extensive use of Piuciiard’s Catecliism in Germany and France, 
and without doubt it was considered by numerous Lodges and Bretliren in tlie British 
Isles, as depicting with more or less fideli ty, the nnadulterated observances of the Craft. 

The influenee of the pamphlet in Nortli Britain is veiled in niuch obscurity. The 
old Scottish Mason Word is nnknown. It has not yet been discovered, eitlier what 'it 
was, or to what extent it was in general nse. Neither can it be determined whetlier at 
any given date prior to 1736, it was the same in Scotland as it was in England. Bro. 
William Officer of Ediiiburgh, a leading autliority on the Masonry of his native land, 
observes : “ I liave read many Minute- Books of a date prior to 1736. The expression in 
tliem all is the Word, or sometimes tlie Masons’ Word. Singularly, in none of the 
Minute-Books is tliere the sliglitest reference to any cliange in the forni of admission. 
The change was made , but it is dealt with as if the old system continned.” 

It is probable — more cannot be affirmed — that while the tri-gradal system was 
l)eing gradually introduced into Scotland, the metliod of communicating the different 
steps varied in different localities. Moreover, from about the time of entries relating to 
a second and tliird degree, appearing in the minutes of the Lodges, the Masonry of the 
nortliern kingdoni was rent by a sehisni, wliich continued until 1809. Hence, if 
uniformity of working had been de&ired, tliere was no supreme governing bodyby wliicli 
it could liave been enforced. Whetlier tlie adherents of “ Motiier Kilwinning” were 
closer in toucli witli the “Moderns” or the c< AncIENTS (wlien tliose ternis came into 
use) tliere is no evidenee to disclose. But tlie other wing of the Scottish Craft, under 
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tlie obedience of tbe Grand Lodge, seems in the first instance (as vould appear from the 
Maxxixo.iiam Letters) to bave vorked tlie tliree Craft ceremonies in tbe same vay as tlio 
Regular Englisb Masons. Tben came a coalition vitii tbe “Axciexts” or Scliismatics, 
wliich, lio ve ver, ultimately feli asuuder, and ve find tbe Grand Lodge of Scotland 
reunited in tbe strictest bonds of fraternity vitb tbe Regular Grand Lodge of England, 
in 1S03. Tbe “General Regulations ” of 1741, sbov tbat Dr. Axdersox’s new vay 
of describing tbe old degrees of Masonry, vas officially adopted by tbe Grand Lodge of 
Ireland in tbat ycar. When, bovever, tbe actual existence of tliree distinet steps vas 
recognised by tbat body, ve cannot teli ; nor can any definite judgment be fonned vitb 
respect to the date at vhich tbe order of tbeir progression vas determined. A 11 ve 
knov vitb certainty is, tbat in tbe second lialf of tbe eighteenth century, tbe manner of 
vorking in tbe Irisb, and in tbe Englisb S c bismatic Lodges vas identical. But vhat 
may bave been entitled to rank as orthodoxy in one country, vas lieterodoxy (or perbaps 
it vould be more corrcct to say, apostacy) in tbe other. 

In 1736, there vere tbree Grand Lodges in the British Islands, and if ve snppose 
tbe necessity for a choice to bav e arisen, it vas equally open to them ali to determine tbe 
order of priority of tbe first tvo degrees. "What vas actnally done by tbe Grand Lodge 
of England has already been narrated. Witb respect to vhat bappened in Scotland, I 
bave throvn ont a conjecture, and it only remains to be stated, tbat tbe Grand Lodge of 
Ireland, instead of adopting the authorised Englisb System of 1738, eventually bestoved 
its official sanction npon tbe progression of tbe degrees as given by Sajiuel Prichard in 
bis Spurious Ritual of 1730. 

Tbat tbe Irisb Grand Lodge had a ciear right to decide for itself the seqnence of 
tbe first and second degrees (i.e., on tbe assnmption tbat it vas in tbe pover of any 
person or body to alter tbe Masonic ceremonies), has been admitted. But tbat tbe Irisb 
“ manner of vorking in Lodge ” coubl be legitimately transferred to tliis country, and 
arbitrarily imposed upon the Englisb Masons, as certain vriters appear to contend, is 
vholly unvortby of serious refutation. Tbe Grand Lodge of England vould bave 
notbing vhatever to do either vitb Sajigel Prichard or bis delusive catechism, nor 
is it possible to conceive tbat tbe Regular Englisb Masons vere absolved from their 
natural allegiance, because an official mantle bad been tlirovn over tbat ritual-monger 
and perjured Freemason, by a Sister Grand Lodge. 

The Sobism in Englisb Masonry soon assumed large dimensions, and a perfect 
delnge of Spurious Rituals vas one of tbe results. Masonry Dissected, vhich vas 
popularly supposed to contain the ceremonies practised by tbe Axciexts, seems to have 
bad tbe most extensive sale dovn to about 1162, from vhich date Jachin and Boaz, a 
pamphlet associated in a like vay vitb tbe Moderxs, succeeded to tbe “ largest 
circulation.” There vera many others, and a full description of tbe distinctive features 
of every one of tbe Spurious Rituals forming vhat I bave called tbe third group of these 
pnblicatious is among tbe desiderata of Masonic literature. But, to avoid prolixity, I 
must as far as possible refer to tbem in a collective form. 

Of tbese so-called “ Exposures,” Bro. Hughax has veli observed : — “ Tbey are so 
coutradictory tbat it is quite impossible to found any argument on tbeir text ; they 
differ so much, even vhen published about tbe same time, and are necessarily so 
unraliable about the very points on vhicli ve desire light, tbat, v e at all events, must 
dismiss tbem from examination. Stili, accepting tbem as guides, vhat does tbeir 
evidence amount to, and vhere do tbey lead us ? Tbey do not give any countenance to 
tbe theory tbat tbe “Moderxs” and “Axciexts” vere so much at variance in their 
modes of vorking tbe tbree degrees” ( English Bite, 60). 
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“ The periocl from 1760 to 1775,” observes the late Exocn Terry Garson, in the 
annotated catalogne of his library, “ was most prolific in ‘ Exposure Literature,’ as is 
sliown by the folloAviug Avhich appeared during tliat time. [1]. The Three Distinet 
Knocks, 1760; [2]. Jachin and Boaz, 1762 ; [3]. Hiram, or the Grand Master Key, 1764; 
[4]. Shibboleth, or Every Man a Freemason, 1765; [5]. Solomon in ali his Glory, [a 

translation from De Maeon Damasqne, Paris, iY.D.], 1766; [6]. AT B , or the 

Grand Dodge Door Open d, [2ud edit.] 1766; [7]. The Freemason Stripped Naice J, 1769. 
Most of these Avent tlirougli severa! editions. The ab ove dates refer to the original 
editions, all of wliich vvill be found under appropriate heads in this Bibliograpliy.” 

Bro. Cai;sox's Masonic Bibliograpliy vas not completed, but on a later page hc 
mentions in connection Avitii No. 6 above (No. 799 in his oavia collection), tliat the copy 
of A.D. 1766 in his possession, Avas the second and not the original edition. Ile also 
refers to another catechism or so-called “ Exposure ” [8]. “ A Master Key to Freemasonry , 
1760,” Avhich may haA*e been acquired after his deseri ption of the preAdous seven liad 
been printed. Further criticizing No. 6 aboA’e, the great Masonic Bibliograplier says, — 
“ lt contains : the forni observed at the Instalment of a Master . . . with the ‘ Oatli ’ 
and the little ceremony then used, and sinee known as the Past Master’ s degree. I 
belieA'e this is the earliest printed book in Avhieh Ave have any aceount of the eercmony 
of this so-called degree.” 

The date, liOAA'ever, of the first edition of this pamphlet (No. 6) has not been 
aseertained. But the ceremony of installing the Master of a Lodge is described in Nos. 
1 and 2, printed respectively in 1760 and 1762. 

Nos. 2, 3, 4 and 6, profess to reveal the secrets of Masonry both “Ancient” 
and “ Moderx,” and in No. 8 Ave are informed that, — “The ceremony of the installa- 
tion of an Apprentiee into the order of FelloAv Crafts is always performed in a Grand 
Lodge.” 

In several of the cateeliisms the difference in Avorking betAveen the Masons under 
the rival Grand Lodges of England forms tlie subject of explanation and remark For 
example, in No. 1 Ave are told by the pamphleteer, — “tliere is a Book already publislied, 
called Masonry Dissected, wliich Avas publislied in the Ycar 1730; and I believe Avas all 
the Masonry that Avas made nse of at that time ” (p. 7). But the fullest, as AA'ell as the 
most ridiculous of all the stories that ivere coined at the time, is to be found in No. 6, 
Avhere it is related that af^er the appearanee of Prichard’s Avork, — “ in order to prevent 
being imposed upon by eoArans or imposters, Avho miglit \vant to gain admittnuce from 
his Performanee, the Frateruity lield a General Couneil, and the Entered Apprentice’s 
and FelloAv Craft’s avords AA r ere reverskl, and private Accounts transmitted to eaeh Lodge, 
tho’ there are some uneonstituted Lodges [Avhich] stili retain the former custom ” p. 38. 

LeaA'ing, for a moment, tlie Spurious Rituals of the Third Group, let me next 
introduce to the reader t aa*o Masonic authors of repute, after Avhich the reason Avhy their 
names and those of certain preteuded revelations of Craft Sccrets, have been placed in 
juxtaposition, Avill be related. 

Proceeding in order of time, the first to be mentioned is Laurexce Dermott, 
Grand Secretary, and afterAvards the Deputy Grand Master of the body of Masons Avho 
seceded from the Grand Lodge of England, and falsely assuming the title of “ Ancient 
York Masons,” stigmatized the Begular Masons as “ Moderns.” He Avas also the author 
of the Ahiman Bezon (or Book of Constitutions) of the Seceders, of Avhich four editions 
appeared during his lifetime, and an equal number betAveen 1800 and 1813. 
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William Pkestox ivas for a time Deputy Grand Secretary of the Begular Grand 
Lodge of England, but is best known as author of the famous Illustrations of Masonry , of 
ivhich twelve editions ivere publislied during his lifetime and several after liis deeease. 

The two men ivere the literary eliampions of their respective Grand Lodges, and 
ui)on the qualifieations eaeli one of theni possessed for the task he liad undertaken, as 
ivell as upon the manner — in ivhich (in eitlier instanee) it was earried out, I lui ve eom- 
mented at length not only in my original Ilistory of Freemasonry , but also in the colurnus 
of these Transactiom (vi., 44-51), and most rccently of ali, in my “Concise Ilistory ” 
(chap. vii.) 

I shall endeavour, therefore, to plaec in a small compass, the remarks Avitii ivliieli 
I ani now about to proeeed, as ali the publieations last referred to are easily accessible, 
and the gcneral fidelity of my present observations can be readily tested by eollating tliem 
Avitii the authorities cited in support of the eontentions of earlier dates. 

The “ Axciexts,” in the Ilistory of degrees, aecepted the statements of Dermott, 
and the “Moderxs” those of Pkestox. Both men ivelcomed any fictioris , ivliieli tliey 
transmuted into facts , that might serve to sustain their arguments, and each of them in 
turn laid liimself at the merey of his opponent, by polemical indexterity. But as 

“ A blot is not a blot, nnless it be hit.” 

So, ivhile Prestox’s slip respecting* the “ dropped forms ” served as a never-failing text 
for the denunciations of the Seeeders, DermotFs more serious blunders and mis-state- 
ments ha ve not, up to the present day, bcen fully refuted. 

According to Prestox, the older Grand Lodges of England unwisely sanetioned 
“ an alteration in the established forms,” and a legend greiv up, for ivliieli the sanie 
irriter ivas responsible, that the rivahy of “ Axciexts ” and “ Moderxs,” or, in otlier 
ivords, the Grcat Seliism in English Masonry, originated about 1739 — a delusion ivliieli 
ivas stamped ivith the hall-mark of its approval by the Begular Grand Lodge of England 
in a long foot-note appended to the oceurrenees of that year, ivhieh appears in the 
Consti tutioris of 1784 (pp. 239-41). 

It has been notieed by a feiv ivriters that William Prestox, thougli undoubtedly 
regfarded in his lifetime as the oraele of his Grand Lodg;e, exhihited ivith re«?ard to the 
early Ilistory of that body, in the eolumns of his Illustrations , a strange ignorancc or 
perversity. He telis us that private Lodges, exclusive of the original Four, ivere pro- 
hibited from imparting aught but the seerets of the first degree, for a mucli longer period 
than ive knoiv to have been the case. 

IIoiv Prestox could have fallen into this error has been the subjeet of vague 
conjecture, liut his early contributions to the litcrature of the Craft show him to have 
been profoundly ignorant of Masonie Ilistory, and in tivo instanees at [least, the souree 
of his inspiration is] to be found in the Cateehisms, or Spimous Rituals, ivliieli sprang up 
ivitli a rare luxiunance, after Dermott had publislied the first edition of Ahiman Bezon 
(1756), and before Prestox had brought out a second edition of the Illustrations of 
Masonry (1775). The latter’s allusion to the u dropped forms” I have dealt ivith at 
length in my Ilistory of Freemasonry (ii., 397, 424), and The Grand Lodge of the 
Schismatics or Ancients (A.Q.C. vi,, 47). 

Several of tlic Spurious Rituals refer to the sequenee of the degrees as given by 
Samcel Pricuard, being the original mctliod in ivliieli tliey ivere communieated, but the 
only one of the series (ivit hin my own knoivledge) that professes to reveal the manner 
in ivliieli the alteration ivas effeeted, is the cateekism numbered 799 in the colleetion of 
the late Bro. Carsox and 6 in the present paper. From this souree Prestox evidently 
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derived tlic legendary materials out of which he crcctcd liis 44 castlc in tlie air.” 

“ Altcrations in tlie established forms ” were ccrtainly made, or at least sanctioned, by 
the Regular Grand Lodge in 1738, and whatever discontent may have arisen in 
consequence, must have been at its height in 1739. But what tliose 44 alterations ” 
really were lias already been explained, and there is no conte mporary evidence of any 
kind, from which the existcncc of a sehism in English Masonry is to be inferred, until 
we reach the year 1751, wlien tlie minutes of the body ealling itsclf tlie 44 Grand Lodge 
of England, according to tlie Old Institutions ” (or Ancients) commence. 

It should be recolleeted, liowever, that when Preston first attained eminenee as a 
writer of the Craft (1775), the early liistory of the degrees of Pure and Aneient Masonry 
liad long been forgotten. Three degrees were tlien supposed to liave existed for ali time, 
and there fore — leaving probability out of the question — there was nothing impossible in 
the tlieory, that as a measure of precaution, in or shortly after 1730, a variation occurred 
witli regard to the manner of imparting the first two . . . Wc know now, that such 

a feat ivas impossible , as the Masonry of the Grand Lodge consisted of the 44 Apprentice ” 
and the “ Master’s Parts ” only, the former of which (aftcrwards the first and second 
degrees) was at that time undivided. 

As furtlier tending to prove tliat the so-called 44 Exposures ” of Masonic Secrcts 
were repositories which furnished Preston with materials for the construction of his 
44 liistory,” the pamphlet No. 8, A Master Eey to Freemasonry liiay be cited, as containing 
the statement that (long after the repeal of 44 Old Regulation ” X1IT., in 1725) 
Apprcntices eould only be advanced to a liigher degree in the Grand Lodge. Of the 
eredulity of Laurence Dermott, and his readiness to believe — or at least record — 
anything that might tend to extol his own or to disparage tlie otlier Socie ty, many 
examples rniglit be given, but two must suffice, as tlie writings of tlie author of Ahiman 
Rezon , only conccrn us indirectly in tlic present inquiry, thougli a word or two will not 
be out of place in glancing at the historical metliods of tlie Irish Mason wliose “metliod 
of working in Lodge ” was substituted for that of tlie older English system at tlie Union 
in 1813. 

The first example of Dermott’s inaccuracy (or worse) isafforded by his dcscribing 
the English Scliismatics, as 44 Antient York Masons ” — a wholly undeserved titlc, of 
wliicli the mischievous effcct on Masonry abroad has not yet spent its force. The second 
I take from his Ahiman Rezon (3rd edition) of 1778, wherc lie telis us, on tlic autliority 
of 44 Tliomas Grinsell, a man of great veracity, that eight persons wliose narnes were 
Desagulikrs, Gofton, Kino, Calvert, Lumley, Madden, De Noyer, and Yraden, were the 
Geniusses to whom the world is indebted for the memorable invention of Modern 
Masonry.” 

As a matter of fact, at an Occasional Lodge, held at Kcw, on November 5th, 1737, 
the eight persons named by Dermott as tlie Founders of the Grand Lodge (and no 
others) were present, and took part in the initiation of Frederick, Prixce of Wales. 
(i Constit . 1738, p. 137). 

Tlie eliampion of the 44 Ancients,” who may be termed the founder of the present 
System of English Masonry practised under the aegis of the Grand Lodge, did not live to 
witness tlie union of the two Societies in 1S13. The protagonist on the side of tlie 
44 Modcrns,” liowever, — William Preston — lived for several ycars after that great event, 
and the Artieles agreed upon at the healing of tlic Great Sehism, bear the impress of his 
own incapacity as an historiali, ({uite as plainly as tliey attest the greater force of 
character and liigher polemical dexterity of Laurence Dermott. 
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The “ Articles of Union ” will forni the next and coneluding step of tlie present 
narrative, but some details have yet to be filled in, wliieli tliough lying slig-htly outside 
the boundary of the Masonry which preeeded the era of Grand Lodges, are situated in 
the immediate borderland, and by many respeetable anthorities are evcn supposed to be 
encireled by the land-marks of the Craft. 

First of all, there is the Royal Arcu. 1 his degrcc as praetised oi' referred to by 
Irish or “ Axciext” Masons, we hear of as cxisting in 1740 (circa), 1743 and 1744. 
Laukexce Deioiott beeame a Royal Areh Mason at Dublin in 1716. The degrcc is noticed in 
the Minutes of the “ Axcif.xt” or Schismatic Grand T.odge of England, in 1752, and 
“ the Masters of the Roval Areh ” were “ summon d to meet in order to rejjulate tliimrs 
relative to that most valluable braneh of the Craft,” in 1757. But tlie degree docs not 
appear to have been definitely adjudged to be an integral part of their Masonic System, by 
the “ AnciextS,” until 1771. Later in the sanie 3 *ear, Deeember 4th, the Deputy Grand 
i!» [aster (Laukexce Dermott), at a meeting of the Grand Lodge “ expatiated on tlie 
seandalous method pursued by most of the Lodges (on St. Jolm’s Days) in passing a 
number of Brethren througli the Chair, on purpose to obtain the sacred Mystiy's of the 
Royal Arch.” Ultimately, it was resolvcd, — “ That no person for tlie future sliall be 
made a Rotal Arch Masox, but the legal Representativcs of the Lodge, except a Brother 
(that is going abi*oad) who liath been twelve months a Registered Mason ; and niust 
have the Unanimous Voice of his Lodge to reeeive sueh Quali fi eation.” A Grand 
Chapter (herein following the example set by the Regular English Masons), was 
established by the “ Axciexts,” of which the first mention in the reeords oceurs in 1771. 
Among the Brethren under the older Grand Lodge of England, who were early members 
of the degree was Thomas Duxckerley, who reeeived it at Portsuiouth, in 1754. The 
Royal Arch was also worked in Lodges on the Regular establishment, at Bristol in 
1758, and at Yarmoutli, in 1763. 

A little later a Grand Chapter — unrecognized by the Grand Lodge, but of which 
Grand Ofliecrs of the “ Moderns ” were the leading spirits — was established. Its earlier 
reeords have perished, but there are cxisting minutes dating from 1765. 

Stili older reeords are contained in avolume which has onlyreeently been restored 
to the light of day. It is entitled, — “ Minute Book belonging to tlie Most Sublime 
Degree or Order of Royal Arch appertaining to the Grand Lodge of All Exglaxd, held 
at the City of York, 1762.” Five degrees, viz., the three of the Craft, the Royal Arch, 
and Kxight Templak, were worked witli the sanction of the Grand Lodge of York, in 
1780. 

It has been stated, on the authority of alleged transeripts of missing docunients, 
made many yeai*s after the dates which they are supposed to rccord, that the degi’ee was 
both known and worked at Stirling in 1743. But we sliall at least be safe in assuming 
that it must have become naturalized in Scotlaxd about the midtlle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, as a Lodge bearing the name of “ Royal Arch,” was ehartered at Glasgow, in 1755. 

In America, three brethren were “ Raised to the Degree of Royal Arch Mason,” 
at Fredericksburg, Virginia, in 1753. There was a Lodge, bearing the name of “ Royal 
Arch,” at Philadelphia, and the attendance of three members of the degree is recorded 
in 1767. 

In St. Axdke\v’s Chapter, Boston, a brother was accepted and “ made by reeeiving 
the four steps, tliat of an Excell t ., Sit.-Excell t ., Roy 1 / Arch and K T Tejiplar ” — after- 
wards called “the four Degrees of a Royal Akcii Mason” — in 1769. 

There is no earlier entry in any written (or printed) book wliieli reeords the 
actual co rnum ni eation of the degree of KxiGHT Templar. 
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In tlie Minute-book of the Chapter of Friendship, eonstituted by the Grand 
Chapter of the Regular ” Masons at London, which has been already noticed under the 
year 1705, the first entry (translated from the original ciplier), reads : — “At a Royal 
Arch Ghapter held at the George Tavern in Portsmoutli 011 First Sept r . Seventeen 
lmndred and sixty-nine . . . The Pro G.M. Tiiomas Dunckerley brot the Warrant 

of the Chapter, and having lately rec’d the ‘ Mark,’ lie made the bre’n ‘ Mark Masons ’ 
and ‘ Mauk Masters,’ and eacli eliuse tlieir ‘ Mark.’ ” This is the earliest known reference 
to Mark Masonry whicli exists. 

The following are also taken from the sanie Minnte-book : — 

November 2nd, 1770. — “Pro. Donaldson told us liow to makc Excellent and 
Super Excellent Masons.” 

July 21st, 1771. — “ Three brothers “ were made Mark Masons and Mark Masters, 
also R. A. Masons and Excellent and Super Excellent Masons.” 

October 21st, 1778. — “ Com. Palmer Z. read a letter from Com. Dunckerley, tliat 
we miglit make Knight Templers if wc wanted and it was resolvcd to . . . Bro. John 
Dance took the Mark and choose [ ]. Also Edmund Cooper, Ilis Mark [ ] and to be 
made Arch next time. Bro. Dance declinkl the Arch.” 

“ In the above Minute,” says tlie liistorian of the Chapter, (Bro. Alexander 
Howell) “there are two things wortliy of notice. We liave a brotlier taking the Mark 
Degree alone, and declining to be made a Royal Arcii Mason, and we have a referenee 
to Knight Templars — earlier tlian any known mention of tliem in England.” 

Returning to the third group of Spurious Rituals, if there are earlier allusions 
to the degree of “Installed” (or “Past”) Master, than those wliieli appear in the 
catechisms linmbered by me 1, 2, and 6 respectively, I am unaware of tlieir existence. 
Tliat it was neither known or practised in England during the early stages of the Grand 
Lodge cra I have endeavoured to sliow in a paper of some length which appeared in an 
earlier volume of onr Transactions (v. 94), and to this the curious reader is referred. 

In the opinion of Dr. Kloss, which is entitled to onr respect, and from wliose 
conclusions on ali points of Masonic history, it is essential to differ with humility, the 
word and grip of the u Installed Masters” degree, a ceremony which lie finds referred to 
for the first time in The Three Distinet Knocks , 1760 (No. 1 above), are identical with a 
“ Scots ” Grade on the Continent. The same writer observes, that both in France and 
England the ritual mongers and pedlers of Masonic novelties, lioodwinked tlieir eom- 
patriots by ascribing a foreign origin to the so-styled “ High Degrees.” 

The doetor further remarks, tliat wliile the “ Ancients ” taunted the u Moderns ” 
witli having introdiiced innovations, the tables might have been turned upon tliem, by 
citing tlieir own adoption of the Royal Arch and Past Master’s degrees. 

Long ago, in the Masonic Monthly of July 1882, my own view with regard to the 
relationship between the two “ additional ” or u Scots ” degrees (RA. and P.M.) was 
thus expressed : 

“The supposition has niucli to recommend it, that the communication of the 
secrets of the Royal Arch, was the earliest form in which any esoteric teacliing was 
specially linked with the incident of Lodge Mastersliip, or in otlier words, that the 
degree of the Royal Arcii was the complement of the Master \s grade . Out of this was 
ultimately evolved the degree of Installed Master, a ceremony unknown in the 
‘ Modern ’ System until tlie first decade of the nineteentli ccntury, and of which I can 
trace no sign amongst tlie ‘ Ancients ’ until tlie growing practice of conferring the Arch 
upon brethren not legally qualified to reeeive it, brouglit about a constructive passing 
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through tlie Chair, whieh by qualifying eandidates not otlierwise eligible, naturally 
entailed the introduetion of a eeremonv, additional to tlie simple fornis known to Payxk, 
Axderson, and Desaguliers.” 

During tlie last qnarter of tlie eightecnth century, tliere was a furtlier inerease in 
tlie number, not only of alleged rcvelations of Masonie Secrets, but also in tliat of newly 
fasliioned or extraneous degrees. Tliese, liowcver, without exeeption, I must pass over 
in silenee, as not being material to tlie inquiry ve are now upon. 

The Great Schism in English Masonry was bronght to a close, as ali are avare, 
by a fusion of tlie Ancients and Moperxs in 1813. The Royal Arch and Past 
Master’s degrees vere reeognised by tlie United Grand Lodge, and tlie Irish — or to be 
eorreet, tlie earlier and imantliorized English — sequenee of tlie first and seeond steps of 
Masonry, prcvailed over tlie riva! System wliieli had been originally ordained by tlie 
Regular (and only legitiniate) Grand Lodge of Exglaxd, in tlie re-arrangement of the 
degrees, at tlie elose of the “Epoeh of Transition ” in 1738. 

Aeeording to the Seeond Arti cie of the Union : 

“ It is cleclared and pronouneed tliat pure Aneient Masonry consists of tlircc 
degrees, and no more, viz., tliose of tlie Entered Apprentiec, tlie Fellow Craft, and the 
Master Mason (ineluding tlie Supreme Order of the Holy Royal Areh). But tliis 
Article is not intended to prevent any Lodge or Chapter from holding a meeting in any 
of the degrees of the Orders of Chivaliy, according* to the Constitutions of the said 
Orders.” 

Hmv, indeed, any “ Ordcr” or ceremony, which dui not exist in the era preceding 
that of Grand Lodges, could be eonstitutecl a portion of “ pure Aneient Masonry,” it 
tvould be idle to inquire, tliougli the remark may be expressed, that if one Grand Lodge 
conici add to the system of Ancient Masonry, so eould anotlier — but tliis opens up a vast 
subjeet wliieli ean only be satisfaetorily examined in a paper “ On the Lam>marks (or 
Natukal Bouxdaries) of Free-Masonry.” 

It may be observed in conclusion, that the expression “ IIiGri Degrees ” wliieli is 
used to describe the novelties whieh from time to time have been engrafted on the 
Craft system, is both inaecurate and misleading, and in taking leave of the reader 
an anecdote oeeurs to my mind whieh seems to be so mueli in point that I shall 
proeeed to i-elate it. 

Some members of the QuatuOR Coroxati “ Circle ” may liare seen, and all will 
liare read of, the guest ehambers in many an aneient eastle, where, as a eommon feature, 
will be found a bed surmounted by a great dnsty ea nopy, wliieli as often as not is domed, 
and adorned irith plumes. Sueh a eanopy as this, it was, tliat the Higliland laird 
mistook for the bed itself, and mounted at the top of, wliile he put his servant in the 
sheets, thinking that tlie loftier stratum was the plaee of grandem'. 

For my own part, I ara quite content to lie in the bed of Ancient Craft Masonry, 
and to let those that like eliinb into the eanopy.

A CURIOUS OLD ILLUMINATED MS. ROLL. 

[THE “T. M. WOODHEAD SCROLL ”]

AVIXCt been successfnl in obtaining a very curious and anclent Magical 
Scroll for the inspection of the mcmbers of the “ Quatuor Coronati ” 
Lodge, a few words, by way of description, wonld seem necessary, so 
tliat the character, as well as approximate age of the manuscript may 
be kuown, and thus assist in the understanding of the real aim and 
scope of the docnment. 

The MS. is composcd of six strips of the finest vellum, fastened 
so as to make a continuous roll of neaily ten fcet in lengtli, the width being just four 
inches throughout. Evidently it is of late seventcentli century origin, and arranged or 
composcd for or by a German, (? Roman Catholic) the Latin Praycrs or Tnvocations 
being a special featnrc of the Scroll, and thus were inserted for the use of professed 
Christians. 

I have never scen anytliing precisely like it before, and as it appears to me to be 
so curious and suggestive of the use of symbolism in connection with charms or magical 
prcscriptions of the 17th century, and likely a copy of a stili earlier period, I hope our 
esteemed Editor will sce his way ciear to have the whole reproduced in faesimile. 

How far it is Rosicrncian, as well as Magical, is not casy to decide; raucli time 
being requisite for careful examination and comparison with otliers of the kind, if such 
there be, and unfortnnately at present, I lack both the opportunity and facilities for 
such an investigation. 

The antiquity of Masonic symbolism is beyond question, but how far the Craft 
has been indebted to otlier organizations for mnch in that direction has, in my opinion, 
been ratlier under-estimated tlian otherwise during rccent ycars. It is quite probable 
that one of the secrets of Frcemasonry was the use of symbolism, the art of which 
gradually faded away with the advent of the comparatirely modern Architect and the 
accession or dominancy of the speculative element during the period under considera- 
tion, as respects many of the Lodges. That the symbolism, so distincti ve of the 
Rosicrucians, affected the compositiou of the three separate degrees carly in the 
eigliteenth century is ciear to my mind, though it cannot well be demonstra ted ; but I 
doubt its influeneing the Ceremony or Ceremonies peeuliar to the Fraternity during the 
17th century, as all the available evidence so far discovered, goes to prove that such 
admission into the Craft was accompanied by a very simple form of reception, and that 
all the otlier ceremonies must have been of a similar character seeing that we never 
meet with any intimation that Apprentices were excluded from the mectings because of 
an additional esoteric observance. It would appear as if the symbolism of the Operative 
Masons which liad languishcd and almost died out, was continued by the promoters of 
the Grand Lodge of England of a.d. 1716-17, only less indicative of the Building 
element, but more suggestive of the Rosicrucians and other combinations of students 
who revelled in all kinds of mystical, occult and emblematic representations. 
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I am mncli indebtcd to my respectcd friend, Dr. Clietwode Crawley, for trans- 
lations of portions of the Scroll, for it is but justice to state tliat witliout liis valucd aid 
tliis brief paper on the subject would not have bcen prepared. The caligrapliy is of a 
liigh order, and artistically otlicrwise the Scroll is a work of art. Its lieading rcads : — 

Cingillum (Girdlc) au Clavis (or Key) Salamonis (of Solomon) ; the rest of the 
Title not being quite ciear, but evidently refers to “ Grecting and . . . . of Jesus 

Clirist .... Saviour & Rcdeemer.” Thcn follows a Maltese Cross, having the 
capital letters prominent A G L A, and a cross the centre Christe Misereremei wi th 
G + M + B below, and the re is a laddcr behind. 

After whicli there are forty medallions (the diameters being one and a half 
inclics eacli) riclily illuminated in scarlct and gold (also silver in some instances) with 
rubricated inscriptions in German above. These medallions are enelosed within circles 
of orange colour. Dr. Crawley has decipliercd tlic most of tlie brief German tities, as 
follow. 1. — For Thunder and Lightning. 2. — Firc and Water. 3. — Unreality and 
Falschood. 4. — Unjust Deatli. 5. — Envy and Hatrcd. 6. — Poisoning. 7. — Suddcn 
Death. 8. — Enmity. 9. — That we be not beaten in strife or lawsuit. 10. — Evii Spirit. 
11. — Sign of Solomon for the Evii Spirit. 12. — That one be loved by his People (Te 
sus Christus vincit between the arms of an elaborate cross). 13. — Sorcery. 14. — 
Hostility. 15. — To acquire knowlcdge. 16. — Sickness, Leprosy, Gout and falling 
sickness. 17. — Error. 18. — ? 19. — Honour and Wealtli. 20. — Yisible and invisible 
Works. 21. — Unexpected Accident. 22. — Friendsliip of great men. 23. — Inviolability. 
24. — Prophetic spirit for the future. 25. — Against despair in adversity. 26. — To 
attain art and virtue. 27. — Happy progress in ali things. 28. — Storm and Tempcst. 
29. — Poverty and affliction. 30. — To banisli faintheartedness. 31. --Against bites of 
Animals and Serpents. 32. — Against all hand violence. 33. — Conjuration of Spirits. 

There is a smaller medallion on cither side, and tlien seven more medallions 
follow of the ordinary size, but without any inscriptions, so that there are thirty-three 
and seven , the virtues of these being explained by the Tities. 

Four lines in Latin are to the effect tliat wlien onc is made a prisoner, hc wlio 
carrics tliis with him is releascd. “The Lord (is) on his right hand who brcaks kings 
in the day of his wratli.” 

The six-pointed star (two triangles) that follows has a smaller eight-pointed 
star witliin, and below is a cross with capital letters on the anglcs S Ii N S, and again 
four lines in Latin that tliis figure is of great poteney, in war giving glory bcyond ex- 
pression “ Thou lias broken my bonds, to Tliee I shall offer the sacrifice of praisc and 
call upon the name of the Lord.” 

A small device precedes a large Maltese Cross, on whicli the letters N S arc con- 
spicuous, and a number of hieroglyphies are likewise displayed thereon and also around it ; 
under whicli (also in Latin) is written: — 

It avails if one has been imprisoned and put in irons, show this scapulum in 
gold, in the day and hour of the Sun, he will be suddenly loosed and be at 
liberty. “ Let the sword pierce tlieir own hearts and let tlieir bow bc broken.” 

Another singular device succeeds, of a suggestive design, the use of whicli “ is 
of sueli virtue that the liatcr injures liimself with his own arms, or tliey are broken ” 
(translation), with a number of capital letters (a cyplier) given as Remedium pro - 
batisimion contra pestem (remedy against plaguc) ; concluding with a circular diagram, 
about four iuclies in diameter, on a dark ground, tliat I have so far failed to decipher, 
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The reverse is well covered with a rnass of beautiful writing, witli many scores of 
rubricated Maltese erosses intermingled. The caligrapliy is not across tlie strips of 
vellum, as on the eliief side, but the long way of the scroll, in divisious of from nine 
inches and upwards, each beiug separated by violet erosses, having three arrns. 

The first portion is in German and begins with a reference to “ The lengtli of the 
band of our Lord Jesus Christ, wliich King Ludwig, of Constantinople, earried with him 
in a golden cross,” and contains a few promises for those wlio follow certain injunctions, 
fmishing with the words “ Sabaoth , Ilex, Thari , Arabi , Eloi , Tetragrammaton , Sadai , 
Protect tliy servant father Peter, according to the plenitude of the greatness of thy arm. 
Amen. Defensor , Agla , Victor , Adjutor et DrotectorV 

Tlie major portion of the reverse of the Roll I must leave for tlie present (written 
in German and Latin). Towards the end “ Psalm 90” is transcribed in the former 
language (but not LuthePs version, so Dr. Crawley telis me). The Psalm is numbered 
according to the Septuagint version, and lience is our 91st. 

At the end are four seals, eredited to Matthew, Mark, Luke and John, the last 
mentioncd having an inscription eoncerning u Christ at the Door” ( Ad ostium Christus ), 
but tlie remaiuder is not easy to read. 

The wealth of devices and the extraordinary number of curious arrangements of 
letters and figures make this scroll worthy of a close scrutiny, and I hope that our 
leading students of this particular cult will be able to throw some light upon its 
character. Elias Ashmole in his time would liave rcvelled in such a scroll; but apart 
from the numerous emblems depicted and their relation to the subject of symbolism 
generally, I cannot say that the magical references have much impressed me. 

The thanks of the Meeting werc voted to Bro. Hughan for having brouglit 
this interesting Scroll under the notice of the Lodge. 

Remarks were added by Canon Horsley, Ur. W. Wynn Westcott aud the 
Secretary, and it was decided that the wliole text of the MS. should be published with 
a series of faesimiles ; as Bro. Woodhead had very kindly placed it at the disposal of 
the Lodge.

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ORDER OF MASONIC MERIT.

N Bro. James Smitli’s latest work, tlie “ Provincial Grand Masters of 
Dumfriessliire,” is a refereuce to “an order of Masonic Merit,” insti- 
tuted by the R.W. Bro. John Stewart, of Nateby Hali, Laneas li ire, 
and Arbigland, Newabbey, the seveuth Proy. G.M. The decoration 
was intended to “ encourage good work,” but the only Lodge selected 
for the hononr was “St. John ” No. 252 Thornhill, constituted in the 
year 1814. 

Brotlier Paterson, of Thornhill, has had the medal pkotograplied for me by Bro. 
Aitken, of Dumfries, and it is here reproduced. 





It will be seen tkat the monogram appears to read Order of Merit, and that on 
the clasp is the inscription : 

“ Awarded to the St. John’s Lodge of Freemasons, No. 252, by their B.W.P. 
“ Grand Mas ter, John Stewart Esq., of Nateby Hali, in approbation of their 
“ working as a Lodge, 1,858.” 

My lamented friend, D. Murra y Lyon, wrote the liistory of tliis Lodge ; a litlle 
voluine, whicli was I think his first Masonic venture, and is rarely met with now. 

The Jewel is the only one of the kind known to me. 
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NOTES ON IRISH FREEMASONRY, No. VII.

SOME EARLY IRISH CERTIFICATES AND THEIR STORY. 

RISH Certificates in good condition are very rare and diftieult to pro- 
care. Even in tlie best organized eolleetions characteristic speeimens 
occur but sparsely, and the most indefatigable of eolleetors have to 
admit tkat their early Irish Certificates bear bnt an insignificant pro- 
portion to their other treasures. It may be doubted wliether tkere 
are any Museums or Collections of Certificates in the Britisli Isles 
that can boast even half-a-dozen speeimens of Irish Craft Certifieates 
bearing dates prior to 1800. Even the best-equipped private eolleetions, sueh as those 
of Bros. J. T. Thorp, of Leicester, G. W. Bain, of Stmdcrland, and F. J. W. Crowe, of 
Chichester — the latter alone numbering nearly 1*200 speeimens — hardly reaeh that limit. 
Oar esteemed eolleague, Bro. Crowe, will presently lia ve an opportunity of speaking 
anthoritatively on the subject. For it is an open seeret that he has in preparation an 
article treating of these matters from the point of view of the colleetor and the artist. 

The reason for this scarcity is not far to seek. It was a point of honour with 
the Irish Freemasonof the last century to prevent any written information or authorisa- 
tion, coneerned with the affairs of the Craft from passing out of fraternal keeping. The 
Irish Freemason held it to be his plain duty to desHoy any document, public or private, 
liistorical or evidential, sooner than let it pass into the hands of outsiders. YTarrants, 
Certificates, Lodge Registers and Clinate Books shared the common fate. In partieular, 
the certifieate of a deceased Brother was sure to be destroyed, if his Brethren eonld 
effect its destraction. It is only an insignificant pereentage that escaped. Sometimes 
Certifieates that had been lodged as security for loans, or as evidence of identity, were 
preserved, for obvious reasons. It is from these sources, or sourees such as these, that 
Collectors have to replenish their stock of early Irish Certificates. 

It is not, however, for their scarcity alone that Irish Certificates are interesting. 
The earliest known Masonic Certificates are Irish. The Grand Lodge of Heland was 
the first to issne sach docaments, and to authentieate them under its Seal. When 
Lanrencc DermotFs standing as a Freemason was ehallenged in 1757, he proved that he 
had been l< Regularly Instalbd Master of the good Lodge No. 26 in the Kingdom of 
Ireland, npon the 24th day of Jane, 1746,” and u produced a Certifieate (signed Edwd. 
Spratt, G.S.) nnder the Seal of the Grand Lodge of Ireland of his good behaviour and 
servitude, ete., etc., etc.” A similar Certifieate issued Sth January, 1702, under the Seal 
of the Grand Lodge of Ireland, by Jno. Calder, G.S. (Edwd. Spi'att’s sneeessor) is figured 
in faesimile in Caementaria Hibernica , Fasciculus IU. Tliis is believed to be the oldest 
Grand Lodge Certifieate aetually known to exist, though two others of 1759, or even 
earlier, arc said to have been seen in England some years ago. But before any Grand 
Lodge took tlie matter in haud, private Lodges were accustomed to grant certifieates to 
members who left them in good standing. The earliest of such docaments, now extant, 
is one in the collection of General John Corson Smith, of Chicago. Itis dated 1756, 
and was issued by an American Lodge. The earliest extant speeimens issued by Lodges 
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in the Britisli Isles are botli Irisli, and arc figured in facsimile in Caementaria 
Uibernica, Fasciculus III. They bear date respectively 1761 and 1762. The earlier 
of the two is in tliat famons collection at Sunderland, and the preseut writer will not 
readily forgct the frank and fraterual courtesy with which Y.W. Bro. G. W. Bain 
afforded the fullest facilities for its reproduction. 

The foregoing Certificates are all MS. The first Grand Lodge to authorise the 
issue of au engraved or printed forni of Certificate was the Grand. Lodge of the Moderns, 
which passed a Resolution to that effect in 1756, apparently as an indirect consequcnce 
of the refnsal of the members of the Lodge at “ Ben Jonson’s Head ” to conform to the 
determination of Grand Lodge. This forced the Grand Lodge to recognize the general 
utili ty of Certificates as a means of distingnisliing the Sheep from the Goats. But 
there does not seem to have been any great desire to take advantage of the Certificates, 
nor any sign of their liaving come into common use until the following decade. 

By the end of the eigliteenth century the use of Certificates was fully established, 
thougli, as a rule, they were taken out only when Brethren changed from one Lodge to 
another, or from one Jurisdiction to another. In the latter case, the Grand Lodge 
certificate became obviously of importance. How else could the Lodge from which the 
Brother hailed be identified as belonging to the true fold ? In those dajs, the number 
of Freemasons holding witli the Grand Lodge of Ireland, and the cognate Grand Lodge 
of the Antients in England, greatly exceeded those holding with the Grand Lodge of the 
Moderns. Across the Atlantic and in our nasent Colonial Empirc the numerical 
majority of the Antients over Moderns was even more marked. These are facts well 
known to the students wlio have had occasion to go to the original sources of informa- 
tion regarding the course of events that led up to the formation of the United Grand 
Lodge of England in 1813, and to the recognition of its reformed Work by the other 
Grand Lodges of the United Kiugdom. 

As long as the adherents of the Grand Lodge of the Moderns were unrecognised 
by the preponderating musses that lield with the Antients, the form, style, and even the 
language of the certificates issued by the rival Bodies were different, as markedly 
different as could be well contrived. The difference lasted till the Union of 1813, when 
the United Grand Lodge feli into line with the Antients by adopting the two distinc- 
ti ve features of the certificates of the Grand Lodge of Ireland. Both of these features 
are to be found in the accompanying Grand Lodge certificate for which our Lodge 
Library is indebted to R.W. Bro. Beamish, who presides as Deputy Grand Master over 
the oldest of our Irisli Masonic Provinces. In the first place, the certificate is couched 
in Latin as well as in English ; in the second, special provision is made for the signature 
of the recipient in the margin. This provision was quaintly called the Ne varietur 
from the two Latin words that warn against any alteration of the original form of 
sijruatnre. These two characteristics run through the whole series from the earliest 
engraved form of Irisli certificate down to the latest issue of English certificate in its 
amended form. 

These certificates have bcen fignred and transcribed for our Transactions by our 
accomplished Sccretary, Bro. W. Ii. Rylands, F.S.A., who is, by common eonsent, the 
best fitted for sucli a task. When Bro. W. H. Itylands places liis accurate learning and 
artistic skill at tlic disposal of our Lodge, it is incumbent on liis colleagues to lend sucli 
assistance as they can. An attempt is made, tkerefore, in the following pages, to sliow 
liow important a bearing sucli labours as liis have on the history of the inner develop- 
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ment of tlie Craft. It is only by the scrutiny and comparison of suci) documenta that 
the guess-work of tlie last gener at ion can be eheekcd. 

THE ANNEXED IRISH CRAFT CERTIFICATES. 

The first to claim oar attention is tlie Grand Lodge Ccrtificate issued to Bro. Josliua, 
of Lodge No. 398. Ontside tlic Metropolis, Irish Lodges rarely liad a distinctive title. 
Thcy were St. John’s Lodges, distinguished solely by their respeetive numbers. 
So, when a Lodge beeame extinet, the number miglit be, and very frequently was, 
attached to a new Warrant grantcd to a new Lodge wliich miglit, or miglit not, pretend 
to some eonneetion witli the Lodge formerly bearing the number. Indeed, at the begin- 
ning of tlic ninetcenth century, tlie Grand Lodge of Ireland carried the praetice to an 
extreme, allowing old Lodges to apply for new Warrants bearing numbers they fancied 
better tliau their own. Hence ariscs a source of eonfusionin identifying the brethren to 
wliom Certificates were issued at tliis period. For the Lodge that appeared as No. 484 
in one year, miglit appear as No. 50 in the next year. Nor is tliis an imaginary instance. 

“ No. 398 on the Registry of Ireland ” had onec belonged to a Lodge working at 
Maryborough, the eounty town of Queen’s County, but at the time tliis certifieate was 
issued the number belonged to a Lodge meeting at Balliekmoyler, a village in the same 
county. Tliis village, or rather liamlet, had barely tliree liundred inliabitants, yet it 
eontrived to snpport a Lodge for many years. Nothing is more astonishing tlian the 
liold that Freemasonry had on Ireland a liundred years ago. It is not that every city 
and town could boast its Lodge or Lodges, but that no village or liamlet was witliout 
one. 

The names of the Grand Secretary and Deputy Grand Seeretary who issued the 
certifieate liave an interest of their own. The Rev. Robert Handcock, D.D., who served 
as Grand Seeretary from 1808 to 1819, was an eminent city elergyman, who thought it 
not unwortliy of his eloth to stand in the gap wlien Grand Lodge was assailed, for tliis 
was the time of the so-ealled Grand Lodge of Ulster, the only internal trouble Irish 
Freemasonry has ever had. We are grateful to him, too, for the precedent he set of a 
Divine entrusted with one of the highest exeeutive ofiices of the Order : a preeedent 
whicli has borne fruit in tlie reeent acceptanee by the Rt. Rev. Lord Bisliop of Ossory 
of the post of Provincial Deputy Graud Master of the South-Eastern Counties (Ireland). 
To the Rev. Dr. Handcock’s Deputy, Wm. F. Graliam, we owe even more. He served 
as Deputy Grand Treasurer and Secretary from 1803 to 1826, and on him feli the brunt 
of the Ulster Sehismaties’ attack. His memory, ever green among us, was renewed 
last year by an aet of hereditary generosity. 

Readers of the last Annual Address , delivered by Sir James Crced Meredith, 
Deputy Grand Master of Ireland, on St. John’s Day, December, 1902, will recall tlie 
munificent bequest left to our Irish Masonic Charities — “ Onr tliree Masonie Jewels,” 
as Sir James Creed Meredith happily named them — by Inspector-General Graliam, the 
worthy son of that worthy Brother who had helped to steer the barque of Freemasonry 
amid the angry waters of the Ulster sehism. 

The second of the certificates presented by Rt. Worshipful Bro. Beamish sliows 
that the prevalenee of private Lodge certificates was sueh as to induce tradesmen to 
keep blank forms in stock. James Forde was a well known Dublin engraver, with a 
sliop at 14, Bssex-quay. The piate, of whieli tliis is a specimen, was extensively used in 
the Provinees of Ireland. The introduction of the Tliree Castles, or more properly, of the 
Three Towers, into the coat of arms was an unauthorised adorinnent, tliough tlic Crest of 
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a Hand and Trowcl, or more properly, of a dexter arm and trowel, has always been the 
distinctivc dcvice of the Irish Lodges. Tn accordance with the nsage we have men- 
tioued above, Lodge No. 71 had been at work in Tralec from 17G6 to 1772, but a few 
ycars later the Warrant with that number was transferred to Cork by Dr. Robert Davies, 
Provincial Grand Mastcr of Mnnster. 

Another variety of private Lodge certificate occurred when the Lodge was opulent 
enough to have a form specially designed for its sole use. Such a blank form is the 
third of the docnments presented by R.W. Ero. Beamish. The Lodge, No. 27, was at 
Avork in Cork from 1750 to 1827. It was revived at Castle Townsliend, in the same 
Connty. in 1S35, but became domiant in 1S5S, and eventually the number was granted 
to a Lodge founded in Dublin in 1S76 by the Rigdit Hon. Judge Townsliend, D.G.M. 
of Ireland, the last, and the most illustrious survivor of the Brethren w'lio had kept 
the Lodge alive at Castle Townsliend, the anccstral seat of his faniilv. 

THE SEQUENCE OF DEGREES. 

The Irish Certificates wliicli have been presented to the Lodge Library by R.W. 
Bro. William H. Beamish, D.G.M. of the Province of Munster, exemplify three kinds of 
Craft Certificate. The first is a Grand Lodge Certificate ; the second is a private 
Lodge Certificate ; and the third is a blank form of special Lodge Certificate. In 
Drder to complete the series, our unwearying Secretary, Bro. W. H. Rylands, has traus- 
cribed and appended specimens of the certificates issued in the otlier two degrees, the 
Royal Arch and the Higli Knight Tcmplar, that were usually superimposed on the Craft 
foundation. 

It must be remembered that the Craft Warrant was believed to give the Lodge 
the riglit to confer any supposed Degrce of Freemasonry, provided only that the Lodge 
possessed a Brotlier capable of conferring tlic Degree. Tliis belief was held by every 
Lodge that belonged to the Grand Lodge of Ireland, or to the Grand Lodge of Antients, 
or to any of the Grand Lodges working in unison with them ; that is to say, by all 
English-speaking Freemasons at liomc and abroad, excepting those that paid allegiance 
to the Grand Lodge of the Moderas. Thus, in the Lodge-room ivere conferred, and by' 
the Lodge Officers were certified, besides the Craft Degrees, not only the Royal Arch 
Degree, but the Degree of Higli Knight Templar. In the case of the former Degree, 
there are solid grounds for believing the Holy Royal Arch to have once formed part of 
tlic Craft work ; in the case of the latter Degree, there are no grounds for assuming it 
ever to have had any connection with the Craft or its work. In neither case, were the 
transactions recorded in the Lodge books, cxccpt by accident or error; nor were 
sy T stematic records of any kind kept for the most part. Hence, the pcculiar value of 
certificates, for they really form our best means of historical information as to the 
growth and popularity of these Orders. Even in Ireland, where the Degrees seem to 
have fonnd a natural home, if not an origin, the first notice taken of them by Grand 
Lodge, so far as the extant records go, was to pass the resolution — 

“ That it is liiglily improper for a Master Masons’ Lodge, as such, to enter 
upon their Books any Transactions relative to the Royal Arch.” 1 

So wc have to make the most of our certificates and their scanty information.

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THE ROYAL ARCE DEGREE AT YOUGHAL, 1743 and 1759. 

The Royal Arch Degree among thc Antients, if we may judge from wliat we can 
leam of its history in Ireland, had a different kincl of origin, impressed its lessons 
in a different way, and related to a different legendary episode from the corresponding 
genesis, method, and legend of the Degree among the Moderas. 

It is impossible to do more tlian liint at tbese questions. But the answers will 
be found by the competent and impartial inquirer — the two adjectives do not always go 
too-etber — in the facts that no difference between Englisb and Irisb work can be traced 
before 1730, tliat grave differences can be traced subseqncntly, and that it was not thc 
Grand Lodge of the Antients, or any of the Grand Lodges they recognised, that had to 
submit to the resumption of the Chair Degree, or to u the restoration of the proper 
words to each Degree,” or to the injunction “to revert to the Ancient Land-marks of the 
Society.” The “alterations” engendered by thc need or by the convenience of the 
Lodges of London and Westminster, failed to take root in Dublin. The Trish Ritual 
represents, vvith the vicissitndes inseparable from oral transmission, and has repre- 
sented all along, the work of 1723-1730. That work was then common to the Lodges 
that met in London and Westminster, in Dublin, in Cork and in York; the only Grand 
Lodges then in existence. As the wave of entliusiasm raised by Lord Kingstor^s triple 
Grand Mastership subsided, the growth of ceremonial in Ireland naturally lagged 
behind the corresponding growth in England. Even in England, outlying Lodges found 
it hard to kcep np with the course of modification. The “ alterations ” were, after all, 
mainly of local import, and had little or nothing to do with the general plan of Free- 
masonry. It was incontestable that the “ alterations ” were of recent introduction. 
It was inevitablc that the Brethren to whom the “ alterations ” seemed uncalled for 
shonld claim for their unmodified work the stamp of antiquity. The “alterations ” adopted 
in the Lodges of London and Westminster made their work distinet. The brethren 
who, in England, held fast by the old standards, were, in Ireland, called “ York-Masons,” 
a very convenient trade-mark to distinguish them from their more progressive brethren, 
the London and Westminster Masons, who formed the Regular Grand Lodge. Of 
course, the compound word York-Masons — not York Masons — did not mean that the 
brethren who stood by the old-fashioned work all lived at York, any more than it meant 
that all brethren outside York favoured newer fashions. 

Among the ceremonies perpetuated by the Irisli brethren and those whom they 
called York-Masons, and disused by their more progressive rivals, the Royal Arch 
stands out with prominence. The earliest known occurrence of the words Royal Arch 
is met with in the report of the procession of the Youghal Lodge on St. John’s 
Day, 27th December, 1743. 1 But the contemporaneous existence of the Degree in York 
and in other parts of England wherc the nsages of the so-called York-masons prevailed, 
is testified by Dr. Fifield Dassigny, the coeval in Dublin Freemasonry of Edward 
Spratt and Laurence Dermott. These things being so, the onus probandi would seem to 
lie on the Modern Masons (the Lodges of London and Westminster) to show cause why 
they had suffered the complction of the Master’s Pari to fall into disuse, and not on the 
Antient Masons (the so-called York-Masons) to show cause why they had retained the 
conclusion of the Legend. As a matter of History. this was the view taken by the Grand 
Lodges of England in 1813. 

The earliest Minute of the Royal Arch Degree, so far discovered, occurs in the 
Transaction-Book of the famous Virginian Lodge that initiated the great George 
Washington. The circumstances attending the original erection of this Lodge at 
1 First published in Caementario.

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Frcderieksbnrg, in the Britisli Coloily of Virginia, arc indistinct through lapse of time. 
But the Minute stands ont, ciear and eonvineing, elironieling the faet that on the 22nd 
Deeember, 1753, a “ Rovall Areh Lodge ” was opened, and the orlhodox number of tliree 
Brethren “raised to the Degree of Royall Areh Mason ,, by tlic lielp of Simon Frazier, a 
Visiting Brother. 1 

The two Royal Areh Minutes next in point of time bear date respeetively five 
and six years later ; the former at Bristol, the latter at Youghal. These two ports liad 
been long eonnected as commercial eentres. 

By a kindly coincidenee, the earliest Minute of tlic Royal Areh Degree being 
eonferred in Lodge, in Ireland, oceurs in the records of thosc same Brethren at 
Youghal to whom we are indebted for the earliest mention of the Royal Areh. The 
history of the Lodge stili remains, very literally, a sealed book, and the Minute has 
never beforc been published, tliougli the records of tlie Lodge deserve notiee for their 
quaintness of pliraseology no less than for their historical imporfcance. The Lodge at 
Youghal was warranted lOth October, 1733, and had the misfortunc to start with an 
illitcrate Secretary, who begrudgcd the labour exacted from him by the evidently 
unwonted task of writing. Here is the first Minute that survives as a specimen of his 
metliod : — 

“ 24th June, 1734. Edward Hally, Mas r . W m . Far ner, John Lane, Wardens, 
John Ellums, Daniel Wood, Daekens.” 

That Minute sufficed as the rccord of the ycar’s eutire work. 

However, affairs improved under succeeding Seeretaries. But it is not till St. 
JolnTs Day in Winter, 1751, we find the meagre record of the officens* names expanded 
by the information that 

“ The above Offieers wcre installed in their sevcral Stations, according to 
the Constitutions.” 

This paragraph apparently refers to Edward SpratPs New Book of Constitutions , 
which was published early in 1751. It has been shown elscwliere that Spratfs 
Constitutions stood to the Irish Fraternity in mucli the same position as Anderson’s 
Constitutions of 1738 did to the English Brethren, with tliis important addition that 
Sprat.fs Book served as tlie basis of the legal code embodied in Lau : Dermotfs Ahiman 
1 lezon. Thus the Irish Constitutions beeamc the fountain whence gushed the stream of 
Masonic Jurisprudenee that now and again has threatened to swamp the Ancient Land- 
marks of Benevolence and Charity. 

In 1759, Youghal was visited by a remarkable Frccmason, Thomas Matliew, 
who served as what we should now eall Provineial Grand Master, but who wastlien called 
Provineial Deputy Grand Master, of Munster. This is tlic Brother who served as Grand 
Master of tlic Grand Lodge of the Antieuts from 1766 to 1770. He was one of the 
riehest and most influential Commoners in Ireland, and from him the noble house of 
Llandaff is deseended. Hc is persistently but erroneously called the Hon. Thomas 
Matliew by Masonie Historians. In his officia! eapaeity as Provineial Grand Master, 
Bro. Mathew has left the following memorandum inseribed on the Minutes : — 

“ I have visited the Brethren of No. 19, Yougliall, and find them regular 
good Masons and lovcrs of the Craft, as witness. 

Thos. Mathew, 

March 6, 1759.” P.D.G.M.M.

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Alraosfc dircctly after tbe foregoing curious entry comes tlie first Minute regard- 
ing tbe Royal Arcb Degree. 

Jnly 30th, 1759, Lodge night. 

“ Lodge assembled according to Orders. Tbe Mas T in bis Cbair. 
“ Open’d tbe Lodge in Dnc Form, receiv’d A Petition froni Gregory Grabam 
“ wherein he sett fortb his being a member of tbis Lodge formerlv. In 
“ searching thc Book ve find liim Senior Deacon to Edward Hawley in tbe 
u yearl746; and finding nothing laid to his Cliarge, we liave enterhl him 
“ member of the Lodge. The same night we receiv’d John Jones belonging 
u Cappaquin as a member he produceing a proper Certificate, which we lodg’d 
“ in the Box. Then proceeded to the passing of Spencer Scannaden and 
cc Samuell Gardner to the dignity of Royal Arch Masons, tliey being proper 
C£ Ofliccrs of the Lodge, That is, Bro. Scannaden Sen r Warden and Samuel 
“ Gardner Jun r Deacon, Patrick Hahern having resign’d that Commission 
“ to him.” 

The foregoing is the earliest Minute recording the actual conferring of the Royal 
Arch Degree that has been traced in Ireland so far. The earliest corresponding 
Minute of the conferring of the Royal Arch Degree in England is almost exactly a year 
older, the English record bearing date August 7th, 175S, and the Irish record, 
July 30tli, 1759. The English Lodge, in which the Degree was conferred, was 
under the jurisdictiou of the Grand Lodge of the Moderns, but seems to have 
worked after the manner of the Grand Lodge of Ireland; that is, after the manner 
of the Anticnts. This was but natural. The connection between Bristol on 
the one hand and Cork, Toughal, Waterford, and similar thriving ports on the Mnnster 
seaboard, on the other, was extraordinarily close in the eighteenth century. The 
Masonic Historians of the last generation either did not know or did not appreciate 
the fact that there was more commercial traffic and middle-class interchange between 
Bristol and the Munster centres of Freemasonry by sea, than between Bristol and the 
London centres of Freemasonry by land. Hence much of the development of Free- 
masonry and the early acceptance of the Higher Degrecs in the West of England 
remained a puzzle to Di\ Oliver and his contemporaries who knew of no Masonic Sun, 
save that which shone with orthodox lustre in the Heavens of London and Westminster. 
In the preseut instance, the work of the Craft Lodge in Bristol seems to have becn in 
conformity with Irish work, not in conformity with the work of the Grand Lodge to 
which it nominally belonged. 

Not the least remarkable circumstance is the complete silence of the Toughal 
Lodge Minutes with regard to the ‘Royal Arch from tbe foundation of the Lodge in 
1734 till 30tli July, 1759. Nor is that silence Icss complete for a corresponding 
period after that date. Daring the quarter of a century before, and the half century 
after, 1759, there is not the slightest allusion to, much less direct mention of, the 
Degree. Yet the earliest known colloca t-ion of the words Royal Arch in connection 
with Freemasonry belongs to the Toughal Bretliren. There can be no donbt that 
the Degree was liabitually worked in the Lodge. The very turn of the phrase in 
the Minate quoted above sliows that the Degree was being conferred in the ordinary 
course of Lodge business. Surely, there can be no weightier warning against the 
fallacy of assuming that, because Lodge Minutes are silent as to a Ccremony, therefore 
that Ceremony cannot have been practised in the Lodge. 
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HIGH KNIGHTS TEMPLARS, DUBLIX, 1774. 

Difficulfc as is the task of tracing tbe history of the Royal Arcli as a Degree, tlie 
task of tracing tlie High Knight Templar Degree is even more difBcult, inasmucli as the 
entries of the Degree in the transactions of Craft Lodges are stili more sparse. We arc 
almost altogether thrown hack on snch testiraony as can he gathered from certihcates, 
and on incidental references in outside anthorities. Mucii has heen done towards t his 
end hy Bro. Sir Charles Cameron, C.B., in his remarkable paper on The Origin and 
Progress of Chivalric ilasonry in the British Isles, contribnted to A rs Quatuor Coronatorum , 
vol. xiii., p. 156. 1 Some additional details may, perhaps, be here snpplicd witli 
advantage, inasmucli as they have not hitherto been brouglit to the notice of Masonic 
students. As we sliall proceed to show, the oldest dated mention of High Knight 
Templars in Ireland is to be found in the Dnblin daily newspaper of 1774, a date 
considerably earlier than has hitherto been suspected. 

Immediately bcfore St. John’s Day in Summer, 1774. the following advertisement 
appeared in more than one of the Dubliu journals : — 

“ADVERTISEMENT. 

The Knights Templars of Ireland, Royal Arcli, Excellent and 
Super-Excellent Free and Accepted Masons, Lodge Xo. 506, 
intend dining together at their Lodge-room, at the Thatched 
Cabin, Castle St., on Friday, 24th instant to celebrate the Festival 
of St. John ; Such of the Fraternity as chuse to Dine witli them 
are requested to leave their Xames at the Bar two days before.” 

“ Signed by Order, 

J. 0. E.G.S.” 

“ Dinner to be on the Table at Fonr o’Clock.” 2 

Similar advertisements appeared immediately before St. John’s Day in Winterof 
the same ycar, and were coutinued before cach St. Johu’s Day till June, 17S4. Theonly 
dilference in the style of the advertisements was tliat the Knights Templars of Ireland, 
who at iirst met under the auspices of Lodge Xo. 506, afterwards met under those of 
Lodge Xo. 51S, while a rival group seems to have made a similar use of Lodge Xo. 5S4. 
There is ground for suspecting tliat the Warrauts of these Lodges, bearing date 
rcspectively 1773, 1774, and 1781, had been obtained for the express purpose of bringiug 
together Dublin Brethren who were already in possession of the H.K.T. Degree. They 
served as Preceptories or Encampments, the former two, Xos. 506 and 518, bcing in 
connection with the Early Grand Encampment, and the latter, Xo. 584, being appar- 
ently a rival Body. 

Thus the Early Grand Encampment and similar Bodies worked in lawfully 
constituted Craft Lodges. But they had not, and, in the nature of things, never could 
have specific Warrants for conferring the Templar Degrees, seeing tliat these Degrees 
were not even rccognised by the Grand Lodge of Ireland. Perhaps, too, the Early 
Grand Encampment was a somewliat exclusive Body, so tliat certain discontcnted 
Brethren thought to steal a march on the Original Knights Templars by procuring 
a Warrant from Mother Kilwinning Lodge in Scotland. Thus they would obtain the 
traditional sanction of that famous name in Freemasonry.

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It is useless to discuss the power or authority of the Kilwinniug Lodge to grant 
such a Warrant. For the applieants got their Warrant, and construed its power and 
authority to their own liking. To be sure, it was only a Craft Warrant. But as the 
applieants were eareful to style their Lodge “ The Knights Templars Kilwiuning Lodge 
of Ireland,” they set out with the mytliieal halo of tliat supposititious sauction round 
their lieads. They ccrtainly lost no time. Their applieation for a Warrant bad hardly 
been aeceded to, wlien they issued a Dinner Advertisement plainly meant as a challenge 
to the Early Grand Eneampment, wliose methods they scdulously copied. 

“NOTICE. 

The Members of the Knights Templars (Kilwiuning) 

Lodge of Ireland intend dining together on Momlay, the 27th 
instant [1779] at the Eagle in Eustacc St. to eelebrate St. Jolm’s 
Day. Such Brctliren as wish to dinc with tliem are requested to 
leave their names at the bar some days before.

The original Early Grand Eneampment replied with eounter advertisements, and 
so the rivalry went on, till in 1783 the Early Grand Eneampment appended to their 
usual notiee the followiug eard. 

“A CARD. Reading an advertisement in Saturday’s news- 
paper setting forth that a Set of Gentlemen who stile themselves 
Knights Templars of Ireland, are to assemble and dine ou the 
24th instant. Now the E.G.M. and Brethrcn of the most Noble 
Ordcr of High Knights Templars, O.I.E. and S. do liereby inform 
the Pnbliek that tliose Gentlemen liave no Sanetion or Authority 
from the E.G.L, for assuming such Title, and that the Title they 
now unwarrantably assume is in no sorteonstituted by the E.G.L. 

23rd Junc, 1783.

This Card was repeated, bnt to the next repetition wc find the followiug 
eounterblast appended : 

“The Gentlemen of the Ilion Knights Templars of Ireland 
Kilwinning Lodge, held at the Eagle, Eustacc Street, liaving this Day 
met with a very extraordinary Card, eudeavouriug to depreciate tliem, and 
to bring a dispute forward that is uninteresting to the Publiclc, think it 
necessary to declare that in their Advertisement they offered No Offence 
to any one ; and, witli respect to the Title they are Said improperly to 
assume, they are able and willing in proper Time and Place to Support it, 
and to shew they liave from TllE piiesent Fouxtaix an authority for it, 
not self CREATED, as their great and miglity Opponents are, who liave

often in private been told, as they now are publiely, that “ They know not 
wbat they do.” As the private Differenees o£ Soeieties no Way eoneern 
the Publiek, the Gentlenien of this Soeiety will treat any other Publication 
of this Kind, with the eontempt sneh unmeaning scurrility deserves.

This array of awe-inspiring initials may be thus eonstrued : 

W[illiam] R[ains£ord], E [minent ?] G[rand] S[ecretary], E[xeellent] S[uper- 
excellent] R[oyal] A[reh], H[igh] K[nights] T[emplars] 0[f] I[reland], 
K[ilwinning] L[odge], P[ast] M [aster]. 

After a year or so, the advertisements of the Higli Kniglits Templars eease. 
Apparently both seetions had found a common table to dine at. Already in 1780 
the advertisements of the Royal Arch Lodge of Ireland, whieh had been at work in 
Dublin sinee 1748, had begun to invite members and visitors to their Banquet on St. 
John’s Day. Here is the announeement for the St. John’s Day, 1780. 

“ ROYAL ARCH LODGE OF IRELAND. . 

ADVERTISEMENT. 

J)V Tlie Royal Arch Lodge of Ireland (formerly No. 28, now 
18 of Dublin) meet at the Car tere t’s Head, Castle Street, on 
Wednesday, the 27th instant, to celebrate the Festival of St. 

John. Sueli of the Brethren as intend dining with the Worsliipful 
on that Day are requested to send their Names to the Bar on or 
before the 23rd instant. The Conclave meets at half-past two 
0 ’Clock, the Lodge opens to do business preeisely at three, of 
whieh present Members are desired to take Notiee.

The number “ 18, formerly 28 ” ascribecl in the foregoing to the Lodge is the local 
number among Metropolitan Lodges : the number in the Grand Lodge Register was 190. 

The Dinners of the Royal Arch Lodge seem to ha ve ousted the Dinners of the 
Higli Kniglit Templars from popularity among the Brethren, and to liave supplied a 
eommon ground on whieh ali parties eould meet without umbrage. After 1785, we liear 
little or nothing of the H.K.T. Banquets, while tliose of the R.A. Lodge go forward, till 
in 1790 tliey eulminate in a grand Banquet at whieh the Grand Master of Ireland, 
Lord Donoughmore, and the Grand Master of England, the Marquess of Antrim, were 
both present. 

We liave seen that the oceurrence of Royal Arch Minutes in Bristol and in 
Youghal were almost simultaneous. Some eonnection of a similar kind might be traeed 
in tlie spread of the Templar Degrees. For the prominenee of the High Kniglits 
Templars of Ireland in the Dublin Freemasonry of 1774 was followed by the oceurrence 
of the Degree in 1778 at Portsmouth in a quasi -military Lodge, and by that attempt at

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Templar organization in Bristol which is known as thc Ch arter of 1780, wliile the 
rcvivod York Granei Lodge, uncloubtedly in fratcrnal relati on with Irish Military Lodges, 
almosfc simnltaneonsly rccogniscd tlic u Five Dcgrces, or Ordcrs of Masomy.” Tlie 
seqnence secius too elose to bc accidental. 

The thread of gossip, on which thc Irish certificates hang, has led ns far afield 
Bnt cnongli has been said, perliaps tlie reader will tliink more than enough has been 
said, to show tlie importanec of tlicsc side-liglits on thc history of Freemasonry, and to 
warrant our liearty thanks to R.W. Bro. Beamish and to our aeeomplislied Seeretary, 
Bro. W. H. Rylands. 

A similar series of Certificates will be fonnd in A.Q.C. for 1896, vol. vii., p. 11, 
transcribet! and commentcd on by tlie late Seeretary, liro. G. W. Spctli, wliosc untimely 
deceasc is stili a sonrec of poignant regret to liis friend,

APPENDIX. 

NOTE ON THE EARLIEST REFERENCES TO THE MASONIC KNIGHTS TEMPLARS DEGREE. 

BY SIR CHARLES A. CAMERON, C.B., G.C.T., 

Deputy Qrand Master of the Order of the Temple in Ireland. 

In my paper on “ The Origin and Progress of Chivalric Freemasonry,” which 
appeared in A.Q.C. , vol. xiii., 1900, I stated that tlie earliest exact refcrence to the 
K.T. degree was containcd in the minute of St. AndreVs Chapter of Royal Arcli 
Masons (an American chapter) for August 28th, 1769. I gave, nevertheless, reasons 
why I believed that the degree was worked in Ireland before that date, and wliy I 
tbongbt it probable that it was introduced into America by an Irish Regiment. Lodge 
No. 296, on tlie Register of Ireland, was warranted in 1758, and its By-laws (undated) 
are extant, and refer to the K.T. Degree. The Lodge was moribund in 1791, and for 
some years previously eonferred very few degrees. The By-laws may have existed as 
early as 1758, and did certainly some years before the death of the Lodge. In my paper 
I referred to the claini made by the “ Early Grand Encampment ” that in 1805 it was 
a century old. There was no doubt considerable exaggeration in tliis claini ; but it 
proved a considerable antiquity. In my paper I also referred to the fact that in the 
minutes of the first meeting of the Kilwinning Knights Templars Lodgc, under its ncw 
warrant, the Master put the letters “ E.G.M.” after his name. Whcn I wrote my little 
liistory I had not the advantage of seeing the minute book of the Kilwinning Lodgc, and 
a doubt arose as to wliether E.G.M. meant Eminent Grand Master or Early Grand 
Master. I have now read the contents of the minute book, 1 which extends from 27th 
December, 1779, to August, 16th 1804, and find that E.G.M. means Early Grand 
Master. The minutes of the meeting, held 24th December, 1780, records that the chair 
was taken by “ The Early Grand Master” (Bro. Jno. Wheeler). 

1 Our eminent Bro. Huglian having obtained this minute book from the representative of the 
late Bro. Murray Lyon, of Edinburgh, has kindly presented it, through Bro. Dr. Chetvvode Crawley, 
to the Grand Lodge of Ireland. The best thanks of the Order of the Templo in Ireland, as well as of 
Grand Lodge, are duo to that eminent Brother, W. J. Ilughan, for the restoration of this most valuable 
book to the archives of the Grand Lodge to which it originally belonged. 
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This minute book shews that tlie Kilwinning Lodge was originally Lodge 518, 
and tlmt that Lodge apparently comprised Past Grand Masters of the Temple, one of whom 
constituted an old Lodge under a New Chartcr gianted from the u Mother Lodge of 
Kilwinning.” The ncw Lodge got into trouble witli the Grand Lodge for applying for 
a Charter to a Scoteh Masonie body. That indefatigablc and aecurate Masonie 
liistorian, Dr. Chetwode Crawley, has diseovered advertisements in Dublin newspapers, 
pnblislicd in 1783, stating that the Early Grand Eneampment liad not auiliorised the 
membersof the Kilwinning Lodge to assume the title of Higli Kniglit- Templar. In stili 
earlier Dublin newspapers, as far baek as 1774, Dr. Chetwode Crawley has diseovered 
advertisements announcing dinners of Knights Templars. These are the earliest 
referenees to the Order in the United Kingdom. 

The minute book of the Kilwinning Lodge shews tli at tliey did not initiate 
persons into Masonry ; they only conferred the degrees of R.A.M., H.K.T. and Prince 
Mason. 


KnigTltS Templar, — An early referenee to the Masonie Knights Templar is 
perliaps wortli reeording. It occurs in a pamphlet I liave reeently aequired, entitled 
“ Songs & Duettos, Glees, Catches, &c., witli an explanation of the Proeession in the 
Pantomime of Harlequin Free-mason, as performed at the Theatre-Royal, in Covent- 
Garden, London ; Printed for G. Kearsley, Eleet Street, M.D.C.C.L.XXX.” 

This pantomime would no doubt be a performanee in dumb show, supplemented 
by songs. 

In the account of the proeession, towards the end, are the words, “ XAMIIth 
Banner. Two, bearing Insignia. — Six Knights Templars.” 

I understand from Bro. Dr. W. J. Chctw T ode Crawley that lie has a Paper in 
liand, in wliieli referenee is made to the Knights Templar, this note may therefore be of 
use in eonneetion therewitb.

HE Lodge Of Research, No. 2429, Leicester,— Transactions for the 
year 1902-3. The volume for 1902-3 is both bulky and interesting, 
li terar y as wcll as artistie, and Masonically most instructive. The 
Editor, as from the beginning, is Bro. John T. Thorp, F.R.IIist.S., 
who, as tlic Secretary and principal founder, has been the mainstay of 
the Lodge from its origin. It must be a great satisfactiou to Bro. 
Tliorp and the founders to witncss the continncd and increasing 
succcss of the “ Research,” for thoug-h it lias not yct been joined by the number of local 
members that was anticipated, tliere are some two hundred in the “ Correspondencc 
Circle” belonging to various Grand Lodges, and the valuc of the papers read at the 
meeting’s keeps fully up to the average ; besides which the reports of the subsequent 
discussions prove that tliere is an increasing number of bretliren bccoming qualified 
to consider the facts and theories brought before them from time to time by the 
Lecturcrs. 

Bro. J. J. W. Knowles gives place to Bro. Henry Howe (P.M. 1391) as the W.M. 
for 1903, who has Past Masters for all his officers, and made a good start financially and 
generally; the Lodge being in funds and the bretliren enthusiastic in their snpport of 
the high principies of the Craft. 

Bro. Thorp has preparcd a catalogue of the Collection of Masonic Curios 
belonging to the Freemasons’ Hali, Leicester (Clotliing, Jewels, Seals, Medals, Bric-et- 
Brac, ctc.), and promises a list of the foreign portion of the Masonic Certilicates, to 
complete the collection, which is one of the most extensive and valuable known. 

Bro. G. F. Lancaster (P.G.P., Eng.), has communicated an instance of the 
early use of the term Free Mason, taken from the Oglanda Memoirs, 1595 - 1648. 

“ He browght owt of ye Lovve Counterye one John le ffleminge, a good Free 
Mason, whom he imployed abowt yc mason woorke for ye bwyldinge of 
Quarre ” (A.D. 1632). 

At the fifty-second meeting, Bro. L. Staines, the J.D. (P.M. 523), read a very 
interesting paper on “ Robert Burns and his Masonic Poems,” several of the well known 
pieces being given, and information appended as to their origin and character, the latter 
making the paper all the more valuable. 

Bro. F. W. Billson, LL.B. (P.M. and Treasurer) entertained the members at the 
fifty-tliird meeting by a paper on 

■ “The Patron Saints of the Masons,” 

in which the clioice of Saints by the numerous Guilds of this country is duly consi dered, 
particularly in relation to the Frcemasons. It would not be fair to quote from this able 
contribution, as copies may be had of the Annual for foar shillings caeli, or the 
“ Correspondence Circle ” only costs five shillings per annum. The portion concerning 
the Four Crowned Martyrs is of a most readable character and deserves very careful con- 
sideration. 
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At tlie same assembly an excellent sketch of tbe 

Sesqui - Cextexnial of Waseixc.tox’s Ixitiation ixto Freemasoxry, 

Avas read on bchalf of Bro. C. E. Meyer, of Philadelphia, U.S.A., illustrated by prints 
of curios, programmcs, prints and the noble TYashington Medal, struck as a spccial 
souvenir of the celebration in the “ City of Brotherly Love.” The obverse and reverse of 
the medal arc represented by a faithful reprodnetion. 

The Paper by Bro. W. B. Hextall (P.M. 1085, <fcc.), Corrcspondence Circle 2429, 
at the next ineeting of the Lodge vas on the 

Craft Ritual, 

mnch of vhich has wisely been left out, tliough enongh has been printed to prove it 
vas a very suggestive and discriminative contribution to a very difficult snbject, and it 
vas a pity that that Brother vas unable to be present when the addrcss vas read. 

The fifty-fifth meeting vas noteAVorthy for the delivery of a Paper on 

Mapoxic Mcsiciaxs axd Mcsic, 

by Bro. W. H. Griffiths, Liverpool (Lecturer on Yocal Science, ctc.), vho starts vitii 
the statement that “ from time immemorial Masonry and music have travelled hand in 
hand, the rise and progress of one being synchronus Avith that of the other.” The 
Lecture vas illustrated by a fine series of lantern slides and many musical examples, 
so one can easily nnderstand (after reading the very instructive paper and remembering 
the accompaniments) that the bretliren had “ a most enjoyable and interesting 
evening.” 

Bro. Tliorp, in addition to his valuable labonrs as Secretary, has edited, published, 
and presented to the members and the Correspondence Circle (some 250 copies) the 
important and practically exhanstRe vork on 

Imsn Masoxic Certificates, 

by Bro. John Robinson (P.Prov.S.G.D., Antrim) Correspondence Circle of 2076 and 2429. 
It is lavishly illustrated with reproductions of ali the different classes of documents 
issued by the various Masonic bodies in Ireland, besides a coloured frontispiece of the 
seals lised by the Grand Lodge, Chapter and Priory of that country. The information is 
of special Amliie, based in part on Dr. Chetvode CraAvley’s researches, bnt chiefly due to 
Bro. Robinson’s oAvn investigations, Avho has for many years made these Certificates his 
particular study and collected perfect specimens of each of the different issues. The 
Avork is as thoronghly done for Ireland, as Bro. J. Ramsden Riley did for England in his 
artistic volume of No. VIII. of our “ Masonic Reprints.” The pnblication of the one on 
Ireland is due to Bro. Tliorp, F.R.Hist.S., aaTio has ably acted as Editor, so that Avith 
tvo such experts, the Emerald Isle has been Avell represented. A fev copies are (or 
Avere) left for sale, at foar shillings cach, for Avhich application must be made to the 
zealous Editor, 57, Regent Road, Leicester.

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NOTES AND QUERIES. 


HE Gateside Charter . — Tliis document is tlie most valuable wliicli 
lias appearod in your pages for some time, and it is none the less so 
Avhether the Durham custom of granting sueli docninents originated 
in the Incorporations of Scotland (as is most ])robable), or in the 
Itoyal Guild Charters of England. As Count Palatine, the Bisliop of 
Durham possessed Itoyal riglits in sueli matters. 

Two points are speeially notewortliy: tlie first Oflicer was 
Robert Trollop, a distinguished arehitect and, aeeording to your review of Bro. 
Stracliane’s liistory, witli his brother Henry, from the City of York. Then again 
one of the Wardens in all time was to be a Freemason. 

We need not doubt tliat such a Corporation would elaim tlie right to liold and 
establish Craft Lodges. Two instances of tliis are prominent, one north the otlier soutli. 
In 1581 the Newcastle Companyof Masons, probably a similar incorporati on to Gateside, 
sanctioned a Lodge “ to be lield of tliemselves,” whieli existed long after the formation 
of Grand Lodge. Bro. Conder lias sliewn that the London Company of Masons had a 
similar Craft Lodge lield of tliemselves. There is also tlie Haughfoot custom of 
granting fi ve members a cominission to initiate, and pass fellows of Craft. 

Sixty years is too long to look in our lists for a continuation of the sanie men, 
but if the sanie family names exist later as the tliirty mentioned in tlie Charter, it is of 
more than intcrest. Bro. Henry Sadler miglit be good enougli to say whetlier there is 
a continuation of the same names in the 1735 and 173G Lodges of Gateshead and 
Swalwell ? The name of Miles Stapylton does not appear of mueh imporfcanee, in face 
of the Charter, but there can be no doubt lie was son of Brian Stapylton of Myton, 
co. York. 

It is rather unfortunate that wliilst you have sueli a large clientele to benefit by 
these valuable papers, there are so few wlio will take tlie trouble to aid researeli.

Templar Burial Service. — The original aeeount, from wliich your W.M. 
quotes, was sent by me, some 40 years ago, to the Freemasons ’ Magazine and Masonic 
Mirror. Bro. Alberfc Pike converted it into the Burial Service of a Knight Kadosh, and 
tlie otlier Masonic periodicals copied it from the Freemasons 9 Magazine . It will be found 
in an old number of Blackwood' s Magazine attached to an aeeount of the Templar rule, 
costume, etc. The last portions are certainly reliable but I have not ascertained the 
autliority for tlie burial Service, and it is, Masonically, of importance. I am sorry that 
I did not make a note of the date of Blackwood wlience I extracted it, but I imagine it 
would be about the year 1840. J.Y. 

Board, inlaid with Masonic emblems. — I enclose you a photo of an old 
Board in our Museum here. It is made of inlaid woods of various sorts and colors, 
ebony, olive, tulip, maliogany, altogetlier about a dozen species : experts in tliis sort of 
work estimate the age about 100 to 150 years. It is not known to have beeu in Lodge 
custody, but is supposed to have come from Cowdray. It was purchased at a seeond 
hand or marine store dealer’s at Bognor some two years ago. I don’t tliink it of great 
value but tliought you miglit like a photo for your museum.

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Sir Walter Besant Memorial. — Iu the Report of the Committee of Manage- 
ment of the Society of Anthors, for the year encling December 1902, it is statecl : — 
“ The amount subscribed to the ‘ Sir Walter Besant Memorial ’ up to tlie end of the 
year is £332 14s. 8d. As stat-ed in the previous Report, a site has bcen securcd for the 
Memorial in the crypt of St. PauTs. In November the Chairman received a note from 
Mr. George Frampton, R.A., vho has nndertaken tlie work, stating that tlie clay model 
vas almost complete. Mr. A. Hope Havkins and Mr. Austin Dobson were appointed a 
sub-committee to inspect Mr. Frampton’s work, and to settle the inscription. The Com- 
mittee also trust tliat, if satisfaetory arrangemcuts can be made, it vili be possible to 
place a replica of the Memorial in some prominent position in tliat London Sir Walter 
Besant loved so veli.” 

Royal ThameS Lodge, No. 2966. — It is interesting to note that tlie Royal 
Thames Lodge, No. 296G, just consecrated, includes among the founders and offieers the 
folloving Quatuor Coronati brctliren : — W.M., Lieut. Coi. J. Ansten Carpenter, 
present member ; S.W., Artliur Carpenter, present member; J.W., J. J. Lamyeon, late 
member; I.P.M., J. J. Simcox, present member; Treas., L. E. Haydn, late member; 
Cliaplin, The Rev. C. E. Roberts, present member. The Lodge vili be held at Datchet, 
at the Manor House Hotel. It is a summer Lodge, meeting in May, June and 
October. Its object is to promote Freemasonry among the large number of rowing, 
boating, punting and river men, vho spend their summer on the river Thames. 

The many friends and admirers of the Rev. J. W. Horsley, the rector of St. 
PeteFs, Walvorth, vili be glad to hear that he has been given the lionorary canonry of 
Rochester, vacant by the deatli of Canon Hogarth. Mr. Horsley has for many years 
been one of the most active men in the Churcli. He has alvays been a noted vorker for 
social reform, and during his vicariat at Holy Trinity, Woolvicli, he vas a constant 
thorn in the side of the local autliorities 011 account of their shortconiingfs. 

He vas also for ten years chaplain of the old Clerkenvell House of Detcntion, 
and during that time founded the Gnild of Saints Pani and Silas, the members of which 
vere pledged to pray and vork for prisoners. Mr. Horsley has been eight years in his 
present parisli, vhere he is mueh loved. His appearance is patriarchal, vitii long liair 
and floving beard, and he looks the sort of person vho vould be a true “ father of his 
iloek.” It is accounted unto him for rigliteousness that he onco refused a colonial 
bisliopric that he might stay at horne and vork in the slums, but vhether this is true or 
not it is impossible to say. — Chatham and Itochester Observer, February 28th, 1903. 

“ Whuppity Scoorie.” — The ancient custom at Lanark of “ Whuppity 
Scooric,” the origin and meaning of vhich are lost, has just been celebratcd, and 
vatehed by a c-rovd of grown-ups. The tovn bell is rung nightly at six o’clock from 
March to September, and then lies dumb for six months. O 11 the first uight of the 
riuging ali the young folk congregate at the cross, and, after parading three times round 
the Parish Clinrch, the Lanark lads meet the New Lanark boys in a free fight, in vhich 
the only legit imate veapons are their caps tied at the end of pieces of string. — Daily 
Mail, March 4tli, 1903.

Tliis easting, witli Masonic emblcnis, measures 7£in. by 2|in. and is Jiu. tbiclc. 
It was picked up 011 tbe “ ninety-mill ” beach at Waikuku, Canterbury, New Zealand, 
on 9th November, 1880, by W. Bro. R. Atkinson, P.M., 1877 E.C. 

The emblems on upper edge are plumb-rule, K.T. triangle, eross-keys, level, 
American P.M., cross-pens, 3-light candelabrum, 24in. guage. 

Centre : Moon and seven stars, bible, sqnare and compasses, sun. 

Lower edgc : St. Andrcw’s cross, ladder, anebor, crown, crosslet, square, R. Croix, 
hateliet. 

It sliould be mentioned tbat wlien found both ends were jagged and irregular 
but have bcen subsequently eut straight. It is surmised tliat tliis is a portion of tbe 
border of a lead eoffin destroyed by tlic wreeking of a ship conveying it, witb probably 
a eorpse as tenant. Fragments of wreckage were strewn on tbe sliore, but, althougli a 
eareful seareb was made by Bro. Atkinson, liothing connceted witb tliis interesting 
object was observed.

The Kadosh Degree. — Can any of your German correspondents afford us, 
tliroiurb tlic von Mareschall or von Hunde docnments, reliable information abont tliis 
degree. Tbe French are as deficient as we are, in reliable knowlcdge on sncli snbjects, 
probably owing to early State persecution of tbe Freemasons, and the usual account, 
mixed up as it is witli tbe invention of tbe tliree Elu degrecs, at Lyons, in 1741 or 1743, 
is clearly altogetlier wrong. 

Tbe tliree Elu degrecs were wrougbt out of tbe material of a dramatie account 
of the seet later termed “ Ancient ” Masons, and as regards tlic Tomplar Ivadosb, at 
most it could only liave adapted some ideas from tbe Eius. Wliat tlien is tbe origin of 
tbe Kadosli, if w T e admit tbat it had no pre-18th century antiquity r 

Its primary base in France might be attributed to the Ordre du Temple, of wliieli 
in 1737, Louis Henri Bourbon-Conty, and, in 1741, Louis Francois Bourbon-Conty, were 
Grand Masters ; tbe latter bcing a “ Protector ” of tbe Craft and had (Kenninqs Cyclo.) 
scveral votes for tlie Grand Mastership, in 1743, wlien Louis de Bourbon, Prince of 
Clermont, was elected. On tbe otlier hand tbe Jacoliites secm to liave been spreading 
tbe Templar prior to eitlier of tbese dates, and ive cannot ignore tbe faet tbat, whatever 
the real history of tbe “ Charter of Transmission ” may be, it cannot bc later than 1705, 
and that to make good their own claims ifc was thouglit well to try and demolisb 
tberein tbose of a Scottish Templar fraternity. Moreover Morin stated tbat as early 
as 17G2, an enquiry was lield to asccrtain wbetber tbe Templar and the Kadosli were 
one and tbe same degree, and tbe significant name of tbe “Black and Wliite Eagle” 
was adopted. J.Y.

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WILLIAM OF WYKEHAM, 

BISHOP OF WINCHESTER. 

AKOHITEOT AND STATESMAN. 

BY BRO. EDWARD CONDER, JUN , F.S.A. 

“ Ther was a preesfc about the Kyng of England ealled 
“ Sir Wyllyam Wyean ; who vvas so great vvith 
“The Ivynge, that all tliyng vvas clonc by hym, 

“ And without hym uothinge done.” — Froismrt's Chronicle , viii., 101. 


N tliese clays of severe eritieism when every argument not based on 
doeumentary eviclence is assailecl ipso facio, it is no easy fcask to re-open 
a eontroversy without. the cliseovery of nevv material or the assistanee 
of some unclisputed faets whieh in eonsequenee of tlieir seemingly 
minor importanee have eseaped the notiee of previous commentators. 

Until the iniddie of the last eentury the belief that William of 
Wykeham, besides beiug a statesman of the first rank and an eminent 
prelate, was also a skilful arehiteet was never in questiou, and liis fame as sueli was 
lianded down from generation to generation without the slightest shadow of doubt beiug 
cast as to the verity of sueli belief. 

Novvadays every thing is open to doubt, from ereeds to the primary rules of number. 
To our modern erities no tradition is aceepted or allovved to pass undisputed without 
the support of eontemporary evidenee of surprising exaetness. 

Iu 18G0 the late Mr. Wyatt Papworth read a paper before the Royal Institute of 
Britisli Architects 1 entitled, “ Superintendents of English Buildings in the Middle 
Ages.” In 1801 he supplemented his paper vvith another on “ Masons, tlieir customs 
and Institutions.” Tliese papers were reprinted in 1887 in vol. iii. of the Transactions 
of the Institute. Briefiy, Mr. Papworth was of opinion that the term supervisor did 
not neeessarily mcan arehiteet, and in WykehanFs ease it meant nothing more than 
paymaster, or at most a clerk of the works, and that Wykeham’s claim to be au 
arehiteet in the modern sense of the vvord eould not be substantiated. 

In Mareli, 1887, the quingentenary of the laying the foundation stone of the 
College at Winchester had been eommemorated vvith great lionour. Buttlie appearance 
of PapwortlTs views that year eansed many a Wykeliamist to liesitate before repeating 
that whieh he had always looked upon as undoubted history, and many a writer on 
architectare paused ere he eopied the remarks of his predecessors to wlioin the fame of 
William of Wykeham was as that of Vitruvius liimself. 

So mueh vvas tliis the ease that we find Mr. Leach, a Wykeliamist, and the author 
of a “ History of Winchester College ” [London, 1899] vvriting as follovvs: “ It is how- 
ever far from eertain that Wykeham was an Arehiteet at all, exeept of his own fortunes, 
and very improbable that he was the Arehiteet of Winchester College. ” After discuss- 
ing Papworth ’s arguments concerning the meaning of the vvord Supervisor, Mr. Leach 
sums up in tliese words, u At the most Supervisor vvould appear only to mean Clerk of 
the Works, and the Clerk of the Works is not the Arehiteet.” 2

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Finally in 1902 the National Dictionary of Biography, now looked upon as a 
Standard anthority, issued its volume 1 containing a lifc of William of Wykoham. Again 
tlie views of Messrs. Papworth and Leach are impresscd on tlie readcr, and Mr. James 
Tait, tlie writer of tlie biography in qnestion, assares us that “ tlie assumption that he 
“(Wykeham) was tlie arcliiteet of tliese bnildings (i. e., Windsor and Qucenborougli 
“ Oastles) or of tliose lie afterwards undertook on his own aceount secins baselcss.” 
Thus at tlie dawn of the twentietli ccntury we are asked to believe that all former 
writers on Wykeliam\s abii ity as an arcliiteet, and even his earliest biographers, based 
their opinions on a hearsay fable. 

The object of t his paper is to revicw tlie evidenee upon wliich tliese latter day 
opinions are based, and if possible bring forward sucli pleas that will furnisli material 
for argument from the old standpoint, and possibly plaee the traditional fame of 
Wykeham as an arcliiteet upon a firmer foundation. 

Wykeham ’s biographers are few, the eircnmstanees of his early life littleknown, 
and the documentary evidencc seanty. Two MSS. are preserved at Winchester College, 
theearlier, written shortly after his deatli, is supposed to be the work of Dr. Thomas 
Aylward, one of Wykchanfis exeeutors ; the other, dated 1424, is eonsidered to liare 
been written by Robert Hecte, or Heath, admitted seholar in 1401, a Fcllow of the 
College in 1420, and who died in 1432. 

Tliese two doeuments are practically the only sourees of Information we have 
that were written near his time. 

Other MSS. of later date are eompilations from these two, with additions gleaned 
from historieal doeuments whicli related to WykelianTs after lifc. There are also certain 
MSS. 2 in the Harleian C-olleetion in the British Museum whieh throw light on his career 
as Bisliop of Winchester, and ai^e of considerable importance with regard to his many- 
sided aeeomplishments. 

The first printed life of Wykeham was a posthumous work of Dr. Thomas 
Martyn, whieh was publislied at Oxford in 1597. Many notices of Wykeham occur in 
the Works of Nicliolas Harpsfield, who was edueated at Winchester, and became regius 
Professor of Greek at Oxford in 1516. The next work dealing with the life of the 
founder of St. Mary's Colleges was one by William Axon, a Fellow of New College, who 
publislied a short biography in 1625; but it was not until 1758 that anything 
approaehing a complete life appeared. This was the Life of William of Wykeham, by 
Dr. Robert Louth, Bishop of London. From this work all later biographers have 
obtained their chief facts, and it stili remains the prineipal authority. Excellent work 
has been done since by Maekensie-Walcot in “ Wykeham and his Colleges,” 1853, by 
H. C. Adams in “ Wykebamica,” 1878, and G. H. Moberly, “ Life of William of 
Wykeham,” 1887. Mr. Leaeh, in his admirable “ History of Winchester College,” 
already notieed, devotes only a few pages to the life of the founder, but, as I have 
pointed out, he follows very closely the views of Mr. Wyatt Papwortli. 

From all that has been written, and from doeuments eited by his biographers, 
we gatlier the following prineipal faets. 

William, the son of John and Alice Longe, was baptised at Wykeham, a village 
in Hampshire, in the year 1324. His fatlier being the son of one, William, a yeoman, 
holding his land subjeet to Sir John Seures, Lord of the Manor of Wykeham. Much 
has been written on the surname, and it is generally aeeepted that Longe was merely 
the nickname of his fatlier, who was a man of gigantie stature, and that the family

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cognomen was, and had been for some generations, Wvkeliam ; probably froni the 
leugtli of time the family had resided on the Manor. 

There is evidence that Nieholas Wykeham, Arohdeacon of Winchester, Richard 
Wykeham, Warden of St. Nieholas’ Hospital, at Portsmouth, and John Wykeham, 
Rector of Maplednrham, were his kinsmen, and tliey are mentioncd in his vvill. 

In the register book of New College, Oxford, is the following note eoncerning 
the family narae of the founder, datcd 1456: — 

“ Ilyt ys welle prooved that Wyllyam Wykeham byssliope of Wynton was borne in a 
“ town in Hampcliere called Wykeham , and that hys Grandfathers name zvas 
u Wykeham although there liath bin some doute of hys Fatliers name ” 

Tliis note was probably iuserted with the objeet of assisting the claims of tliose 
wishing to establish their title to “ Founder’s kin ” as in the pedigree preserved at 
Winchester College his fatlier’s name appears as John Longe withont any note on the 
surname. 

At an early age William came under the notiee of Sir John Seures who, finding 
liim a sharp lad, sent him to school at Winchester. Tradition has it that the scliool 
was situate somewhere near the site of the present College. Mr. Leaeh however 
endeavours to shew that he could not have gone to the Priory School of St. Switliun, 
whieli may have been near tliis spot, but possibly to tlie High Grammar School, 1 whioli 
is proved to have been then in existenee and was situated by Little Minster Lane, some 
dist-anee from the Priory. Wliich ever it was, there is little doubt but that Wykeham 
was an apt seliolar and justified the opinion of his patron, Sir John Seures. 

Here we arc told 2 lic was instructed in the Liberal Sciences, whieli at that time 
lueluded Grammar, Arithmetic, Dialectic and Geometry. Moberly points out in his 
“ Life ” that tliis was much the same eourse of study as tliat reeommended by those who 

callcd themselves Erotliers of the Mystery of Masonry or Free Masons 

“ but of these (seiences) tliey insisted most on Geometry, the Science of whieli is called 
Masonry. 30 

Whatever may have been WykelianTs progress in other studies, he appears from 
the results of his after life to have devoted much time to Geometry. Indeed, Nieholas 
Harpsfield, writing 4 circa 1550, speaks of him as “Anotber Euelid in Geometry/’ 
sliewing how tradition of his skill was stili aecepted a liundred and fifty ycars after his 
death. No doubt it was his application to tliis particular Science that contemporary 
writers, and those who followed tliem, eonsidered he owed so mueli for liis rise to sueli 
high places in Cliurch and State. 

Yet Mr. Leaeh is doubtful if Wykeham was ever taught Geometry, or indeed if 
he was even at school at Winchester (!) 5 an opinion based upon the absenee of minute 
information, eoncerning his edueation in the two short MS. preserved at Winchester 
already mentioned. It is true neither of these partieularize, but mueli may bc inferred 
from his after life. Witli regard to his knowledge of Geometry we must first enquire 
into the possibilities of its beiug acquired at Winchester in the 14th century. 

It will be remembered that Euelid, the eelebratcd Gx^eck mathematieian, wrote 
the Elements of Geometry most probably at Alexandria some time during the third 
eentury r>.C. He is said to have founded there the famous matliematieal sehool under

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Ptolemy I., ivhieh continued to flourish after fclie Roman annexafcion of Egypt n.c. 30. 
About fclie year 500 a.d. Euclid’s clemcnfcs ivere translated into Latin by Boethius; bufc 
history is silent eoneeruing his mamiscript. 1 2 After tlie conqnesfcof Egypt by tlie Arabs 
in 640 a.d., one of tlie firsfc Greek MS. translated into Arabie was Euelid’s Eleiueuts of 
Geometry, and the study of that seienee quiekly followed. Extending tlieir dominion 
along the nortliern eoasfc of Africa, tlie Moslenis liually crossed over and oceupied 
Southern Spain, making Cordova tlieir capital, and establishing tlieie a sehool for the 
tlien knoivn seienees. Here, in the early part of tlie 12th century, came ./EtheUiard of 
Batli for the purpose of study, and from the Arabie translation of Euelid’s Greek AIS. 
he made his Latin copy. Returning to Tours and Laon in Franee, vEthelliard tanght 
geometry, and transeripts of his MS.- ivere tlie ones probably used in sueli Grammar 
Schools ivhieli taught the seienees. This is the generally aceepfced story of the introduc- 
tion of the stndy of geometry into England. Bufc is this really tlie facfc ? Are ive to 
believe tliat the Chureli builders of the time of Henry I., 1 '00-1135, ivere ignorant of 
the principals of geometrical draiving wlien such ivorks as Durliam Calhedral, Tewkes- 
bury Abbey, and the Norman Cathedrals of Gloucester, Ely, Chicliester, and Winehester 
were either well in haud or on the point of being finished P It is absolutely eertain that 
such knowledge ivas firmly established among the building fraternity long before this 
date, but jiossibly the higber teaching ivas in the liands of the ecclesiasties. Wlience 
did it come ? 

It is ivell knoivn to students of Monasticism that tlie Monks of St. Benediet, and 
more particularly the Cluniacs, ivere eelebrafced up to at least the lltli century, for 
their austerity and tlieir learning. One of tlie eliief ivorks prized by them was the 
Consolation of Philosophy by Boethius. At tlieir great Abbey at Cluny in Burgundy, 
there ivas colleeted an immense library of MSS., and ainong the ivorks of Boethius 
surely a transcript of his translation of Euelid’s elements found a place ? It is my finii 
belief that to the Benedietine Monks and particularly to the Abbey of Cluny ive must 
turn our attention if ive ivish to searcli for the eliannel by lvliich the knoivledge of 
Euelid came to the building fraternity before the 12th century. 

If an objection is raised to Air. Moberly’s surmise that the liberal seienees were 
taught at such Grammar Schools as that at Winchester, or that Wykeham ivas not at 
Sehool there but ivent to Winchester after a modesfc education in primary knoivledge 
elsewliere, then ive must look to the Benedietine Priory of St. Svvithun ivhieh ivas 
attached to the Cathedral. But Mr. Leaeli in his Ilistory of the College points oufc 
[p. 16] that the Priory Sehool ivas eontiued to novices, aud Beucdietine Monks ivere 
forbidden by their rules to admifc outsiders into their sehool, ivhieh ivas kept “ ivholly 
and solely for their members, noviees or oblates.” 

Seeing that Wykeham did not at first enter into a elerical life, ive can in this 
ease only conclude that the Lodge of Masons attached either to the Cathedral body or to 
the Monasfcery of St. Sivithun existed at this period aud that the Craft seei-et, i.e. 
geometry, was taught to other than strietly operative appreutiees. That a Lodge of 
Masons was probably in exisfceuee ive may assume from the meution iu 1408 of the 
Warden of the Works who looked after the fabric of the chureh and monastie 
buildings. 3

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Whatever vic\vs may be bcld, tlie facfc remains that ali writers on the subject 
beforc tbe micldle of the last centiuy (1S60) agrec that Wykeliam was a skilful 
rreometrician and that his school was at Winchester. 

At the age of seventeen liis patron, Sir Jolm Scures, reinoved liim frorn 
Winchester and took liim into his Service, apparenti y as Secretary ; but shortly after- 
wards placed liim with the Governor of Winchester Castle 1 . Why was this P — We are 
told that at this time additions were being made there, and it is more than probable, 
if we accept the statement that Wykeliam was skilled in Geoinetry, that it was as 
Assistant Director of the Works, in conseqnence of his scientific knowledge of Masonry, 
that Wykeliam rcceived his appointment. Here he remained miti 1 1347. In the 
antumn of that year Edward 1 II. visited Winchester, after liis successful campaign in 
F rance, and was entertained by William Edington, Bisliop of Winchester, who had just 
comraenced the work of restoring his cathedral. For sonie reason or other, not yet 
explained by modern critics, yonng Wykeliam was introduced to the King. 

It is well known that Edward III. had a magnificent idea with regard to 
founding a College of the Order of the Garter at Windsor, and we can readily nnder- 
stand that a conference with the “ building Prelate ” wonld take place during his 
visit. If William of Wykeliam was at all cclebrated for an}~ architectural skill it w T ould 
be known to the Bisliop, and we can therefore understand the reason of his introduction. 
On certain recommendations not stated, but of sufficient importance to satisfy the 
Monarcli, lic was at once taken into the Royal Service and placed at Windsor, wliere 
great works were then in progress. 

That a yonng man of only twenty-three yeats of age and of liumble birtli slionld 
liave this lionour done him excites onr surprise if his accomplisliments consisted only of 
writing neatly and being able to kcep acconnts accurutely, 2 seeing there must liave been 
many such men near the King's person and of a more mature age who wonld also 
possess greater claims for notice. 

If, however, the recommendation of Bisliop Edington was based upon his skill 
as a geometric mason, then the reason is at once ciear, and we can agree with Mr. 
Moberly, wlio says, u The general purpose of Edington’s recommendation is plain ; for 
Wykeliam was a rising arcliitect and the King was seeking for such men everywliere, 
liaving magnificent architectural designs afoot.’ 3 

Yet Mr. Papworth and ot-hers would liave us believe that tlie King only received 
him as a writing clerk or accountant. 

During tbe next twenty years ample evidence is fonnd in the Patent Rolls, 
Harleian and other MSS., that Wykeliam was constantly being appointed supervisor of 
some of the many building operations undertaken by Edward III. 

In 1356, by pacent dated lOth May, Wykeliam was appointed Clerk of the King’s 
Works on tlie Mauors of Henle and Yeshampsted, witli powcr to pnrcliase material and 
press workmen. [ Latomorum carpentariorum et aliorum opariorum ]. 

On October 30th of the same year he was appointed Surveyor of the Works 
proeeeding at Windsor Castle and other places.

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During the important works at Windsor, Ashmole 1 telis us that three linndred 
and sixty Masons were impresscd from different comities by the Sheriffs, security bcing 
taken that tliey slionld not depart without Wykebam*s leave. 

WykehanPs nominal salary was one sbilliug a day at Windsor and two shillings 
a da}' in all otlier places and three shillings a week for his clerk. His xeal reward was, 
liowever, very great, being dcrived from Churcli endowmcnts. 

Although not yet in orders, Wykeliam must liave rcccived the tonsure, niost 
likely from Bisliop Edington, who in 1352 had appoiuted liini to be his attorney to take 
livery of seisiu of certain lands in Hampsliire, and thus like rnany otlier laymen lie was 
entitled to be termed a tc Clerk/* and so became eligible for clerical preferment. The 
Monarcli lavished npon hinx a plurality of churcli dignities all bearing substantial 
stipends. Rectories and Prebendaiies followed in qnick succession, and in 1361, at the 
age of thirty-seven, Wykeliam entered Holy Orders. Upon being ordained Acolyte, the 
King at once loaded him with temporalities in tlie dioceses of Hcreford, St. David’s, 
S.ilisbury, York, and London. On becoming Priest in 1362, larger and richer ecclesias- 
tieal prizes feli to his lot, so that his incorne from these sinecures must liave beeu 
enormons. So mncli was tli is the case that Pope Urban Y. proiested, but the Englisli 
Parliament proved itself, as it had done in times past, too strong for Papal interference, 
and upheld the royal gifts. 

Wvkeham providing for the spiritual wclfarc of his many parislies by the 
vicarial system, was free to continue the great works at Windsor and Queenborougli 
until 13G7, wlien upon the completion of the latter castle, lie witlidrew from active 
administration as supervisor. 

The See of Winchester becoming vacant by the deatli of his old friend and patron 
William Edington, the King nominated Wykeliam as his successor, his entbronement 
taking place on July 9tli, 1368. 

That his abilities as a designer of buildings were at that time well known to his 
contemporaries in the Churcli, and that his great fortune and high position was looked 
upon as partly due to t his knowledge of constrnction may be gathered from the writings 
of that discontented parish priest John Wycliffc, who says in one of his serinons, 
entitled “ Why poor Priests have no benefices — “ Yet lords wolen not present a Clerk 
“able of kunning in Gods law, but a ketehen clerk, or a penny clerk, or one wise in 
“ building Castles” . . . We c.innot but believe that tL is last remark was intended 

for Wvkeham ; it is ciear that Wyclifife here alludes to one who was an architect in the 
full modern sense of the word, and not to an individual who acted only as Clerk of the 
Works or keeper of the accounts as Papwortli and otliers would have it. 

Xot only did Wykeham rise to high dignity in the Cburch, but such was his 
Service to the State that in 1367 Edward appointed him to the office of Lord Higli 
Chancellor and Keeper of the Great Seal, wliich office he held until 137 J. 

Of his impeachment, fall, and subsequent restoration to favour under Richard II., 
and his second appointment as Lord Chancellor in 13S9, we are not concerned in the 
present cnquiry ; these facts being matters of history. 

It is as Bisliop of Winchester, on his retiring from active public Service, that 
further matter of iuterest for us is obtained. 

In riglit of hi.s office he was Lord of sixteen Manors, aud here again we notice his 
taste for architecture aud love of building occupying his leisure. Finding many of the 
farm-houses ia sad need of restoration, he at once decided upon rebuilding many and 
putting others into good repair.

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In order to provide sui tabi e materia! lie purcliased the riglit of hewing stone at 
Qnarr, in the Isle of Wiglit. In 1371 he issued a cireular letter to the Ineumbents and 
lieads of religious houses in the island, asking them to seeure qnarrymcn and carts to 
assist his work, he bearing the whole expense, whicli, we are told, exceeded 20,000 
marks, or ahout £200,000 of our money. 

Can we believe he would liave had tliis taste for bnilding so stronglv dcveloped if 
he had uot also the lovc for arehitecture and the knowledge of liow to dircct his 
builders by pians and elevations drawn witli geornetrical exactress ? 

But the work by whicli he is best known to posterity was as yet untouehed. 

The wealtli of Wykeham was indeed great. It has been estimated that at tliis 
time his ineome was npwards of £60,000 a year, at the present value of monev. 1 

It is not surprising, therefore, tliat he was prepai*ed to devote large sums for the 
welfare of his dioeese. Yet Wykeham had, besides arehitecture, edueation at heart. 
The foundation of his eolleges, dedieated to the Blessed Virgin Mary, at Winchester and 
Oxford, was to liirn perhaps the greatest of his seeular plcasures. 

It has been said, witli trutli, that the terrible seourge known as the Black Death 
played great liavoc witli the elergy in 1345, and that a quarter of tlieir number were 
victims to the plague. This pestilence broke out again in 1361, and for a tliird time in 
1368. 

It has been argned by Mr. Leach 2 that the second visitation had great effeet on 
WykchauTs career, the first gave him his first living, the seeond tlirew open to him 
his long list of preferments. This may be so, and doubtless the illiterate condition of 
many of the newly appointed elergy impressed itself on Wykehanfs mind. 

It was to supply the Chureh witli a more learned body of priests that he now 
devoted his energies. 

In 1378 Wykeham began his projeet by buying eertain lands in Oxford, and on 
Marcii 5th, 1379, the first stone of his new college of St. Mary Winton in Oxcnford was 
laid, the building being formerly opened on April 14th, 1386. 

To provide a nursery for his college at Oxford Wykeham deeided, in 1382, to 
fonnd a college at Winchester, also dedieated to St. Mary. The foundation stone of 
tliis celebrated seliool was laid on Mareh 26tli, 1387, and the opening eeremony, under- 
taken we are told by Wykeham liimself, was on Mareh 28 th, 1394. 

Mr. Cockerell also remarks upon the reeurrenee of the number 7 ; a number of 
perfection, whicli is fonnd employed in the following remarkable instances ; sometimes 
in the nave and sometimes in the elioir; in York, Westminster, Exctcr, Bristol, 
Durham, Liehfield, Paris, Amiens, Chartres, Evreux, Waltham Abbey, St. Albans, St. 
George’s, Windsor, and clscwhere. Hc says (p. 40) : u It remains to observe upon the 
mysterious numbers employed by Wykeham in the pians of his Chapels at Winchester 
and Oxford, whicli are divided longitudinally by seven and transversely by four equal 
parts : in the first the ehapel consists of six of tliese parts and the ante-chapel of one : 
in the sccond the ehapel eonsists of five and the antc-ehapel of two; the width being 
equal to four, corresponding with the entire figure of the Vesica Piscis. This attach- 
ment to numbers is conformable to the universal practicc of the middle ages.” 

There is ample'food for reflection in tliese remarkable facts ; but space will not 
allow of tlieir further discussion in the present paper.

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Bnt to return to our subject. Wykeham had no\r pnssed the allotted spnn of tliree 
score years and ten. He was seventy years of age at the opening of bis College at 
Winchester, yet stili there was a great work to be undertaken : it was the eompletion of 
the renovation of his cathedra!, whieh had been commenced by his predecessor, Bishop 
Edington. 

The trans formation of the Xorman Abbey Churcli at Gloucester, 1337 -1351, into 
what we now term the perpendicular style, had been accomplished by working down 
the massive Xorman projections and filling in the openings with new stone work, the 
whole being richly ornamented by working on the new face perpendicular mouldings 
and decorative tracery, the cloisters being the finisliing stroke of the genius who pro- 
duced the new style in its elaborate vaulting, now known as fan tracery. According to 
Professor Freeman, “the origin of the perpendicular style must be looked for at 
Gloucester, commencing about the year 1330, 5 and there can be no doubt tliat it 
remained for a long time a local style, used there both in the Abbey and other buildings, 
bnt making no way elsewhere. Its general prevalence began when it was taken up at 
Winchester, first by Bishop Edington (before 1366), and then by his successor William 
of Wykeham, 1394 - 1404. In Edington’s work the style stili keeps some slight trace of 
the earlier style; that of Wykeham is fully developed and clearly set the fashion 
throughout the country.” 

It is in the chapels of these two colleges that the late Mr. C. R. Cockerell, 
Professor of Architecture, found the medifeval rules of proportion carried out with 
geometrical exactness. In his paper on William of Wykeham, read at the meeting of 
the Archeeological Institute at Winchester, in 1845, 1 2 Mr. Cockerell says : — “It is in the 
chapels that we look for the art in its more dignified appellation as architecture ; 
according to all those scientific rules of order, distribution , and harmonious proportion, 
s > eminently possessed by the schools of Freemasons, and especially by Sir William 
of Wykeham, ‘whieh rules, says Vitruvius (L. iii , c. 1.), the Ancients have directed 
to be observed in all works, but more particularly should they be attended to in 
the Temples of the Gods.’” . . “The recovery of these rules of the Ancients, as 

applied to classical architecture, has been the aim and occupation of nearly 400 years of 

critical enquiry among us from the revival to the present day That 

rules of great, if not- equal cogency, gnided the medissval architect, has long been a 
conviction.’’ Professor Cockerell then goes on to shew that amongst the earliest com- 
mentators on Vitruvius in the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, traces of such rules 
appear to have received attention, particularly by Cesare Cesariano, who published his 
commentary in 1521. Certain fundamental rules applying to the structure of the plan 
and elevation are given and illustrated by the plan, section, and elevation of Alilan 
Cathedra!, designed and commenced by the architect Omodei in 13S6. Professor 
Cockerell takes Wykeham’s two chapels of Winchester and Oxford and applies these 
rules to them, and demonstrates in his paper that they were faithfully carried out, and 
says, 3 “ they are in the highest degi’ee interesting, as pi’oving the coiTespondence of a 
System in these illustrious contemporary architeets, Omodei and Wykeham, and in the 
proof thus afforded of the European universality of these rules. Their adoption in 
the structure of the most magnificent undertaking of the best period of mediteval 
architecture, namely, Milan Cathedral,is strong confirmation of the merit of the English

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school (in wliich tliey may be traced more than two centuries previously, as at Romsey), 
and also of the orthodoxy of WykehanPs doctrines in architecture.” 1 

Tlxese rules may be briefly described as those wliich establislied tlie respective 
proportions of the lengtli and breadth of tlie building. These proportions are found to 
be included witliin two ares of 102°, constructed on the plan of tlie first proposition of 
Euclid. This figare tlius produced enables the architect not only to set out the right 
angle, but also to construet the equilateral triaugle upon the ground. This figure was 
symbolic, as being the figure of the lxOvs or Vesica Piscis, so dear to tlie early 
christians (fig. I.) By dividing the area according to equal divisions on the per- 
pendieular and horizontal lines of the figure, commensurate squares or bays are 
obtained (fig. II.), and at the intersection of lines drawn parallel to and in accordance 
with the divisions on the perpendicular and horizontal, the exact position of the piers 
and columns is detined. Pinally (fig. III.) the lieight of each window, each arch, each 
ceiling, roof, pinnacles and spire, are detennined by equilateral triangles erected upon 
the plan, the sides of wliich shall correspond with the diameter of the entire plan, or 
its commensurate parts. 

These rules, wliich were unintelligible to other than the geometric mason or 
skilled architect, areproved to have been followed by the Church builders up to the middle 
of the fifteenth century, wlien the debasement or the perpendicular style may be said to 
have commenced. Exaniples of these rules may be found iti the Cathedrals of York, Win- 
chester, Worcester, Lichfield, Hcreford, Salisbury, Norwich and Westminster; in 
France, at Rouen and otliers ; in Germany, Prague and others. 

The value of such rules is obvious, as it establislies at once a canon of proportion 
in harmony with its surroundings wherever distributed. 

Altliough we cannot ascribe tlie inception of the perpendicular style to Wyke- 
ham, yet we cannot but look upon him as one of its greatest exponents, and the work of 
transforming the interior of Winchester Cathedal, so far as it was carried out under his 
stipervision during the last few years of his life, greatly forwarded this last and 
peculiarly English pliase of Gothic, wliich became at lengtli the all absorbing study of 
those pre-reformation builders, with wbom passed away the art of sympathetic and 
symbolical ecclesiastical architecture. 

If in our opinion we stili claim Wykeham as one of the great architects, we do 
not wish it to be supposed tliat he worked single handed. Frorn documentary evidence 2 
we know tliat at Winchester Cathedral he employed a certain “ M r William Winford,” 
as his chief mason (cementarius) , who appears in Wykehands register to have been a 
landowner, and a man of property, doubtless of considerable ability. From his agreement 
with a mason [Lathamo] and a carpenter concerning his contract for building “ outer 
gate” at the College, he was evidently in the position of a mason-contractor, not 
necessarily the architect, and we see nothing surprising in Mr. Leach’s statement- that 
he had license for a private oratory. 3 No doubt the mason-contractor of that day was as 
able to accumulate a fortune as the contractor of modern times.

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It by no means follows tbat because tbe Master Mason was able to “ set out” 
work from designs of otliers, and perhaps able liimsclf to mate modest drawings, that 
the Clerk, when mentioued as sucb (generally an ecclesiastic), was not perhaps the real 
arcbitect. Take for example the case of Robert Westerly, tbe Master Mason at Eton 
College, who was empowercd to press masons, etc., to cai'ry out the work. Here the 
architect was a Clerk, one Roger Keys who was rewarded by Henry VI. by a grant 
of ArinsT 

There was also a Clerk (Sir 1 2 ) Simon Membury associated with Master William 
Winford in the work at the Catliedral spoken of as supervisor, who miglit also 
liave liad sorae considerable architectural knowledge, as well as “ Brotlier John Wayte ” 
a monk who was assistant supervisor and paymaster; botk probably Geometric Masons. 

* * # # # 

But a contemporary poet 3 was singiug the truth in his line 
“ The lyfe so shoit, the Craft so long to lerne.” 

A truth wliich had come down the ages from the days of Hippocrates 4 ; Wykeliam 
passed away before the work of the Catliedral was done. He died at Winchester on 
September 27th, 1404, and was interred within the Catliedral in a Chantry Chapel he 
had prepared during the last year of his life. 

By his will, dated July 24tli, 1403, he devoted large snms to continue the work 
he had left unfinishcd, besides nearly two hundred and thirty separate bequests to 
various religious foundations, parish churches, kinsfolk, clergy, assistants and scholars, 
thus showing his piety, gratitude, atfection and benevolence, and to all subsequeut 
Wykchamists hc left his famous motto, — “ Manners Makyth Man.” 5

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THREE GREAT MASONIC LIGHTS. 

By BRO. R. F. GOULD. 


I. 

J OSI AH HAYDEX HRUMMOND. 

HE deatli of the senior Past Grand Mas ter of Maixe, on tlie 25tli day 
Oetober last, luis been very deeply and sineerely laniented, not only 
in tliafc State bnt thronghout tlie entire American continent. As 
the Cliairman of tlie Committees on Correspondencc for the Craft 
and Royal Arcli in his own native jurisdiction, he liad, for a long 
series of years been regarded by persons of all slmdes of opinion as 
the greatest ornament of tlie “ Corps,” and his decease will sensibly detract from 
tlie weiglit and importance which has been attached, and most deservedly, to the 
United labours of the “ Correspondents ” as a wliole. 

That there is an abnndance of learned and gifted writers among tlie bretliren in 
the United States, I should be one of the last persons to deny. 

“ The builders die but the work goes on. M 

“ Chairmen in Correspondence, ,, will be found, there eannot be a doubt, in every 
jurisdiction of the Union, whose achievements will bear comparison witli the most 
honoured traditions of that office. Stili, admitting to the fnll the promise of tlie 
future, it will yet be permissible to linger a few moments, tenderly and lovingly, over 
tlie performanee of the past. 

Bro. Josiah H. Dkuhmoxd was made a Mason in 1849. He served at the liead 
of all the Masonic Bodies of his own State, and had been Grand Iligli Priest of the 
General Grand Chapter, Grand Master of the General Grand Council, and Grand 
Commander of the Supreme Council (X.J.) of the Ancient and Aecepted Seottish Rite. 
He was best known, however, as Cliairman of Committees on Foreign Correspondence. 
His reports attracted immediate attention, and commanded universa! respect. X o other 
man has wielded a similar influcnce in affecting the drift of Masonic opinion in the 
United States. 

Of the remarkable career of the Veteran “ Reporter ” of Maixe, asketch by the 
present writer will be found in a previous volume of our Tra?isactions (x. 165-87). 
But among the present readers of Ars Quatuor Coronatorum , there must be a goodly 
number to whom tlie past work of the Lodge (as recorded six years ago) will be un- 
familiar. Without, tlierefore, going back to any partieular observations that were 
written in 1897, a few explanatory words may not be without tlieir use, in elueidating 
one of the leading features of American Masonry, especially to those who approach its 
study for the first time. 

Witli bnt a solitary exceptio n (Massaehusetts), in all of the Grand Lodges, and 
the greater number of the Grand Chapters, Grand Councils, and Grand Commanderies, 
there is a Committee on Correspondence, which, through its cliairman (who is sometimes 
tlie only member) delivers a more or less weiglity pronouueement on the annual pro- 
ceedings of the cognate Grand Bodies tliroughout the universe, criticizing their 
decisions and passing their acts in review. 
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Every “ Reporter on Correspondence ” therefore, in his particnlar rolc, tlelivers 
what may be called an annual “ Message ” to the Fraternity. The rcpresentatives of 
the “ Grand Lodges ” enjoy, of course, the greater pre-eminence, and revolve, so to 
speak, in larger orbits, but as a preaeher can always drag anything into liis tcxt, so on 
the not infrequent occasions when a really powcrful writer occupies the chair of a 
Committee on Correspondence, in a Grand Chapter, Conncil, or Conimandcry, there is 
always good rcading— tliongli the topies selected for treatment may lie entircly outsidc 
the province of tlie Reporter— for the members of the particnlar jurisdiction. 

In ali these spheres of labonr, however, (Grand Chapter, Conncil, and Com- 
mandery, as well as Grand Lodge), onr Brother Drummond had been an nntiring workcr, 
and the review of Royal Arch Masonry, presented by him in 1S95, was the one hundredth 
report wliich lie had made to Grand Bodies in Maine. After that date, indeed, there 
were no further reports on the proceedings of either Conncils or Commanderies from his 
pen, but the duties of Chairman of Correspondence in the Grand Lodge and Grand 
Chapter of his State, he conti nued to dischargc dovvn to the day at wliich they were 
finally interrupted by his sudden deceasc. 

The only adequate recognition of Brother Drummon t d’s commanding personality, 
great gifts, and signal devotion to the canse of Frcemasonry, will be found (nnless my 
judgment is wholly at fault) in the remarks of the Reviewers under the otlicr 
American jurisdictions. Unfortunately, however, the various Reports on Correspon- 
dence in the United States, Canada, and clsewhere, in wliich we may rcly npon finding 
an obituary notice of our lamented Brother, will continue to appear until the close of 
the current year. Tlieir aggregate tcstiinony cannot, therefore, be yet summed np. 
But among the tributes already paid to the memory of the Doijen of the Guild of 
Reporters, there are twofrom leading members of that “ Corps,” wliicli I sliall rcproduce. 

Bro. Ciiristopher Diehu observes, 

“The sad news has come that Bro. Josiaii FIayden Drummond is no more. Witli- 
out a momenfs notice his liiglit came and he passed pcacefully to the otlier shore, from 
his horne in Portland, ]\laine, October 25tli, 1902, aged 75 years, one montli, and 
twenty-five days. He had been a Mason for fifty-four years, was Grand Master of the 
Grand Lodge of Maine in 1S60-G2, and for thirty-eight years the writer of the 
Correspondence reports and author of otlier valuablc works on Free Alasonry. His 
wliole life was devoted to Free Masonry, and for it he did his best work, and becausc of 
that work lie will live in the liearts of his brethren for ali time to come. The world is 
better oli' bccause he lived. His fame his sccnre. May his last sleep bc swcet.” 
(Proc. G.L., TJtah, 1903). 

Bro. Josepii Robp.ins lvrites, 

“ Like you I note the narrowing of the circle of old friends, inevitablc witli the 
flight of years, and sadly miss the helpful criticism as well as the fellowship of compe- 
tent friends of lifc-long intimacy. I think no one can mcasure the loss of a man like 
Drummond, that has not been put on his mettle by his incisive peu and dialcctic skill. 
His was the one facc in the audience to wliicli I was talking, wliich instinctively lield 
my eye, no matter what otlier faces were there.” And he sorrowfully adds, “ There is 
no one to take his place.” ( J.li . to P.F.G., Jan. 22nd, 1903). 

The cercmonies commemorati ng the onc hundredth anniversary of the deatli of 
Waslungton, were conducted under the aegis of the Grand Lodge of Virginia at Mount 
Vernon, on the 14th of December, 1899. 
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Aeeording to Bro. J. M. Lambeutos, 

u A great many Granei Officers and visitors from other jurisdictions were prescnt, 
and no less than seventcen Grand Mas ter s werc introduced and addresscd tlie Grand 
Lodge, as d id a number of otlier Grand and Past Grand Officers, the first onc of all 
being Brother Drummond, of Maine, in introducing whom, tlie Grand Master said : — 

“ Bufc first of all I wisli to call upon one, whom Masonry deliglits to honour, the 
most erudite and accomplishcd Masonic seliolar our century lias known, the cliarm of 
wliose personality and tlie strengtli of whose character, coupled witli a conservative, 
calm, judicial mind, has made him not only beloved, but a povver of usefulness 
throughout the wliole Masonic fraternity.” ( Proc . G.L., Penn ., 1900). 

The Grand Master of Maine, Bro. Winfield S. Ciioate, who was also prescnt at 
Mount Vernon, at the next mecting of his own Grand Lodge, said : — 

“ The Masons of Maine would have been proud to liavc witnessed the great honour 
bestovved on yotir distinguished representative, MAY. Bro. Drummond, and to liave secn 
how anxious Masons, from every part of the country, wcrc to meet and greet him. 
Mainc was first to be called in forming every proccssion, and wlienevcr addresses were 
in order, MAY. Bro. Drummond was first called to respond. I assnre yon, bretliren, 
tliat throughout the leugtli and breadtli of this nation, and more than tliat, tliroughout 
the world, his name in Masonry is a liousehold word.” {Proc. G.L., Maine , 1900). 

Bro. Drummond was deeply touchcd at the compliment paid him on such a 
notable occasion. More Grand Lodges were represented tlian at anv previous assembly in 
America. There were also tliere the President of tlie United States and several 
members of his Cabinet, Senators and Congressmen, the Commandor of the Army and 
leading officers of the Navy. 

In his next Report on Correspondencc hc observes : — u The great honour paid us 
by Grand Master Duke and the Grand Lodge of Virginia is on record in tliese proceed- 
ings. Silence would be the grossest affcctation. No man ean be inscnsible to tlie 
approval of tliat body of men. Nay, one who would not esteem it as the liigliest of 
honours, little knows what tliat approval is worth. But mucli as we appreciate tliat, we 
are not snre tliat the evidenccs of fraternal affectio n, whicli we received on all sides, 
were not more gratifying to us.” ( Ibid .) 

Here I bring to a close tliis imperfect memorial of an old and deeply valued 
friend, for whose writings I entertain the greatest possible respect, and to the exercise 
of whose critical judgment with regard to ray own, I had been anxiously looking forward 
on the completion of my new “ History ” of our Society. 


II. 

HENRY P. H. BROMWELL. 

The subject of this memoir was born at Baltimore, Maryland, in August, 1S23, 
and died at his liome in Denver, Colorado, on the 9th of January, 1903. Hc was 
admitted to the bar in Vandalia, Illinois, in 1853, and served as one of the Represen- 
tatives in Congress, from 1865 to 1869, for tliat State. In 1870 he went to Colorado, 
w r here in 1879 he was elected a member of the Legislature, and in 1881 appointed a 
Commissioner to revise the laws of the State. 
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Our late Brother was made a Mason at Vandalia, in 1854, and after serving 
as Senior Grand Warden and Deputy Grand diaster, was elected to the Chair of 
the Grand Lodge of Illinois in 1864. The office of Grand Orator lie filledon nnmerous 
occasions, having been appointed in the first instance in 1861, and for the last time in 
1S69, just beforehis migratiou from the State. 

He was appointed Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of Colorado in 1874, and 
was elected an Honorary Grand Master of that body in 1889, in consideration of liis 
distinguished Services to the Craft. 

For fully thirty years after his initiation in 1854, he was a close and untiring 
student of the history and archseology of the Craft. As a lecturer his Services were 
constantly in demand, and he delivered more than a hnndred . addresses on the Royal 
Art, before appreciative Lodges, wliile at least thirty public Masonic orations sliould be 
placed to his credit. He was also a writer of great power, and if I may chronicle my own 
impressions after the perusal of any one of his essays, it will be tosay that I was always 
at a loss whether to extend the liigher admiration to the vigonr of his mind, or to the 
beantiful language in which his thouglits were expressed. 

It has almost passed out of recollection that he was the originator of what has 
been styled “ a new^ branch of Masonry,” known as the F. ano A. Architects, the object 
of which was to restore and preserve the lost work of the Ancient Craft. At one time 
ihere were five Lodges of Architects in the United States, and also a Grand Lodge. 
The instrnction embodied in the degrees was in no sense an innovation, bnt designed to 
impart to students of the Craft a knowledge of Masonic Symbolism not otlierwise 
obtainable. 

“His Great Life Work,” to use the words of Past Grand Master Lawrexce N. 
Greenleaf, of Denver, Colorado, was a book which he left behind him in MS. Upon 
this, .which he began to write in 1884, he laboitred continnously for six years and two 
montlis, working sixteen hours eacli day. One Chapter, devoted to the floors of the 
three Lodges, occupied two years and two montlis in its preparation, wliile the book 
was read and re-read fonrteen times for correction and revision. Its title, as copyrighted 
by the Author, was as follows :

It is greatly to be regretted that this volume, thougli completed for more than 
a decade before the death of Bro. Bromwell was not published during his lifetime. 
From an outline of its contents, which I perceive by the covering letter was sent me by 
the Author on November 29th, 1891, I extract the following :

A summary of eacb of the eighteen Chapters is then proceeded witli, and I shall 
hope to give some further extracts from the manuscript in a future number of our 
Transactions , tliough if copies of the work are destined to be multiplied by the printers 
art, and it goes without saying that it will be a standing reproaeli to the American Craft 
if tliey are not, it would be unjust to the memory of thc autlior, to anticipate 'on any 
extensive scale, the publieation of His Great Life Work in a eomplete and unmutilated 
form. 

In the opinion of Past Grand diaster Lawrexce X. Greexleaf, upon wliose 
interesting article in the Square and Compass , I am freely drawing for the purposes of 
ihe present sketeh, Bro. H. P. H. Bromwelr was “the Foremost Mason of his Time,” 
and the accomplislied Editor of the well-known Masonic Journal to wliicli I have 
referred, goes on to say, — “ We are fully cognizant of the great merits of others in t his 
and foreign countries. They comprise an array of master intellccts wliose acliievements 
mostly lay in the domains of history, antiquarian research, jurisprudence, etc. Our 
lamented Brother not only traversed tliese and other lines, but opened a way into the 
true realm of Masonry as projected by its founders. TTe it was who caught the gleam 
of its hidden treasures, who divined its inmost soul and unfolded its deepest symbolism, 
who saw that the great lines of eartk marked the Mason\s progress, and that the 
eonstellations wliich gemmed the lieavens above him wcre symbolic and iuseparably 
connected witli the work of the Lodge.” 

The foregoing are the carefully chosen words of one of the most experienced and 
least emotional writers of the American Craft. His tribute of respeet to the memory 
of our departed Brother raay indeed be influenced by strong fraternal affection and long 
personal association. But the true votaries of Masonic Science — wheresoever dispersed 
— will require no further assurance of the exceptional gifts and marvcllous industry which 
were possessed by Bro. H. P. H. Bromwell ; tliougli the precise nielie lie is destined to 
occupy in the Temple of Fame cannot be even approximately determined until his 
manuscript volume assumes a printed form. In the interim, however, the many friends 
and admirers of the Anthor of Txeslorations of Masonic Gcomelry and Bymbolry , may be 
solaced by the comforting lines of Sydney Godoliuiix, 

4< Long-waitinglove dotli entrance fitid 
Into the slow-believing mind.”

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III. 

DAVID MURRAY LYON. 

The late Grand Seeretary of Scotlaxd was a native of Ayr and received his early 
education at the Academy of tliat town. About seventy years ago lie joined the staff of 
the Ayr Advertiser , as an apprentice compositor, to the office of which newspaprr lie 
returned, after intervals passed at Edinburgh and Aberdeen, in 1817, and taking up the 
position of foreman printer, continued in that employment for a period of tliirty 
years. 

His first appearance as an author oecurred in about the year 1850, wlien, of a 
number of essays wrilten by working men at the instance of the Sabbatli Protectio n 
Society, one sent in by Mr. Lyon, entitled “ The Shadow of a Great Eoch in a Weary 
Land ,” was awarded the first prizc. Soon afterwards lie beeame a Freeraason, and was 
admitted a member of Lodge Ayr St. Paul, No. 204% on tlie 20tli of February, 185G. 
There is, however, a side note in the official records (written by liiniself) which reads, 
“Made in 1854, 51 but the Masonic birthplace of the late Grand Seeretary I have been 
unable to ascertain. 

As Seeretary of No. 204, a position which lie held for severat years, Bro. Lyon had 
access to many old records and documeuts, and from tliese he obtained mucli informa- 
tion, which he embodied in the forin of “ Notes,” and published partly in the colamns 
of the Ayr Advertiser, and partly in those of the now almost forgotten Freemasons 5 
Magazine. Among his principal contributions to Masonic literature at tliis period were 
“Histories” of “ Mother Kilwinnixg,” the Thornhill Lodge, and the High Kxigiit 
Templar’s Lodge, and Ears of Wheat From a Cornucopia. A lit tle later (1869), on 
the publication of an English edition of FindePs History of Frcemasonry , the work had 
the benefit of his “ revision,” together with a preface from his pen. Ali tliese efforts 
however, were shortly to be surpassed by his History of the Lodge of Edinburgh (Mary's 
GhapeT) No. I., which appeared in 1873, and was universally hailed as the best work 
on Scottish Freemasonry that had ever been published. 

It is a curious circumstance tliat he tcrote but httle , altliough lie was rightly 
reputed to be a prolific author. His method was, to set up in type with his own hand, 
the extracts he made from records and documeuts, and these were printed in slips for 
easy reference. His subsequent work of arranging, analysing, and expounding was 
afterwards done in the same way. The manner, however, in which his books and 
articles were prepared will justify a few additional words, which are all the more in 
point as being his own. “ The writer,” he telis us, (in the second edition of his History 
of the Lodge of Edinburgh) speaking of himself, “ was at an early period of life appren- 
ticed to the proprietors of the Ayr Advertiser. There was tlien no railway communica- 
tion with the town, nor could its newspaper boast of the Services of a reporter. News 
of a local character was chiefly gathered by the hands in the printing office — from the 
4 devii ’ to the overseer ; and there was tliis peculiarity in the arrangement, tliat the boy 
or man bringing in reports, sucli as they were, was not allowed to write theni, but with 
composing-stick in hand set up in type wliat he had to say, and the first the editor 
heard of it was through the proof that was lianded to him. The liabit of dispensing with 
manuscript under the above-noted system never left us, and it came to be of good 
Service in the preparation of the original edition of tliis work. Filled with the subject 
of which it treats, and having a retenti ve memory, the or\\y MS. used in ita production 
was that of documeuts from which quotations w r ere given. The text we put in type, 
and lianded to publishers printed slips as the author’ s ‘ Manuseript.’ ” ( Ilist . L. of 

Edin,, 2nd edit., 372). 
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The pnblication of his famous History of tlie Lodge of Edinburgh bronght its 
reward to tlie author in a mamier which lie could never liave anticipa ted. In 1877 the 
office of Grand Secretary becamc vacant, and Bro. Lyon was elected by a large majority 
to fili tlie position. 

At tliat time tlicre were hcritable bonds over the property of the Grand Lodge 
of Scoti and to the aimunt of £15,85S, but the property itsclf was valued at £26,000, 
and tlie Grand Lodge had other assets of the ciear valac of £3,433, showing an actual 
snrplus of about £13,775. In 1876, the year before Bro. Lyon’s appointment, the 
number of Intrants was 5365, and tlicre was a snrplus of £2,499 of income over expendi- 
turc. Since tlicn botli the income and the permanent funds of the Grand Lodge liave 
increased by leaps and bounds. 

The office of Grand Secretary Bro. Lyon held nntil 1900, and on vacating it, in 
consequence of failing liealth, was granted a retiring allovvance (equal to his full salary) 
of £600 a year, in rccognition of his Services. As Grand Secretary lic displayed great 
administrative ability and brouglit the Grand Lodge, at Edinburgh, into closer toucli 
with the Scottish Lodges abroad. In 1900, the year of his retirement, the number of 
Intrants was 7608, and tliis agaiu sliowed a imrvellous increasc in 1902, wlicn the total 
of admissions was 11,495, being not only relatively but actually largcr than the number 
of “ Initiations ” nnder the Grand Lodge of England during the same year (1902), a 
circumstance wliich it is diffieult to explain, liaving regard to the fact that the English 
outnumber tlie Scottish Lodges in tlie proportion of about three to one. 

Shortly before his death the veteran Craftsman returned to the arena in wliich 
his first conspictious sueeess had becn achieved. In 1899, the Lodge of Edinburgh 
celebrated the 300th year of its existence, as attested by the evidence of living docu- 
ments, and it was dccided to publisli a “ Tercentcnary Edition ” of its “ History M by 
Bro. Lyon, in eommemoration of the happy event. 

The work duly appeared, and lias been reviewed in tliese columns (A.Q.C. 
xii., 131), but with prophetic instinct, the autlior (who had then passed beyond his 
eightietli year) in the closing words of his preface, observes : “In tlie face of advancing 
years and greatly increased official duties, we liave come to regard tliis as the last of 
our contributions to Masonic Literature.” 

Two years of life were spared him to cnjoy tlie well-earncd lcisure wliich crowned 
the close of his long and active carcer. His death, wliich took place on the 30th of 
January last, was not unexpected, for lic had reached his Sitii year, and for some time 
previously tliere had been evident signs of his waning vitality. 

Bro. Lyon was tvvicc marricd. His second wife, and family of five sons and six 
daughtcrs snrvive him. Tlirec of liis sons are in the medical profession, and one is a 
veterinary surgeon. 
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PHILO -MUSICAE ET ARCHITECTUR/E SOCIETAS APOLLINI . 1 

[A REYIEW.]

HE Society, of whicli the above is tbe fui 1 title, was founded at the 
beginning of 1725, and after a short and troobled career passed out of 
existence alraost imperceptibly in 1727. Rut tliere are minutes stili 
existing, recorded daring its brief span of life, and these — forming 
the nintli volume of our Archa^ological Library — whieh have been not 
only carcfully edited but also most snggestively annotated by the 
present Secretary of the Lodge, will be exarained with some particu- 
lari ty in this review. Before, however, proeeeding with my task, let me mention for the 
Information of those wlio are not “constant readers ” of our Transactione , that the 
volume has already been the subject of notice in these colurnus ( A.Q.C. , xiv., 134), 
though I may add, that the points to whicli my own observations will be cliiefly directed, 
lie outside the boundary with in wliich the remarks of Bro. J. Hughax, the rcviewer 
on such earlier occasion, were confined. 

The Manuscript was presented in 1859 by Jonx Hexdeksox — S.G.D. 1833, Grand 
Registrar 1837 — to the British Museum, where it is catalogucd as “ Additional MS. 
No. 23,2022’ 

The first page of writing is occupied with an illuminated title, containing the 
armorial bearings of the Founders. The place of honour is given to the first Prxses , or 
President, WTlliam Gulstox, and the next rank to the Dictator and Director of ali 
Musical Performa nces, Fraxcesco Xauekio Gemixiani. The original title was painted 
by XoPiTH S TAI x E Ii — Grand Steward, 1725 — who received £2 12s. 6d. for the work on 
the 1 7 th of September, 1725. The ornamental writing of the Fundamental Consti- 
tution and Orders was cxccuted by eitlier Jonx or Coxixgsjiy Mooke ; the sum of £5 5s. 
being paid to the latter on the 14th of October, 1725. 

The minutes commencc February 18th, 1725, and continue to March 23rd, 1727. 

The Manuscript, so far as Bro. Rylands has been able to discovcr, is the only 
remaining examplc of minutes kept by any of the Musical Societies of the eightecnth 
century. 

The Society was founded “to fix and establish a Mutual Society of Trne Lovers 
of Music and Architecturc,” and the Services were secured as Musical Director of one 
“who was esteetned the greatest violinist of his time, and a composer of great 
excellence.” 

The Rules provide ( inter alia) : — 

i. — That a President shall be chosen everv threc months. 

•/ • 

ii. — “That such President or Masfer shall have power to appoint two Censors or 
Lis Senior and Junior Wardens , for the time being.” 

viii. — That if any Pcrson or Persons shall talk Religiox or Politicks or controvert 
any part or points of tliem shall bc Expelled the Society without any Appeal.” 

xviii. — “That no Pcrson be admitted as a \ isitor unlcss lic be a Free MasOx/’ 

1 The Book of the Fundamenta I Constitution and Orders of the Philo Ifusicceet Architectura: Societas, 
London , 1725-1727 ; with Introduction and Notes by W. Harry Rylands, F.S.A. (vol. ix., Quat. Cor. 
Reprints, price 10/6.) 
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There is nothing laid (lovvn in the Regulations witli regard to any qualilieation 
for mcmbership, but if the elected candidate — on eaeli oceasion after the fonndation of 
the Society — was uot alrcady a Mason, he was made one as a preli minary to his formal 
reception. 

From first to last there were thirty-uine members in ali, of whom eigbteen were 
“made Masons ” by tlie Society. Duriug the same period about forty-seven visiting 
“Brethren” were pi'esent at the mectings. 

The founders were all members of the Lodge at the Queen’s IIead in Hollis 
Street, whieh eeased to exist, at least as a “llegular Lodge,” probably owing to the 
“ Irrcgular Makings ” eonducted in its musieal adjunct, at some time after 1725, and 
presumably about 17?6-27. 

The Manuscript tlirows a strong sideliglit on the early customs of the Englisli 
Freemasons, at a period eoineiding witli a remarkable cra in the history of the earliest 
of Grand Lodgcs. The entries, however, whieh ehiefly eonccrn us in the present artiele, 
are tliose whieh tend to illuminate the vexcd question of degrees, and these ai’e mainly 
seleeted witli a view to placing the reader in possession of sueli nccessaty information 
as may enable him to form au independent judgment witli respeet to the weight of the 
evidenee upon whieh, as indieating the number of Masonic “steps” known and 
practised in 1725, I shall presently rely. 

In what may be termed the Prolegomena of the Founders, the following aeeount, 
liereinafter referred to as forming a portion of “The Fundamental Constitution and 
Orders,” is given of the formationof the Society: — 

“ On The Eighteenth Day of Fcbruary [1725] This Society was founded and 
Begun at the Queen’s Head near Temple Barr By us the Eight Underwritten Seven of 
whieh didBelong to the Lodge at the Queen’s Head in Hollis Street, And were made 
Masons There, In a Just and Perfect Lodge A izt M? WiliA Gulston Mereliant and M? 
Edmdnd Squire Gent. were made Masons The I5 th of December 1724 By M? Thomas 
Bradbury Master of the Said Lodge Coort Knevit Esq? and M 1 : Wirriam Jones Gent. 
were made Masons the 22 d of December 1721 By His Orace The Duke of Richmond 
Grand Master, Who then Constituted the Lodge, Immediately after whieh Charles 
Cotton, Esq 1 . 1 was made a Mason by the said Grand Master M? Papillon Ball Mereld 
and Seign? Fraxcesco Xauerio Geminiani were made Masons the l 8t of February 1721 
[1724-25] M? Thomas Marshall Gent. was made a Mason at Tiie George iii Long 
Acre Sometime before the said M? William Gulston Coort Knevit Esq? M? William 
Jones and M? Edmund Squire were Regularly Pass’d Masters in the before mentioned 
Lodge of Hollis Street And before We Founded This Society A Lodge was held Con- 
sisting of Masters Sufficient for that Purposc In Order to Pass Charles Cotton, Esq? 
M? Papillon Ball and M“ Thomas Marshall Fellow Crafts In the Performance of 
whieh M® William Gulston Acted as Senior Warden Immediately after whieh Yizt the 
18 ,h Day of February A.D. 1724” [1724-25] the Officers of the Society ivere chosen 
and the Fundamental Constitution and Orders approved.” The signatures then follow 
of “William Gulston, Coort Knevit, W“ Jones, Edmund Squire, Chas. Cotton, E. 
Papillon Ball, Tnoi? Marshall,” and “ Fran c .° X? Geminiani.” 

The first applicant for membership after the formation of the Society, was 
Thomas Siiuttlewortii who, on February IStli, 1725, was “Then made and admitted 
according to the Fundamental Constitution and Orders.” The eight founders were 
present and tlieir names are reeorded. Two Serving Brethren were subsequently 
“ made and admitted ” at the same meeting, in the presenee of the nine full members. 
Thomas Harbin, a “ Master Mason, belonging* to the Rose & Crown Lodge, in 
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Westminster,” together with ano t lier “Brother” wbose Lodge eannot be identified, 
jolned the Society ou April lst. There was also present, “From tlie Lodge at the 
Queex’s Head io Hollis Street, as Visitor” 

“Tho. FFisher, a Master ” 


Mr. James Murray was “ made and admitted,” and Brother Akthoxy Corville, 
“a member and a Master Mason” of the Lodge at the Queex’s Head aforesaid, was 
“admitted” on April loth, in the presenee of Shuttleworth, Harbix, and the eight 
fouuders of the Society. 

A petition for membersliip from Joshua Drapep. is recorded under April 29th, 
and on the same date it was 
“ Ilesolved 


That tliis Right Worshipfull and higlily Esteemed Societye do 

meet on Wednesday y e 12 th of May next att 5 a Clock iu y e Afternoon on business of 
Importance ” 

The eight founders, together with Shuttleworth, Harbix, and Corville were 
present at tliis meeting. Tlieu follows a blank page (76), on whieh, it is more tlian 
probable, sometliing was intended to be recorded, that would liave been explanatory of 
tlie next entries in the book : — 


“The 1 2 1 li day of May 1725 — Our Beloved Brothers & Directors of 
tliis Right Worshipfull Societye wliose Names are here Underwritten

The proceedings on the above date will hereinafter be more particularly referred 
to, but it may be conveuiently stated at tliis point, firstly, that as all the entries 
oecurring under May 12th, 1725, are giveu above, we are left in doubt as to who were 
present, besides CtULRTOX, Kxevit, Joxes, and the recipients of degrees ; and seeondly the 
records are silent witli respect to any Mason ic ceremony having been ivorked at otlier meetings 
of the Society, except that of “ making ” (or Initiation) . 

On the following day — May 13th — Josiiua Draper “ Was Made and Admitted, 
there being present, W. Gclstox, Praeses, C. Kxevit and W. Joxes, Censores, Charles 
Cottox, E. Papillox Ball, T. Marsuall, T. Shuttleworth, T. Harbix, James Murray, 
and Axthoxy Corville.” 

The Junior Warden of “ the Lodge att Tom’s Coffee House in Clare Alarkett, 
attended this meeting as a visitor.” 
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A week later — June 20tli — tliere was a meeting of tlie Grand Lodge, wlien it was 
“ Ordered Tliat that tliere be a Lre [lettor] wrote to the foll [owing] Bretliren to 
desire them to attend tlie next Quarterly Gommnnication (Vizt) William Gulston, 
Coort Knevitt, William Jones, Charles Cotton, Tiiomas ffisnER, Tiiomas Harbin, 
and ITrancis Xaviero Geminiani.” 

“ The seven Masons sutnmoned to appear at the Grand Lodge,” says Bro. 
Rylands, “ were ali members of the Queen’s Head in Holles Street in 1725,” and lie is 
of opinion that the “ Order ” requiring their attendanee — of wliieh no notiee wliatever 
appears to have been taken — was issued to them “ as members of a Itegular Lodge, over 
wliom the Grand Lodge would certainly have eontrol.” 

A Tiiomas Fisiier aftenvards became a member of the Musieal Soeiety, and was 
duly “made a Free-Mason ” and “ admitted ” in September, 1725. But the earlier 
Thomas Fisiier was never anything more tlian a visitor , and his name was probably 
reported to the Grand Lodge in error for that of Edmund Squire, or Papillon Ball, 
eaeh of whom was a Founder of the Soeiety as well as a member of the Lodge at the 
Queen’s Head in Holles Street. 

Returning to the reeords of tlie lesser assoeiation, tliere were present as visitors, 
on July 22nd, John Revis (Grand Seeretary, 1734-57, and afterwards Deputy Grand 
Mas ter), and “ From the Lodge att the Fouutain in the Strand.” 

“ John Hooke, A Master 
John Chettle, a. Master.” 

On the same date it was tl Resolved ” 

“ That a Frontispieee be painted eonsisting of the Arras or Cyplier of eaeh of y e first 
Tliirteen [members] and a blank sheild lcft to be filFd np.” 

In the following month 

“Die Jovis 5*° Ang^ 1725. 

Resolved 

Upon the reading of M? JonN Ellam’s petition That He be made a Free Mason in Order 
to be admitted a Member of this Worshipfull and Highly EsteenTd Soeiety. 

Ordered. 

That He attends dfrectly this Soeiety. 

Aeeordingly. 

Eodem Die M? John Ellam did attend and was made a Mason.” 

The Praeses, Censors, and seven otlier members were present on this oeeasion. 

On September 2nd, tliere were present “as Visitors,” 

“Geo. Payne J: G: Warden 

Ja: Latouche Master of the Red Lion Tottenh : Warden, Sen? of the Fr. 
Lodge. 

Edward Dowsall a Master.” 

The expression “ a Master ” oceurs in no entry of later date. 

It was resolved — September 16th — that Brotlier Nomn Stainer be paid 
£2 12s. 6d. for painting the “ Frontispeiee ” ordered on Jnly 22nd, and his reeeipt for 
that amount, dated September 17tli, 1725, is duly entered in the minutes. 

Another reeeipt — of £1 7s. , from the Soeiety, for “the Book of Constitutions of 
Freemasons & others,” — is given under September 30th. 

On Oetober 14th, it was “ Ordered,” 

“That M 1 ? John Moore, be paid Five Guineas for his eare in writing and 
Engrossing the Fundamental Constitntion & Orders of this Riglit Worshipfull 
Soeiety.” 
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A fortnight later — October 20tli — there occurs, 

“ Wliereas Tliis R* Worshipfull . . . Society as in tlie Fundamentali Con- 
stitntion and Orders is recorded to have been Fouuded and Begnu at tlie Queen’s Head 
near Temple Barr,” etc. 

As will presently appear, tlie date at which tbe “ Fnndamental Constitntion and 
Orders ,” — including tlie account of the Foundation of tlie Society — ivere compiled, lias a 
material bearing on tlie general question of Masonic Degrees. 

A minute of December 16 tli, 1725, records : — 

“ A Letter Dat. tlie 8 th Instant from Brotlier Geo : Payxe Junt Grand Warden 
directed in form to tliis Society inclosing a Letter from tlie Ddke of Richmond Grand 
Master dat. likewise tlie S Instant directed to tlie Presid 1 : and tlie rest of the Bretliren 
at the Apollo in which lie Erroneously insists on and Assumes to liimself a Pretended 
Authority to call Our Rl Worpfull and Higlily Esteem’d Society to an account for 
making Masons irregnlarly for which reasons as well as for want of a Due Regard Just 
Esteem and Omitting to Adclress himself in proper forni to tliis R* Worpfull and 
Higlily Esteem’d Society 

Ordered 

That the Said Letters do lye on the Table.” 

On the sanie day (Dec. 16th) 

“The Petitions of Mr. Wii. Wharam Mr. James Brothertox and Mr. John Cock 
( the later having been one of tlie Founders of tlie late Society Entitled Pliilo- 
Musicee Societas) . . . being Read . . . They . . . did attend and were 

made Masons.” 

Three members of “the Lodge at the Horn at Westminster” — A lexander 
Hardine, the Master; Francis Sorrell, Senior Grand Warden ; and Charles Delafate 
— were present “ as Visitors ”• on December 23rd. 

In the following year — January 19th, 1726 — it was Resolved, — “That a 
Register be Ellected ” by wliom “ the mi nutes of all tlie Resolutions and Orders . . . 

Shall be . . . Registered in a ffair Legible Hand . . . in the Book of Records 

which Said Entry’s shall not longf [be] omitted or Postpon’d tlian the termination of 
each Presidentship ” 

On March 26th, it was Resolved, 

“That Edward Bedford and Thomas Fisher unworthy Members of this Society 
as likewise James Brotherton and Thomas Reed who were made Masons in order to 
be admitted Members hereof be from this day for their Scandalous and Unbrotherly 
Actions Expelled.” 

May 26th, “Ordered,” — “That Mr. Coxixgbt Moore be paid one gninea for 
endorsing several Musick Papers and entring fair the Orders of this Society till the 
30th of December last past.” 

June 23rd, — “ Joseph Mcrden Esqf did attend and was made a Mason.” This 
was the last Initiate, all the subsequent members being “ Brothers ” prior to their 
election. 

Jnly 21st. — The purchase of “ The Masons old Constitutions,” presumably the 
tract published by J. Roberts in 1722, was reported to tlie Society. 

September 15th. — Two fnrther members, for “ Scandalous and unbrotherly 
Actions, were expelled . . . witli the utmost contempt.” A similar Resolution 
also affecting two members is recorded under December 15th. A fifth expulsion 
occurred on December 22nd. 
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In 1727, “ fonr Brothers were eleeted by Ballot” on February 16th, and thc 
niinntes end abrnptly on Marcii 23rd. There is notii ing, however, in tlie closing 
entries whieli betokens an early dissolntion of the Soeiety, and it probably existed for 
some time longer, thougli the proecedings were not fair copied into the book. 

The many featnres of interest peenliar to the Manuseript, are seen to even greater 
advantage in the printed volume. Tliis is a resuit of the reeords of the Soeiety liaving 
been prepared for publieation by one who is not onlyan expert in niannseript literature, 
bnt abso a Masonie Antiquary and Arelimologist whose eredentials none will be fonnd to 
gainsay. 

There is an “ Introdnetion ” (or Commentary ) of 36 pages, and to whatever extent 
the reader may liave been previonsly equipped for an intelligent study of the doeument 
lin ier review, it is seareely open to doubt that his preparation for the task will liave 
been enlarged, by a perusal of the “forewords” of our Bro. Rylands. 

The names of the Members and Visitors, together with aH that can be gleaned from 
any known source , with regard to either the one or the other , are given in distinet seetious. 

The “ Signs of ‘the Houses ” wliere the Lodges met, from wliicli therc were 
Visitors, whose names by the way were not always entered in the reeords of the Soeiety 
— are also tabulated, and among them are three, that eannot be identified in any list, 
and were presnmably the onter tokens of taverns at wliicli Lodges asseinbled that were 
not on the regular establishment. 

The plates showing the jewelsof the Soeiety, thc faesimiles of “ The Fnndamental 
Constitution and Orders,” and other material portions of the Mannseript, are worthy of 
all praise. 

Althongli the Soeiety of Musieal “ Brethren ” was not a Lodge, its reeords 
mwertlieless eontain the oniy fragnients that liave eome down to ns of anything in the 
miure of what is ordinarily ealled “Lodge history,” in the Southern kingdom, between 
the passing of Oltl Rcgulation XIII., forbidding the making of “ Masters” in private 
Lodges, and the repeal of tliis enaetrnent in November 1725. 

It will liave been seen that the Masonie Customs of the Soeiety were by no means 
restrieted to the qnalification for membership being an ability to participate in Craft 
fellowship. The President and Censors were “Master” and “ Wardens” respecti vely, 
and the first eleetion of offieers after the original formation of the brotherhood, 
was held on the Day of St. John the Baptist, being the Annual Festival (and 
Assembly) of the Grand Lodge. The “making of Masons ,r was also practised, and on 
one occasion the eeremonial observanees extended beyond the first step of Masonry, and 
eomprised the woiddng of the “Masters part ” — albeit in direet eontravention of the 
then existing law of the Grand Lodge. 

For tliis, indeed, the members appear to have been swiftly bronght to book by 
the newly-established governing body of the Metropolitan Craft, but no submission 
followed, and the subsequent proeeedings of the Soeiety are eonfirniatory of all the 
other evidenee that has yet beeoine known with respeet to the general dissatisfaetion 
whieli was oceasioned by the growing despotism of the Grand Lodge. 

Dr. Stukeley, after narratiug tlie eireumstanees attending his initiation (1721), 
telis us in his Journal , — “Immediately after that, it [f.e., London Masonry] took a run 
& r an itself out of breath thro' the folly of its members Upon tliis period of disordor I 
have greatly enlarged in previous volumes of our Transactions (Aaj.O. ii., 385 ; iv. 34 ; 
vi. 142 ; viii. 114-46 ; x. 137), and the aeeonuts tliere given may serve as introductory 
of the subject to those readers who approaeh its study for tlie first time, and as an ai de 
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mimoire for otliers by wliom tliey were perused eitlicr coiitemporaneously witli, or 
subsequent to, tlieii* original publication. 

That there was an organised rebellion against the authoriiy of the newly- 
establislied Grand Lodge, there is no doubt whatever. To this many causes may liave 
contributed, but the leading place of ali must be ass*gned to Andekson’s Oonstitatiovs of 
1723. 

In 1724-2G, the Author of tliat vvork was satirizcd witli merciless scverity in 
The Secret Ilistory of the Free-Masons (an appendix to the “ Briscoe ” copy of the so- 
called “old Gotliic Constitutions ”), The Via in Dealer, The Grand My>tery of the Free 
Masons JDiscoverd , An Ode to the Grand Khaibar , the various Manifestoes of the 
Gormogoxs, and ( about the samc date) in the well-known piate by William Hogauth, 
entitled u The Mystery of MasONRY bronght to Light by the Guumogons” (A.Q.C., 
v i i i . 130). 

In the resuit, Andekson was driven out of Masonry for the space of eiglit years 
(1721-32), and seems to have become a sort of scape-goat, on wliose back were laid all 
the sins of the Grand Lodge, which he was supposed to earry witli liini into the 
wilderness. 

At this point, howcver, a few dates must be introduced, which I trust may 
facilitate a study of the somewhat intricate problem which will presently eonfront us. 

Let me begin witli the year 1723, which witnessed the publication of the first 
Buok of Constitutions , containing, 

“ Old Regulation XIII. — u Apprentices must be admitted Mastcrs and Fellow- 
Craft only here [t.e., in the Grand Lodge], unless by a Lispensation.” 

At the close of 1724, or very early in 1725, four brethren were “ Regularly 
Passkl ]\Iasters in the Lodge of Hollis Street;” and in February, 1725, “ A Lodge 
was lield Consisting* of Mastcrs Sufficient for tliat Purpose In Order to Pass [certain 
brethren] Fellow Crafts.” These extracts are taken from the “ records ” of the Philo - 
Musicae et Architecturae Societas , and in the same repository are to be found the 
remarkable entries under May 12th, 1725 (q.v.) npon which mucli remains to be sa ; d. 
Next to be cited is the following law enaeted by the Grand Lodge : — November 2 7th, 
1725. — “A Motion being made tliat such part of the 13th Article of the Geni 1 
Regulations relating to the niaking of Ma sts only at a Quarterly Court may be rcpealed, 
and that the Ma? 1 of Each Lodge, witli the consent of lii.s W ardens and the Maj ori ty of 
the Brethren, being Ma s ! s , may make M sts at tlieir discretion. Agreed, Nem ConP 

The importancc of the evidence supplied by the records of the Musical Society is 
by no means restrictcd to the period of time coinciding witli tlie publication (in print) of 
u Old Regulation XIII” (1723), and the repeal of that enaetnient in 1725. But the 
space accorded me in the present article will not permit of my doing more than pass in 
review tliose entries in the Mannseript whieh relate to the nuniber of degixes known or 
practised at any time prior to 1726. 

As a conseqnence of its operi defiance of the authority of the Grand Lodge, the 
Society probably found a difficulty in keeping up the supply of merabers, and the 
nuiuerous expulsions which are rccorded towards the elosc of its career, seem to point to 
the persons who were nominally excluded , having voluutarily severed tlieir conncction 
witli wliat tliey deeilied to be a elandcstine association. This, however, together witli 
every otlier point of general iuterest which can oeeur to the mind of a reader, will be 
found to have been carcfully noticed by Bro. Ryuands in his u Introduetion.” 

Let me next bespeak the indulgence of my fellow students, while I recapitulate 
certain conclusions, which are advauced in my paper on cc The Degrees of Pure and

Anclent Frcemasonry ” (Ante 28). Tliese form tlie basis of a tlieory, wliich is. that the 
la n" u age of u Olcl Regulation XII I.,” importing a systein o 1 tico degrees, liaving been 
ordinari ly constraed as denoting three . eventually resui ted in the delnsion becoming an 
aceomplislied fact. Tliis tlieory rests on the validity of two conclnsions,” that are 
referred to ahove, and tliere is a third I shall presently submit for consideration, wliich 
lias an important bearing on the reception that should properly be aeeorded to the 
previous two . 

The “ Conclusions ” advanced in my paper on u Degrees/’ to wliich notice has 
been particularly directed, were, first ly, that the actnal meaiiing of O.R-. XIII. ivas 
misunderstood by Dr. Francis Drake in 1726; and secondly, that Joiix Pexxell feli 
into a similar error, with regard to the sanie law, in 1730. The third “ Conelusion ” I 
ani about to proceed with, and it is: — That the reeords of the Philo-Musicie et Archi- 
tecturas Societas fail to prove that three steps of Masonry were worked at London 
in 1725. 

I am not, of eonrse, entitled to assume, that in my previous artiele on u Degrees,” 
the inferences that appeared to myself to be clearly deducible from the evidenee are 
sueli as to earry convietion to any otlier minds. But among them are tivo points, and 
the establishment of both is essential to the success of my general argument. In the 
u Artiele *’ under notiee I contend, with at least reasonable probability in the case of 
Francis Drake, and with moral certainty in tliat of Johx Penxell, that each of these 
wortliies had no actual knowledge of a third degree, and only supposed one to exist. 

Stili, even if it be conceded for the moment, that the “Speech ” of the Junior 
Grand Warden of York in 1726, and the Irish Constitutions of 1730, refer to an 
imaginary and not a real third step of Masonry, tliere remains for consideration wliether 
the minutes of the Musical Soeiety under the year 1725 repose on a similar basis of 
uureality, or whether in their mention of three distinet degrees. the ternis used in the 
Manu^cript are to be regarded as possessing the meaning whieli they most naturally 
convey. 

It was with respect to tliis pnrticular item of the evidenee that — in my previous 
arlicle on u Degrees,” — I asked the reader to hold his judgment iu suspense, for it is 
quite ciear that if three steps of Masonry were known and worked at London in 1725, 
tliere will be a diminishing probability of any less number being fixed upon as the 
maximum practised in any later year. 

Before, however, commencing to analyse the various entries in the Manuscript 
wliich relate to the qusstion of c: Degrees,” it will be convenient if an outline is given of 
the leading facts of Masonic liistory, so far as they have any immediate bearing on the 
subject in haud, and can be gleaned from otlier sources of authority than the reeords of 
the music-loving brethren of 1725-27. 

I sliall begin with the Constitutions of 1723, where we meet for the first time 
in the printed or manuseript 1 iterature of the South , with the ternis Bntered Apprentice 
and Fellow^ Craft or Master, which were boiTGwed from the (Operative) Masonic 
phraseology of the North . VTe are noiv aware that Entered Apprentice was used in 
O.R. XIII. (1723) to denote the first, and Fellow Craft or Master the seeond and last 
degree. But tliis has only recently been the case. The generation before our ovm 
believed that three degrees. and not merely two , are mentioned in the General Itegula- 
tions of 1723. Again looking back, the delusion ean be traced without a break to 1738. 
How long indeed prior to the publication of the Constitutions of the latter year the 
hallucination had existed, cannot be positively affirmed, but we shall lmrdly err if we 
eonclude that it must have had its origin eontemporaneously with the promulgation of 
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the Constitutions of 1723. John Pennell (1730) evidently, and Francis Drake (172G) 
apparently, failcd to grasp tlic fact that in O.R. XIII., “ Fellow Craft ” and “ diaster ” 
meant onc and the same tliing. That a more corree t interpretation was placed upon 
those terms by the Founders and Members of the Philo- Musicae et Architecturae Societas , 
I utterlv disbelieve, nor is tbere a slired of untarnished evidence from whicli their 
superior insight into the real meaning of Anderson’s ambiguous pliraseology can be 
implicd. On any otber supposit.ion tliey would liave rcalised that two and not three 
degrees were mentioned in tlie Constitutions of 1723 — whicli, if aecepted as a working 
li vpotliesis, will only land us in a greater difficulty, as we shall tlien liave to conclude 
that» the Masonry practiscd by tlie Musical Society was an enlargement of the system 
known to and rccogniscd by tlie Grand Lodge. 

Of wliat the authorized “system” eonsisted, we are told, not only iu the first 
Book of Constitutions , bnt also, more plainly, in tlie minutes of the Lodge at the Swan and 
Rummer, coustituted at London, in 1726. Two degrees (and no more) are mentioned 
in tlie Constitutions of 1723, and the same number were worked in the Lodge at tlie 
Swan and Rummer, iu 1727. Upon the weiglit and authority whicli attacli to the early 
records of t his Lodge I liave already remarked in my article on “Degrees.” Tlieir 
testimony, indecd, does not cease witli the second, but extends to tlie tliird decade of 
the eiglitcenth century. My immediate point, however, is to show, tliat apart from 
eertain entries in tlie nianuscript volume of the Mnsical Society, tliere is no other 
documeutary evidence whicli will serve as a possible foundation for the belief, that 
three steps of Masonry were in existencc, for some time prior to the demise of that 
Association, in 1727. 

If I succeed in carrying the reader witli me, tlien the sliort point we shall next 
liave to determine is, whether tlie testimony of the “ Mauuscript ” last referred to is 
conelusive witli respect to an expansion of the original system of two degrees, liaving 
taken place at least fi ve years before the appearanee of Prlchard’s Spurious Ritual 
of 1730. 

B ro. Ryrands observes, — “ It is quite ciear from the Records left by th is Masonic 
and Music-loving Society tliat in February, 1725, after liaving been ‘made a Mason ’ 
the Brothcr was pass’d Fellow Craft, in a Lodge consisting of Masters sufficient for tliat 
purpose : that on and before December, 1721, men were ‘ made Masons,’ and ‘regularly 
passkl Masters,’ no mention being made of the intermediate degrec of Fellow Craft ; 
and that in May, 1725, tlie same bretliren wlio were ‘ pass’d Fellow Crafts 9 in 
February, 1725, were ‘ pass’d Masters; ’ as also that it was possible at that date to pass 
one Brothcr botli Fellow Craft and Master, and an other Brothcr Fellow Craft alone, at 
the same niecting, botli of tliem liaving been ‘ made Masons ’ some time previously. 
Hence it is eertain that at tliis period, when the old terrn is used, ‘made a Mason,’ it 
did not includo everything tliat was to be known, but that tliere were two more steps, 
Fellow Craft and Master Mason, whicli could be cithcr given separately or together, as 
was thonght fit, or as occasion required; or it may be perhaps as the candidate was 
prepared to pay ” ( hitrod . xxii.) 

The above is an excellent description of eertain items in tlie Mauuscript at wliat 
may be termed their face value. The extcrnal evidence indeed, appears to be both ciear 
and convincing. But tlie wholc testimony requires to bc very carefully sifted, and to 
again quote from Bro. Rydands : — “The opening sentenees, deseri bing the foundation 
of the Society, are, it will be notiecd, almost without punetuation. Tliis account of an 
event whicli took place on the 18th February, 1725, was prolably not engrossed in the 
Minute Book until some time after it happened ” [Ibid. xxiii). 
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Then, in a footnote, tbc Editor sajs, — “The clerical error (p. 43) 1726 being 
writtcn for 1725, might snggest the idea that the minntes were written up by the scribe 
iu the year 1726. On the 26th of May, in that. year, a paymentwas made to Coxixgsby 
Moore ‘ for entring fair the Orders . . . till the 30th of December last past.’ ” 

Retnrning to the text of the “ Introduction,” our Bro. Ryi.AXDS, in connection 
with the account of the foundation of the Society on the 18th of Febrnary, 1725, 
remarks “It is a long sentence occnpving pages 6, 7 and 8 ; the mis-placement and 
omission of capital lettcrs adds to the difficulty caused by the imperfect punctuation, 
aud it would be easy to read the seulence in several different ways. They might 
indeed be so nnderstood as to throw a doubt on the supposition that the Society held 
a Lodge, before the foundation, in order to make some of the Founders eligible. The 
intention of the composers of these opening sentences must howevcr, not be overlookcd. 
The idea evidently was to give a history of the Masonic rank of the eight who had come 
together to found the Society, and to record that a certain nurnber of them were already 
Master Masons, ' sufficient for the purpose ’ of passing other intended Founders to the 
degi'ee of a Fellow Craft ” ( Tbid ). 

“The stitement,” continues Bro. Rylaxds, “ about the Lodge of Masters sufficient 
for the purpose, in which Gclstox acted as Senior Warden , being made, seems to point 
to there having been some special reason for its iutroduction into the sentence” (Ibid 
xxiv.). “ It seems probible that Gur.srox being a Master Mason, and acting as SeDior 
Warden, there being no Master present, performed the ccremony, otherwise it seems 
strange that no Master is mentioned. Had Gulstox been the Master of a Lodge, it 
would most probably have been stated, as the fact might have removed a difficulty. In 
the Constitulions of 1738, page 145, it is stited that “The Wardens are chosen from 
among the Master-Masons [an expression, by the way, carrying with it an entirely 
different meaning in the Constitutione of 1723], and no Brother can be Master of a 
Lodge till he has acted as Warden somewhere, except in extraordinary cases ; or when 
a Lodge is to be formed where none can be had : For these 3 Master-Masons, tho’ never 
Masters or Wardens of Lodges before, may be constituted Master and Wardens of the 
new Lodge. But no Xumber without 3 Master-Masons can form a Lodge.” 

“ In this Charge,” adds Bro. Ryraxps, “ is probably the reason for the statement 
being iutroduced that four of the Founders had been Regularly pas’t Masters, in a just 
and perfeot Lodge at Holles Street, and it was considered that they were sufficient to 
hold a Lodge, and perform ceremonies. Gulstox acted as Senior Warden, and perhaps 
this was a preliminary to the statement that 4 immediately after wbich [the Lodge held 
to pass the Fellow-Crafts] vizt., the 1 Sth Day of February, A.n. 1724 [i. e., 1725]. He 

the said Mu. Willji. Gclstox was chosen President of the said Society 

who chose Coort Kxevit Esqr. aud Mr. William Joxes his Censors.’ It must be 
remembered that although the second Aiticle reads, ‘That such President or Master 
should have power to appoint two Censors or his Senior and Junior Warden , for the 
time being,’ the object was not to found a nevo Lodge, but to carry on the ceremonies 
of Masonry, as necessary for the purpose required, at a Masonic Meeting held in the 
Society” (Ibid, xxv.). 

Several members of the Qcatcor Cokoxati Lodge have not only examined 
“ Additional MS. Xo. 23,202” in the library of the British Museum, but have written, 
from their own points of view, in regard to the value of its contents. But to the Editor 
of our Transactions is due the singular merit of having been the first to call attention to 
certain portions of the Manuscript, the importance of wbich had previously been over- 
looked. For example the accounts of the foundation of the Musical Society, and of the 
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meetiug lield on the 12tli of May. 1725, neitlier of wliich was recorded at the time, and 
one or botli may have been “entered up *’ from loose notes or oral testimony long after 
the events occuircd to wliich tliey relate. 

There is also the suggestion tliat tlie details given of the fonndation of the 
Society, repivsent uoi so mnch a natural (and nnadulterated) rccital of wliat aetnally 
took piae as a c.irefully prepareJ and ex post facto statement with respect to tlie 
qualifications of the Founders for tlie performance of duties. in the exeeution of wliich 
they liad committed wliat were deemed grave “ irregnlarities n bv the Grand Lodge. 

The Editorial belief tliat tlie opening words of the “ records ” are in substance a 
defeuce by tlie eight foanlers of their subsequmt aetion as Masous, I fully sliare, and I 
also tliink tliat tha eatries under the 12tli of May. 1725, arc a fragment of an even more 
elaborate vindicat ion of the u regularity of the Masonic proeeedings of the Society 
down to a comparat ivehj late per iod of its existence. 

The canons of criticisin. therefore, to whicli we shonld natnrally resort, on tlie 
supposition tliat the narrative of events was entered in the Minnte-book iinmedi- 
ately after their occuiTenee. would be entirely out of place if we are to assume (con- 
sistcntly with the evidence). that the menibers of tlie Society. in the two important 
recitals to whieh attention has becu directed, liad almost exclusively in view the setting 
oiit of certain alleged facts, wliich from m olives of policy. were made to antedate various 
Masonic proceeedings of the association that liad given umbrage to the Grand Lodge. 

Bro. Rtlaxds, in explanation of the opening words of the narrative, qnotes from the 
Constitutions of 1738. and the possibilit-y of much that he cites being pertinent to the 
matter in liand must be conceded. Many of the customs wliich Andersox places on 
record for the first time in 173S. may have actually existed in (or before) 1723. But 
on the subjejt of degrees, as known and practised at London with the early sanction of 
the Grand Lodge — the Fatlier of Masonic History.** in his latest publication, is par 
excellence, the most untrnstworthy of ali the “ established authorities upon whom it 
has been tlie fashion to rely. One and one malce two, lic telis ns in the Constitutions of 
1723; but one and oue made three in the year last cited. as we learn from the 
Constitutions of 173S. 

In the earlier work (1723), the passage in Cliarge IV. correspondi ng with the 
extract already given from the Constitutions of 173S, reads : — “ Xo Brotlicr can be a 
Wardex until he has passhl the part of a Fellow-Craft ; nor a Master nntil he lias 
actcd as a Wardex.” There is nothing whatever about three mt Master Masons *' being 
requircd to “forni a Lodge.” nor is any higlier degree than that of “ Fellow-Craft ” 
mentioned in the Charge. 

That the presence, however, of some members of the then “ Superior Degree ” 
(i.e., Master or Fellow Craft). may have been ctistomary on sucli an occasion, even in 
1723, is a supposition wliich not only tends to explain the reason why certain state- 
ments a-ppear iu the records of the Mnsical Society, but is also confirnied b} r otlier docu- 
mentary evidence of both older and later date. 

That seven of the eight Founders of tlie Society were “ made Masons in a just 
and perfcct Lodge*’ is one of the two leading features of tlie Manuscript. The otlier 
consists of the avoncliment tliat- “a Lodge was lield. consisting of Masters, sufficient 
for that purpose, in order to pass [tln^ee hrethren] fellow-crafts, in tlie performance of 
wliich, Mr. Wiluam Gelstox aeted as Senior Warden.” 

To take these in their order : — In Sloane d/S 1 ., Xo. 3329 (Brit. dius. Lib. 7). of 
uncertain date , will be found : — 
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( Q A “ Wliore woro you made a Mason.” 

(A.) “ In a just and perfect or just and Lawfnll Lodge.” 

(Q.) Wliat is a just and perfect or jnst and Lawfull Lodge.” 

(A.) “ A just and perfect Lodge is two Inter printiees two fellow eraftes and 

two MastJ s nioixi or fewer . . . but if need require five will serve 

tliat is two Inter printiees two fellow Craftes and one Mastf on tlie 
highest hili or lowest Yalley of the World witliout tlie erow of a 
Coek or tlie bark of a Dogg.” 

The other Spnrions Rituals belonging to tlie first group of Masonic Cateeliisms 

wliieli ends witli Prichaud’s pamphlet of 1730 — cover almost identieally the sanie 

ground, thougdi in tlie eomposition of a “Jnst and Perfect Lodge,” the “Answers” are 
eharacterised by some sliglit diserepancies. For example, A Mason’ s Examiuation 
(1723) requires the presence of “A Master, two Wardens, four Fellows, five 
Apprentices ; ” Tae Grand Mydery of Frec-Masons (172 t), of “ Seven riglit and peifect 
Masons;” The Mystery of Free-Masoury (August, 1730), of “ A diaster, two Wardens, 
and four Fellows,” with the proviso tliat “ one of them mnst he a working Mason ; ” and 
Mason ry Dissec ed (October, 1730), of “ One Mas l er, two Wardens, two Fellow Crafts, 
and two enter'd Prentices.” In the last. named traet, tliere also occurs, under the 
heading of “Thh Masteu’s Degree ” : — 

“ (Q ) Wliere was you passed Master? 

(A.) In a perfect lodge of Masters. 

(Q.) Wliat makes a perfect lodge of Masters ? 

(A.) Three.” 

Passing to the actual (or acknowledged) written traditions of the Freemasons, 
we meet with, in the Briscoe copy of the “ Old Gothic Constitutions ” (printed in 
1721) : — 

“5 . . . tlr.it no Mason, nor Fellow, take any Allowanee to make Masoxs 

witliout the Assent of his Fellows, at the least Five or Six.” 

The JRoberts version (printed in 1722) has : — 

“ I. Tliat no person . be accepted a free mason, unless ho sliall liave a 

Lodge of five free Masons at the least, whereof one to be a Master or 
Warden of that Limit or Division, w lierein sucli Lodge sliall be kept, 
and another to be a workmau of the Trade of free Masonry.” 

It will be reeollected that in the Minutes of the Alusic-loving association, tlie 
pureliase of a eopy of “ The Mason’s old Constitutions beiny w mted by tlie Society,” is 
recorded under July 21st, 1726. 

The book referred to, it is reasonable to conclude, was tlie Iiobnis and not tlie 
Briscoe print, as the former bore the title of “ The Old CoxsTiTtnioxs belonging to the 
Free and Accepted Masoxs;” while tlie latter was described as “The Secret 
Ilistory of the Freemasons.” 

The Ttoberts traet, of 1722, had probably been in the possession of one or more of 
the Founders for some time prior to the aequisition of a eopy for the common use of tlie 
Society. The publieation, it would also appear, must have been earefully stndied by the 
ritual mongers of the time. Of t h is we have a eonvincing proof in the proviso witli 
iegard to the presence of “a working Mason” being essential to the due formatiofi i of 
“a True and Perfect Lodge,” wliieli was evidently borrowed by tlie eompilei- of The 
Mystery of Free-Masoury (1730), from wliat are best known as tlie “ Xew Articles,” a 
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feature of the “ 01(1 Constitutions” pecnliar to a rcmarkablc group, consisti ng of tlie 
“ Roberts, Harleian 1942, Grand Lodge No. 2, Macnab,” and u Rawlinson 11 tcxts of tlicse 
ancient doeuments. 

Thafc the allnsions to “a just and pcrfect Lodge,” and to tlie Praeses of the 
“ Philo-Musical Society” liaving acted as “ Senior Warden,” whieh appear in tlie 
Manuseript under review, were introdneed with some special object, would appear free 
from doubt, and wliat t-liafc object was lias alrcady been snggestcd. Before, liowevcr, 
proceeding to comraent any furtlicr on the evidence which has alrcady been laid before 
tlie reader, room must be found for a sliort extraet from the ScriAW Statutks of 1598: — 

“ Item, that na fallow of Craft nor maister be rassanit nor admittit, without the 
numer of sex maisteris and tna prenteissis, the wardene of that ludge being ane of the said 
sex" (Italics mine). 

Upon wliat sonrees of antliority Willtam Gulstox and his eo-fonnders relied, 
wlien the entries were actually drawn up , which werc obviously intended to ward off tlie 
suspicion that had arisen witli regard to the regulari ty of ttuir proeeedings as 
Preemasons, we can only speculate— thongli pcrliaps it may be possible to do so without 
overstcpping the boundaries of rcasonable conjecture. All the Spurious Rituals of the 
first (and earliest) group — beginning witli Sloane MS. 3329 ( temp . incest.) or A Mason s 
Eximination (1723), and ending witli Priciiard^s pamphlet of 1730 —are of one aecord 
in tlie testimony they present witli respeet to the sanctuary at tlie Tnitiation of a Mason 
being “a just and perfeet Lodge.” Nor can we doubt that in regard to wliat may be 
eallcd the ordinary, and as it were outward formalities whieh took place in advanee of 
tlie eeremonies, the actual customs of the Lodges are mirrorcd with more or less fidelity 
in these otherwise delusive catechisms. 

The referenee to Gdlstox, before his election as Praeses of the Soeiety having 
aeted as cc Senior Warden,” is perlnps amply explaincd by the entry in tlie records 
under July 21st, 1726. “ The Mason’s Old Constitutions ” aequired by the Society may 

be easily identified as that we now describe as tlie Roberts ’ Print , and the paragrapli 
relating to a “ Warden ” (already given), is one of a series of “ New Articles,” peculiar 
to a gronp or Family of the Manuseript Constitutions, whieh were cerlainly in use duri ng 
the last lialf of the seventeenth centnry, and apparcntly lield the first placeas accredited 
doeuments of tlie English Craft, during the period immediately preceding the cra of 
Grand Lodges, and until some time nfter tlie appcaranec of Andersox’s authorised 
u Constitutions ” of 1723. 

It will liave been observed, that of the Spurious Rituals forming tlie first group, 
a majority declare the presenee of Wardens to be essential to the eomposition of u a Just 
and Perfeet Lodge.” All tliese eatechisms, with tlie exccption of “ A Mason s Examin - 
ation ” (1723), betray a ScottisJi origin, of which, indeed, Old Rcgulation XIII, was 
probably the fountain-head, though it is remotely possible that tlie stream of rituals 
whieh swcpt over South Britain during the Epoch of Transition, had found it s way by 
some devious cliannel from unknown sourees in the Northern Kingdom. On this 
latter supposition the Codes of Regulations, drawn up by William Schaw, for the 
observanee of tlie Scottish Masons of 1598 and 1599, might invite a comparison witli 
the “ Roberts” group or <c Family” of tlie Manuseript Constitutions, “ fornis ” of which 
are supposedto have been extensively used by tlie Englisli Freemasons in the period of 
time immediately following the promulgation of the Schaw Statotes, and ending 
with the practieal snpersession of the Old svstem of iMasonry by tlie New. 

The two passages of primary importanee in Additional MS ., 23,202, demand 
attention from more than one point of view. Taken at tlieir face-value and in con - 
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jnnction, they may be held to indieate that Chaules Cottox and Paptllox Ball after 
liaving been “ made Masons ” and before being “ passcd Masters,” reccivcd the intermc- 
diate degree of Fcllow Craft. 

Standing alone , however, tlie entries under May 12tb, 1725, are not inconsistent 
with tbe supposition tliat tlie cereinony of “ passing ” in tbe ease of all tlie fonr 
“Brothers” was one and the same. Mas ter and Fellow Craft were tlien terms im- 
porting tlie sanie meaning, in the phraseology of the Grand Lodge, and it is seareely 
witliin the liniits of possibility that a grade of Seottish Operative Masonry, whicli was 
foisted 011 the Englisli Craft in 1723, eould have been bisected, transformed into a brace 
of degrees , and worked by London brethren in 1725 ? Moreover, if a seeond and third 
degree are referred to, why were both conferred on F. X. Gemixiani. and only one on James 
M urray ? I have elsewhere suggested, that (avoiding the ejuestion of mala fides) the 
“Superior degree” may in tlie first instanee (February, 1725) have been eonferred in- 
correetly, and three months later — with striet regularity upon Cottox and Ball ( Cone . 
Hist. 312). The diffieulty whieh apparently existed in StitkelePs thne (1721) of 
finding a sufficiently instroeted quorum to work the “ MasteFs Part” vi. 141), 

we may.reasonably suppose to have been inereased, rather tlian lessened, by the mis- 
leading terms of Old Regulation XIII. 

But the “reeords” of 1725 must be subjeeted to a more eritieal test. It is held 
by Courts of Law “that, in the absence of all suspicion of sinister motives, a fair pre- 
sumption arises that entries made in the ordinary way of business are eorreet, sinee, 
the proeess of invention implying trouble, it is easier to state wliat is trne than wliat 
is false ” (Taylor, Law of Evidence, 574). 

The Minutes of the Philo-Musicce Soeiety may be eompared to those of a Lodge, 
and the proceedings of Lodges as embodied in their Minnte-books, we are accustomed 
to rely upon as colleeted de die in diem with regard to the matters whieh they relate. 
Lat us suppose, however, that a Lodge is said to have committed irregularities on a 
certain date; and that we examine the minntes and lind the eharges to berefuted. Let 
us further suppose, that on a eloser view, we find that the partieular minntes on whieh 
the exonerat ion depends, were entered in thebook nmeh later than the oeeurrenees whieh 
they profess to reeord. In a moment “ a suspieion of sinister motives ” would.arise, the 
“ faee-value ” of the postliminious entries would beeeme an illusion, and an atmospliere 
of mystery wonld eneircle the whole ease. 

The parallel might be extended, but I shall only add that if the minutes of the 
Musieal Soeiety were those of a regular Lodge, they wonld be the earliest we possess in 
the South. Two degrees and no more were worked at the Swax and Rcmmer in 1727. 
But the entries in Additional 3IS . 23,202, — if taken at their “ faee-value ” — point out 
with equal plainness that three eeremonies and no less were praetised at the Queex’s 
Head (afterwards the Apollo) in 1725. We sliould, however, subject to a very rigid 
serutiny, the records of a “regular Lodge,” eomprising, let us say, a Minute-book with 
entries ranging from 1725 to 1727, whieh preserved an uubroken silence with respeet to 
a plurality of Degrees, except in a solitary instanee , when on the same day the working 
of both a seeond and a third step is reeorded. 

The aeeount of the Foundation of the t; Philo-Musieos Soeiety,” as so well 
observed by Bro. Rylaxds, may be read in severat different ways — whieh, of itself, is 
not a little eonfusing. Assuming, however, that we liit upon the riglit text, or to be 
more preeise, that to the unpunetuated reeitals in the Mannseript we afhx the proper 
stops, there is anotlier diffieulty, and one whieh I do not myself see any way of sur- 
mounting. The preliminary statement of the Fouuders and the entries under Alay 12th, 
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1725, were in each case recordet! in tlie Manuscript volume after an iuterval of time. 
Were tlie 3 T drafted at the sanie date, ov are we to snppose tliat one liad precedence of 
the otlier? If tlie “Minute” was writfcjn before the u Preamble,” tlieii tlie entry 
relating to Cottox and Ball, in tlie former, will bear a constrnction totally different from 
Avhat may be implied if the wording of tlie “ Preamble ” is toberegarded as having been 
“ perfected ” in the fir.st instance. 

On the one supposition, Ave miglit assume tliat tlie expediency of making Cottox 
and Ball figure in the qaality of Fellow-Crafts, a vas an aftertliought ; Avliile on tlie 
otlier, and taking inio consideration the blank page Avhich precedes the Minute of May 
12fh, 1725, tlie evidence may be held to point in the direction of realhj eaperienced 
brethren having been ealled in, by aaTloui the ceremony of the u superior degree ” a vas 
aecurately performed, and (in the three several icays practised at the time) as accurately 
recorded. 

Many~ otlier speculations tending to negative the idea tliat a maximum of three 
degrees is sliewn bv tlie evidence to ha ve existed in 1725, miglit be advanced. Xone of 
these, it is true, would be more than conjectures, but ali, by a long way, Avould be less 
violently improbable than a postulation of any kind , restiug on the supposition tliat a 
tri-graded system of Masonry liad been ecolved Avithin two years from the publicat ion of 
Dr. Axdersox\s misleading utterances in the Constitutione of 1723. 

The presence of Fellow Crafts at a u making ” Avas required (as Ave liave seen) 
by the Spnrious Rituals of early date, and the records of the Royal Cumberlaxd Lodge, 
Bath (present Xo.41) sIioav that three Fellow Crafts (besides the Master and Wardens, 
six Masters, and four “passed Masters ”) Avere among the menibers in attendance 
on May IStli, 1733, at tlie “ Constitution ” of that bodv as a “ Regular Lodge.” 
Precisely the same nnmber of Fello\v Crafts — Charles Cottox, Papillox Ball, and 
Thomas Marshall — Avere “ passed ” to that degree immediately before the Foundation 
of the Musical Society, and presumably for a similar reason to that wliich mnst liave 
actuated the Bath brethren of 1733, that is to say, a desire that the Masonic custom 
regulating the composition of “ A Just and Perfect Lodge *’ slionld be striet 1 y complied 
AAnth. The paragraph referred to in the Manuscript of 1725, runs : — “ And before We 
Fonnded this Society A Lodge Avas held Consisting of Masteis sufficient for that Purpose 
[italies mine] In order to Pass Charles Cottox” and tlie tAvo others. The Avords 
italieised seem to me suggestXe of the belitf that tliey Avere inspired by the law of 
Xovember 27tli in the same year (repealing 0!d Regulation XIII.), and if so, tliat 
portion of tlie “ Fnndamental Constitution and Orders,” conld not possibly- haA~e been 
drafted until nine or ten months, at the A~ery least, after the Foundation of the “ Philo 
Musical Society,” in Februaryy 1725. Wliy it Avas that three of the Fonnders Avere 
described as liaAnng been passed as Fellow Crafts. and not as Masters, wliich latter ex- 
pression would have been more in accordance Avith the terms of tlie law of Xovember, 
1725, may have arisen either from a riglit interpretation having been placed on the 
meaning of these tities (as importing one and the same thing), or tlie recital may have 
“ recorded ” a wholly imaginaiy occurrence. wliich for purposes of tlieirown the Brethren 
meeting at the Apollo wislied to be believed as having actually taken place. 

Taken separately , the references to Cottox and Ball in the account of the 
foundation of tlie Society, and tbe Minute of May 12th, 1725, respectively, miglit in 
either instance signify that these brethren were recipients of the only “ Superior 
degree.” But read together , and accepted at their “ face-value” the existence of two 
distinet degrees beyond that of Entered Apprentice is plainly' to be inferred. This 
conclusion, however, in my oAvn judgment^is entirely rebutted by the otlier features 
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of the case upon wbicb stress lias already been laid. In tlie absence, indeed, 
of any “ sinister moti ve” froin wliicli a garbling of the records might be presumed, the 
circnmstance tliat Wjlliam Gulstox, Coort Kxeyit, and Epmuxd Squire were 
c< Regularly Pass’d Masters in tlie . . . Lodge of Hollis Street,” in February, 
1725, while Cottox, Ball, and Marshall also belonging to the same Lodge , were only 
passed Fellow Crafts alrnost immediatcly afterwards, and on a literal construction of 
the Minute of May 12tli following, the first two did not become “Masters” until that 
date. It should not, however. escape onr observation, that the three Fellow Crafts — 
Cottox, Ball, and Marshall, were passed in a Lodge “ Consisting of Masters sufficient 
for tliat purpose.” Why “ Masters ” in th is connection ? The explanation whicli, on 
the whole, seeins the most feasible is, that all the six Founders wliose names are last 
cited were admitted to the same degree , wliicli in striet proprie ty was then as rightly 
described by the title of the present second as by that of the present tliird step of 
Masonry. A similar explanation, that is to say, the circumstance that Fellow Craft 
and Master were terms of indifferent application, will also tend to reconcile tlie 
apparent discrepancies iu the Minutes of May 12tli, 1725. 

The combined teslimony of the Preamble and the Mixute, lias next to be eon- 
sidered, Cottox and Ball are stated to liave been passed “ Fellow Crafts ” in one 
and passed “Masters” in the otlier. The solution of the problem I tliink will be fonnd 
in the conclusion that the tico portions of the manuscript volume were compiled after 
the repeal of Old Regulation XIII, in Xovember, 1725 ; that tliey were drafted by 
different liands and inspired by different braius ; and lastly, that in neither instance 
can the entries in the book be regarded as bona fide recitals of what actually took place. 

Three distinet degrees are nndoubtedly referred to in the Spurious Ritual 
of Samuel Priciiard, and tlie sanie numberof Masonic step3, it is very generally believed, 
may liave existed for a considerable period before Masonry Dissected saw the light. 
Moreover there appears to be a strong disinclination on the part of many (or perliaps 
most) writers of tlie Craft, to adniit the possibility of Prechard having invented not 
alone the eontents of his curious catecliism, but also the frame work of degrees into 
whicli it is compressed. A uiomeiit’s reflection, however, will satisfy the candid reader, 
than an evolutionary process whicli, as the fair meaning of the evidence assures us, had 
its beginning in 1723, aud attained its cnlminating point in 1730, cotild not liave 
progressed very far in the directiou of its ultimate goal at the close of 1724, or during 
the first lialf of 1725. Degrees (or steps in Masonry) whicli attained tlieir full pro- 
portions in the space of seven years (1730), could only liave been, as it were in embryo 
at the expiration of two (1725). 

As it would appear to myself, the fiood of Spurious Rituals, all savouring of the 
Scottish idiom, wliicli swept over tlie land after the pubtication of the Constitutionis of 
1723, was perliaps a more patent factor in the expansion of the original system of 
degrees, than even the utterances of Axdersox himself in tlie “ Regulations ” of that 
year. They were translated into the Freuch, German, Dutch, and probably other 
Continental languages, and I tliink must liave been largely instrumental, not only in 
re-fashioning the old fabric of English Masonry, but also in commuuicating tlie impulse 
whicli resnlted in the Wholesale manufacture of Degrees, claiming to be of Scottish 
origin, and of unquestionable superiority over thosc of the Craft. 

Witli respeet to a point on wliich I liave briefly adverted on an earlier page, a 
number of snbsidiary pnzzles are laid before us in “ Additional MS,” 23,202, and tliese 
I cannot entirely pass over, while upon tliern I must not enlargc. For example, if we 
concede the possibility of a second and tliird degree being referred to in the Minute 
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of May 1 2tli, 1725, can any explanation bc suggested wli y botli wcrc conferred on 
F. X. Gteminiani, and onlv oue on James Murra y. Tlien again, tliere is the case of 
Thomas Marsiiall, who was <£ passed Fellovy Craft ” at the same time as Cotton and 
Ball, but (so far as we are informed) received no furtlier degree, tliough a Founder, 
and until Marcii, 1726, a member of tlie “ Philo-Musica3 Society.” It is also wortby of 
attention tliat no visitors at tlie meetings are described as “ Fellow Crafts ” — wliicli of 
itsclf (in the absence of a presumed u sinister motive”) would be a suspieious circum- 
stance, taken in eonjunction witli the two definite allustons in the Manuscript to the 
existcnce of this degree. 

The privilcge of conferring the “ Superior degree in Masonry ” was taken from 
the English Loclges, as promulgated in the Constitutions of 1723, and restored to them 
in 1725. During the continuance of the prohibition, the Society was founded the 
records of vvhicli form the subject of the present review. Tliere are no other documents 
of any kiud tkrowing the faintest light upon the English Masonry of contemporaneous 
date. The publication thcrcfore, of these interesting Minutes, was of paramount 
nccessity in the true interests of Masonic rcsearch, and it only remains to be stated, in 
concludi ng my remarks, that of all the Antiquarian Repriuts issued from time to time 
by this Lodge, there is no other, perhaps, of equal importanee witli the yolume under 
rcvicw, nor has any one of the series been entrusted to abler hands in its preparation 
for the press. 


Supplementary Note. — Tlie statcment in the Manuscript Yolume (Addi. MS. 
23,202), tliat the Musieal Society was founded and that tlirec persons were “ made and 
admitted ” on the same day , is onc upon wliich I had intended to offer some remarks. 
But liaving omitted to do so in the proper place ( ante p. 113), 1 shall merely invite the 
attention of the reader to the prodigious length (52 pp.) of tlie proccedings recorded 
under tlie date of February 18 tli , 1725; and to the curious eireumstanee that the 
qualifications of the Fouuders for the cxercise of Masonie functions are earcfully — not 
to say specially — pleaded , in advancc of the subsequent entries relating to the admission 
of the earliest Initiates, yiz., Thomas Sliuttlewortli and the two Serying Brethren.

A FRENCH PRISONERS’ LODGE. 

BY BRO. F. J. IV. CROWE. 


T was my good fortune to be able to contribute particulars of three of 
tliese Lodges to Bro. J. T. Thorp’s rnost interesting and valuablc 
volume rccording the twenty-six gathering-places known so far, and 
it is now my privilege to annonnce another (making tweuty-sevcn), 
tbrougli a diploma liaving just come iiito my possession.

The Worsliipful Loclge of S. John of Jerusalem provisionally eonstitntecl nnder 
the distinetive title of Childreu of Mars and of Xeptune, at tlie East of Odihani in the 
county of Hants in England, and now making a request, 

To ali the Brethren Master Masons dispersed over tlie surfaee of the globe . 


Greeting, Greeting, Greeting. 


Freemasonry is universal, it is the sacrcd bond wliieli unites men of ali nations, 
and its votaries form only one nat ion of friends and brothers. 

Vv T ar, tliat destructive plague which desolatos the universe and wliieh appears to 
want to destroy mankind, eannot infringe upon the rights and privileges enjoyed by true 
Freernasons. 

The very dear broiher Hildever Joly Lieutenant of Chasseurs of tlie Guard of the 
Generahin-Chief of the armv of St. Domingo, having ^vorked witli ns in the rank of 
Apprentice has the entire approval of the brethren. His virtues and zeal for the Order 
have won for him our csteeni, and make us regret a cherished brotlier. 

Tliis is wliy our friendsliip is eager to aecompany him in the journey wliieh lie is 
abont to make. May it serve him as a buekler and preserve him in all dangerous 
incidents and eveu all unpleasantnesses. 

AA 7 e recommend him to all our brethren so tliat in whatever circumstances lie may 
be, lie niay reeeive assistanee, help, and eonsolation. 

May he wlio is useful to him be for ever blessed by the Great Arcliitect of the 
Universe, and his name will be inseribed in our anuals, and his kindness engraved in 
our hearts will not remain without its reward.” 

Odiham is a small town near Farnham, in Hampshire, and I am informed by the 
conrteous Vicar, the Rev. AV. H. AA r iudle, tliat dnring the Xapoleonie wars a very large 
nnmber of Freneli prisoners were qnartered in tlie parisli. At one time more tlian 
thirty eottages were occu])ied by tliem, and ^Mr. AAhndle says : — “The prisoners were very 
well treated, and a friend who made enquiries in France for the family of the dcceased 
officers found tliat the memory of tlieir treatment was stili gratefully remembered.” 
There is not, and as far as reeords show there never has been, an Euglish Masonic 
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Lodge in 0 diluim, but the size of tlie Frcncli comiminity at the period indicatcd lvould 
provide ample material, as in t lio ollior towns wliere thcy wcre iuiprisoncd or resided on 
parole. Two oflieers dicd at Odiliam and are buried in tlie clnirebyard, tho stones being 
stili kept in good order, Tlie inseriptioiis are as follows : — 

“ Piere Feron, Capt. 6G tu Regk de Liguc, Clievalier de LTEmprise Franeais, ne a 
Rheims 15 Aont 1760, d. a Odiliam, 8 tu May 1810.” * 

“ Pierre Julian Journeau, son of Joscpli Jonrneau de Danre & of Marie Cliarlotte 
Franquiny de Feut, Oflicier in Administration of Frcncli Navy . B . Islc of Rlie . dicd 
at Odiliam Sep. 4. 1809.” 


The signaturos of tliese oflieers do not appcar on tlie certifieate, but tliat is of 
eourse no proof tliat ihey were not members of tlie Lodge. 

There are several unnsual features in t h is interesting docnment. First, tlie 
fourfold rcpetition of Ne Yarictnr around tlie signature of AL. Joli. Secondly, tlie 
cndorsement by an oflieer of tlie Grand Orient of Franco. Thirdly, tlie invocation, if 
one may so terni if, whicli conimences tlie certifieate proper, and fourtlily, the absenee 
of n seal. 

Bro. doli may liave bcen returning to Franee as an exehangcd prisoner, but tlie 
referencc to his jonrncy and its dangers and unpleasantnesses snggest the not improbable 
idea tliat lie was going tcfattcmpt an eseape, wliilst tlie signature of tlie Grand Oflieer 
shovvs tliat in one way or anothei* lie certainly did return to his native lnnd and present 
liis certifieate to some authority for rutification. 

The signaturos to the certfieatecover the wliole seven degrees of the Freneli Rite 
as then worked. “Master” (whicli of eourse includes E. A. and F.C.), Elcet, Maitrc 
Eeeossais, Clievalier LVOrieut, and Rose Oroix. It is therefore probable tliat tliere was 
a Cliapter attached to tlie Lodge for working the highcr grados. One brotlier siglis 
himself “ G E Eoos but whether tliis is merely a careless mixture of “Elcet” 
and “ Scottish Master,” or is really the “Gianle Eln Eecossaise” of another rite I am 
unable to say. 

For furtber iuforniation on the subjeet of tliese Freneli Prisoners’ Lodgcs in 
England and elsewlicve brethren are lvfcrred to Bro. Tliorp’s admirable little work if it 
is stili possible to obtain copies.

In the following I havo given the wholc of the text of the Seroll, so far as it can l>e recovered, 
with a literal translation of the portions in German. Also a faesimile of the side bearing the “ seals ” 
or sigris, tlie same size as they are in the originah Two pliotographic plates are added to show the 
forni and character of the writing. 

I do not feel quite eeitain about the date, but the Ms. is distincti y Catliolic, and possibly owes its 
origin to the Thirty Years’ War; or later troubles. 

The best thanks of the Lodge are due to Brothcr Thonias M. Woodliead, to whom the seroll 
belongs, for so kindly plaeing it at our disposal for publication. — W.H.R.

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DAGGER JEWEL. 


HE interesting jewel liere figured the real size, is now in the possession 
of Brother John A. Dotchin, of Neweastle-on-Tyne, and for a knowledge 
of ifc the Lodge is indebted to Brother Charles Fendelow, P.G.Std.B. 

Unfortunately but little is known of its liistory. It appears to 
liave belonged to Mr. Silvester, togetlier with a white kid apron, 
bearing, in crewel work, the dagger and tlie sun, and lined with red 
silk ; also a pieee of red velvet, described as the faeing of a eoat eollar, but perliaps the 

eollar of a jewel. Tliese seem to liave been separated from the jewel and are not now 

to be found. 

M r. John James Silvester, the former owner, lived in Solio Sqnare, and the jewel 
is supposed to be about 150 rears old. 

It is perliaps worth remarking tliat on the 20th of October, 1S03, John Silvester, 
Esrp (afterwards Sir John Silvester, Bart, D.C.L., F.R.S , F.S.A.), was appointed 
Oommon Sergeant on the death of Sir John William Rose Kuight. 

At the end of the year 1S09, at the time of the O.P. riots, John Silvester, Esq., 
Recorder of the City of London, was one of the Committee appointed to enquire into the 
aecounts of the theatre. 

The jewel itself is of sdver, ornamented with coloured paste; the blade of the 
dagger is red. the handle and quillons yellow, with white paste at the three ends. The 
rosette and ribbon are of red ribbed silk : and to the baclc of the rosette is attaehed a 
pieee of white silk eord, from wliieli is suspended the small emblem of mother of pearl, 
bearing on one side the sun, and on the otlier side the dagger. It seems probable tliat 
this little mother of pearl star was intended to pass tlirougli the bntton-liole of the eoat, 
in order to snspend tlie jewel. 

I shall be glad to reeeive a note of any other jewels of a similar form.

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ROYAL TEMPLAR CERTIFICATE OF 1779. 


HERE recently passecl tlirougli my liands a very valuable doeument, 
wliieli may be of interest to many of yonr readers. It is beautifully 
written upon vellum. 22 by 17 inclies, and signed by Charles, Duke of 
Sundermania, and sealed witli the Royal Arnis in red wax. By it the 
Duke eonfers Templar rank upon Prine e Gabriel Pagarin, Cliamberlain 
to the Grand Duke of Russia. Besides the string of tities witli wliieli 
the doeument commences, the Prinee describes himself under his 
signature as “ Supreme Grand Master of the Militia and brotherliood of ihe Holy Order 
of the Temple of Jerusalem, in the Kingdom of Swedm and Gotliland, in the Dnehy of 
Finland, and ehief of the said Order in Russia, and of the professed brothers sole life- 
giver.” It is dated the 20th of the seventh montli, 1779. The System is derived from 
the Stnart faction of Clermont in Franee, dating back to 1738; Field Marslial von 
Marshall was admitted at Rome in 1741, and the Baron von Hunde at Paris in 1743, 
and had tlien given to liim, jointly witli vou MaiMiall, the governnient of the “ Seventh 
Province ” of the Order, wliieli is the term Prinee Charles uses in the following Patent. 
He is known to have been the head of the liigli-grades in 1705, Swedenborg visited hiin 
in 1709, and on the 5tli June, 1789, he attended witli his brotlier, King Gustavus III., a 
meeting of Masons at AVittshoile, and it was the n stated (and minuted) tliat Swedeuborg 
was made a Masoti in 1700, at Lunden, or Lund. The historian Findel states tliat therc 
did exist at that eity an ancient Gild of Masons. The Prinee becarne King of Sweden 
in 1809, under the title of Charles XIII., and on the lltli May, 1811, he instituted an 
Order to consist of 27 Freemasons of the liighest grades. 

At the head of the doeument, on eacli side, is the red cross patee (four trianglrs 
United at the apex) and in the centre a red patriarchal eross. The seal is in a very sub- 
stantial brass box, covered witli chainois, and containing the Royal Anus in red wax. 
It is suspended by a red and wliite silk cord, cut through tlie parehment to shew a St. 
Andrew*s Cross, and the ontside portion of the cord is knotted by the “ severi knots of 
uniou of a perfect Mason,” and tasselled.

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PATENT OF A RUSSIAN GRAND LODGE, 1815. 

NOTHER Patent, tliongli of less value than the Templar onc alieady 
given, is not without valne as it gives the names of tlic Officers of thc 
Russian “ Grand Lodgc Astree ” in 1818, and inform ns that Bro. Jean 
Jacques de Boeber, liad been over 40 years a zealous Mason, and for 
the last 4 years bad been Grand M aster of the Russian “ Ancicnt 
Giaud Lodge Vlademir,” and ibe Patent creates bim an Hoi.o.ary 
Member of the Astree. Thory states (ActaLat.) that tliis Bro. Boeber 
in 1805 sougbt audience of the Emperor Alexander, and not only obtained tlie 
withdrawal of all edicts against the Fraternity, but bad the Emperor initiated. 
Immediatcly after the date of tbis Patent, Masonry was suppressed in Russia. 
What is called to-day T bigli-grade Masonry in France, was designated at an carly r period 
as Scots Masonry, because it sprung out of an attempt of the Britisli Jacobitcs to 
enforce “ Ancieut ” Masonry, or tlie Rule by T the Eldcrs, or Harodim, in opposilion to 
the “ Modern ” Masonry of the Grand Lodgc of England. Tliese clainis appear to bave 
been pressed from 1738 as the Grand Lodge Anglais ruled in 1743 that the Scotcli 
claims were not to be recoguised, thougli in 1754 the Grand Lodge had been compelled 
to receive them. The Clermont Chapter was tlie lcading body, and from tliencc Germany 
and Swedeu was organised as tlie Seventli Proviucc. London had at least one Chapter 
of thc Rite, — “ Observancc,” wliicli amalgamated with tlie Englisli Tetnplars under 
Thos. Dunckerly in 1791, Lambert de Lintot is said to bave been liead of the Masonic 
Rose-croix section in 1778, and to have claimed to represent Priuce Charles Edward 
Stuart, as the Harodim Rosycross of Loudon did 40 to 50 years previously. 

In France Martincz Pasqualcs was propagating a modificd Rite in 1754 under an 
alleged Stuart authority of 1738 : and tbis was again modified a few years later by tlie 
Marquis de St. Martin wbo introduced it into Russia where it did good worlc. Other 
Rites were also established soon after in that Empirc including the five degrees of tlie 
Fratres Lucis , wliicli included amougst its tirst promoters St. Germain, and members of 
thc Golden Rosy Cross. 

The certificate wliich folio ws is priuted on parchment 16^ x 13| iuchcs, and lias 
as seal, in red wax, a veilcd architect in wliosc riglit haud is a pair of compasses, and hc 
is Icant standing against a pillar. It is suspeDded (in a brass box) by a broad skybluc 
watercd ribbon, by 5 or 6 slits cut in the parchment, Legend : — Sig. Astra) JE Magn. 
Latomorum Petropolitan : Souet: 

The writing of thc certificate is with in a geometrical design with a cruciform 
flowcr at eacli angle, in the ccntrc of the top au eugraving of tlie Seal, and below that 
a stone 011 wliich thc Architect stands with the inscription : — “ D.XXX Al'G. 
MUCCCXY.” On tlie lcft side, in thc ccntrc of tlie Border, a space with ne varieter, 
but no signature.

A CURIOUS CARBONARI CERTIFICATE. 

BY DRO. FRED / W. CROIVE, P.M., P.P.G.Reg 


SHORT time ago I rcceived from my friend, Bro. W. J. Hnglian, an 
intcresling present for my collection in the shape of an engraved 
certificatc whieh had becn dcscribcd in a catalognc as of a 
Royalist society fonndecl in oppositio» to the Carbonari iri 1GOO 
ocld.” On examining it, howcver, I fornici it nndoubtedly emanated 
from tlie Carbonari itself, anci, on translating the Italian, I discovcrcd 
a very reinarkable referenee to Freomasonry.

The translation runs thus : — 

“ I, the underwritten, Arnold Damoride, Baron of Villa-Buona, B.C.A. and M. of 
the R. V., under the distinctive titlc “ L/Appostolato ” at the Orient of the mole of 
Barri, G. M. G. E. of the R. V., under the titio “ Resurreetion of Philantliropy ,J at the 
Orient of San Germano (of) tlie same place (the) park of Morello, in the kingdom of 
Naples, certify that, being sufficiently informed of the excellent niorality, and of the 
liberal sentiments wliich adora the Signor Carlo Clemcnte, Count Theodore, born iu 
Naples in the year 1685; that in Frcemasonry he holds besicles some of tlie high grades 
acqnircd in the time of his journcyings in Franee, I have initiated hi ni with P. and S. 
G. of the R. N. S. of C., receiving in a Chamber of Honour his oatli (in the) fonn of 
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the statutos to the siid grades of ' Approntice and of Master B. C. C.. praying ali 
B. 1). C. C. of the X. to ackuowledge lnm as sucli. 

The present certificate, written and signed by my own hand, and sealed also in 
my presence by the said Carlo Clement, Count Theodore, given at the Orient of Xaples, 
tlie 1 st day of tlie 2nd nionth of tlie year 5707 of truo liglit.” 

I at once communicated witli Bro. Huglian, and wliilst he considered any 
reference to Freemasonry in France. in 1707, and specially to “ liigli grades ” could not 
possibly be autlientic, witli his cushmiary eagerness for the trutli, wlietlierfor oragainst 
his own researches and theories, lie urged me to make e very cffort to trace the liistory 
of the document. 

The first point seemed to me to be to trace Connt Theodore and the Barone of 
Yilla-Bnona, and I therefore begged tlie assistance of W. Bro. E. Xeville-Rolfe, M. Y. 0., 
His Majesty’s Consnl-General at Xaples, a P.M. of the Anglican Lodge in that city 
(woiking the English Ritual under the Grand Orient of Italy). Bro. Xeville-Rolfe telis 
me that no birtli registers were kept as long ago as 1635. and so it is impossible ti teli if 
the Count really was born tlien. Teodoro, bowever, is the narne of an old Sorrentine 
family of noble birtli, which passed into Xaples in the seventeenth century, and stili 
exists. Baron de Yilla Buona he has not yet been able to trace, but he has enlisted the 
interest of the Storia Patria — a Xeapolitan society for research into national liistory. 
The Uamoride are a patrician family of Monte Corvino Ravello in Salerno, and cne of 
the twenty-four noble families of the province. 

In another d rection, liowever, I liave achievcd more snccess, and after two long 
searches in the Reading Room of the British Museum. I find that the certificate is the 
frontispi- ce of a work entitled “ Constitution et Organisation Des Carbonari, on 
Documens Exacts snr tont ce-qui concerve Fexistence, 1’origine et le but de Cette 
Societe Secrete, par M. Saint-Edme. A Paris. 18*21.” 

In tliis work the autlior States that tlie Carbonari flourished in the kingdom of 
Xaples at the beglnning of the cighteenth century, in proof of which he says he lias 
transcribed the certificate in question from tlie oiigiual, but it afterwards feli into 
decay nntil revived at the end of tlie eighteenth century, and later, as is well known, it 
was used poli tically by tlie Mazzini party. A similar (but not identical) work, entitled 
u Memoirs of the S.cret Societies of the South of Italy, particularly tlie Carbonari,” 
was translafed fi‘om the Ei*ench by Sir Charles Eastlake, and published by John 
Murray, Albennarle Street, London, in 1S21. 

As far as the Carbonari itself is in question it is no concern of ours wliether it 
belongs to the eighteenth or any otlier century, but if it can bc proved that tliis 
document of tlie Society is a true copy of a certificate of 1707, it means that the 
liistory of Freemasonry as generally accepted must he re-written. Bro. GoukVs 
researches liave sliown no trace of Masonry in France before ahout 1725, wlien it is 
supposed to liave been introduced from England by the forraation of a Lodge in Paris, 
by tlie Earl of Derwentwater. Agam we know of noihing extra to tlie three degrees 
nntil about 1737, when the Royal Arcli appears, to he soon followed by the long string 
of otlier degrees and rites, but here we liave not only Freemasonry, but “higli grades ” 
in 1707. It is very difficuk to believe sucli a find possible, but yet when we remember 
how the dates of Lodges in England, Scotland and Ireland liave been gradually puslied 
furtlier and fnrther hack by the discoveries of Bros. Huglian, Chetwode-Crawley, 
Murray Lyon, Conder, and otliers, it belioves us not to refuse any new evidence without 
the most careful weigliing of e very scrap of proof. I will here ventilate a little 
theory of my own which has long hoen in my mind, and which bears on tliis question. 
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A Curious Carbonari Certificate. 

As proved by thc famous Seliaw Statules therc werc, ai least, three JMasonie Lodges in 
Seotland, in 1599, of sufficient importanco to be ilio siibject of a special enaefcineiit as to 
tlieir relative seniority. The close iirtcreourse and friendship which liatl for ecni aries 
been in existencc betwcen Seotland and Franee, rcmlers it, at any rate, within the 
bounds of probability that offshoots of the Lodges of Edinlmrgh, Kilwinning, and 
Stirling may lm ve taken root aeross tlie water niany years before Loid Derwentwater’s 
Lodge of 1725. It lias also always struek me as strange tliat all thc multiplicity of 
so-called Higli Grades should liave been mannfactured witli sneli extreme rapidity as is 
nsually supposed to be the case. There seems no obvious reason wliy the formation of 
a Graft Grand Lodge, in London, in 1717, should liave set all Furo pe liiasotiically 
ablaze. The theory that all “ Higli Grades ” are only amplifications of the third degree 
seems to me untenable, when we remember the elaborate systein of degrees whieh 
appertaiued to many of the Ancient Mysteries, and which are mncli more probable as 
thc soarce of tliesc Masonic appendages. 

Pcrha])s some member of our Lodge or Circle may be in a position to makc 
searcli in the great Freneli National Library for evidence which will throw more liglit 
on M. Saint Fdme’s statement. 

His vievv of the antiqnity of the Carbonari is snpportcd by thc late M. 
Ileckethorne wlio, after an exhaustive study of a number of works of whieh he gives a 
list in his “ Secret Societies of ali Ages and Countries” says : “ The first fraces of a 

lcague of charcoal-burners, witli politieal objects, appear in tlie twelftli eentury, 
probably eaused by the severe forest laws tlien in existence. Abont that period also 
the Fendcurs, or hewers, large eorporations witli lites similar to tliose of the Carbonari, 
existed in the French department of the Jura, wliere the association was ealled le bon 
cousinage (the good cousinship) which title was also assumed by thc Carbonari. 

It furtlier appears that the Fendeurs fornied tlie first, and the Carbonari 

tlie seeond or liigher degree of the Society ealled colleetively the Carboneria.” He also 
states “It is certain that from 1770 to 1790 inost of thc members of the French 
Chambers belonged to tlie Order of the Fendeurs” 

If the certificate liad been offered as a great rarity one would liave, of eourse, 
mistrusted it, but the reference to Freemasonry is so casual tliat I caunot believe that 
M. Saint-Fdmc deliberately forged it, nor does it appear to have been ever addueed as a 
proof of the early history of Freemasonry, whieh it takes entirely as beyond question. 

The document is embellished witli the three Carbonari eolours, black, red, and 
blue. Black, or the cliarcoal, typifies Faith. Bine, tlie smoke of the fire, or Hope. 
Red, tlie Firc, or Cliarity. Around the border are a nnmber of emblems, ineluding tlie 
sun ; a ladder and pole tied together; a crown of white thorns ; aeross, spear, and a 
rake; a white eloth ; tree branehes ; the moon ; axes; three stieks tied; a rock ; a 
block of wood ; a fountain ; a furnace; a ball of string; a tree stnmp witli a growing 
branch ; a cliarcoal burners hut ; a basket ; an axe and spade ; and a eandle. 

The bloek of wood typifies “ heaven, and thc roundness of the earth ; thc eloth 
“ that whicli liides itself on being born ; n the fountain “tliat whieh serves to wash 
and purify from original sin;” the fire “ to shovv us our liighest cluties ; ” the eross 
“reminds of our redemption ; ” the tliread “ eommemorates the Mother of God that 
spunit”; the crown of white thorns “the troubles and slrugglcs of Good Consins;” 
and so on. 

The meeting places are ealled Vendita from the narne given to cliarcoal sales, 
so I imagine the R. V. .. means Rcspectablc Vendita, whieh is cquivalent to 
“ Worshipful Lodge. ” Tliis room must be of wood and in the shape of a barn, the

pavemetit of brick, and tlio interior haviiig seats without baeks. At the end is a block 
supported by tliroe logs at whieh sits tlie Grand Mastcr, and on eitlier side other bloeks 
of similar size for the orator and secrotary. On the block of the Grand diaster tliere 
must be a linen elotli, watei', salt, a eross, leaves, stieks, fire, eartli, a crown of white 
thorns, a ladder, a ball of thread, and three ribbons respectively of red, bine, and black. 
Tliere must also be an illuminated triangle with the initial letters of the password of 
the secoiid degree in the middle. On the lefthand a triangle with the Arms of the 
Vendita. On the right three transparent triangles, each with tlie initial letters of the 
words of the first degree. The Grand Master and his two assistants liold liatcliets in 
their hands. ThcMasters are seated along one side of the wall and the apprentices on 
the other. 


The following account of the 

RECEPTION OF A CARBONARI 
Is taken from Sir Charles Eastlake’s translation. 

The Preparatore (preparcr) leads the Pagan (uninitiated) who is to become a 
member, blindfold from the closet of reflexion to the door of the Baracea. He knoeks 
irregularly ; the Copritore (eo ve rei') says to the second assistant, “ A Pagan knoeks at 
the door.” The second assistant repeats this to the first, who repeats it to the Grand 
Master; at every communication the Grand Master strikes a blow with an axe. 

Grand Master. See who is the rash being who desires to tronble our sacred 
labours. 

This question having passed throngh the assistants and Copritore to the 
Preparatore , he answers through an opening in the door. 

Preparatore. It is a man whom I found wandering in the forest. 

G. M. Ask liis narae, country and profession. 

Tlie Secretary writes the answer. 

G. M. Ask him his habitation — his religion. 

The Seeretary notes tliem. 

G. M. What is it he seeks among ns P 

Prep. Light, and to become a member of our Soeiety. 

G. M. Let him enter. 

(The Pagan is led into the middle of the assembly, and his answers are compared 
with what the Seeretary had noted.) 

G. M. Mortal, the first qualities which we require are frankness, and eontempt 
of danger. Do you feel that von are capable of practising tliem P 

After the answer, the Grand Master questions the eandidate on morality and 
benevolence ; and lie is asked if he has any effeets, and wishes to dispose of tliem, being 
at the moment in danger of death ; after being satisfied of his conduct, the Grand Master 
continues, “ Well, we will expose you to trials that ha ve some meaning — let him make 
the first journey.” He is led out of the Baraeea — he i.s made to journey through the 
forest — he hears the rustling of leaves— he i.s tlien led back to tlie door, as at his first 
entrance. 

G. M. What have you remarked during' this first journey ? 

(The Pagan relates accordingly.) 
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G. M. The first journey is the Symbol of liuman virtue. The rustling of leaves, 
and the obstaeles you liave met in the road, indicate to you, tliat weak as we are, and 
struggling in tliis vale of tcars, we can only attain virtue by good work, and under the 
guidance of reason, &c,, ctc. Let him make the seeond journey. 

(The Pagan is led away, and is made to pass througli firc. He is made acquainted 
with the chastisement of perjury, and, if there is an opportunity, he is shown a head 
severed from the body, ctc., cte. He is again eondueted into the Baraeea.) 

G . M. The fire througli which you liave passed is the Symbol of the flame of 
eharity which sliould be always kindlcd in our hearts, to effaee the stains of the sevcn 
capital sins, cte., <Xrc. 

Make him ap])roaeh the sacrcd throne, tfcc. 

G . M. You must take an irrcvocable oath ; it offends neitlier religion nor the 
state, nor the riglits of individuals, but forget not that its violation is punished with 
cleath . 

The Pagan declares that he will submit to it ; the Master of the Ceremonies 
leads him to the throne, and makes him kneel on the wliite cloth. 

G . M. Order ! 

THE OATH . 

I N.N. Promise and swear, upon the general statues of the order, and upon this 
steel, the avenging instrument of the perjured, scrupulously to kcep the seeret of 
Carbonarism ; and neither to write, engrave or paint anything eonccrning it, without 
having obtained a written permission. 1 swear to lielp my Good Cousins in eases of 
need, as much as in me lies, and not to attempt anything against the lionour of their 
families. I eonsent, and wish, if I perjure myself, that my body may be cut in pieces, 
then burnt, and my aslies scattered to the wind, in order that my name may be lield up 
to the exeeration of the Good Cousins throughout the earth. So lielp me God. 

G . 3/. Lead him into the middle of thcranks (this is done). What do you wish ? 
The Master of the Ceremonies suggests to the Pagan to say Light. 

G. M . It will be granted to you by the blows of my axe. 

The Grand Master strikes with the axe — this action is repeated by ali the 
apprentiees — the bandage is removed from the eyes of the Pagan — the Grand Master 
and the Good Cousins liold their axes raised. 

G . M . These axes will surely put you to deatli if you beeome perjured. On the 
otber hand, tliey will ali strike in your defence, when you need them, and if yonremain 
faitliful. {To the Master of Ceremonies .) Bring him near the throne, and make him 
kneel. 

G. M. Repeat your oath to me and swear to observe exaetly the private instruc- 
tions of this respeetable Yendita. 

The Candidate . I ratify it and swear. 

It would take too long to write out ali the Initiating Ceremonies of the various 
ranks. The “ Good Cousins ” were the “ members ” of the Carbonari (some being 
women.) 

The “ Pass Word' for the Master Carbonari was Felce , Ortica (Pern, Nettle.) 

The Sacred Words for the Master were Onore, Virtu, Probita. 

Tlie Apprentiees had no Pass Word, but tlieir Sacred Words were Fede, Speranza, 

Carit a. 

Toccii for Master Carbonari © ♦ m n ♦ » — — ♦ ♦ (made with the middle finger 
on the right tliumb of the Fello w*Mas ter.) 
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Touch for Apprentices C — • • (made witli tlie middle finger on the riglit thumb 
of the Fellow-Apprentiee.) 

Decoi m ations of tlie Apprentice. — Tliree ribhons — blaek, blue and red, witli the 
speeimen of wood. 

Decorations of the Master . — The speeimen of sil ver, witli a tri-eoloured scarf — blaek, 
blue and red. 

(Note. — TVe learn from tlie minutes of the Roman trial that tlie Republiean 
Brother Proteetors swear, over a pliial of poison, or a red-liot iron “ never to divulgetlie 
seerets of the Society, to labonr day and niglit for tlie extirpation of tyrants.’’ Tliey 
submit in the ease of perjury to the punisliment of dying by poison, and having tlieir 
flesh burut bv the red hot iron.) 


The seeond degree is coneerned witli the Martyrdom of Christ wliom the candidate 
l-epresents, whilst the Grand Master takes tlie name of Pilate, and his two assistants 
those of Caiaphas and Herod. The next degree is the Grand Eleet, and is sparingly 
eonferred on approved eandidates or ly. The Lodge is held in a seeret plaee, and is 
triangular in shape. The objeets of th is grade are said to be politieal. Next eomes the 
degree of Grand Master Grand Eleet, whieli was nominally the bighest grade of the 
order, bnt tliere was rea 11 y a stili higher degree eonferred onl y on a very seleet few. 
It was ealled the Seventh or Prineipi Suimmo Patriarelio, whieli professed to revealtlie 
real seeret objeet of Carbonarism. 


Coucerning the Governing Body of the Order I quote the following partieulars. 

OF THE STATUTES OF THE ORDER OF CARBONARISM. 

SECTION II. 

Art. 1. — The Supreme Vendita is composed of honorary members and deputies of 
eaeli partieular Vendita. 

Art. 2 — This body is legislative and exeeutive at the same time ; it eombines in 
itself all powers and is appointed unalterably at Naples. 

Art. 3. — It is the provinee of the Supreme Vendita alone to e.stablish dependent 
Vendite, and to grant them eoustitntions eminating from the Supreme Vendita itself, or 
furni slied with its Seen and Approved. 

Art. 4. — The Supreme Vendita only reeognises as Grand Masters or representa- 
tives of Vendite those who have been eleeted by the free vote of sueli Vendite. 

SECTION III. 

Art 1 . — The direction of the proeeedings in the Supreme Vendita is confined to 
offieers natqed by its members. 

Art. 2. — The offieers eonsist of seven Grand dignitaries and others lower in rank. 

Art. 3. — The Grand dignitaries are : one Grand Master, two Adjutants, one 
Grand Administrator General, two Grand Conservators General, and one Grand Repre- 
sentative of the Grand Master. 

Art. 4. — The offices of tliese dignitaries are triennial. 

Art. 5. — The Honorary Offieers are as follows : one ordinary Representative of 
the Grand diaster, one Grand Conservator, ono First and Seeond Assistant, one Grand 
Orator, one Grand Treasurer. (Note. — The “Good Cousins” pay aregular contribution ; 
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they aro taxed aocording to tlie wants of the Soeiety ; the funds for cliarity are 
colleeted by quesfcrs), one Grand Keeperof the Senis, one Grand Keeper of tbe Arcliives, 
two Grand Masters of tlie Cerenionies, one Grand Almoner, two Grand Masters Adepts 
(Esperti), and two Grand Adepts (Esperti). 

Jrt. G. — The offioes of tbe Honornry Officers are triennial. 

Art. 7,— The Ordinary Officers are: three Presidents, three First and three 
Seeond Assistants, tlirec Orators, three Secretnries, one Treasurer, three Keepers of the 
Seals, three Keepers of tlie Archives. one Assistant Treasurer, four Masters of the 
Cerenionies, one Almoucr, one Aeeountant, eig'ht Adepts (Esperti). 

Art. g, — The ex er ei se of tlieir functions is triennial, bnt they ean be re-eleetud. 

Art. — The liuniber of active officers is thirty-one ; it will be increased in 

proportion to tho inerease of tlie Good Cousins Carbonari. 

SECTION IT. 

Art. 1. — The Supreme Vendita, has, besides its general assemblies, three private 
divisions; tliat is to sav, one Grand Vendita of Administration, one of Lcgislation and 
a tliird of Counsel snd Appeal. 

On tlie day of St. Theobald all tliose in offiee or who are in any way responsible, 
must give an aeeonnt of tlie discliarge of tlieir duties. 


With the later history of Carbonarisin we have notbing to do in the present 
diseussion. The Higlier Grades seem to have liad a great similarity to Masonic Grades, 
and Bro. Xeville-Rolfc has sent me an impression of a Carbonari Seal of 1S20, wliich is 
so typically cliaracteristie of the Rose Croix degree, tliat 1 sliould have nnhesitatingly 
have pronenneed it snch liad it bcen offered me for inspeetion. At the top is an 
irradiated triangle wliich I believe contains the Tetragrammaton ; a cross and rose ; a 
peliean feeding lier yonng ; an anelior; a clialice; erossed swords : and two angels 
bearing a Scroll inseribed “ 1). LA. LIB. A-. PRK.” Around tlie edge is “ SOV 
CAP. CORAGGIO KELLE AV VER SITA ALLA V. DI MOXTELION.” 



The epiestion for our eonsideration is whetlier M. Saiut-Edmc really liad or saw 
the original Carbonari eertitieate of 170 7, wliich he professos to “transcribe ” ? There 
seems no reason to snppose hc wonld state what was deliberately untrue, and if the 
doenment is authentie, as stated, it is to be hoped tliat fnrtlier confirniatioii of tlie 
]\[asonic referenee may be diseovered in France or Italy. 

The plates illustrating tliis artiele are from jdiotos by Bro. C. Barden, of East 
Street, Chichester. The first is the Certifieate froui M. Saint-Edme’s work ; and the other 
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two from Mr. Murray’s publication, being those of the Carbonari Apprentiee and 
Master respecti vely. It w i 11 be noticed that, altliough in some ways similar, the latter 
documents are by no means identical witli the first, and are obviously copied from a 
different source. 

Bro. W. J. Hughax: 

The Paper by Bro. Crowe on the curious Carbonari Certiticaie w i 1 1 interest those 
wbo study the Degrees’ quostion. Had the year been 1767 instead of 1707, the document 
would stili have been of value, and offered no diffieulties. 

] quite think av i t h my esteemed friend that Preemasonry may have been known 
in France long before the year 1725, through the medium of the old Scottish Lodges, 
but if so, it must not be forgotten that the Ceremony of that period was of a very 
simple character, and remarkable for the absence of any reference to a Third Degree, 
of an esoteric character, so far as the Records prove. 

The “ Higli Degrees” being based upon that of the “ Master Mason,” and Ilie 
latter not being traced prior to 1717-23, it follows that these additional grades must be 
proportionately of subsequent date, and when met with in France would be after the 
Tliree Degrees were introduced from England ; for in Scoti and they are not met witli 
until the fourtli decade of the eighteentli century. 

Bro. Crowe telis me the Certificate in question is a reproduction of 1821, and 
was rcally the frontispiece to a copy of the work he mentions of that year. It is thus 
quite possible the date of 1707 is an error of the printeFs for 1767. 1 have not the 

Fnglisk work by me of 1821, entitled “ Memoirs of the Secret Societies of the South of 
Italy,” but from inemory 1 am inclined to believe it had a similar illustration, only ever- 
looked by me hitherto. AVe await evidence, liowever, and wbere it leads we follow 
irrespective of theories or diffieulties. 


SEAL 
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MASONIC CHIVALRY. 


ANY examples of fraternal chivalry have been noted as taking plaee 
between eombatants in warfare, from the earliest ages down to the 
present day, and notably so during the reeent eampaign in South 
Africa. 

These exemplifications of the immortal principies of Brotlierly 
Love, Relief, and Truth should ever be emblazoned on the seroll of 
fame as redounding to the merit and sterling worth of the men who 

performed them. 

To praetiee these great principies upou whieli onr Order is founded, amid the 
exeitement and niadness of the battle's diu, banishing at onee all feeling of enmity, and, 
without regird to nation ility or ereed, seeing only the Brother in distress invoking the 
tie of Brotherhood as a last ehanee in his extremity, is Masonry indeed. Curiously 
enough recorded insfanees of this kind of heroism alrnost invariably have referenee to 
the army, and therefore the following brief narrative relating to the sister serviee may 
be the more aeeeptable, and, at the sarne time, may serve to reseue from oblivion the 
noble aet of a gillant Freiielnnan in tlie early years of last eenturv.

That the tlianks of this aneient body be and are hereby presented 
to Captain Louis Mareneonrt, of Le Fnrct, Freneh privateer (lately eaptured by the 
Modeste, Britisli frigate), for his generous, humane, and praise-worthy conduet to 
Brother James Campbell, of the sloop Three Friends, of Youghal, in restoring to liim 
his sliip and eai’go, and reseuing hiinself and crew from eaptivity in December last, 
wben eaptured by him at the time lie commanded the Juliet Freneh privateer, 

RESOLVED, That as men peculiarly attaehed by the most unshaken loyalfy 
to our most gracious Sovereign and the British Constitution, we exuit at the prosperity 
of his Majesty’s arras both by seaand land — yet, as Masons, wearebound to commiserate 
the unfortunate, and ponr out the balm of eonsolation into the wounds of tliose who are 
deprived of one of the greatest blessings in life — Liberty. 

RESOLVED, That we sympathise with Captain Marenconrt, in his present 
state of eaptivity, and absenee (perhaps from a family and most tender eonnexions), 
yet, at the same time, we must eonsole him witli the pleasing reflection, that lie is 
prisoner in a land, and under a government, whose monarch has been, throngh a long 
reign, the fatber of his people, and the friend to the unfortunate — and we most ardently 
hope, that the man who has lield forth to the world so meritorious a patteru of 
generosity and kindness to a British subjeet, when in his power. may meet with that 
lenity whieli his former conduct so loudly calls for. 
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RESOLVED, Tlm t these our Resolntions be transmitted by our Secretary to * 
the Worshipfnl Master of No 79, at Plymouth, and tliafc lio be requested to communicate 
tlieni to Captain Marencourt, and the ofliecrs and brethren of the Lodge. 

RESOLVED. That the foregoing Resolntions be insevted in our Transaetion 
Book, and publislied in the Limeviek newspapers, and in the Dubii n Evening Post.

We cannot, therefore, suppress the expression of our sympathy for the 
present eaptivity of tliis generous brother and stranger ; and could wc constitutionally 
supplieate the liigli personage who now rules these realms, and who in himself is a 
splendid example of the purity of masonic principies, we would implore his royal inter- 
position in favour of Captain Mareneourt, fortified as we are by the Christian maxim 
of “ Do unto others as you would wisli to be done by.” 

RESOLVED, That onr Secretary be instrueted to transmit a copy of these 
Resolutions to onr Right Worshipfnl Brother and Grand Master, the Earl of 
Donoughmore, as the sentiments of onr Lodge, and that wcardently hopesome measnre, 
not inconsistent witli the liigli otlices of the state, may be speedily adopted, to give 
efficacy to our prayer, so that our nation may not yield to an enemy, in generosity or 
gratitude.

RESOLVED, That these our Resolutions be publislied in The General 
Advertiser, or Limerick Gazette, and Limcriek Evening Post, and that our liighly 
esteemed brother, Alexander MacDonnell, proprictor of The Advertiser, be requested 
to transmit the same to the proprietors of the FreemaiPs Journal and Patriot, Dublin 
and the Globe, London.

Masonic Chivalry, 
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Tliis fragmen!, for it is nothing more, is from thc Xaval Chronicle, vol. xxix, 
pages 193-5, and careful searcli lias failed to reveal anytliing further bearing upon the 
snbjcct. 

We are left entirely in the dark as to how far the Brotherly solicitnde of the 
members of the Irish Lodges, Nos. 271 and 952, succeeded in moving Royal clemency, 
or to what extent their representations to the Brethren of No. 79 Plymonth bore fruit. 
This can only be found in tlie archives of the Admiralty, for Prince George Lodge, 
No. 79 Plyinouth was erased 5th March, 1S2S (Latie s Ii e cor ds, page 90), and probably 
its records, in common with much more that would have been of interest and of value 
to the Masonic student, have been swept into the limbo of the past. 

We do know, however, from Bro. J. T. Thorp’s researches (Thorp’s “ French 
Prisoners’ Lodges,” page 93) that there were abont tliis time large nnmbers of French 
prisoners of war confined in the Mill Prison, at Plymouth, even so many as 8000 to 
10,000 at once. Further, that there were amongst them “a number of Freemasons who 
conducled a Lodge ihere under the name of Amis Reunis,” though “ beyond the bare 
fact of its existenee nothing is knowu.” Possibly the gallant privateersman was one 
of these, but at all events we may be sure that the Brethren of No. 79 would endeavour 
by the best of Fraternal Good Fellowship to ameliorate, so far as was possible, the 
captivit.y of the chivalrous stranger, Captain Louis Marencourt.

RISH Masonic Certiflcates, by W. Bro. John Robinson, cdited by 
Vs\ Bro. J. T. Thorp, Leicester, 1903. — To ali of ns vho are interested 
in Masonic Diplomas, eitber as collectors or students, Bro. Robinson\s 
trealise on the certificates of the various Iiisli Grand Bodies comes as 
an admirable addition to our store of knowledge. Tlie illustrations 
and the coloared piate of seals are works of art, as might be expected 
wlien tbey are issued as a portion of the Tramadions of the Lodge of 
Research at Leicester, under the editorship of Bro. J. T. Thorp. Ali information on 
Irish Certificates has been most difhcult to obtain. In mj own collection of nearly 1.200 
certificates of all degrees and countries I have some sixty Irisli specimens, and I am not 
exaggerating wlien I say tliese sixty cost me more trouble to obtaiu than the remaining 
eleven linndred odd. I was myself at work on an article coucerning these documents 
from the Sister Isle vrhen the news first reached me tliat Bro. Robinson had forestalled 
me. but I regret this the less from the fact that be illustrates and describes tw o varieties 
whicli I had never seen nor lieard of (Classes B and C), and of which I am told there 
are no copies in the archives of the Grand Lodges of Ireland or England. As to the 
beautiful piate of seals I may notice that the shades of bine sliown in Xos. 4 and 5 must 
only be taken as typical, for I have specimens of two or tliree ditferent colours of eacli 
in mv own collection. Bro. Robinson commeuces with some interesting notes on 
Operative Masonry in Ireland from tlie Dolmen builders to 1626. but, of course, these 
have really no connection witli onr Order. He then with the assistance of Bros. Henry 
Sadler and Dr. Chetwode Crawley recouuts hriefly the liistory of Irish Freemasonry 
from the Trinity College Tripo* note of 168S onwards, with especial referenee to the 
issues of certificates and warrants. Xext follows an excellent cliapter on the seals of 
the various Grand Bodies, and then a very able classificatiou and description of the 
certificates of the Craft, Royal Arcli and Mark, and Kniglits Templars, whicli I 
commend to the careful perusal of all students. My only regret is that Bro. Robinson 
has adopted the very questionable systern of nomeuclature first propounded by Bro. 
Ramsden Riley in his otherwise admirable work ou Englisli Craft and Roval Arcli 
certificates. To write of certificates as “Graces,’’ “Angels.’’ “ Glorias,” “ Eyes ” and 
Landscapes.’’ is somewhat calculated to provoke criticism. I wonld rather that Bro. 
Henry Sadlers amended ciassification (from the names of the Grand Secretaries or tlie 
designers of the plates) should be substituted. Even a simple liumbering would bc 
preferable. I write this not to find fault with the really valuable work Bro. Robinson 
has snpplied us with, but to appeal that a new series of names should be adopted both in 
England and Trelaud before the old ones become too fixed. A catalogue of the authors 
collection of fifty-seven specimens, and the before-nanied beautiful illustrations, worthily 
conclude a work for whicli our best thanks are due to Bro. Robinson and his editor Bro, 
Thorp, and the few copies remaining in the hands of the last liamed should be eagerly 
secured by all Masonic book collectors. 

Bro. Sadler's suggested Englisli nomenclatnre is as follows: — For “ Universis ” 
substitute “ Dermott,” as this certificate was undonbtedly his design. The first and 
second plates of the so-called Tliree Graces - ’ to be respectively “ Cartwright ” and 
“ J. Cole," from their engravers. Let " St. Paul s ” stand as before. For the “Angels,” 
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let the first piate (1792-3) be called ‘ ; T. Harper” and tlie second piate (1809-1813) 
“ Harper and Kcnnedy.” The “ ThrecPillars ” to remain. For Royal Arcli certificates, 
Bro. Rilej^s claim tliat Dermott designed the “Ancients” certitieate (from whom hc 
accordingly names it), does not seem to be supportcd by the facis. DermotFs last 
appcarance in Grand Lodge was on Marcii 4th, 1789, and he died in 1791. Now the 
piate in question was only ordered to be engraved in September, 1790, and was 
completed in 1791. It was “ inv. ct dei ” by T. Harper, and engraved by Tagg. Harper 
no doubt took the idea of the design from Derinotfs drawing in the Royal Arcli 
Register, but a more accurate titlc for the certitieate would be u Harper and Tagg.” 
Similarly for tlie u Moderns ” Royal Arcli certificates, let the first (17S7 to 1816) be 
called u Fritli ? s,” and the two “ Gloria ” varieties respectively “Silvester” and 
u AVarrington.” Personally, 1 warmly support Bro. Sadler’s views, and hope tliey will 


be adopted. 

As to the Irisli certificates, 1 would beg Bro. Robinson to name tliem after the 
Dcputy Grand Secretaries nuder whom tliey were first issued, thus pci*petuating the 
names of a number of valued permanent offieials, and adding diguity to tlie catalogue.

Transactions of the Humber Installed Masters’ Lodge No. 2494. 

Part 2, February, 1895, to April; 1903. (Edited by Bro. T . B . Jxedfearn , 29, Scale Lane, 
Hull.) 


Tlie first part refers to the meetings during 1894, and the previous organiza- 
tion, known as the a Humber Installed Masters’ Lodge of Instruction” from February, 
1882, nntil December, 1893, when it blossomed into a warranted Lodge, as witli the 
“ Quatuor Coronati ” and the “ Lodge of Research.” Tn its first state, good work was 
done in relation to the revision of the Book of Constitutions and the Province, besides 
quite a number of lectures being delivered and papers read ; oecupying in all some 
94 pp., that of Part 2 taking the pagination on to 265, ending the first Minute Book of 


the Lodge. 

During the period 1895-1903, quite a large number of lectures have been given, 
most of wliich are duly described and reproduced, in more or less detail, and tlie 
discussions tlicrcon are also noted. Tliey include papers by Brothers C. d. King on 
“ Our Aneient Charges” and u Tlie Cardinal Principies of Freeniasonry ” ; Geo . II , Bain 
ou “ Masonic Literaturc and the Great Collections of the World” ; II". Harliug Sistons 
“Earlv History of Freemasonry in Lincolnshire ” ; Af. ( 7 . Feck and W. J/. Gheesman on 
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“ Our Ancicnt Cliarges ” ; J. il/. Chapman , “ Lodges of Instruetion ” ; H. Woodhouse , 
“ Gleanings re Masonie Ceremonies ” and “ The Ethics of Freemasonry F. J . W. Croice , 
“ Masonic Certificates ” ; G . L. Sliackles , “Masonie Medals*’ (the lantern and numerous 
slides being utilized) ; G . W. Spcth , “The Folle Lore of Operati ve Masonry.” Also two 
leetures by Bro. R. F. Gould on “ The Story of the Craffc and the Legend of the Guild 
and “ Symbolism and the Degrces of Frecmasonry,” wliich should be eonsulted witli 
another by the lamented Bro. John Lane on “ Some Aspeets of Early Englisli Free- 
masonry,” and ono by Bro. T. B. Whytehead on “Ritual Points.” The reports of the 
discussioiis on tliese papers are most lielpful and instrnetive. 

It will be scen that No. 24-91 is doing a good work, in eommon witli thosc beforc 
noted, the “ Sussex Assoeiation for Masonic Research (four jiarts of its Transactiom 
being issued) ; the Liverpool Masonie Literary and Pliilosophieal Soeiety (in its third 
session,) and otliers. 

Part 2 of the “Humber Installed Masters’ Lodge, Hull/ , may be liad from the 
ever eourteous Secrctary, Bro. T. B. Rcdfearu, for the very modest sum of tlirec shillings 
and sixpence, post free.

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THE HAUGHFOOT LODGE. 

BY BRO. JOHN YARKER. 


N the two years of 18G9 and 1870, Bro. II. Sanderson contributed a numbcr 
of articles to tlie Freemasons 5 Mcgazine wliicli are of great value in 
estimating the position of Scottish Masonry. These Minutes extend 
from 1702 to 1763, during wliich period the Lodge met at Haughfoot, 
Galasliiels, and Sclkirk, without any Charter. It differed altogcther 
in its organisation from other Scottish Lodges, of which we have any 
knowledge, inasmuch as ali intention of regulating operative Masonry 
was foreign to it, and was rather what wc should suppose the 17th century Lodges of 
Chester, Warrington, and those scattcred over the country according to Plot, to have 
been; and it seems to have anticipated by fifteen years the views of-the London Grand 
Lodge as to Masonic needs. There is nothing in the Minutes to indicate how the 
system entered the minds of the founders ; it is said tliat a Lodge at Wark established 
the Haddington St. John Lodge in 1599 ; bnt in 1701 the Lodge at Alnwick was 
operative Masonic, and so was the Swalwell Lodge 1690-1725. Possibly the Haughfoot 
Lodge may have rescmbled sonae neighbouring Lodge, but the Gateshead Lodge of 1671 
was of an operative regulation also, and the Bisliop’s Charter may have been theunique 
whim of liis Librarian, Miles Stapylton, urged thereto by the two Trollops who were 
operative and speculative Masons of the city of York, and we know that the Durkam 
ritual was also York Masonry. A similar non-operative Lodge existed at the city of 
Durliam 1738 to 1763 wlien it accepted a charter from Grand Lodge, for particnlars of 
which sec Bro. Wm. Logan’s History of Granby Lodge, 124. The Haughfoot Lodge 
had neither Charges nor Bye-laws. It assemblcd annually on St. Jolirds l)ay at 
Christmas when it passed snch regulations as were necessary for the year. Its ofiicers 
were the diaster Mason, who is annually designated “ Preses ” in the Minutes; a Box- 
Master or Treasurer; a Clerk or Sccrctary ; and the youngest apprentice was messenger 
or ofticer ; changes gradually took place which will be noticed in their places. 

The degrees conferred in “ common forin ” were apprentice, and fellow-craft, 
sometimes at one sitting, and then with a year’s interval. For this purpose a 
“commission of five” was appointed every year to admit u intrants ; ” and these so 
entered do not seem to appear always in the annual Minutes. This peculiarity perhaps 
arose from the distance the brethren had to travel, as we read of admissions seven, 
tliirteen, and even twenty-eight miles away. 

The founders ot the Lodge were the neighbouring gentry, their “ servants,” a word 
which might then mean anything from day-labourer to manor steward — with a 
sprinkling of lawyers, or writers, surgeons, masons, wrights, Ac. The Minutes designate 
the Lairds by their lands, and not by family names, as Torsonce, Gala (Sir' James 
Scott), Middleton, Asliistiel, Fallahill, Torwoodlie, Ac. 

The meetings seem to have been well conducted, faults were censured and fined, 
the object being to promote good-fellowship, and relieve the w r auts of the necessitous. 
Thus we read yearly of assistance in oatmeal to relicts of two of their deceased members, 
and later of moncy grants to members. There was no fixed fee for Initiation, and as a 
“ pund seots” is only ls. 8d. members were admitted at Is. 8d. each, 5s. each, lOs. 
each, and credit was even given for such sums. It is impossible to read either politics, 
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or esoteric synibalism, infco the Minutes, aud in these tliings they are bnt ona par witli 
our own modern Lodges. The income of the u Box ” was derived from fines for non- 
attendance, generally abont 6d., bnt these were not always paid. Later a contribulion 
of a similar amouut “to strengthen the box ” was agreed to, and Gala was to be spoken 
as to what he would give. Initiation was songlit “ by Petition.” 

The first Miuutes of the Lodge begin 011 the 22nd December, 1702, but ten pages 
liave been toni out, leaving a fragment on page “ 11,” to shew the nature of the missing 
part. It was a Ritual of the two degrees of Apprentice and Fellowcraft, probably similar to 
the Dundcc ceremony of 1727, and the Sloane MS. printed by the Rev. Bro. Woodford. 
It is difficult to understand what tliis small fragment means, no doubt the word 
“ Judge ” is a pen-slip for Ludge wliich was tlien a common way of spelling Lodge. It 

might be read thus: — “leaving out The Lodge is as ordinary,” and 

“grips his liand in the ordinary way of a Fellowcraft.” It is thns entered : 

“of entrie as the apprentice did leaving out (the common Judge). Thcy tlien whisper 
the word as beforc, and the Master Mason grips his liand in the ordinary way.” 

“ Haughfoot, 14 Janry 1704, Met t John Hoppringle of yt ilk, James Pringle his 
brother, Andrew Thomson in Galashiels, David Murray in Philipliaugh, John Pringle, 
wright, Robert Lowrie in Stow, and James Pringle in Haughfoot, conform to the 
appointment made by the said John Hoppringle for yt end.” 

“ William Cairncross Mason in Stockbridge gave in his petition desiring liberty 
to associate liimself witli tliis lodge, wliicli being considered and he being examined 
before the mecting they wcre fnlly satisfied of his being a true entered apprentice and 
Fellowcraft, and therefore admitted him into their Society as a member tliereof in 
all tymecoming, npon his soleum promise in the ternis of the Society anent wliicli he 
accordingly gave.” 

“ The mecting also continued John Hoppringle, of yt ilk, Master Mason, till St. 
Jolnhs day next, and elected Andrew Thomson, Box- Master till tliat tyme.” 

“They also gave power to any five of their members to admit and enter such 
qualified persolis as should apply to them, into the society of tliis Lodge eitlier as 
apprentice or fellowcraft, and tliis cominission to continue till St. JolnFs day.” 

At the sanie meeting James Frier was admitted to the two degrees for one pund 
scots (ls. 8d.) and Georgc Cairncross, Junr., gratis, because of his father being fornierly 
a Mason, and now a member of the Lodge. On the 27th December, 1706, we read : — 
“John Scott, brother to Sir James Scott, of Gala, was orderly admitted to the Society 
of Apprentice and Fellowcraft.” 

Otlier entries of like nature occur, the “cominission to live for intrants ” being 
annually renewed down to 1763. A fresh regulation is dated 27th December, 1707. 
“ Therefore the meeting came to a generali resolution tliat in tyme coming tliey would 
not, except on special considerations, admitt to the Society both of apprentice and fellow- 
craft, at the same tyme, but tliat one year at least should intervene betwixt any being 
admitted apprentice and his being entered fellowcraft.” 

27th December, 1708, “James Frier was publicly reproved for some rash 
expressions he had made in relation to admission to the Society.” 

Every year a new Preses and Box-mastcr was elected, and we read 27th December, 
1709: — “William Cairncross, junr., and James Brysone gave iu their petition to be 
admitted to the Society wliicli was- agreed to as apprentices only, and they were 
admitted accordingly, and eacli of them were appointed to pay in to the Box Master, 
for their entry, onc pund scots.” Here itis to be notcd that at the same meeting James 
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Pringle, of Torwoodlie, had tlie two degrees and paid 6 pnnds (10/-). We read at t lio 
meeting on tlie 27tli December, 1714, of a brother again disciplined : — 

u The Preses for last yesir reports tliat lie and oYr four conveued Thomas Frier 
before veni, and reprimanded liim for his fault, and administered tlie oatli of new to 
him, and left the eonsideration of liis fyne to the meeting.” 

“ The meeting becanse the committee reports he was very sorry for his fault, passes 
froni every fyne.” 

The Lodge was equally striet witli the “ commission of five,” for we learn 27th 
December, 1716, “The sd. day reported by Adara Claperton, John Young, John 
Foantain, and James Peacock that they liad admitted Alex r . Methven, Chyr. . upon 
21 Xovr., 1716, as ane apprentice, who snbjected himself as to his entry monev to 
the determination of the Lodge, whicli being considered by the meeting they appoint 
him to pay four pnnds scots, and ordain them to be surety for the immediate payment 
yrof to tlie Box Master. And in lvgard they liave transgressed tlie act of the meeting, 
giving commission to any five to receive intiants; the meeting fynes eacli of them 
12 sh. scots, and ordain them to be pnblicly reprimanded by the Preses ” 

Tliis matter of the four over zealous members had not been adjusted in 1717. as they 
stated tliat “ Torsonce took the power ont of their liands,, they were content to pay their 
respective fynes.” 

Up to 1717 the Laird of Torsonce seems to liave acted as Clerk or Secretary, and 
every thing went on well, the Minutes now began to be taken in a roagh book, and there 
was a difficulty in finding a Clerk and fixing a salary to write up the “ register.” 
Anotlier trouble began to arise, the Box-master and otliers had the loan of their spare 
fnnds u on rent,” i e. interest. and it was difficnlt to get them to account, and some of 
their bilis were bnrnt as desperate,” in the end. We read *27th December, 171S : — 
“The Preses, witli consent of the Lodge, recommends to the commission of live for 
entering, to consider as to the entry monev, the distinctions following (viz.), that a 
tradesman pay at least five shillings sierling, and any other person whatsoev&r ten 
shillings sterling.” 

A Clerk had been appointed in 1726, wlio had the register to write up for ten years, 
at which time the Lodge met occasionally at Galashiels, and on the 28th December, 1730, 
Jeams Claperton, John Young, and Robert Frier, were appointed to compare the 
Minutes with the Register, “ and, upon finding that they agrce, to destroy the minutes.” 
On the 27th Febrnary, 1731, we are told “ According to tlie appointment of last 
meeting we, Jeams Claperton, Robt. Frier, John Young, Wm. Cairncross, John 
Donaldson, George Cairncross, and Willrn. Murray, liave compaired the minutes of 
Sedurents with the register, and found that they perfectly agrec, wherefore as desired 
we liave destroyed the sd. minutes. 

On the 20th January, 1742, the Lodge had removed itself permanently to Gala- 
shiels with occasional meetings at Stow. We have no Minutes of the passing of members 
to the degree of Fellowcraft, after one year ; no donbt such took place amongst the 
“ Commission of five,” and are not minuted. From this time also clianges began to be 
made in consonance to customs of the operati ve Lodges. 

On the 27th December, 1745, the Lodge began tbe custorn, followed by other 
Scottish Lodges, of admitting apprentices and appointing them “two intenders.” 
Various minutes follow of this description, generally apprentices to Masons, and in 
1747 we find the term “ brethren ” first used. 

On December 2‘ 7 th. 1749, it is thus expressed : — “ The sd. day George Dine was 
admitted in common form, and gave bili for one pound ten shillings Scots money as his 
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entry, pnyable next St. JohnAs dny. The sd. day John Dobson and Hugh Cairncross 
wcre ordcred io inslrnet George Dine in ali the points of an apprentice and 
fellowcraft.” 

On the 8tli January, 1753, the Lodge resolves to meet alternately at Selkirk, and 
accordingly they met there 27tli December, 1754, and also three days later, wlien it was 
resolved : — 11 The said day it was enacted a law that none ean enter here in time coming 
without a pair of gdoves to each member of tlie sd. Lodge.” 

On the 27th December 1759 the Lodge met at Selkirk when tliey began, for the 
firsfc time, to appoint Wardens : — “ Carri ed by plura! ity of votes, the continuance of 
George Dun, Preses, and George Hnnter, Box-master, and John and George Dobson, 
Wardens.” After this Wardens were annually appointed, whether meeting at Selkirk 
or Galasliiels ; and the last Minute of a meeting at Selkirk shews thafc tliey appoint as 
ofiicers, — “diaster, Wardens, Treasurer, Secrelary, four Stewards, and an Officer.” 

Thus terminates these interesting Minutes of whicli Iliavegiyen sufficient to sliow 
the nature of the work ; the eras of 1 717 (England) and 1736 (Scotland), made no changes 
in the working of the Lodge, but with their advent at Selkirk the members began to 
fashion their proccedings on those of the ncighbouriug Lodges. Thus some would be 
dissatisfied with the changes, whilst others would attacli themselves to Lodges held of 
Grand Lodge of Scotland. However loosely some of the Lodges may have performed 
their work, these Minutes prove bcyond a doubt what was expected of a Scottish Lodge 
as to ceremonies, and as sucli they are of the greatest value to the history of Masonry in 
that part of the United Kingdom. 

The originial intent of this paper was to prove that Scottish Masonry possessed 
two ceremonial degrees, and not one, and that the Mas ter Mason was the (Speculative) 
Chair Master : the Melrose documents are of like effect. Since it was written, Bro. 
R. F. Gonld lias examined the matter fully, and has pronounced for two degrees, both 
in England and Scotland, with this distinction, that whilst the Second Dcgree of Scot- 
land was Passed Fellow of Craft, in England it was Fellow — or— and Master, and, 
thougli he doubts the verbal antiquity of onr old Catecliisms, he can refer further to the 
1623 records of the Lodge liehi under the Masons’ Company of London. May not the 
distinction arise by tlie grant of brevet Chair rank, in the conferment of certain formulae, 
alleged to have been transferred to the Royal Arcli about 1740 ? 
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A “POMPE FUNEBRE ” 

IN PARIS IN 1800.

HE splenclour of the various Masonie funetions in vogue in Franee a 
century ago, are well-known to ali tliosc wholiave, in any degrce, studied 
the liistory of Freemasonry in that country. The extent, deeorations, 
and appointmcuts of their Halls of Mccting, and the extraordinary 
attention to detail in tlic arrangement of ornaments and symbols, was 
mueh superior to what was customaryin England, wliile the grandeur 
and pomp of their ccremonial was very far in advanee of the simple 
hut impressive ritual eoramou in tliis country. 

The Freneli Masons soughfc to impress their members witli the magnificent sur- 
ronndings of the Craft, witli its pomp and pageant, the gorgeousness of its trappings, 
the riehness of its apparel, the immber of its jewels and thcwealth lavislied on its fetes, 
bnt seem, in a great measure, to have failed to impress its lessons on the heart, to be 
reprodueed in the actions of daily life. Tliey did not, it is true, entirely forget the 
claims of the poor, the orplian and the distressed, but tliey seem to liave thought more 
of their entertarnrncnts and fetes, and displaying their magnifieenee to an admiring 
crowd. 

No wouder that Frcemasonry in Franee feli from its lofty pedcstal of splendour, 
for it had no grip on the affeetion of its members, and in these later days it has beeome 
the tool of a politieal elique, whieh uses it for the attainment of its ovvn ends, caring 
little whether tliey are in aceordance witli Masonie principies and for the advancement of 
the best interests of mankind. 

Amongst the most splendid of their Masonie funetions, were those arranged at 
the deeease of distingnished brethren by the members of Lodges to whieh they had 
belonged, and it will be of interest to some to read the following aeeount of a “ Pompe 
Funebre,” held in Paris on May 31st, 1806, in memory of Louis Joscpli Louvain de 
Pescheloche, Colonei of the 15th Regt. of Dragoons, who was killed at the battle of 
Austerlitz in December, 1805. • 

The aeeount is transcribcd from a contemporary manuseript document, whieh 
appears to be an oflieial eopy from the Lodge Minute-book, as it is signed by the 
Master, Seeretary and otliers, and sealcd witli the Lodge scal. The water-mark of the 
paper is “ Republique Frangaise — Ministere des Finances.” 

The Lodge “ St. Alexandre D’Ecosse et le Contrat Soeial Reunis ” was the 
Mother-lodge of the Rite Eeossaise Philosophique, a body whieh included many noted 
Masons among its members. The Master of the Lodge for the year 1806 was Claude 
Antoine Thory, the eminent Freneli Masonie historian, autlior of the “ Aeta Latomorum.” 

The Rite Eeossaise Philosophique was an off-slioot from the Grand Orient of 
Franee, and was founded in Paris in the year 1776; the Marqnis de la Roehefoucault- 
Bayers was the first Grand Master, witli Raron Bromer as his Deputy, Louvain de 
Peseheloehe being also one of the founders. In 1779 a housc w r as purehased in Paris 
and reconstrueted to serve as lieadquai^ers of the Order, and here a very fine library 
was eollected, of whieh, in 1788, Thory was appointed si eonservateur a vie.” A series 
of meetings was lield annually for the diseussion of Masonie subjects, the study of tlie 
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history and teaeliing of Freeniasonry, and for tlie instruetion of tlie members of tlie 
Order. Members of all rites were cordially weleoiucd to tliese meetings, and eminent 
and lcarned Masons gave tlieir serviees as leeturers. Thus in 1777 M. Court de Gebelin 
gave, in seven leetures, a dissertation “ sur les allegories les plus vraisembles des grades 
maconniques,” wliile in 1812 Le Clievalier Alex. Lenoir gave a eourse of eight leetures 
“sur les rapports qui existent entre les aneiens mysteres des Egyptiens et des Grecs et 
eeux de la Franehe-Mai^onnerie.” 

This new departurc in Masonie work scems to liave attraeted many prominent 
Masons, among whom may be mentioned, in additiou to those already referred to, 
Marshal Count Serrurier, Dr. Boileau, Abbe Bertolio, Nogaret the poet, Robelot tlie 
autlior, General Rouyer, treasurer of tlie Legion d’Honneur, Floequet the rnusieal 
eomposer, Aeliet, Dr. Burard, Saecliini tlie musieian, Dr. Lafisse, Beaurepaire, Barou 
Grant, Yoyard the poet, Marshal Count Yalence, Askeri Khan, Persian Ambassador to 
France, and the notorious Paul Jones. 

At the outbreak of the Revolution tlie premises belonging to tlie Order were 
pillaged by tlie mob, but most of the valuable books, MSS., cliarters and registers were 
saved. All meetings of the members, liowever, were suspended from 1789 to 1801. 

After tlie Revolution the two senior Lodges on tlie Roll, “St. Alexaudre 
D’Eeosse ” and “ Le Contrat Soeial,” whose membersliip liad dwindled during tlie 
troublous times, amalgarnated, and it was under the auspiees of this united Lodge, that 
the Pompe Funebre was arranged in meniory of Louvain de Peseheloclie. 

The Order scems, however, to liave reeeived its death-blow at the Revolution, for 
it rapidly deelined in importanee, and although Prinee Cambaeeres, Grand Masterof the 
Grand Orient of Franee, beeame Grand Master also of the Rite Eeossaise Pliilosopliique, 
it gradually deelined and eeased to exist abont I82b. The Library belonging to the 
Order subsequently eame into the possession of the Grand Lodge of Seotland, as a gift 
from the widow of Dr. Charles Morrison, a retired military surgeon long resident in 
Paris.

r. Waltkr Xickkls, of Birkenhcad, has very kindly placed at my 
disposal, for publication in the Transactions , several interes t-ing 
memorials of a member of tlie Order of St. John of Jeru:salem, dating 
from the early years of its reorganization in England (1826-1831). 

The jewel, it will he observed, is of the old form : suspended 
from a black silk ribbon, gold with wliite enamel. In the angles are 
four lions (sometliing like thosc in the Insignia of the Order of the 
Bath), and not lions and unicoras, a forni said to liave been adopted by George 
the Fourth, who was an Honorary Member of one of the Frencli Langues. 

13 ut little seems to be known of the history of this reorganization : about whicli 
reference may be made to Xotes and Queries for the year 1863. 

From the date of tlie Certificate, it would appear tliat the Chevalier Philippe de 
Chastelain, who was the Delegate from France. during his mission to England, eleeted 
members of the Order, and issued certificates before the formal reorganization on tlie 
24 th of January, 1831. 

The following is a copy of a printed sheet wliich was obtained witli the certificate 
and jewel.

Monsikur, Comte d'Artois, et Monseigneur le Duc d’ Angouleme ontete 
successivement jusqu ? a lcur mariage, Grand-Prieur de la Langue de France.

L’Ordre souvcrain de Saint-Jean de Jerusalem (Malte) a possede successivement 
Tripoli, Saint- Jean-d J Acre, Jerusalem, le Royaume de Cbypre, Margat, Rliodes, la 
Moree et Malte, et a encore des biens immenses dans toute 1’Europe, en baillages, grands- 
prieures, commanderies, villes, villages et bois. 

Ses armees en propre ont conquis bien des royaumes, secouru des Rois puissans, 
detruit les pirates de toutes les nations, proteges le commerce des Chretiens, tenu en 
bride les eorsaires d^Alger, de Max^oc et de Tripoli, delivre les esclaves et fonde des 
hopitaux le plus richement servis qui aient jamais existe.

L’Ordre etant essentiellement militaire, hospitalier et religieux, les Chevaliers de 
justice et membres de toutes les classes, aFexception des Donnez, sont astreints a faire 
des voeux ; les Honoraires ont besoin de bulles et de Fautorisation du Grand-Maitre et 
des eliefs de langues (nations), pour etre admis lionorifiquement etant maries. 

IFOrdre distingue cinq classes pour s’y presenter (non compris les Honoraires) :

A' Obedience, et- les Donnez. 

On est admis au rang de Chevalier de Justice de trois mani eres : de minorite, 
comme page du Grand-Maitre; et de majorite, en faisant les preuves autlientiques de 
scize quartiers de noblcsse. 

Les preuves sont les memes dans ces trois circonstances ; Fage seul du presente 
et abiit nn difference dans les receptions. 

On est refu Chevalier de Justice de Minorite depilis le moment de la naissance. 
Le droit de passage est de 6000 fr. Celui de majorite est de 3000 fr. Le Genealogiste 
qui fait les preuves a un droit de 300 fr. 

Les Conventuels, les Servans d’armes. les Pretres freres d^bedience paient 
4000 fr. de minorite 2000 fr. de majorite, Toutes ces classes sont soumises a faire des 
vceux et ne penvent etre mariees. 

Le passage des Donats ou Donnez, Ofiiciers ou Honoraires de FOrdre est d’apres 
les Statuts de 400 ecus d’or au soleil, compris le privilege (4000 fr. dc notre monnaie).

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FREEMASONRY IN GOUNOD'S OPERA, 

“IRENE, THE QUEEN OF SHEBA.” 

BY JOHN T. THORP. 


HE well-known opera “ Die Zauberdote (Tlie magic flute),” coxnposed 
by tliat great master of music, Mozart, lias been designated “ The 
Masonic Opera,” on accouut of tbe Masonic symbolism wliich rnns 
tlirough it. That lie sliould thus haveutilized the knowlcdge he could 
obtain of the symbolism of Speculative Ereemasoury is not to be 
wondered at. wlien his warm attachment to the Craft is remembered, an attacliment 
so devoted that his last liours were spent in its Service. 

Mozart, however, is not the only musieal genius who has laid the Craft nnder 
tribute, inasmuch as Gounod, one of the leading operatio composers of the last balf- 
century, has incorporatcd in his opera “ La Reine de Saba (The Queen of Sheba) 55 some 
of the best known of the many legends of Solomon and his Temple. This adoption of 
a Masonic legend by Gonnod causes some surprise, for being a very devoted son of the 
Roman Catholic Church, it is scarcely probable that he was a Freemason; his 
knowledge, therefore, must liave been derived from other than Masonic sources, unless 
the author of the libretto, Gerard de Xerval, happened to be a member~of the Craft, 
wliich is quite possible. However, Gounod thought he saw in the legend some 
interesting and striking dramatic incidents, wliich he hoped miglit prove acceptable to 
the patrons of the French Opera. 

This little-known work of Gounod*s, — “ The Queen of Sheba,'’ was first brought 
out in Paris, on February 2Sth, 1S62, but only ran tlirough fifteen performances, 
althougli in some other cities, Rrussels and Darmstardt among others, it was received 
with greater favour. The opera was subsequently produced in England, at the 
Crystal Palace, on Augnst 12tli, 1865, under the title of “Irene.” Following as it 
did, upon the phenomenally successful prodnetion of the same anthor’s u Faust.” great 
tlungs were confidently anticipated of “ The Queen of Sheba ” : the work, however, did 
not rise to the gcneral expectation, and except for the frequent performance on the 
concert platform of two or three numbers, the opera may be said to be almost forgotten 
in the musieal world. 

As no mention whatever of this opera, and the reference therein to the building 
legend has been made in the Transactions of the “Quatuor Coronati” Lodge, a short 
account, taken from the published English libretto of Henry Farnie, may not be 
altogether unacceptable.

Tlie action passes at Coustantinople. 

It will be noticed that one of tlie principal characters, the Master Builder, is 
introduced here under the name of Muriei. Suliman. Sultan of Turkey, occnpies 
the place of Solomon, King of Israel, ivhile the scene is laid at Constantinople instead 
of at Jerusalera. 

"With the story of the opera are interwoven, as already stated, some of the ivell- 
knotvn building legends and traditions. The hero, Muriei, a mysterious person- 
ale from the far east, is snpposed to be the descendant of the founders of the Order, 
and the depositary of its secrets. The action of the piece takes place at a time 'ivlien 
the Freemasons — althongli in some respects a secret association — were really skilled 
artisans, and travelled throughout the civilized world, fonnding and building clmrches, 
palaces and mouuments. many of whicli are, to this day, tvonders of architectare. 

The opera opens with a fact of this nature. A compauy of tliese wandering 
masons, under their chief, Muriei, are engaged at Stamboul, in the re-edification of the 
Grand Mosque, by order of the Sultan Suliman. Muriei is sliewn in the character of a 
visionary, sombre and mysterious, delighting to recall the old legend of his race and 
craft. Suliman speaks of liirn as 

“but a liumble dreamer ! 

Strange are his thoughts, sombre his visage ! 

From eastern elimes he hither came ; 

His race I know not, nor his country ! 

Others feast, others dance, aloof he standeth lonely.’’ 

One of his drearny reveries fornis the opening Recitative and Air in .Act I. 

Muriei : — How frail and weak a thing is man ! How poor this work of 
ours 1 Hideous and vain it standeth, a dwelling for luxury, a temple fit for pride ! 
Hardly tvorthy of man! All nobleness ^-anting ! This they call building for all 
eternity. Sons of Tubal Cain, Oh strong and noble race, benefactors of man ! Higli 
and God-like minds, in your path thro’ the ivorld ye left a track of greatness. Libanus 
bearetli witness in vast noble ruins ; tvhere far the saud heaps higli the desert plain, 
even tliere rise the Avond'rous fornis ye have made, from out the past, in solemn 
grandeur. Ah! before your awfnl potv’r I boiv the liead. 
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Lend me yonr aid, Oh, racc divine ! 

Fathers of old to whom Fve prayed, 

Spirits of powV, be yonr lielp mino, 

Lend me yonr aid ! 

Fathers of old to whom Fve prayed, 

Oh! lend yonr aid! 

Oli grant tliat my wild dream be not in vain, 

Tliat future time sliall owe to me 
A work tlieir bards will sing in tlieir strain, 

Tho’ Chaos stili an iron sea. 

From the caldron thc niolten wave 
Soon will flow into its monld of sand, 

And ye, Oh sons of Tubal Cain, 

Fire, Oh fire my soul and gnide my hand ! 

Lend me your aid, Oh, race divine ! 

Fathers of old to wliom Fve prayed, 

Spirits of pow’r be your lielp mine, 

Lend me your aid ! 

Fathers of old to whom I’ve pray’d, 

Oh ! lend your aid ! 

Now to the stone and to the iron turn I my thoughts ; in them strange fornis and 
creatures of my brain shall live ! ” 

Upon his reverie break in visitors. First a youth of his band, Pascal, who is 
devoted to liim, brings glowing tidings of the advent of a certain beautiful Greek 
Princess. Slie is a vassal of the Sultan, and yearly comes to pay liim homnge; but, 
overcome by lier lovcliness, Suliman, it was said, was about to make her his wife. Tliis 
news seems to have little interest for Muriei, for after a song lias been sung by Pascal 
in praise of Irene’s beauty, he retorts — 

“ AVhat matters this to me? 

Have I nonglit else to think of 
But tliis young girl, fair tlio’ shc be ? 

E’en now madly the metal boils within the caldron, 

While we dally the time hurries on. ,, 

Presently MurieVs solitude is again interrupted by the arrival of three con- 
tumelious workmen, who demand of the master to be advaneed in tlieir Masonic rank. 
He telis tliem tliat tliey are umvortliy, and retires; whereupon the workmen become 
conspirators, and vow vengeance against liim. This forms the subject of a

The foregoing scene has taken place in the atelier or workshop of Mnriel. The 
next exhibits the ununished mosque, and a perspective of Stamboul en fete — for the 
fair Greek princess, accompanicd by Snliman and his couit, is coming to see the wonder- 
ful results accomplished by Muriei and his band of workmen. The remainder of the 
first Act is devoted to a representation of this visit — of the glory of Snliman — of the 
mutual fasciuation, which rapidly ripens into love, of Muriei and Irene over eacli other 
— and of the mysterious power of the former as displayed in a “Freemasonry ” scenc, 
as the author calls it, with the mnltitnde. 

In this last scene, Mnriel, who has been commanded to assemble his workmen, 
in order that the princess may proclaim before tliem lier wonder at the work, tnrns 
towards the crowd, and traces, with his right hand horizontally in the air, the letter T. 
This is in reality the tan, the mystical mark or character known to all Masons, 
especially tliose associated with the Holy Royal Arch. 

The multitade is moved as though by some unseen bnt miglity power. The 
people mnrmur with amazement “ Ah ! ” 

Muriei traces in the same manner a vertical T or tau. 

The people are again moved and murmnr with amazement “ Ah ! ” 

They flock towards Mnriel, they kneel before him in adoration, and the scene 
closes with a chorus of popular exultation. 

The Second Act depicts a grandly gloomy scene, in which Muriei and his 
founders are preparing, in a huge furnace, the metal for a great casting. It will be 
remembered that Hiram Abiff was skilful to work in brass and iron as well as in stone. 

Suliman and his Greek princess are to be among the spectators, and this oppor- 
tunity has been seized by the conspirators either to effect the death of Mnriel, or, at all 
events, to bring abont his disgrace. They have weakened the mould into which the 
fiery stream is to flow, and accordingly, when Muriei gives the signal to release the 
metal by striking three blows with a hammer, a catastrophe results. The torrent of 
liquid metal flows over the stage, sweeping everything before it, and a rain of fire 
threatens the Sultan, the princess and all with death. Mnriel, however, saves Irene, 
and on the ruin of his work the act-drop descends. 

Act Three is laid in the Yale of Sweet Waters, near the palace of the Snltan, 
where Irene, with hcr train of girls, gossip, sing, and dance. This is followed by a love- 
scene between Mnriel and Irene, which is interrupted by Pascal, who brings the 
astounding inteliigence that the casting, instead of being a failure, has tnrned ont 
successful, and that all Stamboul resounds with the fame of the great master. The 
Act closes with a grand chorns, in which the mercy of heaven is acknowledged. 

The scene of Act Fonr is a gorgeous banqnetting hall of the Snltan’s palace; 
amid the sounds of a triumphal march Mnriel enters, attendedby an admiringpopnlace. 
The Sultan receives him graciously, and decrees him royal honors. Muriei, however, 
ref uses all rewards and declares his intention, “ wearied out by plots and by secret 
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foe.’‘ of returning at oncc to his own country. Suliinan gets angry and threateus li ini , 
but Muriei retorts that avitii one wave of the haud he could destroy Stamboul. 
Muriei retires and the populace disperses. 

Act Five shows a woodland glade, gloomy with a passing storm. Thither 
Muriei wanders in the hope of seeing Irene. Footsteps ai’e lieard, it is not Irene, 
liowever, but the three conspirators who have determiued on his death. The following 
quartett is then sung : — 

“ ^Muriei ,"Zorast , Baffael , and Phannah.

At this moment Irene appears, only to find her lover dead. Her conipanions and 
MurieTs workmen now enter, and Irene sings a passionale eloge of the Master, now no 
more. As'she sings, a strange mysterious liglit is revealed, the dark trees, the sombre 
clouds, grow impaipable, and the scene ehanges to the Realms of the Spirits of Fire, 
wlio are supposed to be the tutelar deities of Muriei. His apotheosis then follows, in 
which he is animated by a life immortal, and ani id the triumphant chorus of the 
Spirits of Fire, the cnrtain deseends. 

This incorporation of a building legend in the plot of a modern opera, is a fact 
of considerable interest to Freemasons. That it should have been considered of 
sufficient importance for the pnrpose is noteworthy. The portrayal of the Master as a 
man of mystery, endowed with wondcrful gifts, able to sway meu’s minds aud influence 
tlieir actions, and yet susceptible to the tender passion of human love, places liim before 
us as if taken from somc truly oriental legend. The suspicion that his assassination 
was due, in sonie measure, to the vengeance of Suliman, on discovering that Irene’s 
aifections had been transferred from him to the Master, is not confirmed by any of the 
traditions associatcd with his namc. The demands of the workmen, MurieTs refusal, 
tlieir thrcats of vengeance, tlieir second interview with the Master in the forest with its 
tragie ending — are all portrayed in a manncr well calcnlated to impress the kearcrs. 
Mythical or not, there are some life-like touclies about the story given in the opera, 
wbich niust interest us as mucli as the narrative of an actual fact, and that, too, in spite 
of the assertion by sonie critics, it may be without foundation, that its non-success was 
due principally to the libretto, which was absolutely devoid of interest. Gounod liim- 
self, howcver, laid great store upon the work, and was grievously disappointed on 
finding that it had failed to satisfy the public, for being met a short time after its 
production by a musical critic at Baden, lie told liim that he was travelling on aecount 
of a family bereavement. “I have lost,” hc said, 44 a woman wliom I loved deeply, the 
Queen of Sheba.” 1 

Of the music I am not competent to offer an opinion. The graceful women\s 
chorus 44 Fair the Rose of love is blowing,” at the beginning of the Third Act, Irene’s 
grand air 44 Far greater in liis lowly state,” the chorus 44 Trumpet blow, mnsic flow,” 
and the Sultan’s song 44 She alone cliarnieth ray sadness,” are perliaps the best known 
portions of the Opera, the whole work, however, though occasionally given as a concert 
pcrformance, is never heard upon the operatic stage.

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Bro. F. .T. W. Ckowe said — Bro. Thorp’s musical paper is full of interest and 
suggestiveness, and little can be added to it. M. Gustave Chouquet, keeper of the- 
Museum of tlie Pavis Conservatoire, says of tlie libretto tliat it “embodies ideas more 
suitable for a politieal or psyebological exposition than for a lyrie tragedy,” and tliis is 
probably tlie reason AA*hy it lias not kept the stage. 

The only numbers that liave survived ave the dialogue and elioruses between the 
Jewesses and Sabeaus in Act 2. The great bass avia, “ She alone ch armet h my 
sadness,” the Queen’s song in Aet 4 (afterwards inserted in Fanst,the ehoral marcli and 
danee), and the cliarmiug ballet musie. The produetion at the Crystal Palaee on 
August 12tli, 1865, to Avhicli Bro. Tliorp refers, Avas a coneert performance, not as an 
onera. 

As Mozarfs famous “ Die Zauberflote,” so Avell knoivu to Freemasons, lias been 
mentioned, itmay be interest ing to note that, although tlie great Master himself was so- 
ardent a member of our fvaternity, it is by aeeident that tlie work is of Masonic 
interest. The libretto avus at first compiled by Scliikaneder, the Impressario of the 
Wieden Theatre at Vienna (at Avhieli the opera was afterwards produced), frotn a 
fairy tale by Wieland, entitled “Lulu, oder die Zauberflote,” but Avhen finislied he 
found that the same story liad been adapted for the Leopoldstadt Theatre under the 
title of “ Kaspar der Fagottist, oder die Zauberzitlier.” He Avas obliged, tlierefore, to- 
re-model it, and as the Freemasons Avere then being liardly dealt witliby tlie authorities, 
he introdueed a number of sympathetie allusions to them, and also invented the neAv 
dramatis personas of Papageno and Papagena. Thus by a pure chanee eanie the 
Masonie Opera, as it is ealled, Avliich has proved of sucli lasting interest to the Craft, as 
Avell as being Mozart’s greatest masterpieee. 

The perseeution referred to Avas that wliieh AA'as eommeneed against our Austrian 
brethren under the Eniperor Josepli II., and finally culminated in the edict of 1795, 
AA r liich suppressed ali seeret soeieties in the Empire. Up to the present time the aet is 
stili in foree, althougli various “ eireles ” and “ elubs,” AA'hieh are practieally “Lodges” 
under anotlier name, are now tacitly tolerated in Vienna. 

Many of ns knoAA' tliat Ave are also indebted to Bro. Mozart for tAVO ehanning 
Masonie Cantatas Avritten for the Lodge of Avhicli he AA’as a member. 

Bro. W. H. Ry lands : — I liave listened with mneli pleasnre to tlie interesting' 
paper h y Bro. Tliorp: it is well to plaee on reeord in our Transactions every note, even 
indirectly eonneeted witli our History, that ean he colleeted. It seems to me, liowever, 
that the opera is not so entirely neglected as Bro. Thorp supposes, as I had the pleasnre 
of liearing it some years ago in Germany, and I believe with the musie deseribcd. 

Witli referenee to tlie conneetion of Gerard de Nerval witli tlie plot of tlie 
“Queen of Sheba,” I publislied an interesting note on the subject in our Transactions r 
vol. xiv.j 1901, pp. 179-80. 
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IONIC LODGE, No. 227, LONDON. 

B V IV. BRO. JOHN SONGHURST, P.M. 227 . 


HE Ionie Lodge works under a AYarrant Avliich was granted by the 
Grand Lodge of the “ Ancients,” and signed on the 25th April, 1810, 
by the Duke of Atholl, Grand Alastei’, Thomas Harper, D.G.AL, 
Malcolm Gillies, S.G.W., Thomas Mahon, J.G.AY.. and Robert Leslie,. 
Grand Secretary. It empowers Jolin Hali, Robert Parish and AA T illiam 
Hope to hold a Lodge of Free and Acceptcd Alasons at the Fortune 
of AA’ar, or elsewliere, in AA'oohvich, in the County of Kent, upon the 
second Alonday in every montli. The AYarrant Avas numbered 312, and registered in 
the Grand Lodge, A T ol. 10, Letler K, fo. 149. It bears two seals, each attached to com- 
bincd bine and orange ribbons, threaded throngh the parchmcnt, tliat on the left, in 
Avax, boing the arms of the Duke of Atholl, and that on the right, on Avafer, beingthose 
of the Grand Lodge of the “Ancients.’' Above the Xo. is writteu “Xo. 397 late,” the 
AA-ords haA-ing evidently been added after the union in 1813, and a marginal note, dated 
20th Xovember, 1835, in the handwriting of, and signed by, William II. AYhite, G.S , 
states that permission Avas granted to remove the Lodge now denominated the “ Ionie ” 
Lodge, and numbered 275, from Charltou to the “ George and A r nlture Tavern, Cornhill 
in the City of London, there to be holden on the first Thursday in each month.” 

The alteration to 275 Avas made at the “ Closing up ” in 1832, Avhile that of 
1863 gave Xo. 227 vvhich it stili holds.

The “Atholl” collar jeAA*els existing at the pi’esent day ai’e as folloAvs : 

1F.3I. — Compasses and Sectoi’, Avith iiTadiated sun betAveen aims of Compasses. 

Secretary — Crossed pens tied with i'iband of silver. 

Ttco Deacons — Mercury pattern facing left, Avith left arm i’aised. 

Ali the aboA'e are of silvei*. and bear the hall-mai'k of 1810. They are all 
engi^aved at the back “ Aleehanical Lodge Xo. 312, AA T oolAvich,” and, AA-ith the exception 
of the Seei'etary’s jeAvel, ai*e also marked as having' been examinedbya Bro. AI. Alorgan, 
at AA r ool\vich, in 1810. Otherold jewels belonging to the Lodge ai-e those of the J.AY. 
(not mai'ked) and of the I.G., Avith liall-niai’k of 1835, the date of the removal fi>om 
Charlton. Others have been in use Avithin recent times, and that of the Treasurei’, Avhich 
was of the 1810 type disappeared only about two yeai’s ago. 
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It would appear that the first “ Atboll ” Lodge bearing tlie Xo. 312 was warranted 
in 1798 and attached to the Prince of Wales’s Fencible Cavalry. According to the 
•‘Ahiman Rezon ” of 1801, the Lodge was then at Manckester. In 1S07 it is described 
as “ Priucess of Wales’s Fencible Cavalry,’' and after tliis latter date it disappears 
entirely. In spite of the well-known method adopted by the “ Ancients ” of giving 
lapsed numbers to later applicants for warrants, and in spite also of the fact that the 
1810 Lodge did not sncceed to the jewels of its predecessor, one cannot lielp feeliug that 
a conuexion between a “regiment,” on tlie one haud, and ‘ 5 Woolwieh,” on the other, is 
something more tlian a mere coincidence. It may also be noted that the Freemasons’ 
Calendar and Pocket Book, which is published under the anthority of the Graud Lodge 
of England, gives the date of origin of Xo. 22 7 as 179S. 

An interesting point in conuection with these deacons’ jewels is the position of 
the left hand. In some cxamples the liand is raised to the level of the head, and the 
finge rs point upwards. In otliers it is lowered, and the fingers point downwards. It 
has been suggested that the different positions were eniployed to distiuguisli the Senior 
from the Junior Deacon, while anotlier thouglit will donbtless occur to the minds of 
some brethren, which. as Dr. Anderson would liave said, is not proper to be written.” 
I liave already mentioned that in the Ionie M jewels the left hand is in each case raised, 
bixt, on makiug a careful comparison, I found, to my surprise, that one is lower tlian 
the other by about a quarter-of-an-inch at the tips of the fingers. The jewels have 
evidently been cast in the same mould, and it would have been impossible to bend the 
arm nnless it had first been anuealed. It seems, therefore, as if the position mnst have 
been altered iutentionally. and althougli the difference is too small to be noticed, except 
on a elose exauiination, it may be that “ Bro. M. Morgan” knew that some alteration 
ought to be made, and so bent the arm down in one case. I mnst however add that I 
recently examined a pair of similar jewels, in the possession of the “ Witham M Lodge, 
at Lincoln, dated 1S01, and found that there was no difference wliatever in the positions 
of the arms. 

It will be noticed that although, according to Bro. Lane, the Lodge was <£ named 
in IS‘25/’ it was in fact called the “ Mechanical v at the time of its Constitution in 1810. 
I wrote to Bro. Lane on tliis poiut a few years before his death. and he very wisely 
suggested that I should examine the old Minute Books and see wliat information I 
could gain from tliem. As, however, our Minute Books seem to have followed the 
example of some of the jewels, and at various times to have “ disappeared,” I have been 
unable to act upon his ad vice, and can ouly point to the stili existing jewels as evidence 
of a fact which is unrecorded in the books of the Grand Lodge. 
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KNIGHTS TEMPLARS. 

B Y Is JIO. F. H. GOLDNEY, P.G.D. 


X Bro. Gould’s exposition of the Degrees of Pure and Ancient Free- 
masonry in the last number of our Transactions, his passing referenees 
to (modern) Knights Templars indicate a comparatively reeent origin 
of tliat Order. 

Thus, on p. G2, lie qnotes an entry from Chapter of Friendship 
minute book, dated October 21st, 1778 ; “ Coni. Palmer Z. read a letter 
from Coni. Dunekerley, tliat ive make Knight Templars if we’ wanted 
and it ivas resolved to . . . ,” aud add.s tliat the historian of the Chapter (Bro. 

Alexander Iiowell) made the following eomment npon it, viz. : “ In the above 
minute we liave a refereuce to Knight Templars— earlier tlian any known mention 
of tliem in England.” 

To mark the progress made by the Order within a few years after that date, 
I would mention that my great grandfather, Midi ael Burrough (a Banker at Salisbury), 
was an enthusiastic Mason and Knight Templar; and that I liave interesting articles of 
elothing of various degrees, jewels, rituals, ete., whicli were used by liim. Amongst 
tliem are 

(1) A printed pamplilet, the title page of whicli runs as follows : 

“ Statutes of the Royal, Exalted, Religious and Military Order of H.R.D.M., 
Grand eleeted Masonie Knights Templars K.D.S.H. of S l John of Jerusalem, Palestine, 
Rliodes & c ” 

The following printed footnote is at the end of the Pamplilet — 

$)•*“ The above laws were read at a grand conclave, “ June 24th, 1791, and were 
unanimously approved of.” 

(2) A printed form of Summons, addressed to “ M r Miehael Burrough — Salis- 
bury,” and filled up in liandwriting [where indicated in italics], as follows — 

“Chapter of Obfervanee of the Royal Order of H.R.D.M. K.D.S.H. Palestine I st 
& II nd Column of the Seven Degi^ees, m. v, vil, ix, lxxxi. Ne Plus Ultra.

1 8 th CENTURY.

T secms very desirable, Avhencver rare, interesting or enrions Masonie 
Certificates, Avhicli have bcen liidden away for many years. are at 
lengtli brougbt ont into tlie light of day, tbat tlieir existence shonld 
be made known to tlie members of the Craft, and photographs 
obtained for future reference. 


It was t here fore vvith great pleasure tliat I was able to exhibit at tlie Quatuor 
Coronati Lodge m October last, two Certificates issued in the City of Chichestcr 


over a bundred years ago, and whicli I felt sure Avould be of interest 


to Freemasons, 


particularly to those residing in that ancicnt city. Botli are pareliment documents 
issued to Bro. William Dearling, and admirable reprodnetions accompany tliis note. 


The first, a Craft Certificate, llf-inelies by lOf-inelies in size, was issued by the 
Lodge of Harmony No. 559; it is dated Jnne 18th, a.l. 5791, a.d. 1791, and signed by 
Thos. Bull, M aster ; Ale.x. Williams, Senior Warden ; David Davis, Junior Warden; 
and William Cooper, Secretary. The Seal consists of wliite paper on dark blue gronnd, 
and represents tlie arms of the “ Moderns Grand Lodge of England, surrounded by the 
words Lodge of Harmony 559 City of Chicliester.’' According to the late Bro. Lane’s 
invaluable “ Masonie Records,” the Lodge of. Harmony was constituted May llth, 1790, 
and lapsed before 1800, so tliat Certificates of the Lodge must be exceedingly rare. 

On the baek of the document tlicre is tlie following endorsement, “ Yu a la 
It.-. L.\ De la Perseverancc or .\ de Pontaudemcr en Yenue Regw le 27? Jour du IO 
Alois de Pan de la V/. Lumiere 5818. Boeanes, R.\ X.-. Y.\, Carbonnier, M.-. S>; e .” 
Tliis no doubt refers to a visit paid by Bro. Dearling to tbat Lodge in 1818. 

The sccond document is a Kniglit Templar Certificate issued to the samebrother, 
by the Conclave and Clmpter of the Holy Sepulchre, lield at Chicliester; it is dated 
June 4th, a.l. 5798, a.d. 1794, a.o. 676, and signed by Thos. Bransom, Seeond Scribe. 
It is one of tlie smallest engraved Certificates ever issued by any Masonie body in 
England, being only 9|- inclies by inclics in size, and is in an excellent state of 
preservation. This Certificate was issued under the autliorify of Thomas Dunckerley, 
Grand Master of the Order from 1791 to 1795. It was the first of tliis series of K.T. 
Certificates, and is now of the greatest rarity. The seal in black Avax is probably 
Dnnckerleys ordinary Masonie seal, but the dcvice thereon is obliterated by age.

BY BRO. IV. JOHN SONGHURSJ P.M. 


HE Brefhren wliose good fortune enabled them to join in tlie recent trip 
to Lincoln, appear to liave wondered ivhy a city teeming with inatters 
of sucli decp interest to tlie Hason-Student, should not liave received 
earlier attention from the members of tlie Qua tuor Coronati Lodge, and 
wliile no auswer was forthcoming to this very pertinent qnestion, a 
feeling of gratitude was exprcssed by those who joined in the outing 
for the first time, and who thus ivere enabled to make their debut 
under such exceptionally favourable conditions, wliile those who ivere in a position to 
make comparisons with trips of former years were unaniniously of the opinion that it 
was impossible to point to one which could in ali respects be said to take the lead, with 
“ Lincoln ” in the running. 

The following brethren left King’s Cross on the Thursday afternoon by the 3.45 
train in aspecially reserved saloon, viz , J. Stiven, P.G.D., W. F. Lamonby, P.A.G.D.C., 
P.Dep.G.M. Victoria; T. J. Ralling, P.A.G.D.C., Prov.G.Sec. Essex ; F. A. Powell, 
P.G.S. 13., J. T. Thorp, Leicester ; P. J. Allen, Charters Towers ; Seymour Bell, J. M. 
Bruce and T. Pearson, Xewcastle-on-Tyne ; Capt. 1). Herbert, Shillong, Assam ; C. F. 
Silberbauer, Cape Town ; W. Busbridge, Plumstead ; G. Chillingwortli, Walthamstow ; 
Alex. Uarling, Berwick ; W. Dickinson, Guildford; R. Orttewell, Malden ; J. W. 
Stevens, Dulwich ; W. H. Brown, Coi. J. S. Eliis, W. Hamniond, A. Joyce, W. Lawrance, 
A. Oliver, E. R. Painter, W. J. Songhurst, .T. A. Tharp, W. A. Tharp, J. Thompson, 
J. P. Watson and J. Wiggins, London. 

A short stop at Peterborough reminded some of us of our experiences at the top 
of the N.W. Tower of tlie Cathedral in 1897, while it gave the attendants at the 
Refreshment Room an opportunity of handing in lo us a most refreshing cup of tea. 
At Grantham, the uext stopping place, our saloon was transferred from the main to the 
branch line, and on our arrival at Lincoln we were glad to liave a liearty hand-shake 
from Bro. B. Vickers, the Prov. Grand Secretary and others who had kindly come to 
the station to give us an early welcome. 

Making our way to the “ White Hart ” Hotel, wliich proved to be a very 
comfortable “ home ” during our stay, we ivere delighted to find the Treasurer of our 
Lodge, Bro. Hamon le Strange, Prov. G.M. Xorfolk, who had arrived a feiv hours 
previously, and Bros. H. J. Sparks, P.G.D. ; F. G. Swinden, Prov. G. Sec., Warwick ; 
W. X. Cheesman, Selby ; C. L. Edwards, Entield ; H. W. Tharp, Leicester; and David 
Hilis, Beckenham. Souvenir postcards had been provided for “ wives and sweethearts,” 
and as soon as these had been duly despatehed we found it time to prepare for di uner. 
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The advent of Bro. Dr. Chetwode Crawley, P.G.D., Irclnnd, towards the close of 
the mcal, was hailcd with especial and audiblc signs of plcasure, as a telegram had bccn 
received from him sayiug tliat hc had bcen “ stranded ” at j\liller’s Dale. Crossing 
from Dublin on the previous night, our distinguished brother had had nofewcrthan tcn 
changes on bis cross-country journey from Holyhead, and great commiseration was 
expressed by tliose who contrasted our comfortable journey from London with his. 

At 9 pni. we wended our wa y to the Assembly Rooras, whcre an Emergency 
Meeting of the “ Witliam ” Lodge was to be held in our honour. It had been the 
intention of the Right Hon. the Earl of Yarborough. Prov. G.M. to be present, but at the 
last raoment very important meetings were called in London, from which it was 
absolutely impossible for his Lordship to absent himself. His place was, tlierefore, 
graccfully occupied by the Deputy G.M., Bro. W. II . Sissons, who was, fortunately for 
us, ablc to remain with us during the greatcr part of our trip. 

By a kindly thought on the part of the local Brethren wc werc permitted to takc 
our seats beforc the Lodge was opened, and were thus able to note the very intcresting 
working of the Province, and compare it with tliat to which we arc more accustomed in 
other places. Bro. Mintou, the W. AI . of the “ Witliam v Lodge, who was well supported 
by the Masters of the three other Lincoln Lodges, delivered a most ablc and interesting 
address of welcomc, which was supplcmented by an cqually effective one from Bro. 
Sissons on belialf of the Province, and responded to by Bros. Hamon le Strange and I)r. 
Chetwode Crawlcy. 

The Lodge having been elosed, we found tliat the forethouglit which characterised 
ali tlie arrangements made for our comfort, had provided sorne light refreshment in an 
adjoining room, and wc were thus enabled to make ourselves personally known to the 
many brethren who had assembled to meet us. “And so to bed.” 

On Friday moruing we placed ourselves under the direction of Bro. Yickers and 
others who had given up their business for our pleasure, and commenced a pcrambnlation 
of the upper part of the city. Our first halt was made at the house of Mr. G. Aliis, 
beneath which have bcen uncovered the bases of some of the columns which formcrly 
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supported tlie Portico of wbat was evidently a most important building in tbe days of 
the Romans. Tbe positions of thirteen of these columns have now been marked by tbe 
Corporation along the adjacent roadway, but their existence appears to have been quite

nnsuspected until about 20 years ago when exeavations were beingmade for tlie founda- 
tions of some new houses in tbe Bailgate. 1 Mr. Aliis gave us an exceedingly intercsting 
aecount of Roman Lincoln, aidcd by pians wbicli bad been most earefully preparcd by

bim ; and as be lias gathered together a vcry valuable eolleetion of relics and ctirios, it 
was with difiiculty tbat we tore onrselves away in order to continue our investigation of 
tbe other Roman remains in tbe neigbbourhood. After an examination of tbe Nortb 
Gate of tbe eity, or Newport Areb, which stands to-clay as firmly as ■when first erccted 
more tban eightcen eenturies ago, we werc by tbe kindness of Mr. Shuttlewortli, 
permitted to follow tbe line of tbe old wall and moat right tlirough bis lovcly gardens. 
Thence to tbe Close, and an examination of tbe pictnresque old houses elustering round 
tbe venerable Cathedral. At tbe Cbancery we were kindly allowed by tbe snb Dean to 
inspeet tbe older portions of tbe bouse, part of wbicb bas recently been btted up as bis 

1 Twin colutns were fonntl at the North and South corncrs as well as at tlie Crossing of theEastto 
West Street, while in t)ie centro of the Northern scetion a very eurious clustcr of three colmnns was 
fouud, tlie use of whieli ean only be a matter for conjecture» 
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Private Chapel. The ruins of the Bishop\s Palacc, for an examination of whieh we were 
greatly indebted to the kindness of Dr. King. were very f ully explained by his Secrelary, 
Bro. W. W. Smith, Prov. G. Regi.-trar, tlian wliom we sliould imagine no one could be 
foand better qnalified to discourse npon its history. The oldest portion of the bnildings 
would seem to date back to about 1100, but thcy were subsequently enlarged and 
embellislied until they rcached tlieir greatest magniiieence in the reign of Henry VIII. 
In eonsequence, liowever, of the cxtortionate demands made by tliat Monarch they were 
stripped of most of their internal glory, the final ruin being very effectively carried out 
at the tirae of the Coinmomvealtli. 

We were here joined by Bro. Harry Tipper, P.A.G.P., vrho had fonnd himself 
nnable to leave London with us on the previous day. 

At the Catliedral ^Ye were taken in cliarge by Canon Maddison, under whose able 
guidance our attention was directed to the most interesting features of the building. 
The library was, of course, not neglected, and the large and valuable collection of books 
and manuscripts whieh is so comfortably lioused over the Xorth walk of the Cloisters 
proved sufficiently attractive to retard onr footsteps long beyond the allotted time. As 
regards tlie Catliedral itself it seemed to exercise a magnetic influence upon ali, and it 
was impossible to walk round it at any time without finding members of our party wlio 
had gone to study some espeeial point of interesting architectural detail. 

It will bc seen tliat our morning’s work was of a somcwhat arduous nature. It 
was. tlierefore, felt tliat after lnncli in inspecting the items of interc.st “below liill/ ? it 
wonld be better to divide into smaller parties, eaeli under its own espeeial cicerone, in 
order tliat the older members partieularly might not be unduly fatigued. 
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We first proeeeded to tlie Castle, the seene of so many stirring ineidents in the 
history of the town. Evidenee of its long use as tlie County Gaol Avere every^vliere 
apparent, and tlie stones in tlie little burial ground in tbe Keep, mark tlie last resting 
plaee of many aa t 1 io Avei’e exeeuted for offences wbicli in a more enligbtened age meet witli 
a far more lenient punisbnient. It seemed rather diffieult to realize tliat almost witbin 
living memory, stealing Avas punislied by death, Avliile “minor offenders ” Avere beaten 
AA r itb a leatliern strap or knotted rope’s end. 

A sbort stay Avas made at tbe JeAA^s’ liouses, Avliicli apaxT from tlieir liistorical 
associations, are most interesting examples of early Norman domestic arcbitectnre. 

At tbe Gild Hali or Stone Bow, Avliicli stands rigbt OA T er tbe Higb Street, Ave 
Avex^e met by Bro. Prati, tbe Mayor, avIio bad kindly gHen iustructions for tbe CHic 
Regalia to be brougbt ont for onr inspeetion. Tliis Avas deseribed to ns in an excccdingly 
interesting lecture by Coi. J. G. Williams, Avliose intimate knoAA r ledge of, and entbusiasm 
for, tbe objects wbicli be so fully explained, deliglited all avIio beard bini. We were 
espeeially impressed by bis rigbteous indignation against those vandals avIio bad 
“ restored ” tlie Swords of State, and not content eA^en witli placing modern poinniels 
and guards on ancicnt blades, bad liad tbe bad taste <o cause tlieir oavu names to be 
engraved on Aveapons Avliicli bad probably been carried before Mayors of tbe City 
eentnries before tlieir time. Tlie Municipal Records Avere also brougbt out for us, bnt 
to our regret tbe time at our disposal was too sbort for a proper examination of tliose 
A^ery interesting doexxnients. We liope, liowever, tliat an opportunity may yet be afforded 
for transeri bing some wbicli Avoulci appear to hnve an espeeial A^aluc for ns. Tbe 
eontract made in 1520 Avitii William Spencer, Freemason, and bis fellows for the 
buikling of tlie Gild Hali ; tbe Charter of tbe Painters, Gildcrs, Stainers and Alabaster 
men (Marblers), or Gild of St. Luke in 1562, and that of tbe Tilers, Masons, Brieklayers, 
Plasterers, Pavers, Tilemakers, Glaziers, Limemakers, Alilners, and Tbekers (Thatchers), 
in 1564 would seem to be particularly liotewortliy. References to freemasons are 
frequently met wifb, and it is evident tliat tlieir Avork was niucli appreeiated, for wefind 
it continually “ agreed tliat .... freemason, for tliat be is a good Avorknian, sliall 
lxave his fi^anebise for . . . and tbe offieePs fees.” 
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After leaving the Gild Hali, we made our way to the interesting 16tli century 
houses on the High Bridge, where Bro. Watkins explained to us by means of pians, the 
tvork of restoration whicli lias lecently becncarried ont by the Corporation. The Bridge 
itself was constructed about 11C0 and it is one of tbe very few remaining in England 

witli bouses upon it. We next inspected tbe 
ivy-covered ruins of St. Benedicfs Cbnrcb, and 
St. Mary-le-Wigford witli its pre-Xorman 
Tower, and beantifnl Conduit constructed from 
fragments of tbe buildings of tbe Ancient 
Carmelite Friarv. Tbe intcresting balf- 
timbered I5th century bouse just below tbe 
G.X.Ry. (known as lYhitefriars’ House), 
formed tbe point fartliest from our Hotel, and 
returning we bad only time for a hurried 
examination of tbe Roman altar to tlie Parcae 
whicli is carefully preserved in St. Switbin’s 
Cburch 1 , and of the adjacent building knowu 
as the “ Grey Friare.” This at tbe present 
time consists of one floor witli crypt below, 
and appears to have bcen built by tbe Francis- 
cans about 1220. It lias been reccntly purchased 
by the Corporation for tbe purposes of a 
Museum, liaving at different periods been used 
as a stocking factory, a Grammar Scbool and 
a Mecbanics’ Institution. 

After dinner we again mei at tbe Asscmbly 
Rooms by tbe iuvitation of tbe local Brethren, 
wbo bad arranged for us a most excellent 
concert. wliich we ali very tboroughly enjoyed. 
Mozarfs Masonic Cantata was effectively ren- 
dered, wbile glees and ballad songs by the 
Minster Quartette Party formed a plcasant setting to tbe loyal aud other toasts wbicb 
were so gracefully submitted by Bro. ilinton, tbe clmirman of the evening. The time 
passed ali too quickly, but wben tbe Tyler’s Toast reminded us of tbe advisability 
of retiring to our coucbes, tired tbougb we undonbtedly were in body, we must ali have 
enjoyed tbe satisfaction of liaving passed a “ well spent day.” 

Saturday was devoted to a coach drive (on wbicb our numbers were agrceably 
augmented by about a dozen of our ncw friends) to tbe ancient village of Stow, tbe 
outward journey being made via Burton. Scampton, Brattleby, Ingbam and Coates, and 
tbe retum by way of Sturtou and Saxilby. The Cburch at Stow, witb a history dating 
back to tbe earlv part of tbe seventb century, naturally attracted mucb attention, 
and thauks to tbe kindncss of tbe Rector, tbe Rev. J. E. Christie, its many beautiesand 
features of interest were clearly pointed out. A very thorougb restoration of the Cburch 
took place about fifty years ago, but many of tbe older portions were wisely left 
untoucbed, and traces of tbe burning by the Daues iu S70, or perbaps of a later confla- 
o-ration are clearlv visible* In spite. bowever. of tbealmost unique interest attachiug to

1 The Altar was discoveved in 1SS4, abont thirteen feet below the ground level, by the workmen 
wbo were engatred in excavating for the foundation of the tower and spire of this Church. A very 
interestimr auefexhaustive description was published at the time by the late Rev. Precentor Venables. 
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the buildino-, we vere unable to eliminato from our memories tlie littlc Chnrchat Coates 
wliiek appears to liave escaped thc extreme ravages of Reformation times, and stili 
posseses a verv fine vooden serecn and Rood Loft with remains of an old fresco beliind 
it, while the original Altar slab witli six ineised crosses, is stili in position. The Vicar, 
the Rev. 0. A. Garwood, most kindly attended at some personal inconvenienec to meet 
us, and brought ont for onr inspectiou the Silver Chalice and Patten which were 
presented to the Chnreh in 1670. 

0u returning to Lincoln a short stay was made at the Masonie Hali (so short 
indeed that some felt impelled to make a second visit on Sunday morning) in order that 
the treasures of the Provineial Grand Lodge and the “ A\ itham ” Lodge miglit be 
inspeeted. The horne of Dr. Oliver conld not fail to possess many relics of so vortliy 
and distingnislied a Mason. The chair, on wliose anu his fingers had rubbed a perccptible 
dent, letters, sermons, tfce., vere all brought ont for us, while the fine collection of 
Masonie Glass and Pottery exeited the admirationand envy of all. The Lodge furniture, 
Offieers’ Collar Jewels, prints, old engraved aprous, a euiious old tracing board now 
forming the top of the Master\s pedcstal, as vcll as a “ breeehes ” llible, were all most 
carefully studied nuder the direetion of Bro. AV. Dixon, Prov.G. Librarian, and Bro. 
Rayner, Secretary to the “ Witham ” Lodge. The former is ve 1 1 known to the Quatnor 
Coronati Lodge from a paper whicli he read before it in 1891, on “The Old Lodge of 
Lincoln,” and his later interesting “History of Freemasonrv in Lineolnshire.” Bio. 
Dixon kindly placed before us the “ Old Lodge ” minutes of 1762, and a liumber of very 
interesting letters from thc Rev. Prebendery Petcrs, a former Prov.G.M., to his deputy 
the Rev. Matthew Barnett, Yicar of Market Rasen. In one of these written in 1813, he 
States that “ As I have known some very respectable and good characters in the Royal 
“ Arch, I do not suppose that tliere is anything wrong connceted with it. It is not 
“ known, however to the National Grand Lodge. That power from vhich I am dclegated, 
“ and of which you are my deputy, knows no other denominations of Masons than EnterVl 
“ Apprentices, Fellow Crafts and Master Masons. It is dangerons to proeeed further, 
“ and I have reason to believe that beyond the Royal Arch, it is impious, and wlien 
“ carried to the length of some weak and deluded men, approaelies the Infernal.” The 
Grand Lodge to whieh he refers was the “ Modern ” and onr Rev. Brother appears from 
time to time to have poured forth his vials of wratli on the “ Antients ” who had some 
Lodges in the Province. Iu 1807 he wrote very strongly to Bro. Barnett, and mentioned 
that “ The Atholl Masons” had the “ inipudenee to enter into the AVitham Lodge with 
“ all their Harlequin Aprons and Badges, but Mr. Thorold much to his honour instantly 
“ closed the Lodge and went away.” 

Little touches of colour such as these help us to realize the bitter feelings of 
jealousy which existed during the eo-existence of the two rival Grand Lodges and make 
ns bless the wise eounsels whicli contributed to their successful union in 1813, but we 
cannot help wondering what the Provincia! Grand Master said to his deputy w lien he 
read in the Articles of Union that not only ivas the Royal Arch distinetly authorized, 
but that even other “ Orders” were far from being forbidden. 

After an early dinner we were “ at home ” to the Lincoln Brethren at our Hotel. 
It liad been our intention to arrange a little eonccrt from amongst our own members, 
but we fouud that with Bro. Tipper, wliose delightful liandbellsare always welcome, and 
Bro. AA r alter Lavranee, w T ho had kindly taken some songs, our mnsieal talent was 
exhansted. The Minster quartette, however, most kindly came to our assistance and 
w T itk the kind aid of Bro. Dixon at the piano, very effeetivcly made up for our own short- 
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coinings. A recitation by Bro. Silberbaucr, of his lines on “ CccilRhodcs ” wcrclistened 
to witli marked attention, tlie more so perhaps as Bro. Rliodes was a niember of tlie 
Correspondence Circle of our Lodge from 1899 until his untimely death in 1902. 

Ou Sanday about 30 of tlie Brethren attended morning Service at the Cathedra], 
where seats had been reserved in tlie Choir — others as has been said paid a seeond visit 
to the Masonic Rooms, wliile a third class, consistiug principally of the amateur 
photographers, proceeded to different parts of the city witli the object of obtaining 
furtlier records of their stay in Lincoln. 

After lnnch our nnmbers gradnally diminislied, some of the Brethren liaving to 
journey to the Nortli, some to the South West and some to the South East, so that on 
mustering at the station at 6.40, only 22 of our merry party could be found for the 
return to London. The Gr.N.R. Company witli its usual courtesy put on a special train 
for us as far as Grantham witli a dining car, and after tlie latterliad been connected witli 
the main line train from tlie Xortli, a very exeellcnt dinner was served on board. 
King\s Cross was reached without misbap and our “ outing ” came to an end with 
regrets that tlie time at our disposal had been so sliorb. 

That we had spent a most enjoyable time was tlie unauimous verdict, and the 
question “ Wliere are ice going next year?” wliieli was so freqnently asked, proved that 
many of the Brethren had quite decided upon anotlier similar venture. 

Looking back on tlie trip one of tlie principal points to note was the admirable 
manner in which all tlie arrangements liad been made by our liosts. Tliey were with us 
at every tum, at all times placing their local knowledge at our disposal, and those of us 
who could understand the amonnt of detail wliieli had, of necessity, to be considered, 
and carried out by tlie Committee in Lincoln, were astonished that nothing liad been 
overlooked or omitted, wliile tlie conciseness of tlie beautifully illustrated itinerary 
compiled by Bros. Vickers and Dunn met witli universal praise. 

We all felt that by sucli elose contact witli Brethren living so far from our 
Masonic homes, we had not onlylearned much, but had extended our spliere of usefulness, 
and that if for no otlier reason tlian that the circle of our Masonic friendship had been 
so materially enlarged, the outing could not be othcrwise described tlian an “unqualified

An illurninated vote of thanks and the Past Master Jewel of the Lodge were presented to the 
Immediate Past Master. 

A vote of cougratulation was proposed by Bro. Hamon le Strange, Prov. G.M. of Norfolk, 
Treasurer, and carried by acclamation to the W.M. on the honour reeently eonferrcd upon him by Ilis 
Majesty, to whieli Admiral Markham replied. 


The Worshipful Master then delivered the following: — 

INSTALLATION ADDRESS. 


T lias l>ecn custoniary in tliis Lodge ever since its formation, tbat on 
cacli vcourrcnce of its Animal Festival, wliich, as yoti are ali aware, is 
oelebrated, as ncarly as cireumstances will permit, on the day of the 
Quatuor Coronati — or Four Crowned Martyrs — for the newly installed 
Master to deliver an iiiauorural address to the members of the Lod^e 
from the Chair. 

Belonging as I do to a profession that rather prides itself on 
its conservatism, and striet observance of ancient customs, I feel bound to adbere to the 
traditions of the Lodge, and to the good examplc that has been set me by previons 
occupauts of this chair. 

In doiug so I should like in the first place to express my gratitude to the 
brethren of this Lodge, for having clected me to the very high position I now occupy, 
the very highest honour, let me remind you, that it is in the power of any Lodge to 
confer on any individual member belonging to that Lodge. 

The Master of this Lodge holds a somewhat uuique position in the Craft. So far 
as Masonry is concerned, this Lodge, althougli it has only been 18 years in existence, is 
of world wide reputation. Its importance, and its usefulness, are well known and appre- 
ciatcd wherever Masonry flourishes among the English speaking people of the world. 
Its Transactions and other publications are eagerly looked forward to and, when 
i*cccived, perused, not only by the members of the Lodge, but also by that large and 
ever increasing body of Masons who belong to our Correspondence Circle, thns testify- 
ing not only to the importance and the popularity of our publislied procecdings, but also 
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to tliat gratifying thirst for Masonic Information wliicli is evinced by those who join 
our Outer Circle mainly on accoant of the interest they lake in tlie Science of 
Freemasonry. 

In preparing myself for the liigh office tliat I now fili, I have carefnlly searcbecl, 
so far as I have been able, our past Transactions in order tliat I niight benefit by having 
the advantage of studying wbat has already been said by my predecessors in the chair 
ou similar occasions. 

General Sir Charles Warren, a brother I am proud to tbink I can regard as a 
personal friend of mine, at the conclusion of the ceremony of consecration on the 12tli 
January, 18S6, and after lie liad been installed by our late Grand Secretary, Coi. 
Shadwell Clerke, as the fiist Master of this Lodge, made use of tliese forcible words: 
“ The Lodges under our coustitutional law are admirable organizations, and our 
charities are fully developed, bnt every Mason has a craving to know something definite 
about the Craft, and this has never as yet been properly grappled with. This Lodge 
will be the platform where literary Masous can meet togetlier to assist eacli other in 
developing the liistory of our Craft. Mucii has already been done by the brethren iu 
this way individually, but ve can contidently expect more wlien they can work togetlier. 
I t-rust tbat the Lodge now founded will quite realize what we hope for, and tliat 
a substantial edifice will be raised, perfect in all its parts; bnt we must not be dis- 
heartened, even if we fail to carry out what we hope for. Like the ripples on the 
flowing tide, tliere is a continued influx and reflnx, but the motion is onward, and if we 
should fail otliers can try again with better hope, seeing hov far we have gone.” 

Bro. Sir Charles Warren's hopes and liis aspirations have, I venture to think, 
been fully realized. 

This Lodge has been the platform on which literary Masons have met and 
discussed Masonic questions, aud it is already tbe “ substantial edifice ” tliat lie lioped 
it would be, altliough perhaps time is yet required to make it “ perfect in all its parts.” 

Another friend of mine, Bro. Gonld, our great Masonic historian, and whose name 
is a household word wlierever Masonry flourishes, who was the next diaster, expressed a 
hope (which lias so far been fulfilled) tliat in delivering an address from the chair, “ he 
inaugurated what would become an annual feature of our proceedings ; theobject being 
to subject the position and prospects of the Lodge to an analysis, vliereby we can 
estimate how far it fulfils, or falis sliort of fulfilling, all the pnrposes for which it was 
called itito being.” 

In tliese remarks of Bro. Gould I cordially concur, and I propose following on 
somewhat similar lines. 

Though tlie temptation is great I must not linger over any fnrther observations 
emanating from my predecessors iu the chair — tliere is mncli tliat is useful and interest- 
ing in all their addresses — but I must confine myself to my own thoughts and ideas 

which perhaps have in some measure been fratned by studying the work of those 

admirable aud eminent brethren who have preceded me. 

The selection of the members of our Lodge appears to me to be the most 

important matter for our consideration, and as such I pi*opose toncliing on tliat topic 

first. 

Our bye-laws laydown in very explicit terras the qualifications for admission into 
tlie Inner Circle, namely, tliat the candidate who seeks eleetion must have “ contribnted 
in some sliape or other to literature (art or Science) in general, or to tliat of the Craft in 
particular” — theu follows the prescribed manner in which the candidate’ s qualifications 
shall be consklered. 
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Xow this is all very well so far as it goes ? but I venture to tliink tbat wbat we 
urgently require at the present moment are acknowledged workers in the fields of 
literature, art and Science, men who would be worthy successors of our late Brothers 
William Simpson, Walter Besant, Hayter Lewis and Benjamin Ward Richardson, men 
who would raise the tone of any literary, or any otlier, Society to whicli they miglit 
belong. The places of tliese worthy brothers in this Lodge rem a in unfilled. 

Much has already been accomplished by individual members, notably by our late 
lamented Secretary Bro. Spetli, and by brethren who are stili, I am glad to say, witli us, 
but as our first AV.M. has so truly said, “ We can confidently expect more wlien they 
can work togetker.” 

I feel quite sure that the present prosperity of this Lodge and the general 
esteem with whicli it is regarded in the Masonic world, is in some measure due to the 
connection of tliose distinguished brethren to wliom I liave alluded, with the active 
labours of the Lodge. 

Are there not otlier brethren, equally distinguished in general literature, in 
Science and in art, who would willingly join us if -they were only aware that such a 
Lodge as ours was in existence ? 

This question of mine may, and probably will, bc met by the retort “of what use 
to the Lodge are tliose members of it who, however rcnowned and eminent in the world 
of letters and kindred accomplishments, yet liave not made a special study of the Science 
of Freemasonry P ” 

This I liave already endeavonred to answer in putting forward my suggestions. 
I liave pnrposely refrained, from motives whicli I am sure will be understood and 
appreciated, from alluding individually or collectively, to those distinguished brethren 
who are with us in the flesli to-dav, and who are now the principal pillars of our Lodge; 
1 liave only referred to thos*e who liave, unhappily for us, “ascended to the Grand 
Lodge above where the world s G. A. lives and reigns for ever.” 

Althougli the fact of being a member of the Correspondence Circle cannot be 
considered as a stepping stone to full membership of the Lodge, the doors of the 
Inner Circle are open to those members jnst as much as they are to any otlier individual 
member of the Craft possessing the necessary qualifications for admission. 

Of one tliing I am quite sure, and that is that any Masonic student belonging to 
the Onter Circle and possessing the requisite qualifications, would be receivcd with 
open arrns by tlic members of this Lodge, and be heartily welcomed as an important 
addition to tlieir ranks. 

We must not forget that the founders of this Lodge cannot live for ever. It is 
therefore necessary in order to continue to carry out the same good work in the future 
that the Lodge has done in the past, that Masonic students, as well as otlier literary 
and scientific brethren, sliould be ready to take the places of those who have already 
passed away. 

It is only by a careful selection of the most desirable candidates that we can liope 
to live up to the eloquent words expressed by Bro. AVoodford wlien he deliveivd the 
oration at the consecration of the Quatuor Coronati Lodge, that it was destined to take 
“a very high position amongst the Lodges of the Craft, and to carry out successfully 
the objects of its founders, iu its attractability to its own members, and in its utility to 
the world at large.” 

Another suggestion I would like to make is the advisability, as it appears to me, 
of transacting the business of the Lodge, now left to a Permanent Committee (in 
accordance with our sixth bye-law) consisting of the Founders, the "W.M., Wardens and 
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Past Masters of tlie Lodge, by a general committee of the wliole Lodgo, and for this 
reason, the mimber of members of tlie Lodge are not vcry large— I should Hke to see it 
increased, — a great nnmber of tliem reside at long distanees froni London, otliers froni 
unavoidable causes are unable to attend, so it not infrequently happens tliat only fonr 
or five members of the Committee are able to attend the meetings, when perliaps very 
important business, sueli as the seleetion of new members, our finaneial position, the 
aequisitiou of Lodge premises, towards which a first step, and a very excellent stcp it 
is, has been takcn by tlie removal of our library to Lineolids Inn Fields, and other 
matters of eqnal weight and importanee have to be eonsidered. 

At present a newly-joined member, no matter wdiat his Masonie status or 
intellectual attainments may be, is altogether debarred from taking part in any 
debate or discussion that has for its objeet the welfare and tlie prosperity of tlie Lodge. 
It appears to me to be a somewhat qucstionable eompliment to eongratulate a brother 
on his election to a Lodge from wliose private meetings lie is excluded, and in whose 
dcliberations he ean only nominally participate. 

If the ideas I have thrown out are worthy of eonsideration, I feel assured that 
they will reeeive ali tlie attention tliey merit; but if, on tlie other liand, they fail to 
impress you or carry eonviction to your minds, they will natui allv be relega ted to tliat 
oblivion which in sucli a case would be their inevitable destiny. 

Stili, in whatever direetion your judgnient may incline, I shall stili be bold 
enougli to express a liope that you will aecept mv suggestions in the same spirit in 
wliicli they. are offered, and tliat you will pass a lenient verdiet on wliat I may term the 
audaeity with whieh, as diaster of tliis Lodge, 1 so strongly recommeud the adoptiou of 
two measures, which I reasonably believe, will have the effeet of enhaneing the 
reputation of the Lodge, and be instrumental in organising its labours on a wider and 
more enduring basis. In aecepting the important eharge that has tliis day been 
entrusted to my keeping, I fully realize and appreeiate the great responsibilities that 
will devolve on me, but supported, as I know I shall be, by my oQiccrs, by the Past 
Masters, and other members of this Lodge, I feel I may very safely venture to promise, 
as I have already affirmed in a more solemn ni anner dnring the Installation Ceremony, 
that I will, to tlie best of my ability, u faitlifully, zealouslv and impartially,” carry out 
the onerous and important duties of Master of tliis Lodge in sueli a way as I hope will 
redound to the lionour of the Lodge and reflect eredit on its administration. 

The Quatuor Coronati Lodge has now been workiug for a period of eighteen 
years. Sinee its formation it has prospered and flourislied in a truly marvellons 
manner, exceediug even the wildest auticipations of the Founders, thus fully and 
eompletely justifying its existenee. 

There is no reason to believe that it has reaehed the zenitli of its prosperity, and 
I think wc may boldly and safely assume that its future is assured, and it will, I venture 
to prediet, become the aeknowledged eentre of the seience of Masonry not only in this 
eountry, but wherever the English language is spoken. 

I have lieard it suggested that the number of our members has now reaehed a 
figure tliat will probably represent our normal strength in the future. I do not share 
that view —for so surely as Masonry eontinues to prosper and increase as it has done 
during the last quarter of a eentury, so surely will the number of members of our 
Correspondence Circle, and possibly even tlie members of our Inner Cirele, also inerease. 

In closing my address, let me again draw your attention to the weiglity words of 
Sir Charles Warren, wliieh I liavc already quoted, wlierein is sounded a note of warning 
that we shall do well not to disregard, He says ; “ I trust tliat the Lodge now founded 
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vili quite realise vhat ve hope for . . . but tlie motion is onward, and if we sliould 

fail, others can try agam vitii better hope seeing how far we lmve gone.” 

Brethren — ve shall not fail — of that Ihave no fear. But the phenomenal success 
vhich has crowned our efforts up to the present stage, cannot last for ever — “ Every 
tide has its ebb. The question is, liavc ve or liate ve not touched liigh vater mark ? 
I tliink not yet— and I am sure, vith your support and assistance, and by thorouglily 
organizing our forces for a vigorous policy in the future, ve tnay hope for a coutinu- 
ance of that niarvellous prosperity vhich has attended our exertions in the past. 


At the subsequent Banquet Bro. E. J. Castle, K.C., I.P.SJ., proposed the toast of “ The 
'Worshipful Master.” 

Brethrex, — I rise to ask yon to perforni vhat I am sure must be a pleasant duty, 
liamely, to drink the healtli of our nevly iustalled Worshipful Master. It is my 
pleasure, as veli as my privilege, on this occasion to propose his healtli. Sterne in his 
sentimental journey says they manage some tliiugs better in France, and in France it 
is the duty of the new-comer to praise and set forth the manifold virtues of his prede- 
cessor, but here the position is reversed, and I have to propose, as Immediate Past 
Master, the healtli of Admiral Markham, wlio succeeds me in the chair of this Lodge. 

No v, vhat has taken place to-day has somevhat complicated the task I am 
only too pleased to perform, for vhen Brother Rylands spoke to me on the subject, he 
said that, as my speech vould have to be printed, it vould be better for me to vrite it 
ont beforehand. I don’t like vritten speeches, they only hamper and control you, instead 
of giving free play for those ideas vhich may occur to you in speaking. I vrote a 
speech out, and here it is, but imagine my feelings this morning vhen upon reading the 
paper, amongst those vlio vere to receive birtbday honours I found the name of 
Admiral Markham, vho vas to be made a K.C.B. Nov there vas nothing in my vritten 
speech about K.C.B s, but I consoled myself vith the idea that I sliould be able to bring 
the great honour done to our Worshipful Master by his Sovereign properly before the 
brethren, but even in this I vas forestalled, for the subject vas raised in the Lodge, and 
resolutions passed perpetuating the feelings of the Brethren on the distiuction and 
promotion of Admiral Markham. This vas takiug the vind out of my sails vith a 
vengeance, but stili I lioped that vhen the time came, even at the risk of some repetition, 
I might be able to impress upon the Brethren the great liouortbe Lodge has experienced 
in haviug its Worshipful Master installed in the Chair of King Solomon on the sanie 
day that His Majesty King Edward VII. has made him a K.C.B., and I am sure that 
you vi II all agree vith me that, in drinking his liealth this day, it is not a mere cereraony 
but a real and hearty cougratulation upon his accession to two such distinguished 
positions. 

With regard to the K.C.B. , it vould be impertinence in me to comment upon a 
distiuction vhich the Kiug himself, the fountain of all honour, has chosen to bestov. 
With regard to his being W.M. of the Quatuor Coronati Lodge, I feel justitied iu saying 
that in itself is a great distiuction. We have had many distiuguished men to fili that 
Chair, ve have only to look at the list of our Past Masters, some of whom alas have 
joined the majority, to see that ve have had not only distinguished Masons, but men. of 
position and influence in the vorld, aud amongst those persons I think Admiral 
Markham in the future vili not take an nnvorthy place. I11 short, wliile the Lodge 
honours him by making him W.M., he in his turn houours the Lodge over vhich he 
presides, and that yon may have tlie sanie opinion it is my pleasant duty to remind you 
vho and vhat our W.M. is, aud the part he has played in the history of this country. 
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Admiral Markham was born as nearly as possible sixty -two years ago, that is on 
tlie lltli November, 1841, and he comes of a good old Xaval stock, his fatlier liaving bcen 
Capt. John Markham, R.X. In 1S5G, whcn 14 years old, he joined the Xavy : since tlien 
he has had a distinguished career and for forty-eight years he has been serving his conntry. 
He is Dow as \ve ali know Commander-in-Chief at the Xore, to wliich he was appointedin 
1901, and stili holds the post though in the meantime he has been promoted to the full 
rank of Admiral. I do not propose to go through many incidents of his career from 
Midsliipman to Admiral, but to those who may not be well acqnainted witli the Xaval 
history of onr country, I sliould like to read a sliort description given in the Standard of 
to-day’s date, as explaining who and what the different recipients of tlie King’s lionours 
were. The extract is as follows : — 

“Admiral Markham is at present in command at the Xore. He was present at 
“ the capture of the Taku Forts in 1861, and at Pekin (Cliina medal, Taku clasp). and 
“ was specially promoted for attacking and captnring a piratical junk. As a Commander 
“ he served in the Arctic Expedition under Sir George Xares, in 1S75-76, was promoted, 
“ and received the Aretic. Medal. The Royal Geographical Society presented him witli 
“ a gold watcli for his serviccs when in command of the Xorthern Division of Sledges, 
“ and for liaving planted the Union Jack in the highest latitude ever reached. He was 
“ Comm odore in charge of the Training Squadron from 1886 to 1889, and Seeond in 
“ Command of the Mediterranean Fleet 1892-94.” 

So mucli for his public career. I propose to teli you now of something whieh is 
not so well known. and that is, not eoutent with doing his work in the Xavy, Admiral 
Markham dnring those enforced periods of idleness whieh are familiarly known as half- 
pay, souglit employment in the hnmbler ranks of the Mercantile Marine, and on one 
occasion he actually shipped on board an ordinary whaler as seeond mate, where he had 
as may be supposed, a bard and rougli time : and at another time he sailed with the late 
Sir Henry Gore Booth in a small Xorwegian craft with a crew only of eiglit men and a 
boy, and those two were the first to carry the English flag to the north of Xova Zembla. 
But I will not delay you longer with these records of the W.M."s career. e.vcept to give 
you a sliort account of, I believe, the last English expedition sent by the English 
Government to the Xortli Pole. This was in 1875 when two sliips, the Alert and the 
Discovery, were sent to see liow far they could get to the Xortli Pole. Of course the 
wags of the period, for tliere were wags in those days as now, piously lioped that those 
on the Alert wonld be on the Discovery, and those on the Discovery would be on the 
Alert. Xow, Admiral Markham, tlien Commander, was on the Alert, and I tliink I can 
satisfy you he was on the Discovery also, because after his vessel had gainedthe highest 
latitude that any vessel np to that time ever attained, viz., 82 20 X., he with Lieut. Parr 
took charge of the Xorthern Sledge expedition, one of tliree whieh left the ships on the 
voyage of discovery. I do not intend to go into the details of this northern journey, it 
is sufficient to say that having approached nearer to the Xortli Pole by many miles than 
anybody else had up to that time done, Commander Markham owing to the sickness of 
his men had to retrace his steps. There was, if I remember rightly, a picture in the 
Royal Academy of 1877, called “Farthest Xortli,” shewing the spot from sketehes 
wliich Admiral Markham reached, and, if it were at all a faithful representation of the 
size of the hilis or hummocks of ice that the party had to travei'se, it sliowed the 
impossibility of getting over sucli obstacles, especially with sick men, it seemed to be 
comparable to notbing else than the difficulty a man would liave who had to cross 
London in a straight line bv goins: over roofs and descendi ner into streets and then 
mounting again and so on and so on. Be that as it may, Commander Markham 
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retnrned. liis men sick and rnanv of tliem had to be carried in the sleisrks ther ougrlit 
to liare drawn, until tliey got within forty miles of tliei v sliip wlien matters reaclied a 
crisis. Tbe party conld no longer go on. onr W.M. was in command and could not leare, 
and Lieut. Parr, his companion, volunteered to walk alone across tliat silent Palo«u?-crystic 
sea, forty miles to fetch relief. It is not quite so far as Brighton and many have walked 
there,but we must remember tliat tlioseon board the sliip had no means of knowing wlien 
the sledging parties would return, and tlierefore. if Lieut. Parr had broken down on the 

war, a twisted ankle wonld have done it, tlie party lie had left could not lielp liim, tliose 
on the sliip would have known nothing about him, and he might liare been left to his fate. 
But lie reaclied the sliip in twenty-four lionrs, and did one of those acts wliich make us glad 
to tliink lie was our fellow-comitryman. I liare dealt somewliat on t h is feat of pluck and 
endurance, becanse wlien 1 was a young soldier I once met an officer in the train who 
told me liovr lie won his Victoria Cross : a rery similar story to tliat of Lient. Parr. It 
was during the Indian Mutiny, lie was witli a rear guard, under a Major, wliicli was cut 
off from the main body, who soniehow had lost toncli. The rebels had seized some 
lionses in a village tlirongh wliich the rear guard must pass. There was only one tliing 
to be done, t lie Major gare the Subaltern liis liorse and sliook liim by the liand, said 
u God bless liini,’ ? and told liim to ride tlirongh. if possible. for lvlief. The boy, for so lie 

was, galloped on, the Sepoys fired at liim. one bullet cut his scalp, but the natire troops 
had not been tauelit to fire so well as we liare reeentlr taneht tliem to do, so lie erot 
through, obtained relief, and led the troops liimself back. and so got his V.C. Xow I 
have always tliongbt tliere was a parallel between the two acts — the one rode for his 
life, amidst a stornt of bullets. the other walked silently along for twenty-four liours, aud 
neither of tliem lost lieart. Admiral Markham was in command. but no one can doubt 
tliat lie wonld have made the journey liad lie not been. 

Brethren, I have touclied npon one only of tlie incidents of onr W.^l s. career, to 
sliew yon wliat lie lias done and wliat lie lias gone through. Time is getting sliort, and 
so I will not say more tlian as Admiral MarklianTs naval career lias been, so has his 
Masonic one. thorongli in all. He lias filled a great number of Masonic oftices, all of 
whicli you find recorded in our Tran <adions. He lias been at tlie sanie time W.M. of a 
Craft Lodge, W.M. of a !Mark Lodge, First Principal of tlie Royal Arcli, Most Wise 
Soveivign of tlie Bose Croix, and Preceptor of a Preceptory, so that at least he lias 
fulfilled his Masonic dnties, hnt the last and most important office lie is now filling is 
tliat of W.M. of the Quatnor Coronati, and it is as holding tliat office I, as Immediate 
Past M aster, ask you to drink liis liealtli.

X the shiftiug panorama of tlie Georgiau Period few figures stand out 
more prominently than thafc of the Chevalier, or Chevaliere, D’Eon. 
His story seemed incredible in his own age. It can hardly be said to 
ha ve gained in probability, uow tliat we know the truth. Xo other 
man is known to History as having willingly spent the better part of 
adult life as a wornan. And this was a man of ambition and capacity, 
wlio had shown liimself, at varions times during his chequered eareer, 
to be far above the common level in courage, learning, and adroitness of mind and body. 

It is well to begin by stating that no moral taint attaches to the character of the 
Chevalier D‘Eon. Far from it: the decency of the Chevalier’s life vas a puzzle and a 
stimulus to the more evil-minded of his contemporaries. "When a man masquerades as 
a woman and passes his life, so to speak, in the women’s apartments, the first impulse 
of a censorioas world is to credit liim with the most unworthy motives. In that coarsc 
age, such motives were tliought to be the most natural thing in the world. Each 
supposed opportunity of misconduct was turned into the kernel of a spicy anecdote. 

Happily for tbe fair fame of the Chevalier D’Eon, and, indeed, for the fair fame 
of manhood at large, the taint of grossness has been cleared away. Contemporary 
notices of the Chevalier were little better tliau vehicles of scandal. Xow that time 
has given opportunity and materials for historical in vestiga tion, the estimate of his 
character, if not of his eareer, has undergone a complete change. Each succeeding 
investigation has left his personal character cleaner. Biographers who approached the 
subject from the scandalous side have tliought it their duty to publicly recant the 
unfavourable opinion formed at first. A notable example is to be found in the case of 
3J. Frederic Gaillardet. This well known French historian published, in 1836, a 
memoir of D'Eon which drew freely on the ribald stores of eighteenth-century gossip. 
The book was pungent with Gallic salt, and ran througli more than one edition. Tlien 
the book and its subject faded out of the minds of men. But M. Gaillardet was a 
serious student and an honourable man of letters. Iu 1866, just thirty years after the 
publication of his first memoir, lie astonished a new generation of readers with a new 
memoir of the Chevalier D’Eon. In a prefatory address, entitled TJn Acte de Contrition, 
he makes reparation, and candidly avows that further investigation had shown the 
worthlessuess of the gossip on which he had founded his former unfavourable verdict. 

Among various clairas the Chevalier D’Eon coukl put forward to consideration 
was that of being a Freemason. The matter made great noise at the time, nor has all 
inteiest yet died out of it. By a section of the Brethren. an uncharitable construction 
was put on his reception into a London Lodge. By the would-be wits, the occasion was 
snatched at as material for caricatures and e pigram s, which would have gained in point if

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tliey had lost in coarseness. By the public, tbe unsavoury circumstances under wbicb 
the fact was dragged to light were beld to reflect discredit on the Fraternity. 

In order to appraise the episode at its proper value, a glance at the Chevalier’s 
antecedents will be necessary. The more so, as tlie points on which we shall lay stress 
are somewhat out of the popular track. 

The Chevalier D’Eon was born on 5th October, 1728, at Tonnerre, in Burgundy. 
His parents stood liigh among the petite noblesse of the Province, and his genealogy 
was ali that could be desired. The doubt and uncertainty that hang over the 
Chevalier’s career begin thus early, for both his baptismal names and the date 
of his birth liare been warmly disputed. Even the inscription on his coffin was 
demonstrably inaccurate. But the matter has been set at rest by the production 
of his baptismal certificate. This document sets forth, under the liand of the Dean 
of Tonnerre, that the child was born on the 5tli October and baptised on the 
7th October, 1728, by the names of CHARLES-GENEVjiiVE-LoiTrs-AuGUSTE-ANDRf:- 
Timoth^e D£on de Beaumont. It will be seen that the family name was Deon written 
as one word. This was changed in 1757 by the King, Louis XV., who, in personal 
letters under the Royal hand, addressed the Chevalier as M. d’Eon de Beaumont, thus 
trans fomiing the patronymic into a territorial designation. In English use, by the 
convention obtaining among our printers, the d became D, as though it were part of a 
proper name. Thenceforward, the name of Chevalier D’Eon was stereotyped for English 
biographers. 

There is a story that the sex of the child was sufficiently doubtful to cause him 
to be baptised by a female name and even to be dressed by his parents as a girl during 
his infancy. But this, like a liost of similar stories, is a tlirow-back from the gossip 
of later times. It finds origin in the report that the child, having been dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary as its Patron Saint, had received at confirmation the “ name in religion ” 
of Marie. The practice is common in the Roman Catholic Church. 

In due season young D'Eon went to Paris to study Law and Literature at the 
College Mazarin. In both studies he gained distinction. He was admitted an advocate, 
having obtained the Licence in Canon and Civil Law, and he was thought worthy of 
the post of a Censor Royal for works on History and Belles Lettres. At this time of 
his life he seemed devoted to study, and publfshed some essays and reviews, notably a 
work of some pretension on Historical Finance. His sole distraction was fencing, an 
accomplishment then deemed indispensable to a gentleman. Despite his slender figure 
and girlish face, he attained the first rank as a fencer. At one time, it was said, there 
were only five blades in Europe that could liold their own against him. Thus occupied, 
D’Eon reached his twenty-sixth year in peace. 

The rest of D'Eon’s career was far otherwise. He became enmeshed in a series 
of State intrigues that served as a sort of standing problem to his biographers, till the 
publication of the Broglio papers in 1879 gave a clue to the labyrinth. Historical 
students then learned the details of a secret Diplomatic Service, which Louis XV., dis- 
trustful of his ministers, of his envoys, and, above ali, of his mistresses, carried on 
witliout their knowledge. 

The French King started this wlieel within a wheel in 1755, when Europe was 
much concerned about the succession to the throne of Poland. In particular, there was 
a keen rivalry between Fi*ance and Eugland for the support of Russia, then ruled by 
Elizabeth Petrovna, the Messalina of the North. The English representative at the 
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Court of St. Petersburg was Sir Charles Hanbury Williams, an able diplomatist, Avho 
got the better of tbe accredited French Envoys. To counteract Britishinfluence, Louis XY. 
bethought himself of senditig a secret mission Avhich should be hampered by none of the 
conventions, or even the decencies, of ordinary diplomacy. The two agents selected for 
this uuderground expedition Avere the pretentious Chevalier Douglas and his unpre- 
tentious little Secretary, M. Deon de Beaumont. Such agents could be owned, or dis- 
owned, as occasion might arise. 

Thongh the Chevalier Douglas comes but incidentally iuto our sketch, it is 
impossible to pass him oA*er Avithout notice. He was one of those amazing rascals whose 
exploits stud the inner liistory of the eighteenth century. To begin witb, he Avas not 
a Chevalier of any knoAvn Order, and his name Avas not Douglas. On the contrary, he 
AA r as a Jesuit, and his real name Avas Mackenzie. He gaA r e himself out to be a loyal Scot, 
Avho had lost all by following tlie fortunes of the Young Prctender in ’45. In reality, 
during those troublous times he had doublcd the part of tutor at Liege Avith that of 
political spy in the pay of forcign priuces. He had bcen ostensibly expelled from 
the Order of the Jesuits, and was declared by them to be dead, yet he remained in 
secret touch Avith the authorities of that Order, Avhich seldom lets go its grip on men 
that can bc of use. The Chevalier Douglas Avas too valuable to be lost sight of. He 
Avas a man of parts and courage, emphatieally a man born for hazardous enterprise, 
equipped Avith dissimulation, and unencumbered by scruples. He Avas the incarnation, 
in character and career, of the Jesuit of the orthodox Protestant romance. Such Avas 
the man under Avhom, and such the Service in Avhich Deon de Beaumont entered on his 
apprenticeship in affairs of State. 

Affairs prospered Avith our tAvo adventurers at St. Petersburg. They succeeded 
in outAvitting Sir Charles Hanbury Williams, Avho Avas handicapped by old-fashioned 
ideas of probity. Here the soi-disant CheA'alier Douglas drops out of our story, though 
Ave catch a glimpse of him twenty years later, crushed in a foreign land by the saddest of 
all fates, the death in life of paralysis. The little Secretary, Deon, Avho had been privily 
admitted to the inmost circle of the Secret Service, Avas openly rewardcd with the post 
of Secretary to the Embassy, Avhich he retained till his final departure from Russia 
in 1760. 

Two stories of Deon’s sojourn in Russia are so notorious that they cannot be 
passed over eA r en in this brief summary. The first is that, disguised as a AA r oman, the 
effeminate looking Deon acted as Her Imperial Majesty’s Ledrice, or Lady-i*eader, and 
Avas on the most intimate terms with the Czarina, and her Maids of Honour. All 
sorts of circumstantial details have been given in support of the story. Pictures have 
been painted by great artists; epigrams ha\’e been eonstructed by great wits ; nay, a 
great poem has been besmirched by its noble author ; all to make a little capital out of 
the supposed piquancy of such a situation. But the A'ery circumstantiality of the details 
has enabled the latest investigator to demonstrate their falsity . 1 It is true that the 
undisguised debauchery of the Russian Court gave colour to the story. The amours 
of the time and place had none of the glamour of gallantry. The Czai’ina was frankly 
lewd. But this lewdness was much more likely to revolt than to attract Deon, and, as 
we noAV know, the story, like that of his feminine baptism, is a mere throw-back from 
the imagination of a later day. Stili, though the particular charge must be held dis- 
proved, it is hard to resist a suspicion that the slim Secretary took advantage of his 
effeminate appearauce to further his political mission.

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The other story reclounds to Deon’s credit for energy and endurance. In 1757, 
lie found himself in Vienna on the King’s busiuess, at the very time when the great 
battle of Prague was fouglit ; “ the bloodiest battle of the age,” as the Great Frederick 
called it. Starting immediately for Paris, Deon actually outstripped by thirty-six 
liours the special Austrian couriers, for wliorn all State facilities had been elaborately 
provided. And tliis, thougli he had the ill-luck to break his leg on the road, and had to 
complete his jonrney willi the limb in splints. Surely, there was not much effeminacy 
iu this headlong race ! It was of the utmost importauce to the French King to get 
early intelligence of the disaster, and Deon’s pluck and determination met with a 
flattering reception. He was rewarded with a commission in a Dragoon regiment, and 
it was in Communications of this date tbat the name of Deon blossomed into d’Eon 
under the Royal hand. 

All this time the terrible. struggle known as the Seven Years’ War was ragiug, 
and when D'Eon left Russia in 1760, it was to join his regiment in the field. He served 
with distinction, and was wounded both in the liead and in the tliigh at the battle of 
Ultrop. He had, lio we ver, tlie misfortune to quarrel witli a brotlier olhcer, the Count 
de Guerchy. D’Eon was self-opinionated, the Count was supercilions, and the quarrel 
bore bitter fruit in later years. 

In 1763, the Seven Years’ War came to an end, aud the Treaty which closed it 
was largely negotiated by DEon, who was sent to London in the train of the French 
Ambassador. The treaty was unpopular in England. Many suppcsed that our 
interests had been neglected, owing to adroit bribery, conducted througli D’Eon, 
the Secretarv, rather tlian through the Duke de Nivernais, the Ambassador. Nor 
is it to be denied that the pecuniary aggraudizement of more tlian one wealthy peer 
takes a fresh start about this time. At any rate, the Ambassador went speedily 
back to Frauce, leaving the conduct of the negotiations altogether to the Secretary, 
who was at first appointed Charge (Vafaires, and was sliortly afterwards fully 
accredited as Minister Plenipotentiary. 

D’Eon amply justified the confidencc of his master. Altliough the English and 
French State Archives leave no doubt that I)’Eon actually obtained for France and her 
allies more advantageous terms than thcy were prepared to accept, yet he produced so 
favourable an impression on the English Ministers, that they entrusted to him, an alien 
and an adversary, the couveyance of the official English ratification to the Court of 
Versailles. It was no wonder that when D’Eon preseuted himself with such credentials 
of success, his extraordinary Services met with a corresponding recompense. In addition 
to the ordinary rcwards, the King bestowed on him one of the higliest distinctions 
to which a French ofticer could aspire, the coveted cross of the Royal and Military 
Order of St. Louis. Thenceforward, he is the Chevalier D’Eon. 

This was the culmination of D’Eon’s career. If he had chanced to pass out of 
history at this epoch, be would have left a brilliant record. Within the short space of 
seveu years, the yonng and untried official had raised himself to the highest diplomatic 
rank. He had steered his way skilfully amid the whirlpools of intrigue that engulphed 
the warriors and statesmen of St. Petersburg- and Vienna. He had got the better of the 
English Ministers in negotiations on which the fate of Europe depended. He had 
known how to satisfy the conflicting requirements of the Public Service of his country 
and of the Secret Service of his Sovereign. He had proved on the field of battle a 
courage that had elicited the praise of his geueral. 
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Now, the tide begins to turn. On thc conclusion of the peace in 1763, D’Eon was 
superseded in tlie Embassy by a personagc of superior rank, and had the ill-luck to 
find in his successor his personal cnemy, thc Count de Guerchy. Then follow ten years 
of complicated and wcarisome intrigue, during ali of which D’Eon remained in the 
Secret Service. W liate ver his ostensible position, he seeins never to liave wholly lost 
tlie private conhdence of Louis XV. till the bond betwecn thera was severed by tliat 
nionarch’s death : a pregnant fact, of which the full significance has been revealed 
only by researches in the French archives within the last few years. 

At tlie outset, D’Eon had carried off from the Embassy all the secret papers of 
his mission, and refused to give them up to the hated De Guerchy. The new French 
Ambassador resorted to means usually tliought to lie outside the methods of diplomacy. 
He tned to have D’Eou drugged and kidnapped. At least, tlie Grand Jury of the 
County of Middlesex found a true bili against the Count, who was driven to shelter 
liimself beliind his ambassador i al privileges. On the other liand, D’Eon was found 
guilty of a libel on the Count, and, no longer being entitlcd to the privileges of the 
Embassy, was outlawed for not submitting to the sentence of the Court. 


The secret papers to wdnch D’Eon clung so tightly seem to have been altogether 
distinet from the ordinary official documents of the Embassy. Amongst otlier unusnal 
topics, they comprised whatever foundation there may liave been for the charges of 
corruption by French gold whicli tlie Opposition brought so confidently againlt the 
Ministers who had concluded the Treaty. Tbis was not all. The papers comprised 
elaborate pians for tlie mvasion of England, secretly prepared on the spot under D’Eon’s 
supervision at the very time when the French protestations of loyalty and fricndship 
were loudest. It is no wonder tliat thc Opposition tried to purchase them from D’Eon 
at a price which rumour magnified into £40,000, nor tliat the French King threatened 
him with the Bastille, and, having in vain demanded his extradition, tried to carry him 
off by violence. For D’Eon held the papers against all claimants. There is no saying 
what terms he miglit not have made, if the death of his master, Louis XV., in 1774, 
had not put an end to the schemes of French invasion, or if the parliamentary 
changes incidental to our system of government by party had not coinbined 
with the lapse of time to lessen the valuc of the papers to English politicians. 
E ve ii in these altered circumstances, sucli was the power given^ D’Eon by the 
possession of the secret papers, tliat the new French monarch found it wortli while 
to open, and to repeatedly renew, negotiations for their return. It was not till 
Beaumarchais, the most skilful of Parisian playwrights and the most insidious of 
political hucksters, took the matter in liand, that a bargain was struck. D’Eon was to 
obtain in return for the papers, £5,000, and an increaseof pension. But this substantial 
price was coupled with the surprising condition that he should come back to France in 
the garb of a female. And, what is stili more surprising than the condition, D’Eon 
accepted the bargain, and never again assumed the garb of a man. 


At the time, the French kmg, like everybody else, was convinced that D’Eon 
was a woman. How this came about is one of the most wonderful stories in the history 
of mankind. Some part of the story must be told here, inasmuch as it has a direct 
beanng on the history of Freemasonry. The connection of D'Eon with tlie English 
Craft has hitherto remained doubtful. Being thouglit to cast a slur on the section of 
the Fratermty that had admitted so dubious a Brother, and being based solely on a 
sarcastic note by the Champion of the other section, the asserted connection was 
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discreetly discredited. But historical students are beginning to find out that Laurence 
Dermott, even when most sarcastic, was a trustwortliy writer. 

It is difficult to say exactly when doubts as to tbe Chevalier’s sexbegan to spread 
in England. The earliest instance yet adduced in print is that of a pamphleteer, who, in 
tbe interests of De Guerchy, published a scurrilous pamphlet in 1764, reflecting on D’Eon’s 
manhood. But this may be discounted, as, at that very time, the pamphleteer’s 
patron, De Guerchy, was refusing to meet D’Eon in arms, not on the ground tliat the 
latter was a woman, but on the ground that he was a maitre d' armes, a professional 
swordsman. Stili, wlien the ball liad been set rolling, it was kept rolling by the dis- 
inclination of D’Eon’s associates to attribute his comparative decency of conduct to 
any save disreputable motives, and by certain peculiarities in his personal habits and 
demeanour. The rumours came to a sort of liead in 1769 and 1770, by wliich time 
wagers to an amazing amount had been laid on the question of the Chevalier’s sex. 

This was the age of betting. Books were kept at the great taverns and in the 
clubs for the purpose of registering the bets of the frequenters. Bets were made by 
everybody, wlio had anytliing to stake, on everytliing which presented a fair chance, 
and on some things which did not. Bets were not confined to racing or sporting events. 
Wagers were laid on births, on marriages, on deatlis, on the length of sermons, on the 
dimensions of the Venus de Medici’s nose, on the execution of criminals, on the compara- 
tive speed of turkeys and geese, on heights, weights, and distances of persons and of 
things, on every conceivable chance in the Heavens above, or in the Earth beneatli, or 
in the Waters that encompass the Earth. 

One day, as Horaee Walpole telis us, a nian feli down in a fit at the door of 
White’s, wliereupon bets were eagerly made by the members as to whether he vas dead 
or not, and wlien a surgeon was going to bleed the poor fellow in the liope of restoring 
him, “ the wagerers for his death interposed, and said it would affect the fairness of 
the bets.” 

When such was the fasliion of the age, D’Eon’s suspected sex could not well 
escape being made the subject of bets. His career had on it the glitter of romance that 
catches the eyes of liigli and low alike. He was on a familiar footing at Court, and was 
especially favoured by the Opposition, who lioped to glean from him some evidence of the 
bribery supposed to have taken place in negotiating the Treaty. He stood equallv well 
with the mob, who broke the Windows of the French Embassy, and threatened the 
sacred person of the Ambassador, by way of practical protest against the Count’s virulent 
persecution of tlieir favourite. When doubts began to arise concerning the sex of so 
notorious a personage, all the Town stood divided into two?camps, burning for an oppor- 
tunity of backing tlieir opinion. 

Taking advantage of the mania, the professional speculators sought to place the 
matter on a sound business basis, by issuing what they were pleased to call “ Policies 
of Insurance on the sex of Monsieur le Clievalier (or Mile. Ia Chevaliere) D’Eon.” 
The scheme took, and it is estimated that Policies were effected to the amount of 
£120,000. The accompanying curious statement of accounts prepared by one of these 
Insurance brokers is preserved among the D’Eou papers in the British Museum and was 
published in 1885 by Capt. Buchan Telfer, F.S.A., in his monograpli on the Cbevalier. 
The Schedule marks the depreciation, or, in tbe picturesque slang of the Stock 
Exchange, the “ slump” in these Policies of Insurance that seems to have accompanied 
the rumour of the Clievalier’s initiation. Assuredly the time was ill-cbosen for tlie 
reception of so doubtful a candidate for the benefits of Freemasonry. 
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The Chevalier was naturally indignant at the intolerable misuse of his narae and 
personality by tliese speculators — or bookmakers, as we should style thera to-day — and 
protested loudly that lie Avould do his utmost to haulk them. When the system of 
Policies Avas set on foot, he Avent a step fnrther, and caned two or tliree of the Insurance 
brokers. But what could he do against the popular delirium P Far from quelling the 
storm, his opposition only iucited the Brokers to plan his abduction. Kidnapping Avas 
all too common at that day, and, thongh the Chevalier Avas nobler quarry than Avas 
nsually floAvn at, he ran unquestionably serions risk. He retired, or absconded, from 
his lodgings without Avarning. His disappearance intensified the uneasiness caused by 
his reception, as a fnlly qualified candidate into the essentially masculine Order of 
Freemasons, and led to many wagers being compromised. After t avo months’ absence 
he reappeared at the ena of June, 1771, to make solemn oath before Lord Mayor Crosby 
that 

“ he never had, and ne ver Avould have, directly or indirectly, any part in 
the policies of Insurance made on his sex ; that he had neA’er touched, and 
never Avould touch, a single guinea from any person or persons on account 
of the said Insurances ; that he neA~er Avould en ter into any negotiations 
with any person or persons however eonsiderable the snms offered liim, 
and Avhich had amonnted to £25,000, to prove judicially his sex.” 

The object of the speculators had been to confer a sort of legal sanction on their 
schemes by issue of formal Policies of Insurance. Their over-caution, coupled with 
this uncompromising, if somewhat ungrammatical declaration of the Chevalier, by aturn 
of Fortune’s Avheel, came to be their undoing. 

“ For ’tis the sport to have the engineer 
Hoist Avith his own petard.” 

In the full glare of this disgraceful notoriety the Chevalier D'Eon found his Avay 
into the ranks of the Fraternity. The exact particulars are to be fonnd in the un- 
published D’Eon MSS. in the ricli collection of Mr. J. Eliot Hodgkin, F.S.A., of 
Bichmond, Surrey. It is the good fortune of the Avhole literary Avorld that these AISS. 
form part of that magnificent collection. For the documents could not have fallen into 
more capal le or more courteous hands. Reference to the docujnents is made in the 
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Fifteentb Report of the Royal Historical Commission, 1897, where they are, for the first 
time, catalogued in Appendix II. The MSS. meet with a more sympathctic noticc in the 
quaint and charming pages of Rariora, the delightful miscellany in which Mr. Eliot 
Hodgkin lias recorded the glories and triumphs of his collection, to the infinite envy of 
all Brother - Collectors. The portions of the ]\1SS. bearing on the Chevalier’s 
connection with the Craft are now published for the first time, and the present writer 
desires to express liis sineere thanks to Mr. Eliot Hodgkin formuch kindness and 
courtesy in fnrnishing extraets. 

Among Mr. Eliot Hodgkin’s Rariora, as his MS. trcasnres may well be ealled, 
are the account books in which the Chevalier D’Eon entered his current expenditure 
from day to day. The volume which supplies us with information about his Masonic 
career is a thick, narrow folio, bound in vellum, and rulcd with the usual cash lines. 
The outer cover is lettered with the inscription, in large printed characters, 

Ex Libris the Chevalier D’Eon. 

Then follows this descriptive title: 

Journal du Chevalier D’Eon. 

Pour sa depense eourante depuis 17 66 jusqu’ axi 18 Aout, 1777. Plus Journal 
de depense eourante depuis le 18 Aout, 1777, que Mad Ue D' Eon est partie de 
Londres pour retourner d Versailles et d Paris le 21 Octobre, 1777, le jour de 
la fete de Sainte Ursule, Viertje et Martyre. La dite demoiselle D' Eon par ordre 
de la Loi et du Poi a ete contrahite de quitter Vhabit d liomme et V uniforme , 
et de se retirer exi la Congregatioxx des Fillcs de Sainte Marie, pour bien 
apprendre d y mener une nouvelle Vie. 

[Day-Book of tiie Chevalier D’Eon. 

For current expenditure from 1766 to 18th Augnst, 1777. Together with Day-book of 
current expenditure from 18th August, 1777, when Mademoiselle D Eon set out from 
London to go back to Versailles and Paris, 21sL October, 1777, being the Festival of 
St. Ursula, Virgin and Martyr. The said Mademoiselle D’Eon, by order of the Law 
and of the Kicg, has been compelled to leave off the male garb and uniform, and to 
witlidraw to the Convent of the Children of Mary, to study to lead a new life there.] 

Wlietlier D’Eon posed as Chevalier, or as Mademoiselle, he was equally 
methodical in registering his expenses, and to this habit we owe the record of his 
Initiation. 

The first entry rccording D’Eon’s connection with the Craft is as follows : 

“ Mai, 1768. 

,, ,, du 18. Pour reception dans la respcctablc 

Loge de 1’ Immortalite ... ... ... £0 10 6. 

(plus paye d’ avance pour la fete du 25 Juin).” 

Juin, 1768. 

„ ,, du 25 Paye pour le jour anniversaire du 

Maitre de la Loge de 1’ Immortalite, qui sera le 

14 Juillct £0 10 6.” 

The Lodgc to which the Chevalier gained admittance, notwithstanding the 
suspicion that hc could not fulfil all the clauses of the Old Oharges, was the French 
Lodge, Eo. 876 on the Register of the Grand Lodge of the Moderns. According to the 
late Bro. John Lane ( Masonic liecords, 2nd Edition, 1896). its warrant was daled 
16th June, 1766, and it was formallv constituted on the 8th September following. It 
lield its meetings at the Crown and Anebor Tavern in the Strand. Hence, it was ealled, 
to quote Bro. John Laneagain, the “ Crown and Anchor Lodge, constituted ye Lodge of 
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Immortality in ye Straud.' It had adopted tlie Frencli title of L' Immortalite de VOrdre. 
The first W.M. of the Lodge was M. de Yignoles, and lie seems to have been in 
tbe chair in January, 3 769. He was obviously an energetic Brother, for forty-one 
members are registered in tbe Graud Lodge books as having been admitted before the 
end of 1767. Bro. Henry Sadler, who has, witli his usual courtesy, searched.the London 
Registers, finds that no members are registered after 1767, and that the Lodge 
was finally erased in 1775. The cause assigned for erasure in the Grand Lodge Minutes 
is the customary formula, “ Not having contributed, etc, etc.” 

Iu November, 1768, the “ newly admitted Brother” D’Eon visited the French 
Lodge of Friendship : 

“ Novembre, 1768. 

,, „ du 11 Paye a la Loge de 1’Amitie... ... 5s. 3d.” 

There does not seem to have been any Lodge in London with that exact title. The Lodge 
to which the quarter-guinea was paid was probably the “ Ancient French Lodge,” No. 
251, on the Registcr of the Grand Lodge of the Moderns. This Lodge met in Covent 
Garden in 1769. It afterwards united with a Lodge bearing the title of “ Loge des 
Amis Reunis,” under which style the joint Lodge worked till 1821. 

A few days after the payment to Lodge “de 1’amitie,” the ClievalieFs Mother 
Lodge is credited with a payment which may be conjectured to be the balance of the 
Initiation Fee, of which half a guinea had been paid as earnest, on the 18th May. 

“ Novembre, 176S. 

„ „ du 16 Paye a la Loge de 1’ Immortalite £2 15 0.” 

This entry is followed some weeks later by the purchase of the Lodge-badge. 

“ Decembre, 1768. 

„ „ du 5 Pour la medaille d’argent de la Loge 

de 1’ Immortalite ... ... ... ... lOs. 6d.” 

The Quarterage of the Lodge was unusually high, unless, perchance, in the 
following item, certain other expenses are ineluded : 

“ Janvier, 1769. 

,, ,, du 2 Paye a la Loge de 1’ Immortalite, pour 

les frais de quartier ... ... ... ... £1 7 0.” 

However, the Fund of Benevolence was not neglected: 

“ Janvier, 1769. 

,, ,, du 11 Paye a M. de Yignoles, Grand 

Maitre de la Loge de 1’ Immortalite, pour les 

pauvres £1 1 0.” 

Finally, we reacli the record of the Chevalier’s Third Degree: 

“ Janvier, 1 769. 

,, ,, — Pour ma reception au 3 me Grade de Magon 

dans la Loge de 1’ Immortalite ... ... £4 7 0.” 

Thus far, the courtesy of Mr. J. Eliot Hodgkin in supplying extracts from his 
unpublished MSS. has enabled us to follow the Ohevalier D’Eon’s progress in Masonry. 
A kindred act of courtesy on the part of Bro. Henry Sadler, Sub-Librarian of the 
Grand Lodge of England, permits us to follow the progress a stage further. 

TYe have already recorded the negative resuit of the search made by Bro. Henry 
Sadler in the books of Gi‘and Lodge to ascexdain if the Lodge L' Immortalite de VOrdre 
had made any returns or registered any membei'6 after 1767. The reseai‘ches of Bro. 
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Henry Sadler dici not stop liere. Inspired by that unfailing antiquarian acumen whicli 
lias so often made him tlie admiration of liis eolleagues in the Quatdor Coronati Lodge, 
he has disinterred from the dusty areliives of Grand Lodge a document tliat supplies 
authoritative evidence of the Chevalier D’Eon liaving served as Junior Warden of 
the Lodge. 

As the document is totally unhnown to the present generation and possesses an 
old-world interest of its own, quite apart from its bearing on the present enquiry, \ve 
subjoin it in extenso : — 

Nons, Charles Dillon, Depute Grand Maitre de la Societe desfranes 
acceptes Ma 9 ons, deelarons qu’en vertu de la commission a nous donnee 
par le Committe de eharite du 30 Janvier & confirmee par la eommunica- 
tion de quartier, pour assembler les freres qui ont autrefois apartenns a la 
loge L’Immortalite de 1’Ordre & ceux qui la composent en ce jour, pour 
terminer a l’amicahle les differends qui sent survenus entre eux, dont les 
premiers avoient soumis le jugement au dit eommite; & sur le jugement 
desquels les dermiers avoient demande au dit eommite un delais, ne 
doutant point que dans 1'intervale les choses ne se terminassent d’une 
fa^on fraternelle entres les dites deux parties: Nous, au titre susdit, 
aurions fait sommer les dites deux parties, par le f. Ja Heseltine, Grand 
Seeretaire, en s’adressant au fr. de Yignoles pour les anciens membres, l’un 
d’entre eux, & au frere Des Baai es pour les membres aetuels & l’un d’entre 
eux, de eomparoitre le lundi 18 fevrier par devant nous, au lieu ordinaire 
de leurs assemblees au Crown & Anebor dans le Strand, pour les entendre 
contradictoirement et prononeer par provision, ee que nous eroii-ions 
d’equite ami et arbitre : 

Que sur la remontranee que nous seroit venu faire en notre Logis le 
f. Vulliamy l’un des membres aetuels qu’ils auroient besoin de quelques 
delais pour se preparer en leurs detfonses, nous lui aurions accorde, 
eomformement a sa demande jusc^ues au lundi suivant 25 du meme mois : 
Que le dit Gi’and Seeretame auroit expedie les sommations respectives ; 
mais qu’a notre grande sui‘prise, les dits membres aetuels auroient attendu 
jusqu’au dimauche 24 pour nous demander un nouveau delais, que nous 
n’avions pu leur accorder, vu 1’impossibilite ou nous nous trouvions dans 
vingt quatre lieurs de faire a tems avis de ce ehangement aux membres 
qui, par leur requete avoient addresse leurs plaintes a la Grande Lego : 
Qu’en consequence, apres avoir fait notifier le matiu du dit jour 25 par le 
grand Seeretaire aux dits membres aetuels, cn s’adressant au dit frere 
des Barres, l’un d’entre eux, la necessite oii nous nous trouvious de 
paroitre a 1’assemblee du dit jour 25 pour laquelle iis avoient ete legalement 
sommes ainsi que leurs oposans, nous nous sonnnes rendus & apres avoir

The verbiage of tlie doeument is in the most approved style of legal prolixity. 
But the gist can be briefly stated. Tlie Lodge L’ Immortalite de VOrdre was unfortunate 
euough to suffer from internal quarrels, which seem to have reaclied a climax in. 1770. 
In February, 1771, we find M. de Viguoles, w’hom w'e have noted in tlie Chair in 1769, 
and his friends described as being- no longer members of the Lodge. The Committee of 
Charity mado an effort to reconcile the parties, who agrced to submit the case for 
arbitration to the Deputy Grand Master. The effort proved abortive, for the Brethren 
Avho stili continued members of the Lodge, applied for a postponemeut, and failed to 
appear before the Deputy Grand Master, who plaintively sets foith that he waited for 
them, to no purpose, from four to seven of the clock, at the Crown and Anchor. But 
M. de ALgnoles and his friends did attend at the appointed time and place, and their 
names and Masonic rank are given in the foregoing doeument.

Theteim of the Chevalier D’Eon’s Service as Junior Warden is thus definitely 
limited to 1769-70. The' number of the Lodge, originally 376. was about the same time 
altered to 303, owing to the custom of <: closing-np >T which prevailed among the 
Moderns. 

It is to be feared that the name of Charles Dillon, with which the document 
opens, rings with no familiar sound in the ears of ordinary Masonic readers. No 
account of him will be found in the Cyclopoedias and Lexicons which profess to narrate 
for English-speaking readers the dcvelopment of English Freemasonry. It is little 
short of a disgrace that the pages of tliese English works should bristle with the 
uncouth appellations of Continental nonenities and charlatans, while the names of our 
English worthies of the Craft are ignored. The Honourable Charles Dillon was a 
notable man. He served as Deputy Grand diaster of the Grand Lodge of the Moderns 
from 1769 to 1773. He was the first of his branch of the Dillon family which liad 
followed James II. into exile, to break with the Jacobite traditions. He tookthe Oath of 
Abjuration in 1769, publicly conformed to the Established Chnrch of England, and 
eventually succeeded to the peerage as 12th Yiscount Dillon. Prominent as he was 
in English Freemasonry, tliis Irish nobleman makes no appearance in Irish Free- 
masonrv. 1 Nor could he do so, witliout being “re-made an Antient.” The Grand 
Lodge of the Moderns was not recoguised by the Grand Lodge of Ireland, nor by the 
majority of English-speaking Freemasons of that day. 

Though the Chevalier might be said to be “ at home ” in the Lodge of Immortality, 
he could liardlv be said to have anv other home. He was an outlaw in England, his laud 
of domicile, and an exile from France, his land of birth. Shortly after the Third 
Degree had been conferred on him, however, a stroke of good lnck befell him. One 
of his most ardent supporters, Admiral Fcrrers, who had succeeded to tlie family title 
and estates as Earl Ferrers, was a Freemason. The new Earl offered D’Eon shelter 
and protection at Staunton Harold, near Ashby-de-la-Zouch. The offer was gladly 
accepted, and, thus removed beyond the cable-tow, D'Eon lost touch with the Lodge and 
with Freemasonry. 

At all periods of D’Eon's life, much of his leisure was devoted to the pursnit 
of letters. At this period, suddenly freed from the strenuous strife that bid fair to 
drive hinx to distraction, his literary zeal blazed into a kind of frenzy, the veritable 
cacoethes scribendi of the classics. He is reported to have spent from twelve to fifteen 
hours a day at his desk. Xot to mention a shoal of Lettres , Pieces Justificat ites, 
Memoires pour servir , and JJocuments Authentiques, he wrote, between 1769 and 1774, an 
extensive work in thivteen volumes, entitled Les Loisirs du Chevalier de Beaumoiit, ancien 
Ministre Plenipotentiaire de la France : sur divers sujets importans d' administration , fyc. 9 
pendant son sejour en Angle terre . 

1 Baron Dillon (Sir John Dillon, Bart.), who served as Jnnior Grand Warden of Ireland, 1791- 
1795, belonged to a different branch of this great Irish family. See A.Q.C., Tol. xiii, pp. 23-27 
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The book was published at Amsterdam in 1774, and appears to liavc earned sorne 
reputation both in England and on the Continent. In parlicular, it is said toliavebeen 
honoured with the approbation of Frederick the Great. Tliis may beso. Frederick the 
Great is credited with a wonderfnl variety of achievements, ranging from a new system 
of Tactios to a new system of Freema§onry, and the pcrusal of Les Loisirs may havo 
bccn among them. There is no evidence that anybody clse has rcad tlirough the 
thirteen volumes. 

Meantime, the excitement, caused by the unsettlcd bets on 14’Eon’s sex, bioke 
out afresh. Tlie wagers had been checked for a time by the Chcvalicr’s reception as 
a Brother, and his subsequent declaration before Lord Mayor Crosby. Anotlicr Pharaoh, 
who knew not Joscph, had noAV come to the throne of France, and was eredited with 
the will and the power to close the mysterious negotiatious wliich had been so long 
pending between the Chevalier and tlie Conrt of France. The probability of D’Eon 
leaving England for good, without deciding the question of sex, appalled bolli the 
Speculators, or Bookmakers, and the Policy-liolders, or Backers. Botli parties long 
hung back from an appeal to a Court of Justice. The hardiest gamblers are wont 
to slirink from “ the glorious unccrtainty of the Law.” Bold before the hazards of 
the betting-ring or the card-table, they think twice before “ risking a beat over the 
Lord Chanecllor’s course in Westminster Hali.” Although more than onc aetion was 
listed, yet none came to trial. At last, an aetion was brouglit in the Court of King’s 
Bcnch, by Air. William Hayes, a surgeon of Leicester Fields, to recover seven hundred 
gnineas from a broker and under- writer in the City, named Jacques, on foot of a 
Policyon D’Eon’s sex. Tt appeared that, just about the time of the ChevalieFs reception 
into the Crown and Anchor Lodge, Air. Hayes had deposited a sum of one hundred 
and fi ve guineas in the broker’ s hands, for wliich he was to receive seven hundred 
guineas, “if ever it shouhl be proved that the Chevalier I)’Eon was of the female 
sex.” The premium eould not be considercd an exorbitant charge in so ambignous 
a venture, and Air. Hayes averred he had evidence sufficient to prove his case. 

Of course; such an aetion would be sconted out of Court in the Tear of Graee, 
1903, but the state of the law in 1777 was very different. Down to the year 1845, when 
the Act against Gambling, known as 8 & 9 Viet., c. 109, was passed, the English Law 
held wagers in g’eneral to bc of the nature of contingent contracls. The winner of a 
bet, therefore, eould enforce his claim in a Conrt of Law. The main exceptions to this 
rule were cases in which the wager was against publie poliey or private morality, or 
was inconsistent with the rights of third parties. Frequently, too, the Courts refnsed to 
try actions coneerning frivolous or ridiculous bets, which were contemptuously dismissed 
as sponsiones ludicrae. 

The aetion came on for trial on lst July, 1777, before Lord Alansfield, one of the 
ablest lawyers that ever sat on the English Bench. His Lordship deplored the 
indecency of the case, and went so far as to expi-ess a wish that the verdict eould be 
such as to leave neither party a winner. But Lord Alansfield felt constrained to let the 
case go to the jury. No doubt the magnitude of the stakes that would follow the 
verdict in this test case was not without its influence. 

The plaintiff produced two witnesses, compatriots of the Chevalier, and likely, 
therefore, to be in his confidence. One was a surgeon, by name Le Goux ; the other, a 
certain AI. de Alorande, a journalist by profession. The former swore positively that 
he had surgical knowledge, the latter that he had immoral knowledge of the fact that 
D’Eon was a woman. 
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The otlier side could only prodnce gcneral evidence that D'Eon had been of the 
essentiali v masculine profession of a soldier; that lie had been admitted into the 
Fraternitv of Freemasons, a Society that was notoriously open to none but men : and so 
on. A futile plea was suggested that the bet was unfair, because the plaintifE had been 
betting on a certainty. The Lord Chief Jnstice made short work of such arguments, 
and charged the jury, who, witliout hesitation, bronglit in a verdict for the plaintiff. 

Thus it was declared by a most competent tribunal, in striet conformity with the 
rnles of legal evidence, that D’Eon was a wornan. Tet he was not. 

The defendant’s case has an absurd parallel in the Irish Bar story of the Chair- 
man of a Connaught District Conncil, who was accused of the larceny of a colleague’s 
watcli. The Chairmari protested he had no need of Counsel or Attorney in meeting 
such a charge, hotly inveighed against the cold-blooded sloth of English procedure, and 
demanded a sworn inquiry on the spot. The Council formed itself into a Court of 
Inquiry. The accuser deposed that he had seen the Chairman steal the watch, and 
place it in his fob, where it was at that moment. The Chairman called no fewer than 
twelve witnesses, of unimpeachable veracity, who severally deposed that they had not 
seen him take the watch. With such an overwhelming mass of evidence in his favour, 
the Chairman was at once acquitted. This is tlie argument from weight of evidence. 
It will be found in extensive use in historical controversies concerning the develop- 
ment of Freemasonry. 

If the antecedents of the two French witnesses had been as well known to the 
Jury as to us, the verdict might have been returned with some hesitation. The surgeon, 
Le Goux, was a practitioner of the lowest type, who tried to earn a livelihood by 
repairing the ravages of loose living. The otlier witness. De Morande, was so outrage- 
ous a rascal, that, in our generation, he has been deemed worthy of a separate biography, 
solely on acconnt of his transcendent rascality. 1 His real name was Thevenean, or 
Thievenot, to whicli he had added the more aristocratic title De Morande. Once an 
officer in a French Dragoon Regiment, he had fallen through laver after layer of the 
social strata, t ili he now lived by blackmail. There are degrees even among black- 
mailers. De Morande had begun by levying contributions on men who had something 
to conceal. Latterly, he had been unlucky in his choice of victims. He kept putting 
his liand on the wrong kind of man. Yoltaire merelv laughed, and took the wind out 
of the blackmailers sails, by publishing his menacing letter. The Marquis de Yillette 
retorted in kind to De Morande’s threats : 

“ Scoundrel ! 

You demand fifty louis that you may not disclose certain doings in which 
I am concerned. Well ! if you give me one hundred louis, I will place at 
your disposal, for publication, many otlier facts far more curious and 
private, which you can add to your collection. 

I await your answer, 

The Makqcis De Yileette.” 

Another of his clients, as De Morande impudently styled his victims, took an 
action for libel against him in the English Courts. Yet another, the Comte de Lauraguais, 
cudgelled him soundly. Disheartened by the perversity of his male clients, De Morande 
betook himself to the lampooning of woraen, and contrived to reacli a lower depth of 
infamy in that abyss of shame by addressing liimself to the persecution of those unfor- 
tunates of their sex who had forfeited their natural protection. He actually started 

1 Thevenot de Morande, eti.de sur les meeurs •, par M. Paul Robiquet, Paris, 1882- 
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a sort of Magaziue called Le Gazetier Cuirasse, ou Anccdotes Scandaleuses, solely 
devoted to blackmailing, and priced at a guinea a copy. The visit of Beaumarchais to 
London, which we have seen to resuit in the purcliase of the Secret Papcrs from D’Eon, 
was originally due to a commission from the French Government to stop the publica- 
tion by De Morande of an obscene pamphlet reflecting on the notorious G’ountess 
Dubary. De Morande lived on, wallowing in dirt, till by a stroke of retributive justice, 
he found himself among the hapless victims of the September Massacres of 1792. He 
dici not deserve the lionour. 

Such were the credentials of the two witnesses. It is hard to conceive two 
witnesses less worthy of turning a verdict in their favour, the rules of legal evidence 
notwithstanding. 

The verdict having been returned, one might have thought the matter settled. 
Xot so : the nncertainty of the Law out-topped the chances of the gaming-table. In 
the following Term, when the reserved points came to be argued before tbc full Court, 
the defendant pleaded that the contract was admittedly of the nature of a policy of 
insurance. If so, the policy was void under a Statute just passed, which enacted that 
“ no insui-ance sball be valid, where the person insurirg cannot prove an antecedent 
interest in the person or thing insured.” The Chevalier had solemnly repudiated all 
interest in the policies. The Lord Chicf Justice and the full Court unanimously held 
the Statute to be binding, and thus shattered the very foundations of the stupendous 
fabric of speculation before which London had stood at gaze for years. But the 
decision of the jury on D’Eon’s sex remained unaltered. 


Amid this turmoil of conflicting interests, the Chevalier D’Eon had been con- 
ducting negotiations through Beaumarchais for the restoration of the Secret Papers. 
Suddenly the Chevalier took the most unaccountable step in the world. He acknowledged 
or, rather, asseverated that he was a woraan. There seems no sufficient inducement for 
his doing so. But there is no doubt he did so, both privately to Beaumarchais, and 
officially to the French Ministers with whom hc was negotiating for a pension. As a 
resuit, Louis XVI., who was more amenable to the proprieties than most of his 
predecessors, saddled the increascd pension with the condition that the Chevalier should 
“ resume ” the garb of a woman. The Royal ordonnance was re-published in England, 
with a curious mixture of genders, probably due to the translator’ s bias : — 


“De pap. le Roi. 

Charles-Gencvieve-Louise-Auguste-Andree-Timothee D’EOX DE BEAU- 
MOXT is hereby required to lay aside tbe nniform of a Dragoon, which 
he has been in the habit of wearing, and to resume the garments of lier 
sex, and is forbidden to appear in any part of the kingdom except in 
garments befitting a female. 

Louis. 

Grayier de Veegexxes. 

Given at Versailles, 19th August, 1777.” 


The Chevalier D‘Eon made no difficulty about accepting the condition. and 
thenceforward became La Chevaliere D’Eon. 


Although the Chevalier D’Eon, like all others who had been admitted to the 
Crown and Anchor Lodge after 1769, was never registered as a Freemason in the books 
of Grand Lodge, yet the fact of his initiation undoubtedly leaked out. The crop of 
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caricatures and satirical prints that accompanied his career in London shows plainly the 
alacrity with whieli the incident was seized on to hreak a jest on the Fraternity. Two 
prints, designed to ridicule the Chevalier in his character as a Freemason, hare heen 
reproduced to illustrate this article. Both have the virtue of rarity, and the larger, 
whieli serves as frontispiece. might have heen selccted on artistic grounds as well. It 
is a fine mezzo-tint, spirited in drawing and excellent in technique. The inscription at 
foot of the piate, conclied in a mixture of French and Englisli, gives a list of the 
Chevalier’s names and qualifications, and winds up with the statement : 

“ Admitted a Freemason in the Lodge Immortality of the Order, at the 
Crown and Anchor in the Strand.” 

The catalogue of the ChevalieFs distinctions is appended in some detail, and 
is notable enough even at that date. All issnes of the engraving, however, do not 
bear the same inscription. For instance, the fine copy in the collection of Bro. E. J. 
Barron, F.S.A., differs considerably from the wording at foot of our frontispiece. 

The pictures on the wall at each side of the central figure point the satire. The 
picture on the ChevalieFs riglit represents Mary Toft, the Rabbit-breeder, of Godalming. 
This imposture was exposed in 1726, mainly by Sir Ricbard Manningliam, the first of the 
eminent accouchenrs of London. Sir Richards surname will sonnd familiar in the ears 
of Freemasons, as he was the father of that Dr. Tliomas Hanningham who served as 
Deputy Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of England (Moderns) in 1753 and following 
years. The picture on the Chevalier' s left refers to the imposture of the Bottle Conjuror. 
This practical joker, or somebody for him, advertised widely in the London papers of 
January, 1749, that hc would, among many otlier feats, carefully selected for their 
obvious impossibility, creep into a quart bottle and, while inside it, sing several songs, 
and otherwise divert the company. The advertisements drew a huge crowd on the 
appointed evening to the Haymarket Theatre, where the feat was to be accomplislied. 
Naturally the feat was not accomplislied, and the infuriated mob wrecked the theatre, 
and made a bonfire of the furniture and fittings. The story of the Bottle Conjuror 
stili ranks as a typical instance of human credulity. 

It is not so easy to identify the busts whieli stand on eitlier side of the 
Chevalier. It would be quite in consonance with the rest of the design if they were 
meant for some such pair as Hermes and Aphrodite, thus suggesting the Hermaphrodite 
of fable. 

Whatever doubt may be felt as to these accessories, there can be none as to the 
intention of fixing on Freemasonry the reproacli of having accepted an unsuitable 
candidate. Xot only are the petticoats adorned with a Freemason’s Apron, but the 
jewel of a Junior TCarden hangs, by a broad ribbon. ronnd the Chevalier's neck. 

In spite of the unflattering association thus dexterously insinuated, the engraving 
seems not to have been displeasing to the Chevalier. Entries in his Journal de depense 
show that he purchased a dozen copies of the mezzotint, and one was stili in his 
possession at the time of his death. 

The doubtful notoriety ivith whieli the verdict of the jury in the Court of King’s 
Bencli had invested the initiation of the Chevalier, gave umbragc tothe stalwarts of the 
Grand Lodge of the Anticnts. The sole justification for the existence of the Grand 
Lodge of the Antients was the belief that it preserved old Usages and ancient Ceremonies 
that ran some risk of being improved off the facc of the earth. Here was au instance of 
Modern laxity. Surely, argued the Antients, the Lodge that admitted D’Eon ought to 
have ascertained that the candidate fulfilled the physical requirements of the Old 
Charges. The restriction of the benefits of the Fraternity to men was firmly imbedded 
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in tlie framework o£ the medieval organization, and lia d bcen rather strengtliened thau 
otlierwise in tlie era of Grand Lodges. The clause of the Old Charge that enumerates 
the qualiBcations of candidates stands thns in the first Bock of Constitutions, “ extracted,” 
by Dr. Anderson in 1723, “ for the use of the Lodges in London.” 

“ The Persons admitted members of a Lodge must be good and true Men, 
free-born, and of mature and discreet Age, no Bondmen, no Women, no 
immoral or scandalous Men, but of good Rcport.” 

The foregoing clause was repeated, without variation, in the next issue of The 
Constitutions of Freemasons, Dnblin, 1730. This edition was published by John Pennell, 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Ireland, “ for the use of tlie Lodges in Great Britain 
and Ireland.” 

The language of the clause was amplified, if Dot fortified, in the revised version 
of the Old Charges in The Xeiv Book of Constitutions published by Dr. Anderson in 1738. 

The clause in the Xeu: Book was worded as follows : — 

“ The Men made Mason s must be free-born (or no Bondmen), of mature 
Age and of good Report ; liail and sound, not deforme'd or dismembered at 
the time of their making : but no Woman. no Eunuch .” 

When Edward Spratt, Grand Secretary of Ireland. published his edition of The 
Xeu- Bookof Constitutions .... for the use of the Lodges in Ireland (Dublin, 1751) he 
natnrally followed Dr. Anderson’s edition of 1738 ratber than that of 1723. Hence the 
clanse in Spratfs Xew Book is identical with that in Dr. Anderson’s Xew Book. "When 
Laurence Dermott was made a Mason in Dublin, Edward Spratt was Grand Secretary, 
and various allusions in the early minutes of tlie Grand Lodge of the Antients sliow in 
wliat esteem the neophyte lield his Mentor. When, therefore, the infant Grand Lodge of 
the Antients set about compiling a Book of Constitutions of its own in 1756 Laurence 
Dermott feli back on tlie Xeu Book af Constitutions sanctioned, in his eyes, by Edward 
Spratfs great name. In particular, he transferred to the Ahiman Eezon, as the Antients’ 
Book of Constitutions was entitled, the Old Charges and the General Itegulations as they 
appeared in the Dublin Xew Book of 1751. Thus it came about that the clause embody- 
ing the physical requirements of candidates was of identical wording in the three issnes 
of 1738, 1751. and 1756. 

But there was another issue, in 1756. of the Book of Constitutions ; this time oli 
belialf of the premier Grand Lodge, or Grand Lodge of the Moderns, as it had begun to 
be called, in consequence of certain modernizations or refinements, wliich it liad the 
credit of having introduced. As might be espected, the roughened wording of tlie 
paragraph as it was recast in 1738 did not chime in with the refining tendencies observ* 
able in the Grand Lodge of the Modems. They reverted to the wording of 1723, and in 
their Constitutions of 1756, edited by the Rev. John Entick, M.A., the clause reads 
exactly as in the London and Dublin Constitutions of 1723 and 1730 respectively. 
This distinction indicated a real difference in the tendencies of the two Grand Lodges of 
England, and continned all the time the Grand Lodge of the Antients existed as a 
separate organization. 

A new edition of the Ahiman Bezon having been called for in 1778, whilethe Trial 
and Verdict in D’Eon’s case were fresli in men\s memories, Laurence Dermott appended 
to the clause just quoted the following acrid note; — 

“ This is stili the law of Ancient Masons tliough disregarded by our 
brethren (I mean sisters) the modern-masoDe, wlio (some years ago) 
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admitted Signiour Singsong, tbe Ennuch, T — nd — ci, atoneof tbeirLodgeS 
in the Strand, London. And upon a late tryal at Westminster, it appeared 
tbat tbey liad admitted a wornan called Madam D’E — .” 

Tlie tone of tbe note, lialf scornful, balf reproacbfnl, bctokens tbe arersion with 
■wbicli tlie laxity tbat liad permittcd sucb an initiation was regarded by Lanrcncc 
Dermott and tliose ivlio tliougbt xvitli liim. Tbe caricatnres and satires of tlie day 
speak sufficieutly of tbe ridicule brougbt on Ereemasonry by tbe reception into tbe 
Brotbcrbood of a candidate Avhom tlie world liad agrced not to considor a Brother at ali. 
Tbe immemorial tradition of tbe Operatire Craft, no less tban tbe Avords of The New 
Book of Constitulions , beld manliood tobe afundanicntal qualification of evcry Freemason. 
It caunot be denied tbat in tbe eyes of tbe Antients, and, perbaps, in tbe eyes of the 
majority of Englisli speaking Frecmasons' at home and abroad, tbe resentinent tbat 
glowed tbrougb tlie ternis of tbe note scemed a just resentinent. 

When the Rcgulations of a Society are, rigbtly or Avrongly, tbougbt to bc strained 
in favour of a candidate, tbcre is always danger lest tlie relations behveen tlie candidate 
and tlie Socicty sliould be niisunderstood, especially by tbe favonred candidate liimsclf. 
It is pleasant, tlicrefore, to record tbat tbe Chevalier D’Eon beld tbe Craft of Frcemasonry 
in bigli esteem. I11 tlie unrivalled collection of D’Eon MSS., from Avliich Mr. J. Eliot 
Hodgkin lias so generously furnislied extraets, tbcre exists a rongli draft of Avhat was 
plainly meant to forin tlie groundwork of a printed essay. It is a sort of liasty 
ftttcnipt to compare or assirailate tbe lnerits of tbe Society of Frcemasons and of tbe 
Socicty of Fricnds.

Wliat I say here about Masonry is not meant to vin tbe Gold or Silver 

Medal, advertised in tlie London Courier Franrais, No of 

date, page but only to vin, in my heart, a prize graveu on tbe 

Masonic Compass and Triangles, each point of vhich, libe the Trinity, 
rests on Trutb, Virtue, and Benevolence, common foundations of Equality 
and Justice between brothers by birth and by Christianity, as between 
Bretliren by Masonry, enlightened by tbe Sun of Trutb, inasmuck as this 
is tbe Trutb bekl by tbe primitive Cbristians of Jerusalem and. Antioch. 
But since tbe Greek, Latin, Gallican, and Anglican Cburcbes liare organised 
themselves into formidable bodies, tbey deride, individually and col- 
lectirely, tbe sombre Society of good Quakers, vho are good only at 
vhining, suivelling, and baving no poor among tliem ; vhile tbe Free- 
masons bave establisbed themselves in Worshipful Lodges, in order to 
laugh, drink, sing at their ease, and display benevolence towards tlieir 
Bretliren and Fellows dispersed over tlic Eartli, vithout [infringing] tbe 
Laws of Moses or of tbe Pasclial [Covenant]. Tbey spread sunsbine, 
God’s consolation, and true happiness in tbe beart of ali buman beings 
capable of appreciating simple Yirtue. Tbe happiness of Mankind and 
tbe well-being of tbe Material World are to be found in Nature, Reason, 
Trutb, Justice, and Simplicity, and not in huge books compiled by 
Philosophy and Divinity. All the State-craft of Macbiavelli is only fit to 

drag man to [ ] to tbe cells at Bedlam ; or to lead liim to 

Montfaucon, to Tyburn, or to tbe undergronnd Pantbeodemonium of tbe 
Lower Empire of Pluto. Lord Cbancellor Bacon, vho, of all England, 
was tbe Doctor most stuffed with Greek, Latin and Law, vas right vhen 
be said 

Honesty best Policy. 

Tbese two words embody all tbat is good. 

I bold tbe religion of tbe Quakers very bcautiful, because it is so simple.] 

The AIS. is in tbe Chevalier’ s own liand, and vas probably vritten before 1774, 
during his access of literary entlmsiasm at Staunton Harold. Tbe sheet of paper 
is mucli crumpled, and is so full of interlineations and corrections as to be in parts 
almost indecipherable. 

In July, 1777, tbe Court of King's Bencli recorded its verdict tbat tbe Chevalier 
D’Eon vas a voman, and be conducted himself as a voman during tbe rest of liis lon" 
life. It vas impossible, tberefore, for hira to be received again by an Englisb Lodge of 
Freemasons. Con.sequently, bis subsequent career lias no direct bearing on tbe Craft, 
and requires, at our bands, merely a brief summary. 

The first time D"Eon appeared in London dressed as a voman, was on Gth August, 
1777, nor bas it been proved tbat be ever before vore the female garb. Exactly a week 
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later, 13th August, 1777, lie put on his uniform as Captain of Dragoons for convenienee 
of travelling, and that was the last time he appeared in London in the garb of a man. 

On reaehing France, the Chevalier, or, as he was thenccforward called, tlie 
Chevaliere I)'Eon, was naturally the objeet of mucli curiosity. He was presented 
to the King and Queen, and Her Majesty, hetter known as the unfortunate Marie 
Antoinette, is said to liave defrayed the expense of a eomplete female outfit. He took 
np his residenee in the family seat at Tonnerre, where his aged niother stili lived. About 
tliis time, the Chevaliere had a sliarp fit of religion, and retired to the Conventof Les Filles 
de Ste Marie, and actually resided some time at La Maison des Demoiselles de St Cyr, a 
religions House that eombined extreme piety with exelusive aristoeraey. But the old 
leaven stili worked. When the war of the Ameriean Revolutionbroke out, D’Eon offered 
his Services, stili in female garb. as a volunteer on board the fleet against the English. 
The offer was promptly rcjected ; the Frencli nation has always becn kecnly alive to 
the ridienlous. 

On the restoration of peace, the Chevalier obtained permission tore-visit England 
in order to settle his pecuniary affairs. Ile came to London in November, 1785, dressed 
as a woman. He never left England again, nor ever changed the sex of his 
habiliments. 

Thougli he lived tvventy-five years longer, the story of tliose years can be 
summed iip in a single scntence. On the stoppage of his pension by the French 
Revolution, the Chevalier at first maiutained himself by his skill in fencing, but 
evcntually had to sell, first, his jewels, tlien his library, and, at last, all that remaiued 
of his possessions. Finally, he passed away, bedridden and exhausted, in penury and 
seelusion, on the 21 st May, 1810. 

Tlien eamc the last surprise, and the rcversal, by a higlier powcr, of the verdiet that 
had declared the Chevalier D’Eon to be a woman. Lord Mansfield, the greatest lawyer 
of his day, had presided over the court, and had taken eare that the verdiet should be in 
striet accordance with legal evideucc. Yet the fact stood eontrary all the time. 

When the last sad officcs came to be paid to the defunct, the corpse wasseen to be 
that of a man. The startling discovery was at. onee made known to the medieal men, 
who had attended the Chevalier in his last illness, notably to Pere Elisee. This 
celebrated surgeon had belonged to the Fathers of Chai'ity at Grenoble, had emigrated 
from Franee when his confreres emigrated, and was now medieal attendant to the JDuke 
of Queenslierry, the rcdoubtable “ 0 Id Q.” When the Bourbons wcre restored to the throne 
of France, Pere Elisee beeamc lving's Surgeon to Louis XY1II. Father Elisee having 
ascertained the truc state of the case, thought it his duty to apprise the friends of the 
deeeased. Aecordingly, the body was inspeeted by the Earl of Yarborough, Sir Sidney 
Smith, and a score of interested friends. To set the question at rest, an autopsy was 
made by an independent surgeon, Mr. Thomas Copeland, who gave a professional 
eertificate, in the most unequivocal terms, that the deeeased had been of the male sex. 

The Chevalier D’Eon had not only worn female garb and eondueted himself as a 
woman for three and tliirty years, but had begun by affirming himself to be of the 
female sex. From this aflirmation he never went baek. His motives seem inadequate. 
We liave already adverted to the disproof of the eoarse motives that satisfied a eoarse 
age. The scandalous stories of his earlier biographers may be dismissed with contempt. 
Some depend for point on his masquerading as a man among womeu. The others, on 
his masquerading as a woman among men. Tliey are mutually destructive. The 
explanation must be looked for in some other direction. 
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If \ve are permitted to conjecture that tlie Chevalier D’Eon’s mind gave ivay 
partially under tlie strain and stress of tlie disastrous ycars during ivhieh his .sex was 
bandied about from mouth to mouth, and that he laboured under the hallucination that 
lie really ivas of the female sex, all would be explained. There is no difliculty in fiuding 
precedents. There is not an asylum in the United Kingdom that does not shelter one 
or more inmates sane on every point save one. Indeed, the experts make no secret of 
their opinion that fetv of us, if any, are sane on all points. 

If this conjecture sliould seem not to be justified by the circxtmstances, xve can, at 
least, label tlie case of our erratic Brother of the Lodge of Immortality as £; a 
physiologico-psychological problem of the highest coniplexity.” Perhaps that means 
the sanie thing.

Bademacher , Hamburg, 1903). 

The “ Hamburg Correspondence Cirele ” lias donc a great work in relation to 
tbe prodnction, illustration and partieulars of Masonie Medals and Badges, for wliich 
the univcrsal Craft eaunot be too grateful. Tlie cost has been heavy, and to a con- 
siderable exteut quite uuremunerative, the volumes having been sold below the aetual 
outlay. Although the “ Quatuor Coronati ” Lodge has liad the lionour to afford help 
financially, praetically our Brethrcn in Hamburg and neighbourhood liave provided the 
“ sinews of ivar ” and the litcrary labour, so tliat to them the credit is due of this 
remarkable series of volumes on the subject of Medals relating to the ancient 
Brotherhood. 

I liave had the great pleasure of writing brief notices of the various portions as 
published, viz., i. to iv., and the one dcvoted to Badges (Band i.), and liow there are 
volumes v. to vi. to review in the A.Q.C., making in ali exxi. plates, with 1090 Medals 
reproduecd, with the obverses and reverses gencrally of eaeli pieee, aeeompanied with 
careful deseriptions and mueli interesting matter clse, thus providing tlieir historieal 
setting. The enterprise has been under the able management of the M.W., Bro. Cari 
Wiebe, Grand Master of Hamburg, and an exeeptionally competent staff of willing 
helpers, with abundance of zeal and patienee, scholarly attainments and indomitable 
perseveranee, who together liave admirably succceded in tlieir almost herculean task. 

Band v. is supplemental to the Gernian division, and contains some remarkable 
specimens of the medallie art. Some, however, are rather weak in design, and niight 
almost liave been elassed with the Badges. Stili, whetlier good or otherwise, as Medals 
of the Craft, they liave riglitly been reprodueed, and a few of those not in circular form 
are of a very striking character. Heads and busts of some prominent Brethren come 
up wondcrfully well, and are most effective. One or two eoneern us in Great Britain, 
beeause of tlieir conneetion with the eclcbrated “ Canongate Kilwinning Lodge No. 2,” 
Scotland, especially No. 795. It was struek as a souvenir of the visit, officially, of some 
of the inembers of that aneient Atelier to Hamburg and the five liistorie Lodges in 1902. 
It is a very appropriate memorial of that never-to-be-forgotten pilgrimage and hearty 
reception. 

Some of the triangular sliaped pieces are eurious and most suggesti ve, and the 
reproductious throughout are always up to the liigli levcl of the previous issues of this 
invaluable series. 

Band vi. is also in part supplemental, as the No. v., but is likewise utilized for a 
number of Freneh and other Medals, so the volume is more varied than usual, and of 
spccial interest and importanoe generally. 

One extraordinary pieee arrests the eye even in casually looking through the 
illustrations, viz., No. 978, being so exeeptionally large, as given in Piate evii., for in 
sixteenths of an ineli it is 56, and is of bronze. It was sent for examination by Bro. 
L. Potier, of Paris, to Bro. G. L. Shacklcs, who had it photographed, and then returned 
it (rather unwillingly I fear, as it is unique), to the owner, who is also a zealous 
collector. It will also be found noted and reproduecd by Bro. W. T. Marvin in the

“ American Journal of Numismatics,” January 1896, and by me in tlie “ Freemason ” for 
14tli Marcii, 1896. It seems to liave been struck to commemorate a Convention of 
Rosicrucian Free Masons in Great Britain abont tlie latter part of the 18tli century ; 
tlie emblems are most suggestive in design, and it is to be hoped its origin and true 
character will soou be elucidated. So far no particalars liave been discovcred as to any 
sucli meeting. 

Some of Bro. Marvin’s liumbers ar6 supplied, but otliers liave stili to be 
identified, tliat is, liowever, easy to do, as tlie illustrations are an nnerring guide for 
comparison, ivitli tlie particulars given by our gifted American Brotber, ivlio^e valuable 
work on “ Masonic Medals ” put new life and vitality into tlie study of the subject, and 
much iacreased tlie zeal of collectors. 

Representative pieces from various Enropean countries, besides the Frencli and 
German Medals, making up a vcry attractive volume, sliould certainlv lead to the 
edition being soon subscribed for. 

Yolume iv. may stili be liad from the Secretary of our Lodge for 10/6 (witli 
postage), the wonder to me being that any are left for sale. Of the noble work on the 
“Medals of Britisli Fi’eemasonry,” by Bro. G. L. Shackles, and valuable introduction by 
Dr. W. J. Chetwode Crawley, there are a few copies left, also at lialf-a-guinea eacli, 
that sum being nothing like the cost of production. 

A Catalogue of some 60 pages may be procured from eitlier Hamburg or our own 
Secretary for a trijle, wliich gives ali the Medals reproduced in the six volumes (arranged 
under countries, and in alphabetical order as to towns and cities), exceeding one 
tliousand in number. Tliis liandy work, so carefully compiled and most useful as a 
guide to the series, sliould have a veryivide circulation, as it is useful for reference, even 
if the volumes be not obtained, and is complete in itsclf. It is a very opportune and 
welcome compilation, but sadly nceds a full Index.

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THE MAGIC ROLL.

T tlie first sight tliis curious old scroll gave promise of a magical 
treat to the stuclent of occult media; val lore, but a fuller investiga- 
tion, Avh ile not detracting from its age or rarity, has sliown that it 
was composed hy one who had not mastered the talismanie art. 

True serolls of this type, in which the designs are harmonious 
and the use of symbols correct, are rarely found ; hut there 
certainly was a system of symbolic eorrespondencies between 


figures and the planets, elements, etc. 


Talismanie designs drawn hy careful Kabalists were always decorated -svith 
Saered Nam es, lioly words and phrases from the Old Testament, and so made were 
considered of enormous value and as having great powers, eonferring gifts and preserv- 
ing health and possessions. 

The most easily accessihle and correctly drawn series of Talismans is to he found 
in an edition of “ The Clavicules of King Solomon,” arranged hy Bro. S. L. M. Mathers; 
but the British Museum Library coirtains a large eollection of these eurious works iu 
MSS. These mediae val talismans will he chiefly found there either named as ahove, or 
called “The Clavicles of Rabhi Solomon,” or “ Lemegeton,” or “Theurgia,” “Goetia,” 
or “ Almadel.” 

Francis Barrett in “The Magus” has a few eopies: it was puhlished in 1801. 

The scroll before us is named Clavis (clavicle) or Key of Solomon, presumahly 
of “King” Solomon, hut it does not consist of the group of designs generally found 
collected in the Clavicles of Solomon, viz. :

These talismans ai'e allotted certain powers, as are the designs of our scroll, hut 
they are not identieal either in drawing or purpose. 

The long collections of names and tities found on the otlier side of the scroll are 
commonly found in hooks of magic ; they were recited hy the Magieian in his eonsecra- 
tions and cxorcisms in eonjunction with the Latin prayers and responses. The 
numerous exnsses in the text are the occasions for the Magieian to cross himself, while 
saying Ateli Gibur Leolam Adonai, or alternatively naming four of the Kabalistic 
Sephiroth ; such as Kether ahove, Malkuth helow, Chesed on the riglit, and Gehureh on 
the left: being Crown and Kingdom, Mercy and Sevei'ity. 
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The Magic Holi. 

Tlie autlior of tliis scroll was doubtless a monk, and probably a Capucliin as 
Bro. Adrianyi thinks. The Boman Churcli professed to coudemn tlie use of magical 
arts, but for a very long period the monks were tlie only persons who liad education 
sufficient to enable theni to write tfiese Hebrew as Avell as Latin words. The talismans 
of the purely Jewish Kabalists contained no words of Latin, and only Hebrew words in 
Hebrew letters; but after the time of Picus de Mirandole, abont 1480, the Ivabalistic 
philosopliy was popular among Christian scholars, who professed to see in the Kabalali 
the gerrns of Trinitariauism. 

It was, liowever, the Roman Catholic Christian who studied the talismanic 
System, magic and divination, for the Reformed Lutheran and Protestant churchmen not 
only eondemned but aetually avoided all magic arts. The Protestants, too, prayed and 
jweached in the cominon language of tlie country and eeased to use the Latin prayers 
and phrases found in tliese old magical scrolls. 

I agrce with Bro. Adrianyi tliat the capital initials C, M, and B, refer to the 
tliree Magi (sce p. 143) who visited Jesus. IFassen on p. 136 should have been waffen ; 
and waters at foot of same page, xceapons. Bro. Hughan says there are thirty-three 
medallions, and we eonstantly find in Christian magical papers tliat designs, seals, etc , 
are arranged to form a group of thirty-three ; the number referring to the years of 
Jesus. Forty-two was also a prominent number among Kabalists, referring to the 
“ Ways of Wisdom and Seventy-two also, the rounds of the ladder of Jacob, and the 
forms of the Shema hamphorasb, the extetided Xame of God. There was a famous set 
of thirty-six Talismans, on tlie obverse and reverse of wliich were tliese seventy-two 
sacred words. 

In the scroll before us, liowever, we find, I tliink, an odd assortment of thirty- 
three talismans, cliosen by Frater Peter for his own purpose and not according to 
preeedent. 

On p. 141 we see eireles, foui’ of theni allotted to the Four Evangelists ; but the 
circles are simple and alike, whereas a more skilful magieian would have added their 
respeetive AVell-known emblems of Fire, Air, Eartli and Water, or Lion, Man, Bull and 
Eagle. 

On p. 143 we read Cingulum or Clavis, in tliis case the Clavis or Key is written 
oli the long scroll or Cingulum, girdle, whieh I expect was worn around the body as a 
searf when in Magician’s costurae. Below tliis is the so-called Cross of Malta, and 
behind it the Ladder of Jacob, or the allegorical ladder of the Knight Kadosh. The 
letters Agla do not forni a word, they are the initials of the sentence “ Ateli Gibur 
Leolam Adonai” — “ Thou 0 Lord art strong for ever”; or as said in Latin, “Tu 
omnipotens ad secula seculorum.” Agla is repcated below around the limbs of a 
eomplex eross, and in several other designs. 

Ou p. 147 we have a debased copy of one of the most famous talismans, including 
the Magic Square of twenty-five, and the letters thereon should read, “ Sator arepo tenet 
opera rotas”; the words being legible up and down and across. These words in Latin 
do not make sense : the letters are again iuitials, and some say they mean “ Sathauas 
Angelus Tonans Olympo Rejectus,” and other phrases also. Tliis design is found in the 
“ Magia ” of Dr. Faustus, and in many other volumes. In Faustus its use is said to be 
to recover buried treasure (see p. 241 of edition of 1849). In tliis seroll its purpose is 
Baid to be Wissenschaft zu erlangev, to obtain knowledge. 
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On the top of p. 152 wc find a circle with the word Tetragrammaton, this four 
lettered word is of course I H Y II, which we call Jehovah, Yehovah or Yahveh, the 
word which was not to bc spoken except by the Higli Priest in tlie Holy Place ; it was 
said tliat King Solomon, howevcr, pcrformed wonders by the pronnnciation of this word. 

Ou pp. 154 and 155 therc are many presnmably Hebrew lettcrs, but tliey arc 
such sjrawls as not (o bc able to be identified with any certainty. 

On p. 156 I do not feel able to decide on tlxe meaning of the prominent letters 
Z D I A, etc., tlie I X R I below no doubt refer to Jcsus, althougb there are many 
alternative readings well known. The final sqnare diagram is imperfect and not 
arranged with any practical Kabalistic skill. 

Bro. Emil Adrianyi writes: — I have tnrned over the talismanic manuscript and 
books in the Gcrman Museum at Nurnberg but have not found any similar scroll ; 
I found a dozen books with talismanic figures, but tliey are, like this one, printed by 
the Quatuor Coronati Lodge, all very badly writteu, composed in an arbitrary manner 
and alniost incomprehensi ble. 

The designs of this scroll arc strange, and I do not consider they are drawn on 
the true ancicnt magieal principies; rcal talismans wcre always decorated with Hebrew 
phrases, whicli are absent licrc. I think it mnst have bcen drawn by a Roman Catholic 
monk (Frater Pcter),for many such scrolls have becn recovered from old remains found 
in Capucine cloisters. The tliree initials C.M.B. on page 143 refer to the Tliree Magi, 
Caspar, Melchior and Balthazar.

ASONRY Dissected, Sixth Edition.— In Bro. R. F. GoukVs most 
interestiug paper on “ The Degrees of Pnre and Ancient Freeinasomy ’’ 
in A.Q.C., vol. xvi., it is stated (p. 47), tbat the dates of the fifth and 
sixth editions of Masonry Dissected ave unknown. I am able to give 
the date of the sixth edition, viz.. 173G, as a copy, I believe the only 
onc yet traced, is in my collection. Referenec to this eopy, and to 
the list of Lodges contained therein, was made l>y our lamented 
bvother John Lane in A.Q.C., vol. xii., p. 37.

The Rebuilding Of Jerusaleni. — My attention has been eallcd by W. Bro. 
R. S. Brown. Past Grand Wardcn of the Gvand Lodge of Bombay, to the enclosed 
passage, wliicli he accidcntally alightcd upon. The passage is, to say the least, a 
remarkable one, and if it lias not. been previously noticed masonically, miglit be worthy 
of a plaee in the reeords of yonr Lodge.

Tlic following is a eopy of chapter 14 of book 7 of the “ Ecelesiastical History of 
Philostorgius ” born abont a.d. 364), contained in a work published sorne years ago by 
Henry G. Bohn, in his “ Eeelesiastieal Library,” entitled “The Eeclesiastical History 
of Sozomen, eomprising a History of the Chnrch from a.d. 324 to A d. 440. Translated 
from the Greek : with a niemoir of the Author. Also the Eeelesiastieal History of 
Philostorgius, as epitomised by Photius, Patriarch of Constantinople. Translated by 
Edward Walford, M A., late Seholar of Balliol College, Oxford.” 

Photius was appointed Patriarch of Constantinople in a.d. 853. 

Chap. 14. MTien Julian bade the eity of Jerusalem to be rebuilt in order to 
refnte openly the predictions of onr Lord concerning it, he brouglit ahout exaetly the 
opposite of what he intended. For his work was cheeked by many other prodigiis 
from heaven ; and especially, during tlie preparation of the fonndations, one of the 
stones whieh was plaeed at the lowest part of the base, suddenly started from its place 
and opened the door of a eertain eave hollowed out in the rock. Owing to its deptli, it 
was difficult to see what was witliin this eave; so persons were appointed to investigate 
the matter, wlio, being anxions to find out the truth, let down one of tlieir workmen by 
means of a rope. On being lowered down he found stagnant water rcacliing up to his 
knees ; and, liaving gone round the place and felt the walls on every side, he fonnd the 
cave to be a perfect sqnarc. Tlien, in his return, as he stood near ahout the middle, he 
struek his foot against a column wliich stood rising slightly above the water. As soon 
as he touched this pillar, he found lying upon it a book wrapped np in a very fine and 
thin linen clotli ; and as soon as he had lifted it up just as he had fonnd it, he gave a 
signal to his eompanions to draw liini up again. As soon as he regained the light, he 
showed them the book, whieh strnck them all witli astonisliment, especially beeause it 
appeared so new and fresli, considering the place where it had been found. This book, 
whieh appeared such a mighty prodigy in the eyes of both heathens and Jews, as soon 
as it was opened showed the following words in large letters : “In the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word was God.” In faet, the volume 
contained that entire Gospel whieh had been deelared by the divine tongue of the 
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(beloved) disciple and tlie Virgin. Moreover, iliis miracle, together with otlier signs 
wliich ivere tlien shown frorn lieaven, most clearly sliowed tliat “ tlie word of the Lord 
would never go fortli void,” wliicli had foret old tliat the devastation of tlie Temple 
siionld be perpetual. For tliat Book declarcd Ilim who bad uttered tbose words long 
before, to be God and tlie Creator of tlie Universe ; and it was a very ciear proof tbat 
“ tbeir labour was but lost tbat built,” seeing tbat tlie iuimutable decree of tlie Lord 
bad condemned tlie Temple to cternal desolatiou. Tbe eity of Jerusalem itself was 
formerly ealled Jebus, and was inliabitcd by some of tbe tribe of Benjaniin, before 
King David took it by tbe aid of Joab. Tbe army promised liim tbe tlirone of Israel 
if be eould only get possessiou of tbat eity. and wlien be captnred it, tbe army faitlifnlly 
observed its promises. Ile tlien bnilt a new eity ou tbe sanie site, and ebose it as tbe 
metropolis of tbe eutire Hebrew race.” 

Some Queries eoncerning- the History of Calcutta Lodges.— Tbe oldest 

Lodges now working in Calcutta are 

Star in tlie East, Xo. 67 E.C. Constitnted a.d. 1740, working under a warranfc 
of confirmation dated Xovember 3rd, 1S13. 

Industry and Perseverance Xo. 109 E.C. Constituted 1761. Xow working 
under a warrant of confiriuation dated April 30th, 1S44. 

True Friendsbip Xo. 21S. Constituted 1773. Xow working under an Atlioll 
Warrant obtained after tlie secession of tbe Lodge, and dated December 
27tb, 179S. 

Ilnmilitv witb Fortitude Xo. 229. Constituted 1774. Xow working under a 
warrant of confirmation of Atboll Constitution grauted on April lltb, 
179S. 

Marine Xo. 232. Constituted 1776. Working under a warrant of confirmation 
of Atlioll Constitution. 

Tbe District Grand Lodge of Bengal was reformed in 1840, and possesses no 
records prior to tbat year. The records of tbe old Provincial Grand Lodge were in 
private bauds in 1S60, wlien Bro. A. dc Cruz be saw tliem and made extracts from 
tbem for bis History of Frcemasonry in Bengal. The early records of True Friendship 
and Marine were made away witb by tbeir Secretaries about tbe middle of tbe last 
century. Tbose of Ilumility icith Fortitude from 1774 to 1S04 are lost, and tbose of 
Star in the East aud Industry icith Perseverance are stili more defective. 

It wonld therefore be a great boon if from Euglisb records, histories, etc., auy 
reader would snpply me witb tbe names of tbe first officers of tbe above Lodges, 
founders, etc. 

The history of True Friendship is most plizzling. Tbe local tradition is tbat tbe 
Lodge was brought from the West Indies to East India by a Regiment in 1773. It 
seems to liave fallen into abeyance in 1783 or 4 during the war in ibe Carnatic. It was 
revived in 17S7 and numbered “ Xo. 10 of Bengal,” and at tliis date it was attaebed to 
tbe 3rd Army Brigadc, wliich came to Fort William, Calcutta, in 1787, and left for 
Berhampore in tbe following year. Wbcn theBrigade tlins left Calcutta some civilians 
who bad joined it petitioued to bc constituted as a new Lodge, received a warrant 
(1788) under wliich tlicy became Xo. 12 of Bengal. Wbat became of tlie old Military 
Lodge Xo. 10 ? 

Ilumility icith Fortitude, whieli bad also gone into abeyance during tbe Carnatic 
tronbles, bad been revived in 178S by R.W. Bro. Williamson, who acted under tbe 
authority of tbe Grand Lodge of Eugland, but was repudiated by tbe Provincial Grand 
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Lodge. In 1787 Humility with Fovtitiule snbmitted to K.W. Bro. Williamson’s rival, 
W. Bro. Fenwiek, and was granted a warrant and numbered “Xo 11 of Bengal.'’ 
Humility was tlms Xo. 10, wliile tlie preseut civilian Lodge True Friendship was Xo. 12. 

At the elose o£ tlie eentury, True Friendship led the way in seceding to tlie AtholI 
Constitntion and was rewarded by beeomiug “ Xo. 1 of Bengal ” under tliat constitution. 
Humility followed a year later, and becarne “ Xo. 2.” This priority in seeession lias 
apparently led to tlie strange resilit tliat a Lodge first constituted in 1788 is now 
numbered eleven plaees liiglier up than a Lodge constituted in 1774. Englisk records 
may, perliaps, on tlie other band sbow that tlie old True Friendship, which was Xo. 10 
of Bengal, has been merged in the younger “True Friendship,” which was Xo. 12. 
Could any reader throw light on this snbject? 

I slioald also be deeply grateful for any nantes of offieers of True Friendship, Star 
in the East, and Humility witli Fortitudo, between the dates 178S — 1S04, and any facts 
about the Lodge Marine.

The Centenary Jewel of the Grand Stewards’ Lodgre.— I send you here- 
with a photograph of the jewel I exhibited at the meeting of the Lodge in Mar last. 
The original of the jewel was designed by William Hogarth, the great earieaturist, who 
was a member of the Grand Stewards’ Lodge in 1735, the year of its foundation. At 
the Centenary of the Lodge in 1835, permission was given to the members to plaee at 
the top of the jewel the letters G.S.L., and at the foot a scroll of gold bearing the 
inscription “1735 Centenary 1835.” The jewel with these additious is exeeediugly 
i'are, as permission to wear it was granted to those only who were members of the 
Lodge in the eentenary year. The specimen in my collection originally belonged to 
Bro. Richard Lea Wilson, a very distinguished Mason, who represented Lodge “Peaee 
and Harmony ” Xo. 72 (now Xo. G0) as Grand Steward in 1835, and was appointed 
Deputy Lieutenant of the Cify of London in 1846.

It appears that 75 cliildren are novv on the 
books, and receiving education at different schools, not only in South Africa but even in 
England and France, the average cost being only about £7 per head. We may be 
allowod to congratulate our South African brethren generally on the true Masonic spirit 
by wliich tliey are acliieved, and especially the Honorary Sccretary, Bro. W. II. Tiffany, 
Provincial Grand Secrctary S.A., Netherlands Coustitution, througli whose exertions 
the fur.d appears to have been brouglit to iis present satisfactory position. The fact 
that Bro. Tiffany acts as our own Local Sccretary for the Western Division of South 
Africa makes us feel the greater interest in his good work. ■
